ACTS    OF    A    LOCAL    NATURE. 


AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  act  passed  January  28, 1648,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Lorain  Plank 

Road  Company." 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  said  Company  shall  have  power  to  construct  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  said  road  of  coal,  stone,  or  plank,  as  the  directors  shall  deem  proper  for 
the  interest  of  said  corporators. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  Company  are  authorized  to  construct  and  extend 
said  road  from  Elyria  to  Charleston  in  Lorain  county,  and  are  also  author- 
ized to  construct  and  extend  branches  of  said  road  to  any  point  they  may 
see  fit,  in  the  counties  of  Lorain,  Medina,  Wayne  or  Ashland.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Perrysburg  and  Findlay  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Schuyler  N.  Beach,  George  Powers,  Erasmus  D.  Peck,  Elijah  Hunt- 
ington, William  H.  Hopkins,  Collister  Haskins,  Joseph  Sargent  and  William 
V.  Way,  of  Wood  county,  and  David  Ensmingcr,  David  J.  Cory  and  Hi- 
ram Smith,  of  Hancock  county,  and  such  other  persons  and  corporations 
as  shall  become  associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  Company,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Per- 
rysburg  and  Findlay  Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  plank  road  from  Perrysburg  in  the  county  of  Wood,  to  Findlay  in  the 
county  of  Hancock,  upon  or  near  the  line  of  the  present  Perrysburg  and 
Findlay  Free  Turnpike  Road  ;  and  for  such  purpose  said  company  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,   purchase  and  possess, 


enjoy  and  retain,  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind,  and 
to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure :  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  Courts  having  competent  jurisdiction ; 
to  have  and  use  a  common  seal  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  and 
to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the  consti- 
tution or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  may  be  seventy-five  thous- 
and dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  transferable  in 
entire  shares  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  by-laws 
of  said  Company,  provided  that  no  stockholder,  without  the  consent  of  the 
directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock,  after  any  instalments  shall 
be  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  the  amount  due  on  his 
stock. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  five 
of  them,  shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  necessary  acts  to  organize  said  Company ;  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and 
places  as  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  acting,  shall  think  proper,  to  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company.  The  Commis- 
sioners may,  if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of 
such  subscription  to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed,  and  each  subscriber 
shall  be  bound  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  such  instalments  on  his,  her  or  their 
stock  as  the  directors  may  require,  provided  that  not  more  than  twenty  per 
centum  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  in  at  any  one  time. 

Sec  4.  That  when  two  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  Com 
missioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  for  twenty  days  next  preceding 
the  time  of  holding  such  meeting,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and 
in  general  circulation  on  the  line  of  said  road  ;  and  at  such  time  and  place, 
those  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  Directors  and  adopt  such  by-laws  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be  lawful,  and  as 
they  shall  deem  expedient;  the  stockholders  to  vote  either  in  person  .or  by 
proxy,  each  stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
he  may  hold  in  said  Company. 

Sec.  5.  The  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  governed  by  five  Direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified  ; 
each  Director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  shall 
cease  to  be  a  Director  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder ;  the  Direc- 
tors shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  board  which  shall  happen 
by  death  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  The  Directors  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their 
duties.  They  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  number,  and  shall 
appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  superintendents  as  they  shall  think  proper ; 
they  shall  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  they  may  require  from 
any  officer,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency  ;  prescribe  the  amount  of  any 
instalments  to  be  paid  upon  subscriptions ;  and  the  mode  and  manner  of  en- 


forcing  payment  of  any  such  subscriptions,  and  take  the  general  charge 
and  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Directors  to  enter  upon  and  take  pos- 
session of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone,  timber  and  earth  neces- 
sary for  the  laying  and  construction  of  said  plank  road  and  necessary  ap- 
purtenances and  appendages  thereto,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage ;  and  if 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  any  lands  other  than  public  highways  for 
the  right  of  way  and  materials  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  said  road, 
said  Company  shall  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  Turnpike  Companies,  passed 
January  7,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto;  and  provided 
further,  that  said  Company  shall  not  take  more  than  sixty-six  feet  in  width 
for  said  road. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  said  Company  shall  have  constructed  said  road  by 
thoroughly  turnpiking  and  draining,  and  covered  the  same  not  less  than 
seven  feet  wide  with  plank  at  least  three  inches  thick,  and  forming  a  good 
wagon  track  of  earth  beside  the  plank  track  and  even  with  it,  of  proper 
width  and  properly  drained,  or  cover  the  same  with  gravel  or  broken  stone, 
not  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  instead  of  plank,  the  same  shall  forever 
thereafter  be  and  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  passage  of  animals,  teams, 
and  travellers  of  every  description,  on  the  payment  of  such  tolls  as  the 
Board  of  Directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish ;  and  said  road,  with 
all  its  appurtenances,  together  with  all  profits  and  tolls  arising  therefrom, 
are  hereby  vested  in  said  corporation. 

Sec  9.  Whenever  any  five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  President  and  Di- 
rectors shall  have  power  to  erect  gates  thereon,  and  ordain  and  establish  a 
rate  of  tolls  which  shall  be  levied  upon  all  animals,  teams  and  property  of 
every  description  passing  on  said  road,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof;  and  for  the  collection  of  said  tolls,  they  shall  appoint  col- 
lectors and  erect  gates  and  toll  houses,  and  may  ask,  demand  and  receive 
the  said  tolls  under  this  act ;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  the  rates  now  charged  on  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Roads. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  thfrbenefit  of  all  laws 
for  the  benfit  of  turnpike  roads  and  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  have  been 
or  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

Sec  11.  The  said  Company  may  at  any  time  contract  debts  or  liabili- 
ties to  the  amount  of  stock  of  said  Company,  at  such  time  actually  sub- 
scribed by  responsible  stockholders,  not  expended,  and  inclusive  of  such 
profits  or  income  as  may  be  reasonably  expected  to  accrue  within  two  years 
from  the  time  of  so  contracting,  payable  within  three  years  from  the  time 
of  contracting  said  debts  or  liabilities. 

Sec  12.  The  Trustees  of  any  township  through  or  near  which  said 
road  may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing five  thousand  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company ;  and  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  or 
issue  bonds  or  orders  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  centum 
per  annum,  on  the  credit  of  such  township,  and  for  the  final  payment  of 
such  principal  sum  with  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  said  town- 
ship ;  they  shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  real  estate  in  said  township,  an- 


Dually,  such  taxes  as,  together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  said  stock,  will 
pay  the  interest  of  such  loan  or  orders,  and  other  incidental  charges  con- 
nected therewith  ;  and  at  the  end  of  five  years,  the  said  township  shall  levy 
a  tax  upon  the  real  estate  aforesaid,  sufficient  to  pay  one  half  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  said  bonds,  and  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  a  further  tax,  sufficient 
to  pay  the  balance  of  said  bonds  ;  said  taxes  shall  be  placed  upon  the  coun- 
ty duplicate  and  collected  as  in  other  cases,  and  ihe  proceeds  be  held  by 
the  County  Treasurer,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Township  Trustees ; 
Provided,  however,  that  said  Trustees  may  at  any  time  sell  said  stock  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  off  said  bonds  or  indebtedness,  but  for  no  other  pur- 
pose ;  and  provided  further,  that  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  made  pay- 
able on  the  first  day  of  March  annually,  and  that  when  the  dividends  on 
said  stock  shall  exceed  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  the  excess  shall  annually 
be  applied  in  payment  upon  the  principal  of  said  bonds  or  orders ;  said 
bonds  or  orders  shall  be  drawn  payable  to  bearer  and  be  negotiable  by  de- 
livery. 

Sec.  13.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  any 
township  without  the  assent  of  the  people  of  said  township,  to  be  attained 
as  follows ;  The  Township  Trustees  of  such  townships,  shall  give  at  least 
twenty  days  notice,  previous  to  the  next  annual  election  for  township  offi- 
cers in  said  townships,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  at  such  election,  on  the 
question  of  making  such  subscription  as  aforesaid  ;  which  notice  shall  be 
posted  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  township ;  the  qualified 
electors  of  such  townships  shall  at  said  election  vote  by  ballot,  for  subsrip- 
tion  or  against  subscription,  plainly  written  or  printed  on  their  ticket.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  said  townships  to  provide  a  convenient 
and  separate  box  for  their  townships,  to  receive  such  ballots,  and  the  voting 
thereat  shall  be  conducted  and  regulated  as  at  the  election  for  township  of- 
ficers under  the  supervision  of  the  judges  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  The  judges  of  the  election  in  the  different  townships  shall 
transmit  certified  returns  of  said  ballotings  in  said  townships,  to  the  Auditors 
of  their  respective  counties,  within  two  days  thereafter,  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  a  majority  of  said  ballots  in  any  of  said  townships,  is  in  favor  of 
a  subscription,  the*  said  Township  Trustees  shall  make  said  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  Company,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by 
the  said  Trustees,  and  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose.  If 
from  any  cause  said  vote  shall  not  be  taken,  or  if  the  majority  of  votes  in 
any  township  shall  be  against  subscription,  the  question  shall  be  again  sub- 
mitted in  like  manner,  at  the  annual  fall  election  for  state  and  county  offi- 
cers on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  if  the  voters  shall  then 
decide  in  favor  of  subscription,  the  Township  Trustees  shall  make  such  sub- 
scription as  herein  provided  for;  Provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  be 
deemed  expedient,  the  Trustees  of  any  of  said  townships  that  may  have 
failed  to  vote  on  the  question  of  subscription,  or  may  have  voted  against 
subscription,  may  at  any  time,  either  before  or  after  the  said  October  elec- 
tion, on  giving  twenty  days  notice  as  before  specified,  hold  a  special  elec- 
tion to  vote  on  the  question,  and  which  election  shall  be  governed  in  other 
respects  as  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  15.     It  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  Township  Trustees  in  the  several 


townships  subscribing  stock  in  said  Company,  to  annually,  by  the  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  certify  to  the  County  Auditor  of  their  county,  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  raised  for  that  year  by  taxation  on  account  of  subscription  of 
stock  in  said  Company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Auditor  to  assess 
the  same  upon  the  duplicate  on  the  real  estate  in  said  townships  ;  and  in 
case  there  should  be  a  failure  to  make  such  certificate,  and  the  bonds  or  or- 
ders or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  issued  by  said  townships  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  shall  not  be  paid  at  the 
times  they  shall  fall  due,  or  the  annual  interest  thereon  shall  not  be 
promptly  paid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor,  on  application  of 
any  creditor,  to  assess  said  principal  and  interest  due  from  said  township, 
and  place  the  same  upon  the  duplicate  to  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  county  with  the  other  taxes. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Compa- 
ny, annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  to  report  to  the  County  Auditor 
of  each  county  in  which  there  are  townships  which  have  subscribed  stock 
in  said  Company,  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  each  township  in  such  coun- 
ty respectively,  and  also  to  report  the  amount  of  dividends  to  which  each 
township  is  entitled  upon  its  stock  for  that  year,  and  upon  the  application 
of  any  creditor  as  aforesaid,  said  Auditor  shall  assess  upon  such  delinquent 
township  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  all  claims  due  and  unpaid  on  account  of 
said  subscription  of  stock.  . 

Sec.  17.  ^In  assessing  property  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going sections,  the  County  Auditor  shall  adopt  the  valuation  established  for 
State  and  county  purposes  for  the  time  being ;  and  to  compensate  him  and 
the  County  Treasurer  for  the  extra  labor  herein  imposed,  they  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  compensation  as  is  given  for  like  services  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Treasurer  to  pay  said  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  townships,  over  due,  as  fast  as  the  money  col- 
lected will  enable  him,  and  to  make  a  full  exhibit  of  receipts  and  payments 
by  the  first  Monday  of  May  after  the  duplicate  shall  have  been  placed  in 
his  hands,  to  the  County  Auditor,  and  to  the  Township  Trustees. 

Sec  19.  The  stock  of  said  Company,  and  the  bonds  or  orders  issued 
by  the  townships  in  payment  of  stock,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  ex- 
cept for  State  and  county  purposes,  for  five  years  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act. 

Sec.  20.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act,  nor  in  the  act  entitled  an 
act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  January  7, 
1817,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  so  far  as  the  same  are  made  a  part  of 
this  act,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  said  Plank  Road  Company  to 
take  any  stone,  timber  or  other  materials  for  the  construction  of  said  road 
within  the  county  of  Hancock,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  first  obtained  in  writing. 

Sec  21.    This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  Lake  and  Trumbull  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Jonathan  F.  Card,  Aaron  Wilcox,  Uri  Seeley,  Colbert  Huntington, 
Silas  Weed,  and  Scribner  Huntoon,  of  Lake  county ;  Bushnell  Austin,  and 
R.  H.  Weisley,  of  Geauga  county ;  Alexander  Brown,  Joseph  Perkins, 
Thomas  D.  Webb,  and  Frederick  Kinsman,  of  Trumbull  county,  and  all 
others  who  may  be  associated  together  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  be  and  they  hereby  are  incorporated  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  corporate  name  of  the  "  Lake  and  Trum- 
bull County  Plank  Road  Company,"  with  a  capital  stock  of  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  Fairport  at  the  mouth  of 
Grand  river  in  Lake  county,  to  such  point  on  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
canal  in  Trumbull  county ;  and  for  such  purpose  the  provisions  of  the  "act 
incorporating  the  Milan  and  Richland  plank  road  company,"  passed  Janu- 
ary thirty-one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  the  amend- 
ment thereto  passed  March  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicible  to  the  company  hereby  incorporated, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  extended  to 
the  company  hereby  incorporated ;  and  this  company  is  hereby  declared 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  said  acts, 
so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  this  company  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec  2.  The  trustees  of  the  townships  at  the  ends  of  said  road  are 
hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  for  their  respective  townships,  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  ; 
and  the  trustees  of  any  other  township  through  which,  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
which  said  road  may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  to  said 
capital  stock  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  trustees  of  every  township  which  shall  subscribe  to  said 
capital  stock,  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  or  or- 
ders at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  on  the 
credit  of  such  township,  and  for  the  final  payment  of  such  principal  sum 
with  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  such  township. 

SSec  4.  Annually  in  each  and  every  year  after  such  subscriptions  shall 
have  been  made  by  any  township,  the  county  auditor  of  the  proper  county  shall 
levy  on  the  grand  list  of  such  township  such  taxes  as  together  with  the  tolls 
arising  to  such  township  from  said  stock,  will  pay  the  interest  of  such  loan 
or  bonds  or  orders,  and  all  incidental  charges  connected  therewith,  together 
with  one-fifth  part  of  the  principal  of  said  loan  or  bonds  or  orders  ;  and  to 
enable  him  so  to  do,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  trustees  annually, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  to  report  to  the  proper 
county  Auditor,  the  amount  of  their  loans,  or  bonds  or  orders  unpaid,  and 
the  amount  of  their  tolls  aforesaid,  and  such  other  information  as  such  Au- 
ditor shall  require,  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  on  failure  of 
said  trustees  so  to  do,  such  auditor  shall  levy  a  sufficient  tax  as  aforesaid, 
predicated  on  the  original  amount  so  subscribed  for  the  particular  township, 
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or  on  the  last  report  of  the  trustees  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  with- 
out regard  to  the  tolls  received. 

Sec.  5.  The  town  [tax]  so  assessed  shall  be  placed  on  the  county  duplicate 
and  collected  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  proceeds  held  by  the  county  treas- 
urer, subject  to  the  control  of  the  township  trustees  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  tax  payer  shall  pay  his  tax,  the  county  treasurer 
shall  give  him  a  separate  receipt  therefor,  which  receipt  shall  be  negotiable, 
by  endorsement  thereon,  and  the  holder  of  such  receipts,  in  amounts  equal 
to  one  or  more  entire  shares,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  transferred  to  him, 
of  the  stock  of  the  proper  township  at  the  time  undisposed  of,  shares  of 
stock  equal  to  the  amount  of  such  receipts,  at  its  then  market  value  ;  pro- 
vided that  stocks  for  that  purpose  shall  not  be  transferred  at  less  than  its 
par  value. 

Sec.  7.  If  after  the  stock  of  any  particular  township  shall  have  been 
disposed  of,  there  shall  remain  outstanding,  tax  receipts  issued  on  the  tax 
of  that  township,  which  shall  not  be  paid  on  presentation  to  the  treasurer 
of  such  township,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  the  proper  county, 
on  the  application  of  any  holder  of  such  receipt,  to  assess  on  the  list  of 
such  township  a  sufficient  tax  to  pay  all  the  outstanding  tax  certificates  for 
such  township,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  duplicate  of  said  county  and 
collected  as  aforesaid,  and  held  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  and  said  out- 
standing tax  receipts  shall  thereupon  be  received  by  said  treasurer  in  pay- 
ment of  all  taxes,  and  accounted  for  by  him  as  so  much  money. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees  of  any  township  may  at  any  time  sell  their  stock 
on  hand  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  their  bonds,  orders,  or  indebtedness, 
on  account  of  their  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose ;  and  thereupon  shall  report  the  same  to  the  auditor  of  the  proper 
county,  and  thereafter  no  further  taxes  shall  be  assessed  or  collected  against 
said  township,  except  so  far  as  shall  be  necessary  to  defray  any  balance  of 
principal,  interest,  charges  and  outstanding  tax  certificates  of,  or  on  account 
of,  the  stock  of  such  township. 

Sec.  9.  No  subscription  shall  be  made  by  the  trustees  of  any  township, 
without  the  assent  of  the  people,  to  be  obtained  as  follows :  The  trustees 
of  such  township  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  notice  previous  to  the  next 
annual  election  of  township  officers,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  at  such  elec- 
tion, on  the  question  of  making  such  subscription,  which  notice  shall  be 
published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  such  township,  or  if  none  be  print- 
ed therein,  then  by  posting  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  town- 
ship ;  and  the  qualified  electors  of  such  township,  shall,  at  such  election, 
vote  by  ballot  "  for  subscription,"  or  "  against  subscription ;"  and  if  for 
subscription  they  shall  indicate,  on  their  ballots,  in  each  of  the  townships 
at  the  termination  of  said  road,  whether  for  fifteen  thousand  dollars  or  for 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  in  each  of  the  other  townships,  whether  for 
two  thousand  dollars  or  for  three  thousand  dollars  or  for  five  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  township,  respectively, 
to  provide  a  convenient  and  separate  box,  for  each  township,  to  receive 
such  ballots,  and  the  voting  thereat  shall  be  conducted  and  regulated  as  at 
the  election  for  township  officers,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Judges 
thereof.

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Sec.  10.  The  judges  of  election  in  the  respective  townships  shall  trans- 
mit certified  returns  of  such  balloting,  to  the  auditor  of  their  respective 
counties  within  two  days  after  such  election  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a 
majority  of  the  ballots  in  any  township  are  in  favor  of  a  subscription,  then 
the  trustees  of  such  township  shall  make  said  subscription,  and  for  the  sum 
having  the  largest  number  of  votes ;  and  if  said  vote  shall  not  be  taken  in 
any  township  at  the  township  election,  or  if  a  majority  of  votes  shall  not  at 
that,  or  some  other  election  to  be  notified  and  held  under  this  act,  be  in 
favor  of  subscription,  the  question  shall  again  be  submitted  in  such  town* 
ship,  in  the  same  manner,  at  the  fall  election  for  state  and  county  officers, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  if  the  voters  in  any  township, 
at  any  election  held  under  this  law,  shall  decide  in  favor  of  subscription, 
then  the  trustees  of  such  township  shall  make  such  subscription  as  above 
provided  for ;  and  the  bonds  or  orders  issued  thereupon,  shall  be  made  pay- 
able at  such  place  or  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  trustees  of  the  re- 
spective townships :  Provided  that  if  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  by  the 
trustees  of  any  township,  at  any  time  or  times  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
a  special  election  may  be  called  in  such  township  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
by  giving  notice  as  aforesaid,  and  which  special  elections  shall  be  governed 
in  other  respects  as  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  11.  If  said  company  shall  construct  said  road  from  Fairport  across 
Grand  river,  to  the  northerly  line  of  the  corporate  town  of  Painesville,  and 
shall  erect  a  good  and  substantial  bridge  suitable  for  the  purpose,  across  said 
river,  where  said  road  passes  over  the  same,  said  company  shall  be  entitled 
to  charge  any  tolls  thereon,  not  more  than  by  this  act  they  are,  in  the  ag- 
gregate, entitled  to  charge  on  five  miles  of  said  plank  road. 

Sec.  12.  For  their  extra  services,  imposed  by  this  act,  the  county  au- 
ditor and  treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed 
them  in  respect  to  the  collection  of  township  taxes.

To  incorporate  the  Norwalk  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oenerel  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Ebenezer  Andrews,  Clark  Waggoner,  Samuel  P.  Gay,  John  Smith 
and  John  B.  Wilber,  of  the  county  of  Erie,  Timothy  Baker,  Aaron  Da- 
venport, Jeremiah  Cole,  Charles  S.  Simmons,  Charles  L.  Boalt,  Theodore 
Baker,  James  Williams,  John  R.  Osborn,  John  Gardiner,  Hiram  Spencer, 
Jeremiah  Wright,  Abijah  Ives,  Rouse  Bly  and  Isaac  Underbill,  of  the  coun- 
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ty  of  Huron,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Norwalk  Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  plank  road  from  Milan,  in  Erie  county,  by  the  way  of  Nor- 
walk, to  the  villages  of  New  Haven  and  Plymouth,  in  Huron  county ;  by 
such  route  as  the  Directors  of  said  Company  deem  most  advisable  and 
practicable,  and  with  power  to  make  such  lateral  branches  from  the  main 
road  in  said  counties  to  such  other  points  in  the  same  as  shall  be  deemed 
expedient. 

Sec  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company  shtdl  consist  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec  3.  That  so  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, the  persons  above  named,  acting  as  Commissioners,  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  the  village  of  Norwalk,  by  giving  notice 
thereof,  in  some  newspaper  or  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in  said 
counties  of  Huron  and  Erie,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  time  appointed 
for  said  meeting,  and  the  stockholders  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect 
five  Directors  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  Company,  and  said 
Directors  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  a  President  of  their  number, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  till  his  successor  is  elected  and 
accepts  the  appointment. 

Sec  4.  The  act  to  incorporate  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road 
Company,  passed  January  31,  1845,  excepting  therefrom  the  13th  section 
of  said  act,  and  so  much  of  the  residue  thereof  as  conflicts  with  the  first, 
second  and  third  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  construed  and  taken  to  be 
part  and  parcel  of  this  act,  and  the  said  Norwalk  Plank  Road  Company, 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  sub- 
ject to  all  the  liabilities  of  said  act,  as  fully  and  completely  as  though  the 
same  were  herein  incorporated,  subject  to  the  exceptions  herein  specified  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec  5.  This  act  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Lester  Hubbard,  Marshall  Burton,  E.  M.  Morgan,  E.  Lane,  William 
Townsend,  E.  H.  Haines,  John  G.  Pool,  William  W.  Wetherel,  Freeland 
T.  Barney  and  Samuel  H.  Smith,  all  of  Erie  county,  and  all  persons  who 
may  be  associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Com- 
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pany,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Sandusky  city  and  Custalia  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany/' with  a  capital  stock  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  Sandusky 
city  to  the  town  of  Castalia,  in  the  county  of  Eric,  and  for  such  purposes 
the  provisions  of  the  act  incorporating  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road 
Company,  passed  January  thirty-one,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  passed  March  eleven,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  such  pur- 
pose, is  hereby  extended  to  this  Company,  and  this  Company  is  hereby 
subjected  to  the  provisions  of  said  act ;  Provided,  that  said  Company  may 
extend  said  road  through  the  town  of  Beilevue,  in  Huron  county,  to  the 
most  eligible  point  on  the  old  Columbus  and  Sandusky  city  turnpike. 

Sec.  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  as  depriving 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  power  of  taxation  over  the  Company  hereby 
created,  whensoever  it  may  choose  to  exercise  the  same.

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Roger  W.  Griswold,  Henry  Hubbard,  Lynds  Jones,  Samuel  Hendry, 
Ichabod,  Champion,  Ezra  Pratt,  Erastus  N.  House,  Henry  Krum,  Nathaniel 
Owen,  Calvin  C.  Wick  and  John  R.  Stanhope,  of  the  county  of  Ashtabula, 
and  Frederick  Kinsman,  Rufus  P.  Ranney,  Thomas  Kinsman,  Jacob  Perkins, 
John  R.  Stanhope,  Jr.,  Robert  H.  Walker,  Josiah  Robbins,  James  T.  Horner, 
John  W.Jackson,  George  Hezlep,  and  Harvey  Beach,  of  Trumbull  county, 
and  Henry  Manning,  Theodatus  Garlick,  Nathan  Andrews,  Hugh  B.  Wick, 
and  Edward  S.  Hubbard,  of  the  county  of  Mahoning,  together  with  all 
other  persons  who  shall  become  associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  Company,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  de- 
clared a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Ashtabula  Central  Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  plank  road  from  Ashtabula  Harbor  on  Lake  Erie,  in  the  town- 
ship of  Ashtabula,  in  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  by  way  of  the  town  of  Jef- 
ferson, ii|  said  county,  to  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Canal,  at  some  point 
in  Trumbull  or  Mahoning  counties ;  taking  such  route  to  such  point  or 
points,  as  the  Directors  of  said  Company  shall  deem  most  eligible,  and  for 
such  purposes  the  said  Company  is  hereby  authorzeid  and  empowered  to 
have  and  to  receive,  purchase,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  lands,  rents,  goods, 
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chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and 
dispose  of  at  pleasure,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
Courts  haying  competent  jurisdiction,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the 
same  to  alter  break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  ordain  and  establish  such 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of 
said  corporation,  subject  however  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  con- 
tained in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company  shall  consist  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares,  in  such  mariner  as  the  rules  of  the 
corporation  shall  prescribe :  Provided,  however,  that  no  stockholder  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  af- 
ter any  installment  is  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  to  the 
amount  due  on  his  stock. 

Sec  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  in 
case  they  shall  not  all  choose  to  serve,  then  any  number  of  them  not  less 
than  five,  shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  necessary  acts  to  organize  the  Company,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times,  and 
in  such  places  as  a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  recive  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company  ;  the  Commissioners  may,  if 
they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  each  subscrip- 
tion, to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed ;  and  each  subscriber  shall  be 
bound  to  pay  from  time  to  time,  such  instalments  on  his,  her  or  their  stock, 
as  the  Directors  may  lawfully  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  two  hundred  shares  of  capital  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, the  Commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  by  caus- 
ing notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  places  where  the  books  shall  have 
been  opened  and  the  stock  subscribed,  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  such 
time  of  meeting,  and  on  such  notice  being  given  the  stockholders  shall  meet 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  elect  seven  Directors  and  adopt  such 
by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall 
be  lawful  and  expedient,  the  stockholders  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
each  share  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
once  in  two  years,  unless  a  shorter  time  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified,  and  each  Director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  Director  when  he  ceases  to  be 
a  stockholder;  the  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  board,  which  shall  happen  from  death,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  That  the  Directors,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  ;  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  number, 
shall  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by- 
laws, determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  that  they  may  see  proper  to 
exact  from  any  officer  of  the  Company,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency,  de- 
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termine  the  amount  of  instalments  to  be  called  for  upon  subscriptions,  de- 
clare dividends,  and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs 
of  said  Company. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  Directors  to  enter  up- 
on and  take  possession  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone,  timber 
and  earth  necessary  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said  plank  road, 
and  all  necessary  appurtenances  and  appendages,  doing  no  unnecessary 
damage,  having  first  tendered  or  secured  payment  therefor  ;  and  in  case  any 
land  or  materials  as  aforesaid  wanted  to  be  appropriated  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  corporation,  and  the  pro- 
prietor or  proprietors  cannot  or  do  not  agree  with  the  Directors  as  to  the 
amount  of  damages  or  compensation  which  ought  to  be  allowed  or  paid  for 
the  same,  and  shall  not  mutually  agree  on  some  person  or  persons  to  ap- 
praise the  damages,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  apply  to  any  judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  said  damages  shall 
arise,  not  a  stockholder  in  said  Company,  who  shall  appoint  three  disinter- 
ested freeholders  of  said  county  to  assess  the  damages,  and  the  Directors 
shall  give  notice  to  said  persons  of  their  appointments,  and  also  to  the 
claimant  or  claimants,  his,  her  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  or  advertise  the 
same  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  so  appointed  to  attend  at  the  time  and 
place  so  specified  in  the  notice,  who  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  faith- 
fully and  impartially  to  discharge  their  duties  shall  proceed,  on  actual  view, 
to  make,  estimate  and  appraise  any  damages  such  owner  or  owners  may  sus- 
tain, taking  into  consideration  the  benefits  such  owner  or  owners  may  de- 
rive from  said  improvement,  and  shall  make  a  certificate  of  such  appraise- 
ment with  a  particular  description  of  the  premises,  if  necessary,  to  which 
certificate  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  sign  their  names,  and  deliver  to 
each  party  a  copy  if  requested,  and  immediately  thereafter,  if  no  damages 
are  assessed,  or  on  payment  or  tender  of  the  money  to  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed,  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  to  his,  her  or  their 
agent,  attorney  or  legal  representative,  the  said  Directors  may  proceed  to 
enter  upon  or  occupy  said  lands  or  use  such  materials,  and  a  complete  title 
thereto,  to  the  extent  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  or  contemplated  by 
this  act,  shall  be  hereby  vested  and  foAver  remain  in  said  Company ;  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  either  party  shall  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by 
the  decision  of  the  appraisal  so  as  aforesaid  made,  such  party  may  apply  to 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  next  succeeding 
term  of  said  Court,  or  if  there  should  not  be  a  quorum  of  said  Court  disin- 
terested, then  to  the  Supreme  Court  at  their  next  term  in  said  county,  giv- 
ing ten  days  notice  of  such  intention  to  the  adverse  party,  and  the  said  Court 
upon  good  cause  shown,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  who 
shall,  after  being  duly  qualified,  proceed  to  view  and  appraise  the  damages, 
and  shall  certify  their  proceedings  in  the  same  manner  as  the  former  ap- 
praisers, and  their  decision  shall  be  final  and  determinate,  but  the  pendency  of 
any  such  application  to  the  Court  shall  not  in  the  mean  time  hinder  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work,  and  provided  further,  that  the  said  Company  shall  not 
take  possession  of  more  than  sixty  feet  in  width  for  said  road. 

Sec  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  said  road  of  plank 
extending  not  less  than  eight  feet  in  width  across  the  track ;  said  plank  to  be 
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not  less  than  three  inches  thick  and  firmly  bedded  upon  the  ground,  and 
also  resting  upon  sleepers  imbedded  in  the  ground  so  as  to  be  even  with 
the  surface  of  said  road-bed. 

Sec.  9.  That  if  said  company  shall  deem  it  expedient  in  the  selection 
of  the  route  or  line  of  said  road,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  same,  to  con- 
nect it  with  or  to  use  any  road,  street  or  bridge  made  or  erected  by  any 
company  or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  persons,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such  other  incorporation  or  persons  for  the 
right  to  use  such  road,  street,  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the 
corporate  or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons  to  the 
said  company  hereby  incorporated ;  and  such  other  corporations  and  per- 
sons incorporated  by  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the 
agency  of  their  corporate  officers,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  by  any  law  of 
this  State  are  entrusted  with  the  direction  and  management  of  such  road,  street 
or  bridge ;  and  every  contract  or  transfer  made  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  under  their  respective 
corporate  seals,  or  if  they  have  no  corporate  seal,  then  by  the  parties  entrust- 
ed with  the  direction  and  management  of  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  under 
their  proper  hands  and  seals,  shall  vest  in  said  plank  road  company  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  vested  in  said  corporation  or  persons  which  shall  be 
specified  in  the  contract  or  agreement  so  to  be  entered  into  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  company 
in  the  construction  of  said  road  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other  road  or 
highway  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along  or  across  the  same ; 
but  said  company  in  so  doing,  shall  make,  place  and  keep  such  road  or 
highway  thus  intersected  and  used,  in  such  condition  as  not  to  impair  its 
usefulness ;  and  such  road  or  highway  so  taken  and  used  by  said  company, 
while  they  shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  same,  shall  be  under  their 
exclusive  direction,  control  and  management. 

Sec  11.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  place  one  fourth  toll 
gates  upon  said  road  as  soon  as  two  and  one  half  miles  thereof  shall  have 
been  completed  -,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  said  fourth  toll  gates  as  fast  as 
said  road  shall  be  further  completed,  adding  one  for  every  two  and  one  half 
miles ;  Provided,  however,  that  no  more  than  four  fourth  toll  gates,  or  two 
half  or  one  full  toll  gates  shall  be  placed  upon  every  ten  miles  of  said  road, 
said  half  toll  to  be  five  miles  apart,  and  if  one-fourth  toll  gates  the  same  to  be 
two  and  one  half  miles  apart,  and  if  full  toll  gates  be  placed  thereon  the 
same  to  be  ten  miles  distant  from  the  half  toll  gates ;  And  the  directors  of 
said  company-  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  annually  establish 
and  fix  upon  the  rates  of  toll  chargeable  at  each  of  said  gates ;  Provided, 
however,  that  the  rates  of  toll  so  by  them  established  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed the  rates  of  toll  chargeable  by  law  for  the  time  being  upon  the  Maumee 
and  Western  Reserve  road. 

Sec  12.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  construct 
a  branch  of  said  plank  road  from  the  main  route  at  said  town  of  Jefferson, 
or  from  such  other  point  or  points  as  said  company  may  deem  expedient  in 
said  county  of  Ashtabula,  to  some  point  on  the  said  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania 
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canal,  in  Trumbull  or  Mahoning  counties,  together  with  such  other  brandies 
of  said  road  from  the  main  route  or  branches  to  other  towns  or  (daces  in 
the  several  counties  through  whieh  said  road  and  branches  may  pass,  as 
said  company  or  corporation  shall  or  may  deem  proper,  to  locate  or  con- 
struct, and  said  corporation  shall  have  power  also  to  connect  said  road, 
or  any  branch  or  branches  thereof,  by  them  constructed,  to  or  with  any 
other  plank  road  now  or  hereafter  constructed  within  the  aforesaid  counties 
by  any  company  incorporated  by  any  law  of  this  State,  which  said  branches 
shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  said  company  shall  not  be  organized  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  within  four  years  thereafter  have 
at  least  twelve  miles  of  said  road  completed,  then  this  act  shall  cease  and 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  14.  The  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
for  the  protection  of  turnpike  roads  and  the  collection  of  tolls  which  have 
been  or  may  be  passed  by  the  legislature  of  this  state.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Sate  qf  Ohio, 
That  Jesse  S.  Olmsted,  James  Justice,  John  R.  Pease,  John  S.  Tyler,  R. 
P.  Buckland,  James  Moore,  and  Daniel  Tindall,  of  Sandusky  county ;

To  incorporate  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  James  Myers,  Matthew  Johnson,  Aaron  Stevens,  Willard  J.  Daniels, 
Daniel  McBain,  Edward  Haskell,  John,  H.  Whittiker,  and  Simeon  Fitch, 
Jun.,  of  the  county  of  Lucas,  Harvey  L.  Warriner,  of  the  county  of  Otta- 
wa, and  Amos  E.  Wood,  of  Sandusky  county,  and  Joel  W.  Wilson,  of  Sen- 
eca county,  be. and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank  Road  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  and  the  necessary  bridges  and  cul- 
verts, from  the  east  bank  of  the  Maumee  river,  in  the  township  of  Oregon, 
in  the  county  of  Lucas,  commencing  at  a  point  opposite  to  the  city  of 
Toledo,  to  Woodville,  in  the  county  of  Sandusky,  making  the  residence  of 
Harvey  L.  Warriner,  in  the  county  of  Ottawa,  a  point  in  said  road,  by 
such  route  as  the  directors  of  such  road  company  shall  deem  most  eligible, 
and  they  are  also  authorized  to  extend  said  road  to  Tiffin,  in  the  county  of 
Seneca,  and  to  make  such  branch  or  branches  from  the  same  into  Wood, 
Lucas,  Ottawa  and  Sandusky  counties  as  the  directors  may  deem  expedi- 
ent, and  said  corporation  shall  have  power,  also,  to  connect  said  road,  or 
any  branch  or  branches  thereof  by  them  constructed,  to  or  with  any  plank 
road  or  branch  hereafter  to  be  constructed  by  any  company  incorporated 
by  any  law  of  this  State ;  and  for  such  purposes  the  said  company  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,   purchase,  possess  and 
enjoy  and  retain,  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind,  and 
to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  same  to  use,  sell  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;    to  sue  and  be  sued, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  Courts  having  competent  jurisdiction ;  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleas- 
ure ;  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  the 
directors  of  said  company  deem  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  said  com- 
pany, subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  said  com- 
pany may  enlarge  the  same,  if  the  directors  see  fit,  to  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  taxation 
of  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road  Company  shall  apply  in  all  respects 
to  the  company  hereby  incorporated  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Sec  3.  That  if  said  company  shall  not  be  organized  within  two  years 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  within  three  years 
thereafter  have  at  least  five  miles  of  said  road  completed,  then  this  act  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec  4.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  and  do  and  perfornvall  acts  necessary  to  the  organ- 
ization thereof;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books 
to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  at  such  places  as  a  majority  of  the  Commis- 
sioners acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscriptions  to  such  capital 
stock.     The  Commissioners  may,  if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  cent. 
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of  the  amount  of  such  subscription  to  be  paid  at  the  lime  of  subscribing, 
and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  from  lime  to  time  to  pay  such  instalments, 
on  his,  her  or  their  stock,  as  the  directors  may  require,  provided  that  not 
more  than  ten  per  centum  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  in  at  any  one 
time. 

Sec.  5.  That  when  fifty  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  Commissioners 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  by  causing  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  the  city  of  Toledo  and  in  general  circulation  in  said  city,  for 
thirty  days  preceding  the  time  for  holding  such  meeting ;  and  at  such  time 
and  place  the  subscribers  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  directors  for  said 
company ;  at  which  election,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  stockhol- 
ders may  vote  either  by  proxy  or  in  person ;  each  stockholder  being  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  he  may  hold  in  the  stock  of  said 
company,  but  no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  such  election  who  is  in  ar- 
rear  for  any  instalment  of  stock  which  has  been  ordered  by  the  directors  of 
said  company.  The  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  transferred  only  upon 
the  books  of  the  company. 

Sec  6.  That  in  the  location  and  construction  of  said  plank  road,  the 
directors  sliall  have  power  to  take,  use,  and  appropriate  any  free  turnpike, 
or  State  road  heretofore  laid  out  in  said  counties  of  Wood,  Lucas,  Ot- 
tawa, and  Sandusky,  or  in  either  of  them,  provided,  however,  that  all  per- 
sons having  paid  the  special  tax  assessed  for  the  construction  of  the  Tole- 
do and  Woodville  free  turnpike  road,  shall  be  entitled,  in  case  said  plank 
road  shall  be  located  upon  said  free  turnpike  road,  to  have  stock  in  said 
plank  road  to  the  amount  of  the  tax  so  by  them  respectively  paid,  in  con- 
sideration that  they  further  subscribe  to  such  capital  stock  an  amount  equal 
to  such  tax,  and  pay  such  further  subscription  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  required  by  the  directors  of  said  plank  road ;  and  in 
case  the  tax  so  by  them  paid,  and  the  like  sum  in  subscription  shall,  when 
added  together,  not  amount  to  enough  to  entitle  such  person  or  persons  to 
a  full  share  or  shares  of  said  capital  stock,  then  and  in  such  case  he  or  they 
shall  increase  such  subscription  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to 
such  full  share  or  shares :  And  provided,  further,  that  the  amount  of  tax 
so  paid  be  claimed  in  stock,  and  such  subscription  made  before  said  Plank 
Road  Company  shall  have  been  organized  by  the  election  of  directors  as 
herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  7.  The  provisions  of  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth, 
eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  sections  of  the  act  "  to  incrporate  the  Toledo  Plank  Road 
Company,"  passed  January  28,  1848,  shall  to  all  intents  and  purposes  be 
applied  to  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank  Road  Company,  and  be  made 
a  part  of  this  act,  the  same  as  if  said  sections  were  incorporated  herein : 
Provided,  however,  that  the  stock  subscribed  by  townships,  shall  bear  an  in- 
terest of  eight  per  cent. ;  and  the  township  bonds  shall  be  redeemable,  one 
half  in  three  and  one  half  in  five  years :  And  provided,  further,  that  the 
city  of  Toledo  is  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  three  thousand  dollars  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
are  provided  for  township  subscriptions  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  in  case 
the  company  hereby  created  shall  become  vested  with  the  right  of*  ferriage 
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across  the  Maumee  river,  then  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Toledo  are 
authorized,  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Toledo,  to  contract  with  the  directors 
of  this  company  for  the  right  of  such  ferry,  and  said  directors  are  authori- 
zed to  make  such  contract,  and  to  transfer  such  right  of  ferriage  to  said  city. 
Sec.  8.  The  directors  of  this  company  are  empowered  to  contract  with 
the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Free  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  any  or  all  of 
its  corporate  rights,  and  said  Free  Turnpike  Company  are  hereby  empower- 
ed to  sell  and  transfer  such  rights  and  privileges. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  said  company,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
acquire  or  become  vested  with  the  right  of  ferriage  across  the  Maumee  river, 
heretofore  granted  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Free 
Turnpike  Company,  then  and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
pany, within  six  months  after  the  transfer  to  them  of  said  ferry,  and  the 
rights  of  ferriage  connected  therewith,  to  provide  and  furnish  good  and  suffi- 
cient boats  and  conveniences  for  the  safe  and  speedy  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  across  said  Maumee  river ;  and  also,  within  said  six  months 
to  commence  the  running  of  said  ferry.  And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty 
of  said  company  at  all  times  thereafter,  to  keep  and  provide  good  and  suf- 
ficient boats  and  conveniences  for  the  use  of  said  ferry,  and  to  run  the  same 
at  all  reasonable  times  when  required  so  to  do ;  and  that  said  company  shall 
have  the  power  to  build  and  construct  suitable  slips  and  wharves  for  the 
landing  of  said  ferry  on  each  side  of  said  river,  at  the  places  fixed  upon 
and  established  by  said  commissioners,  or  by  the  directors  of  this  company, 
to  be  fixed  upon  for  such  landing.

For  every  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse,  or  other  animal,  fifteen,  cents,  and 
every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  five  cents. 

For  each  head  of  neat  cattle,  five  cents. 

For  every  head  of  sheep,  goats,  or  hogs,  one  cent. 

For  each  foot  passenger,  three  cents. 

Sec.  10.  The  act  to  incorporate  the  "  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank 
Road  Company,"  passed  February  11th,  1848,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

Sec  1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  of  Newark  in  its  corporate  capacity,  may  subscribe  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Newark  Plank  Road  Company,  any  sum  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  under  the  provisions  hereinafter 
contained,  and  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Newark  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  issue  bonds  in  payment  of  the  stock  so  subscribed,  payuble  at  such 
times  as  said  council  may  deem  expedient,  not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  for 
such  amounts  as  said  council  may  in  its  discretion  determine  for  each  bond. 

Sec  2.  Whenever  twenty  or  more  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  town 
shall  petition  the  Mayor  thereof,  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
give  notice  to  the  electors  of  said  town,  by  publication  in  the  newspapers 
printed  therein,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the  day  specified,  to  meet  at 
the  usual  place  of  holding  elections  in  said  town,  and  determine  by  ballot 
whether  the  said  town  council  shall  make  said  subscriptions,  at  which  time  and 
place  those  in  favor  of  said  subscription,  shall  vote  "  for  subscription,"  and 
those  against  it  "  no  subscription,'9  and  if  on  counting  said  ballots  a  ma* 
jority  be  found  in  favor  of  the  same,  the  said  town  council  shall  make  said 
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subscription  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  cause  bonds 
bearing  interest,  payable  annually  at  the  rate  of  seven  percent  per  annum, 
to  be  issued,  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the  recorder  for 
an  aggregate  sum  equal  lo  said  subscription. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  town  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  trans- 
fer the  stock  so  subscribed,  so  soon  as  it  can  be  sold  at  par,  or  at  any  time 
after,  provided  it  can  be  sold  at  its  par  value. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  council  shall  levy  a  tax  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
bonds,  until  the  dividend  of  stock  shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

Sec  5.  That  said  Plank  Road  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct said  road  of  planks  eight  feet  wide,  instead  of  twelve  feet,  as  provid- 
ed in  its  act  of  incorporation,  and  upon  making  such  road  of  that  width, 
for  the  distance  mentioned  in  said  act  of  incorporation,  the  said  Company 
shall  have  all  the  rights,  immunities  and  privileges,  as  though  said  road  were 
constituted  twelve  feet  wide.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Robert  Lyon,  John  H.  Hall,  James  Wooster,  Benjamin  Carpenter, 
Elisha  Far n ham,  S.  S.  Bushnell,  Noah  Payne,  Archibald  Gould,  William 
Knapp,  Sylvanus  Marvin,  Samuel  Morse  and  John  Stanhope,  of  Ashtabula 
county,  John  Kinsman,  Asa  Haynes,  Bushnell  Andrews  and  Richard  Hays, 
of  Trumbull  county,  William  Ryan,  Sen.,  Henry  Hanning,  William  Shehi 
and  J.  Richards  of  Mahoning  county,  together  with  all  other  persons  who 
shall  become  associated  with  them  by  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  Company,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Conneaut  and  Youngstown  Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  plank  road  from  Conneaut  Harbor,  on  Lake  Erie,  in  the 
township  of  Conneaut,  in  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  by  the  way  of 
Williamsfield,  to  Youngstown,  in  Mahoning  county ;  taking  such  route 
to  such  point  or  points,  as  the  Directors  of  said  Company  shall  deem 
most  eligible,  and  for  such  purposes  the  said  Company  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  have  and  to  receive,  purchase,  posses,  enjoy  and 
retain  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind  and  to  any  a- 
mount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  the 
same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  de- 
fend and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  having  competent  jurisdiction,  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  to 
ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  subject  however  to  the  restric- 
tions and  limitations  contained  in  this  act.

That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  in 
case  they  shall  not  all  choose  to  serve,  then  any  number  of  them  not  less 
than  five,  shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  necessary  acts  to  organize  the  Company,  and  they  ar?  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times,  and 
in  such  places  as  a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company ;  the  Commissioners  may, 
if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  each  sub- 
scription, to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed ;  and  each  subscriber  shall 
be  bound  to  pay  from  time  to  time,  such  installments  on  his,  her  or  their 
stock,  as  the  Directors  may  lawfully  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  two  hundred  shares  of  capital  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, the  Commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  caus- 
ing notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some

Said  Company  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  construct  a 
branch  or  as  many  branches  of  said  plank  road,  from  said  main  route,  to 
any  point  or  points  in  any,  or  in  all  of  the  counties  through  which  said  main 
route  passes,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also,  they  shall  have  power  to 
connect  said  road,  or  any  branch  or  branches  thereof,  with  any  plank  road 
that  may  hereafter  be  made  in  either  of  the  above  named  counties,  by  any 
Company  now,  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  ;  said  branch  or  branches  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  The  act  to  incorporate  the  Huron  Plank  Road  Company,  pas- 
sed Feb.  19,  1845,  excepting  therefrom  the  2,  10,  11,  13  sections  of 
said  act,  and  so  much  thereof  as  conflicts  with  this  act,  shall  be  construed 
and  taken  to  be  a  part  and  parcel  of  this  act ;  and  the  Conneaut  and  Youngs- 
town  Plank  Road  Company,  with  the  branch  or  branches  hereafter  to  be 
made,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and 
subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  said  act,  as  fully  and  completely  as  though 
the  same  were  here  incorporated,  subject  to  the  exceptions  herein  specified 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained,  shall  deprive  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  power  of  taxation  over  the  Company,  incorporated  by  this 
act,  whenever  it  may  choose  to  exercise  that  power.

To  incorporate  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  James  Myers,  Matthew  Johnson,  Aaron  Stevens,  Willard  J.  Daniels, 
Daniel  McBain,  Edward  Haskell,  John,  H.  Whittiker,  and  Simeon  Fitch, 
Jun.,  of  the  county  of  Lucas,  Harvey  L.  Warriner,  of  the  county  of  Otta- 
wa, and  Amos  E.  Wood,  of  Sandusky  county,  and  Joel  W.  Wilson,  of  Sen- 
eca county,  be. and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank  Road  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  and  the  necessary  bridges  and  cul- 
verts, from  the  east  bank  of  the  Maumee  river,  in  the  township  of  Oregon, 
in  the  county  of  Lucas,  commencing  at  a  point  opposite  to  the  city  of 
Toledo,  to  Woodville,  in  the  county  of  Sandusky,  making  the  residence  of 
Harvey  L.  Warriner,  in  the  county  of  Ottawa,  a  point  in  said  road,  by 
such  route  as  the  directors  of  such  road  company  shall  deem  most  eligible, 
and  they  are  also  authorized  to  extend  said  road  to  Tiffin,  in  the  county  of 
Seneca,  and  to  make  such  branch  or  branches  from  the  same  into  Wood, 
Lucas,  Ottawa  and  Sandusky  counties  as  the  directors  may  deem  expedi- 
ent, and  said  corporation  shall  have  power,  also,  to  connect  said  road,  or 
any  branch  or  branches  thereof  by  them  constructed,  to  or  with  any  plank 
road  or  branch  hereafter  to  be  constructed  by  any  company  incorporated 
by  any  law  of  this  State ;  and  for  such  purposes  the  said  company  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,   purchase,  possess  and 
enjoy  and  retain,  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind,  and 
to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  same  to  use,  sell  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;    to  sue  and  be  sued, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  Courts  having  competent  jurisdiction ;  to 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleas- 
ure ;  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  the 
directors  of  said  company  deem  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  said  com- 
pany, subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  in  this  act. 

Sec  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  said  com- 
pany may  enlarge  the  same,  if  the  directors  see  fit,  to  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  taxation 
of  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road  Company  shall  apply  in  all  respects 
to  the  company  hereby  incorporated  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  said  company  shall  not  be  organized  within  two  years 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  within  three  years 
thereafter  have  at  least  five  miles  of  said  road  completed,  then  this  act  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec  4.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  and  do  and  perform-all  acts  necessary  to  the  organ- 
ization thereof;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books 
to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  at  such  places  as  a  majority  of  the  Commis- 
sioners acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscriptions  to  such  capital 
stock.     The  Commissioners  may,  if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  cent. 
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of  the  amount  of  such  subscription  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing, 
and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  from  time  to  time  to  pay  such  instalments, 
on  his,  her  or  their  stock,  as  the  directors  may  require,  provided  that  not 
more  than  ten  per  centum  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  in  at  any  one 
time. 

Sec.  5.  That  when  fifty  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  Commissioners 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  by  causing  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  the  city  of  Toledo  and  in  general  circulation  in  said  city,  for 
thirty  days  preceding  the  time  for  holding  such  meeting ;  and  at  such  time 
and  place  the  subscribers  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  directors  for  said 
company ;  at  which  election,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  stockhol- 
ders may  vote  either  by  proxy  or  in  person ;  each  stockholder  being  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  he  may  hold  in  the  stock  of  said 
company,  but  no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  such  election  who  is  in  ar- 
rear  for  any  instalment  of  stock  which  has  been  ordered  by  the  directors  of 
said  company.  The  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  transferred  only  upon 
the  books  of  the  company. 

Sec  6.  That  in  the  location  and  construction  of  said  plank  road,  the 
directors  shall  have  power  to  take,  use,  and  appropriate  any  free  turnpike, 
or  State  road  heretofore  laid  out  in  said  counties  of  Wood,  Lucas,  Ot- 
tawa, and  Sandusky,  or  in  either  of  them,  provided,  however,  that  all  per- 
sons having  paid  the  special  tax  assessed  for  the  construction  of  the  Tole- 
do and  Woodville  free  turnpike  road,  shall  be  entitled,  in  case  said  plank 
road  shall  be  located  upon  said  free  turnpike  road,  to  have  stock  in  said 
plank  road  to  the  amount  of  the  tax  so  by  them  respectively  paid,  in  con- 
sideration that  they  further  subscribe  to  such  capital  stock  an  amount  equal 
to  such  tax,  and  pay  such  further  subscription  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  required  by  the  directors  of  said  plank  road ;  and  in 
case  the  tax  so  by  them  paid,  and  the  like  sum  in  subscription  shall,  when 
added  together,  not  amount  to  enough  to  entitle  such  person  or  persons  to 
a  full  share  or  shares  of  said  capital  stock,  then  and  in  such  case  he  or  they 
shall  increase  such  subscription  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to 
such  full  share  or  shares :  And  provided,  further,  that  the  amount  of  tax 
so  paid  be  claimed  in  stock,  and  such  subscription  made  before  said  Plank 
Road  Company  shall  have  been  organized  by  the  election  of  directors  as 
herein  provided  for. 

Sec  7.  The  provisions  of  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth, 
eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  sections  of  the  act  "  to  incrporate  the  Toledo  Plank  Road 
Company,"  passed  January  28,  1848,  shall  to  all  intents  and  purposes  be 
applied  to  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank  Road  Company,  and  be  made 
a  part  of  this  act,  the  same  as  if  said  sections  were  incorporated  herein  : 
Provided,  however,  that  the  stock  subscribed  by  townships,  shall  bear  an  in- 
terest of  eight  per  cent. ;  and  the  township  bonds  shall  be  redeemable,  one 
half  in  three  and  one  half  in  five  years :  And  provided,  further,  that  the 
city  of  Toledo  is  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  three  thousand  dollars  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
are  provided  for  township  subscriptions  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  in  case 
the  company  hereby  created  shall  become  vested  with  the  right  or  ferriage 
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across  the  Maumee  river,  then  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Toledo  are 
authorized,  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Toledo,  to  contract  with  the  directors 
of  this  company  for  the  right  of  such  ferry,  and  said  directors  are  authori- 
zed to  make  such  contract,  and  to  transfer  such  right  of  ferriage  to  said  city. 

Sec.  8.  The  directors  of  this  company  are  empowered  to  contract  with 
the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Free  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  any  or  all  of 
its  corporate  rights,  and  said  Free  Turnpike  Company  are  hereby  empower- 
ed to  sell  and  transfer  such  rights  and  privileges. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  said  company,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
acquire  or  become  vested  with  the  right  of  ferriage  across  the  Maumee  river, 
heretofore  granted  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Toledo  and  Woodville  Free 
Turnpike  Company,  then  and  in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
pany, within  six  months  after  the  transfer  to  them  of  said  ferry,  and  the 
rights  of  ferriage  connected  therewith,  to  provide  and  furnish  good  and  suffi- 
cient boats  and  conveniences  for  the  safe  and  speedy  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  across  said  Maumee  river ;  and  also,  within  said  six  months 
to  commence  the  running  of  said  ferry.  And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty 
of  said  company  at  all  times  thereafter,  to  keep  and  provide  good  and  suf- 
ficient boats  and  conveniences  for  the  use  of  said  ferry,  and  to  run  the  same 
at  all  reasonable  times  when  required  so  to  do ;  and  that  said  company  shall 
have  the  power  to  build  and  construct  suitable  slips  and  wharves  for  the 
landing  of  said  ferry  on  each  side  of  said  river,  at  the  places  fixed  upon 
and  established  by  said  commissioners,  or  by  the  directors  of  this  company, 
to  be  fixed  upon  for  such  landing.  And  said  company  is  hereby  further  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  demand  and  receive  from  persons  crossing  said 
river,  the  following  tolls,  to  wit :

For  every  chaise,  chair,  gig,  or  other  pleasure  carriage,  with  one  horse, 
twenty  cents. 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn 
by  two  horses,  thirty  cents. 

The  same,  drawn  by  four  horses,  fifty  cents, 

For  every  sled,  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse,  or  animal,  fifteen  cents. 

For  each  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  five  cents. 

For  every  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse,  or  other  animal,  fifteen,  cents,  and 
every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  five  cents. 

For  each  head  of  neat  cattle,  five  cents. 

For  every  head  of  sheep,  goats,  or  hogs,  one  cent. 

For  each  foot  passenger,  three  cents. 

Sec.  10.  The  act  to  incorporate  the  "  Toledo  and  Woodville  Plank 
Road  Company,"  passed  February  11th,  1848,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Ebertezer  Chapman,  Luman  G.  Harkness,  Thomas  G.  Amsden,  Dan- 
iel A.  Lathrop,  Lemuel  Morse,  Richard  McCurdy,  Benjamin  G.  Rushton, 
Edward  Baker,  James  Hamilton,  Jr.,  E.  Bishop  Perkins,  Forest  Messenger, 
Timothy  Baker,  Charles  L.  Boalt,  James  Williams,  George  G.  Baker,  Isaac 
Underhill,  John  R.  Osborn,  Ezra  M.  Stone  and  Henry  Brown  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Huron,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Bellevue,  Monroeville,  Norwalk  and  Birmingham 
Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from 
Bellevue  in  said  county,  to  Birmingham  in  the  county  of  Erie,  by  the  way 
of  Monroeville  and  Norwalk,  with  power  to  make  such  lateral  branches  from 
the  main  road  in  said  county  of  Huron,  to  such  other  points  in  the  same  as 
shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  shall  consist  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  So  soon  as  two  hundred  shares  of  said  stock  shall  be  subscrib- 
ed, the  Commissioners  above  named,  or  any  four  of  them,  shall  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  at  the  village  of  Norwalk,  by  giving  notice  thereof 
in  some  newspaper  or  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  said  county  of 
Huron,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  said  meeting,  and 
the  stockholders  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  five  Directors  for  the 
management  of  the  affairs  of  said  Company,  and  said  Directors  shall  then 
and  there  proceed  to  elect  a  President  of  their  own  number,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  accepts 
the  appointment. 

The  act  to  incorporate  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road 
Company,  passed  January  thirty-first,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-five,  excepting  therefrom  the  ninth  and  thirteenth  sections  of  said 
act,  and  so  much  of  the  residue  thereof  as  conflicts  with  the  first,  second 
and  third  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  construed  and  taken  to  be  part  and 
parcel  of  this  act,  and  the  said  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  be  govern- 
ed by  the  provisions,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  lia- 
bilities of  said  act,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  though 
the  same  were  herein  incorporated,  subject  to  the  exceptions  herein  speci- 
fied, as  aforesaid ;  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained, 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  General  Assembly  from  taxing  said 
corporation  in  the  same  manner  as  corporations  for  like  purposes  may  be 
taxed  whenever  said  General  Assembly  shall  choose  to  exercise  the  power.

That  if  said  Company  shall  deem  it  expedient  in  the  selection 
of  the  route  or  line  of  said  road,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  same,  to 
connect  it  with,  or  to  use  any  road,  street  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by 
any  company  or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Company  or  persons,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such  other  incorporation  or  persons  for 
the  right  to  use  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the 
corporate  or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons  to  the 
said  Company  hereby  incorporated ;  and  all  such  other  corporations  and 
persons  incorporated  by  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  here- 
by authorized  to  make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through 
the  agency  of  their  corporate  officers,  or.  by  such  other  persons  as  by  any 
law  of  this  State  are  authorized  with  the  direction  and  management  of  such 
road,  street  or  bridge ;  and  every  contract  or  transfer  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties,  under 
their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  if  they  have  no  corporate  seal,  then  by 
the  parties  entrusted  with  the  direction  and  management  of  said  road,  street 
or  bridge,  under  their  proper  hands  and  seals,  shall  vest  in  said  plank  road 
company  all  the  rights  and  privileges  vested  in  said  corporation  or  persons 
which  shall  be  specified  in  the  contract  or  agreement  so  to  be  entered  into 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  Company 
in  the  construction  of  said  road,  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other  road  or 
highway  laying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along  or  across  the  same ; 
and  such  road  or  highway  so  taken  and  used  by  said  company,  while  they 
shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  same,  shall  be  under  their  exclusive 
control  and  management 

Sec.  11.  Said  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  place  one  half  toll-gate 
upon  said  road  as  soon  as  five  miles  thereof  shall  have  been  completed,  and 
increase  the  toll  thereon  from  time  to  time,  in  proportion  to  the  length  of 
the  road  so  completed,  until  ten  miles  shall  have  been  completed,  when  an- 
other half  toll-gate  may  be  placed  upon  said  road ;  Provided,  however,  that 
no  more  than  two  half  toll-gates  or  one  full  toll  gate  shall  be  placed  upon 
every  ten  miles  of  said  road,  said  half  toll-gates  to  be  five  miles  apart,  and 
if  full  toll-gates  be  placed  thereon,  the  same  to  be  ten  miles  distant  from 
the  half  toll-gates ;  and  the  Directors  of  said  Company  are  hereby  authori- 
zed and  empowered  to  annually  establish  and  fix  upon  the  rates  of  toll 
chargeable  at  each  of  said  gates  ;  Provided,  however,  that  the  rates  of  toll, 
so  by  them  established,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rates  of  toll  allowed  to 
be  charged  by  the  charter  of  the  Trumbull  and  Ashtabula  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  said  Trumbull  and  Ashtabula  turn- 
pike road. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  construct 
such  branch  or  branches  of  said  plank  road  from  the  main  route,  as  said 
Company  or  corporation  shall  or  may  deem  proper,  to  locate  or  construct, 
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which  said  branches  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  said  Company  shall  not  be  organized  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  within  four  years  thereafter  have 
at  least  ten  miles  of  said  road  completed,  then  this  act  shall  cease  and  be 
null  and  void. 

Sec.  14.  The  said  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  ben  fit  of  all  laws 
for  the  protection  of  turnpike  roads  and  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  have 
been  or  may  be  passed  bv  the  legislature  of  this  State.

To  incorporate  the  Lower  Sandusky,  Tiffin,  and  Fort  Ball  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Ralph  P.  Buckland,  John  R.  Peas,  John  L.  Green,  James  Justice, 
and  John  Bell,  of  Sandusky  county,  Lorenzo  Abbot,  Calvin  Clark,  Benja- 
min Tomb,  Cyrus  Pool,  Vincent  Bell,  John  W.  Patterson,  Warren  P.  No- 
ble, and  Rezin  W.  Shawhan,  of  the  county  of  Seneca,  Charter  R.  Mott, 
Joseph  McCutchen,  Robert  McKelly,  and  Andrew  McElvain,  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Wyandot,  and  all  others  who  may  be  associated  together  by  subscri- 
bing to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  hereby  incorporated,  be  and  they 
hereby  are  incorporated  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  corporate  name 
of  the  Lower  Sandusky,  Tiffin  and  Fort  Ball  Plank  Road  Company,  with 
a  capital  stock  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each  ;  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  Low- 
er Sandusky,  in  the  county  of  Sandusky,  to  Tiffin  and  Fort  Ball,  in  the 
county  of  Seneca,  and  Upper  Sandusky,  in  the  county  of  Wyandot,  by 
such  route  on  or  near  the  State  road  leading  from  Lower  Sandusky  to  Tif- 
fin, Fort  Ball  and  Upper  Sandusky,  aforesaid,  as  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany deem  most  advisable  and  practicable,  and  with  power  to  make  such 
collateral  branches  from  the  main  road  in  said  counties  of  Sandusky,  Sene- 
ca and  Wyandot,  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

Sec  2.  As  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  of  sard  stock  shall  be  subscri- 
bed, the  persons  above  named,  or  any  nine  of  them  acting  as  commissioners, 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  the  village  of  Fort  Seneca,  by 
giving  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  or  newspapers  of  general  circula- 
tion in  said  counties  of  Sandusky,  Wyandot  and  Seneca,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  time  appointed  for  said  meeting,  and  the  stockholders  shall 
then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  five  directors  for  the  management  of  the 
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affairs  of  said  company ;  and  said  directors  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to 
elect  a  president  of  their  number,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year, 
and  till  his  successor  is  elected  and  accepts  the  appointment. 

Sec.  3.  The  act  to  incorporate  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road 
Company,  passed  January  31,  1845,  excepting  therefrom  the  thirteenth 
section  of  said  act,  and  so  much  thereof  as  conflicts  with  this  act,  shall  be 
construed  and  taken  to  be  part  and  parcel  of  this  act ;  and  the  said  Lower 
Sandusky,  Tiffin  and  Fort  Ball  Plank  Road  Company  shall  be  governed  by 
the  provisions,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities 
of  said  act,  as  fully  and  completely  as  though  the  same  were  herein  incor- 
porated, subject  to  exceptions  herein  specified  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  a  branch  of  said 
road  from  any  point  on  the  main  route  from  five  to  fifteen  miles  southward- 
ly from  Lower  Sandusky,  in  the  counties  of  Sandusky  or  Seneca,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  to  Rome,  in  the  county  of  Seneca. 

Sec.  5.  The  Lower  Sandusky  Plank  Road  Company  shall  have  and 
possess  the  same  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  to  construct  on  said  route 
not  previously  occupied  by  the  company  herein  chartered,  any  main  or  col- 
lateral road,  where  and  when  they  choose,  from  said  road  to  Rome,  in  the 
county  of  Seneca. 

Sec.  6.  Any  future  legislature  shall  have  power  to  levy  such  tax  or 
taxes  on  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  as  by  law  may  be  levied  upon 
similar  corporations  in  this  State.

To  incorporate  the  Colombo!  and  Worthington  Plank  Road  or  Turnpike  Company. 

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Solomon  Beers,  John  Phipps,  John  B.  Piatt,  Philip  Fisher  and  Robert 
E.  Neil  of  Franklin  county,  Ohio,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  become 
associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Columbus  and 
Worthington  Plank  Road  or  Turnpike  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  road  of  gravel,  stone  or  plank,  as  the  dire  tors  of  said  company 
may  select,  from  Columbus  to  Worthington,  with  the  privilege  of  extending 
it  to  Delaware,  in  Delaware  county,  or  such  part  thereof  as  the  company 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  prudent  and  proper,  upon  any  public  road  or 
highway,  and  for  such  purposes  said  company  is  hereby  authorised  and  em* 
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powered  to  have  and  receive,  purchase  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  lands, 
rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind,  and  to  any  amount  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell, 
alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  Courts  having  competent  jurisdiction  ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  reg- 
ulations and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  cor- 
poration, not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  state. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  extended  to  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  transfer- 
able in  entire  shares,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  rules 
and  by-laws  of  said  company  ;  provided  that  no  stockholder,  without  the 
consent  of  the  directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  after  any 
installment  shall  be  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  the 
amount  due  on  his  stock,  or  such  other  sum  as  he  may  owe  to  said  company. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  three  of 
them,  shall  be  Comniissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  do  and  perform 
all  necessary  acts  to  organize  said  Company  ;  and  they  are  hereby  authori- 
zed and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places 
as  a  majority  of  them  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  Company ;  the  Commissioners  may  if  they  think 
proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  subscription  to  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  from 
time  to  time,  to  pay  such  installments  on  his,  her  or  their  stock  as  the  di- 
rectors may  require,  provided,  that  not  more  than  twenty  per  centum  shall 
be  required  to  be  paid  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  one  hundred  and  fifty  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the 
commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  for  twenty  days  prece- 
ding the  time  of  holding  such  meeting  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  printed 
and  in  general  circulation  on  the  line  of  said  road,  and  at  such  time  and 
place,  those  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  directors,  and  adopt  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be  lawful, 
and  as  they  shall  deem  expedient ;  the  stockholders  to  vote  either  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  each  stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  he  may  hold  in  said  company. 

Sec  5.  The  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  governed  by  three 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  hold 
their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  and 
qualified ;  each  Director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
and  shall  cease  to  be  a  Director  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder ;  the 
Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  board,  which  shall 
happen  by  death  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  The  Directors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
their  duties ;  they  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  number,  and 
shall  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  superintedents  as  they  shall  think 
proper ;  they  shall  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  they  may 
require  from  any  officer,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency;  prescribe  the 
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amount  of  any  installments  to  be  paid  upon  subscriptions,  and  the  mode 
and  manner  of  enforcing  payment  of  any  such  subscriptions,  and  take  the 
general  charge  and  supervision  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  directors  to  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone  and  earth  necessary  for 
the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said  plank  or  turnpike  road,  and  neces- 
sary appurtenances  and  appendages  thereto,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage ; 
and  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  any  lands  other  than  public 
highways,  for  the  right  of  way,  and  materials  for  the  construction  and  re- 
pair of  said  road,  said  Company  shall  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  an  act  entitled  an  "  act  to  provide  for  the  regulations  of 
Turnpike  Companies,"  passed  January  7,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  a- 
mendatory  thereto ;  and  provided  further  that  said  Company  shall  not  take 
more  than  sixty-six  feet  in  width  for  said  road 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  said  Company  shall  have  constructed  said  road  by 
thoroughly  turnpiking  and  draining,  and  covered  the  same  not  less  than  seven 
feet  wide  with  plank  at  least  three  inches  thick,  and  forming  a  good  wagon 
track  of  earth  beside  the  plank  track  and  even  with  it,  of  proper  width  and 
properly  drained,  or  cover  the  same  with  gravel  or  broken  stone  not  less 
than  eight  inches  thick,  instead  of  plank,  the  same  shall  forever  thereafter 
be,  and  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  passage  of  animals,  teams  and  trav- 
elers of  every  description,  on  the  payment  of  such  tolls  as  the  directors 
may  from  time  to  time  establish,  and  said  road  with  all  its  appurtenances, 
together  with  all  profits  and  tolls  arising  therefrom  are  hereby  invested  in 
said  corporation. 

Sec  9.  Whenever  any  five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  President  and  Direc- 
tors shall  have  power  to  erect  gates  thereon,  and  ordain  and  establish  a  rate 
of  tolls  which  shall  be  levied  on  all  animals,  teams  and  property  of  every 
description  passing  on  said  road,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  and  for  the  collection  of  said  tolls,  they  shall  appoint  collectors  and 
erect  gates  and  toll  houses,  and  may  ask,  demand  and  receive  the  said  tolls 
under  this  act,  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
rates  now  charged  on  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Roads. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  all  laws 
for  the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads  and  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  have 
been  or  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

Sec  11.  The  said  Company  may  at  any  time  contract  debts  or  liabili- 
ties to  the  amount  of  stock  of  said  Company,  at  such  time  actually  sub- 
scribed by  responsible  stockholders,  not  expended,  and  inclusive  of  such 
profits  or  income  as  may  be  reasonably  expected  to  accrue  within  two  years 
from  the  time  of  so  contracting,  payable  within  three  years  from  the  time 
of  contracting  said  debts  or  liabilities. 

Sec  12.    This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

To  incorporate  the  Maumee  City  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  E.  Hunt,  George  W.  Reynolds,  Samuel  M.  Younsr,  Jeremiah 
Austin  Scott,  John  W.  Smith,  George  B.  Knaggs,  Nathan  Rathbun,  Wil- 
liam A.  Woodward,  Freeborn  Potter,  Robert  A.  Forsythe  and  Horatio  Con- 
ant,  and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become  associated  with  them  by 
subscribing  to  the  capital  stock,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Maumee  City  Plank 
Road  Company,  with  a  capital  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  the 
East  line  of  Maumee  City,  on  the  Maumee  and  Western  Reserve  Road, 
thence  running  to  Detroit  street,  thence  up  Detroit  street  to  Wolcott  street, 
thence  up  Wolcott  street  to  Canal  street,  thence  up  Canal  street  to  Wayne 
street,  thence  up  Wayne  street  to  Conant  street,  in  Maumee  City,  in  the 
county  of  Lucas,  and  by  way  of  Swanton  in  said  county,  to  such  point  on 
the  Indiana  or  Michigan  State  line,  as  said  Company  shall  think  proper, 
and  for  such  purpose  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Milan 
and  Richland  Plank  Road  Company,  passed  January  31,  1845,  is  extended 
to  the  Company  hereby  incorporated,  and  said  Company  is  also  subjected 
to  the  Provisions  of  said  act ;  Provided,  however,  that  the  Company  hereby 
incorporated  may  be  organized  whenever  one  hundred  shares  of  its  capital 
stock  shall  be  subscribed,  and  that  a  majority  of  the  persons  named  herein 
may  act  as  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  and 
to  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  necessary  for  the  organization  of  said  Com- 
pany. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  city  council  of  Maumee  City  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  subscribe,  in  the  name  of  said  city,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
Company,  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose to  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  credit  of  said  city,  and  for  the  final  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest,  pledge  the  faith  of  said  city. 

Sec  3.  That  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  indebtedness,  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  city  council  annually  to  levy  a  tax  upon 
the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  in  addition  to  such  as  is  now  authorized 
by  law,  sufficient,  with  the  dividends  arising  from  said  stock,  to  pay  the  in- 
terest upon  said  indebtedness  and  other  incidental  charges  connected  there- 
with, and  at  the  end  of  five  years,  a  further  tax  sufficient  to  pay  one  half  the 
principal,and  at  the  end  often  years,  a  further  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  balance 
thereof;  Provided,  however,  that  said  city  council  may,  at  any  time,  dis- 
pose of  said  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  pay  said  indebtedness,  but  for 
no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  said  city  council  shall  fail  to  pay  said  indebtedness,  or 
the  accruing  interest  thereon,  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  County  Auditor  of  said  county,  upon  the  application  of  any 
person  holding  the  evidence  of  such  indebtedness,  or  any  part  thereof;  to 
assess  a  tax  for  that  purpose  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  city,  adopt- 
ing the  valuation  established  for  taxation  for  state  and  county  purposes,  for 
the  time  being,  and  place  the  same  upon  the  county  duplicate,  to  bo  col-

lected  by  the  County  Treasurer  in  the  same  manner  that  the  other  taxes  of 
said  city  are  now  collected  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  the  extra  labor  hereby  imposed  upon  said  County 
Auditor  and  County  Treasurer,  the  same  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to 
them  as  is  now  allowed  for  the  collection  of  the  other  taxes  of  said  city. 

Sec  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Treasurer  to  apply  the 
money  so  collected  by  him,  from  the  tax  so  assessed  by  the  County  Auditor 
as  aforesaid,  to  the  payment  of  said  indebtedness  of  said  city  over  due,  in 
the  order  in  which  the  same  shall  be  presented  to  him,  and  as  fast  as  the 
moneys  collected  will  enable  him  so  to  do,  and  to  make  a  full  exhibit  of  his 
receipts  and  payments  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  in  each  year,  both  to 
the  County  Auditor  and  city  council. 

Sec.  7.  No  toll  shall  be  taken  on  this  road  until  that  part  within  the 
limits  of  Maumee  City  is  completed. 

Sec.  8.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  power  of  taxation  over  this 
Company,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient  to  exercise  the  same. 

Sec  9.  No  subscription  shall  be  made  by  said  city  council  of  Maumee 
City  without  the  assent  of  the  people  of  said  city,  which  assent  shall  be  ob- 
tained in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  obtaining  of  the  assent  of 
the  people  of  the  city  of  Toledo  to  make  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Toledo  Plank  Road  Company,  passed  January  28,  1849,  and  the 
14th  and  15th  sections  of  said  act  shall  apply  to  this  act  and  be  a  part  here- 
of, as  far  as  applicable,  the  same  as  it  would  be  was  it  herein  incorporated.

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Edward  M.  Phelps,  Henry  M.  Helen,  C.  W.  Cowan,  R.  B.  Gordon, 
A.  M.  Stark,  Erastus  Porter,  Benjamin  Nickel!,  Amos  Stansbury,  Lorenzo 
Roebuck,  David  Hays,  Robert  Wiley,  Wm.  B.  Hedges,  David  Work,  John 
Barks,  Charles  Mount,  Thomas  Pierce  and  William  H.  Purdy,  and  such  other 
persons  as  shall  become  associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital 
stock  of  this  Company,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  St.  Mary's  and  Wiltshire  Plank  Road 
Company,  with  perpetual  succession,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
plank  road  from  St.  Mary's,  in  the  county  of  Auglaize,  to  the  Indiana  State 
line,  by  way  of  Wiltshire,  in  the  county  of  Van  Wert,  upon  such  route  as 
the  Directors  in  said  Company  may  designate ;   and  for  such  purpose  the 
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said  Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive, 
purchase  and  possess,  enjoy  and'retain,  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  ef- 
fects of  any  kind,  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  ob- 
jects of  this  corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at 
pleasure  ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  Courts  hav- 
ing competent  jurisdiction ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure ;  and  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and 
by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  may  be  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  transferable  in  entire 
shares,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  by-laws  of 
said  Company;  Provided,  that  no  stockholder  without  the  consent  of  the 
Directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  after  any  installment  shall 
be  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  the  amount  due  on  his 
stock. 

Sec  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  four 
of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  and  do  and  per- 
form all  necessary  acts  to  organize  said  Company  ;  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  acting  shall  think  proper, 
to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company  ;  the  Commis- 
sioners may,  if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of 
such  subscription,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed ;  and  each  subscri- 
ber shall  be  bound  from  time  to  time,  to  pay  such  installments  on  his,  her 
or  their  stock,  as  the  directors  may  require ;  provided,  that  not  more  than 
twenty  per  centum,  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  in  at  any  one  time. 

Sec  4.  That  when  two  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  Com- 
missioners shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  twenty  days  preceding 
the  time  of  holding  such  meeting,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and  in 
general  circulation  on  the  line  of  said  road :  and  at  such  time  and  place 
those  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  directors,  and  adopt  such  by-laws  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be  lawful,  and  as 
they  shall  deem  expedient ;  the  stockholders  to  vote  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  each  stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
he  may  hold  in  said  Company. 

Sec  5.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  governed  by  five  di- 
rectors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  and  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  and 
qualified ;  each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion, and  shall  cease  to  be  a  director  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stock- 
holder ;  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  board 
which  shall  happen  by  death  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  The  directors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
their  duties ;  they  shall  choose  a  president  from  among  their  number,  and 
shall  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  superintendents  as  they  shall  think 
proper;  they  shall  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  they  may 
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require  from  any  officer,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency ;  prescribe  the 
amount  of  any  installments  to  be  paid  upon  subscription ;  and  thegmode 
and  manner  of  enforcing  payfiient  of  any  such  subscriptions,  and  take  the 
genera]  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  And  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  any  lands  other  than 
public  highways-  for  the  right  of  way  and  materials  for  the  construction  and 
repair  of  said  road,  said  company  shall  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turn- 
pike companies,"  passed  January  7,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereto ;  and  provided  further,  that  said  company  shall  not  take  more  than 
sixty-six  feet  in  width  for  said  road* 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  said  company  shall  have  constructed  said  road  by 
thoroughly  turn  piking  and  draining,  and  covered  the  same  not  less  thai*  seven 
feet  wide  with  plank  at  least  three  inches  thick,  and  forming  a  good  wagon 
track  of  earth  beside  the  plank  track  and  even  with  it,  of  proper  width  and 
properly  drained,  or  cover  the  same  with  gravel  or  broken  stone,  not  less 
than  eight  inches  thick,  instead  of  plank ;  the  same  shall  forever  thereafter 
be  and  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  passage  of  animals,  teams,  and 
travellers  of  every  description,  on  the  payment  of  such  tolls  as  the  board 
of  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish ;  and  said  road  with  all  its 
appurtenances,  together  with  all  profits  and  tolls  arising  therefrom,  are 
hereby  vested  in  said  corporation. 

Sec  9.  When  any  five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  president  and  directors  shall 
have  power  to  erect  gates  thereon,  4uid  ordain  and  establish  a  rate  of  tolls 
which  shall  be  levied  upon  all  animals,  teams  and  property  of  every  descrip- 
tion passing  on  said  road,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof; 
and  for  the  collection  of  said  tolls,  they  shall  appoint  collectors,  and  erect 
gates  and  toll  houses,  and  may  ask,  demand  [and]  receive  the  said  tolls  un- 
der this  act :  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  in  no  ease  exceed  the  rates 
now  charged  on  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  roads. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
for  the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads,  and  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  have 
been  or  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State. 
*  Sec.  1 1.  The  trustees  of  any  township  through  or  near  which  said  road 
may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  any  sum  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  $  and  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  or 
issue  bonds  or  orders  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  on  the  credit  of  such  township,  and  for  the  final  payment  of 
such  principal  sum  with  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  said 
township ;  they  shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  real  estate  in  said  townships 
annually  such  taxes  as,  together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  said  stock,  will 
pay  the  interest  of  such  loan  or  orders,  and  other  incidental  charges  con- 
nected therewith ;  and  at  the  end  of  five  years,  the  said  townships  shall  levy 
a  tax  upon  the  real  estate  aforesaid,  sufficient  to  pay  one  half  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  said  bonds,  and  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  a  further  tax,  sufficient  to 
pay  the  balance  of  said  bonds ;  said  taxes  shall  foe  placed  upon  the  county 
duplicate  and  collected  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  proceeds  be  held  by  the 
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county  treasurer,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  township  trustees ;  Provided, 
however,  that  said  trustees  may  at  any  time  sell  said  stock  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  off  said  bonds  or  indebtedness,  but  for  no  other  purpose ;  and 
provided  further,  that  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  on  the  first  day 
of  March  annually,  and  that  when  the  dividends  on  said  stock  shall  exceed 
the  interest  on  said  bonds,  the  excess  shall  annually  be  applied  in  payment 
upon  the  principal  of  said  bonds  or  orders ;  said  bonds  or  orders  shall  be 
drawn  payable  to  bearer,  and  be  negotiable  by  delivery. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  by  the  trustees  of  any 
township  without  the  assent  of  the  people  of  said  townships,  to  be  obtain- 
ed as  follows :  the  township  trustees  of  such  townships,  shall  give  at  least 
twenty  days  notice  previous  to  the  next  annual  election  for  township  offi- 
cers in  said  townships,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  at  such  election,  on  the 
question  of  making  such  subscription  as  aforesaid ;  which  notice  shall  be 
posted  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  townships  ;  the  qualified 
electors  of  such  townships  shall  at  said  election  vote  by  baHot,  "  for  sub- 
scription," or  "  against  subscription,"  plainly  written  or  printed  on  their 
tickets ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  townships  to  provide  a 
convenient  and  separate  box  for  their  townships,  to  receive  such  ballots,  and 
the  voting  thereat  shall  be  conducted  and  regulated  as  at  the  election  for 
township  officers  under  the  supervision  of  the  Judges  thereof:  Provided, 
that  in  no  case  shall  the  trustees  of  any  township  be  authorized  to  subscribe 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  unless  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  township  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  subscription. 

Sec.  13.  The  Judges  of  the  election  in  the  different  townships  shall 
transmit  certified  returns  of  said  ballotingB  in  said  townships,  to  the  audi- 
tors of  their  respective  counties,  within  two  days  thereafter;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  that  a  majority  of  said  ballots  in  any  of  said  townships,  is  in  favor 
of  a  subscription,  then  the  said  township  trustees  shall  make  said  subscrip- 
tion to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  deemed  ad- 
visable by  the  said  trustees,  and  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  if  from  any  cause  said  vote  shall  not  be  taken,  or  if  the  majority  of 
votes  in  any  township  shall  be  against  subscription,  the  question  shall  be 
again  submitted  in  like  manner,  at  the  annual  fall  election  for  state  and 
county  officers  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  if  the  voters 
shall  then  decide  in  favor  subscription,  the  township  trustees  shall  make 
such  subscription  as  herein  provided  for ;  Provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall 
be  deemed  expedient,  the  trustees  of  any  of  said  townships  that  may  have 
failed  to  vote  on  the  question  of  subscription,  or  may  have  voted  "  against 
subscription,"  may  at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  at  any  general  or  township  election,  on  giving  twenty  days  notice  as 
before  specified,  hold  an  election  to  vote  on  the  question,  and  which  elec- 
tion shall  be  governed  in  other  respects  as  herein  provided  for. 

Sec  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  trustees  in  the  several 
townships  subscribing  stock  in  said  company,  to  annually,  by  the  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  certify  to  the  county  auditor  of  their  county,  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  raised  for  that  year  by  taxation  on  account  of  subscription  of 
stock  in  said  company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  auditor  to  assess 
the  same  upon  the  duplicate  on  the  real  estate  in  said  townships ;  and  in 
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case  there  shall  be  a  failure  to  make  such  certificate,  and  the  bonds  or  or- 
ders or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  issued  by  said  townships  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  shall  not.be  paid  at  the  times  they 
shall  fall  due.  or  the  annual  interest  thereon  shall  not  be  promptly  paid,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor,  on  application  of  any  creditor, 
to  assess  said  principal  and  interest  due  from  said  township,  and  place  the 
same  upon  the  duplicate  to  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  with 
the  other  taxes. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  compa- 
ny, annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  to  report  to  the  county  auditor 
of  each  county  in  which  there  are  townships  which  have  subscribed  stock 
in  said  company,  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  each  township  in  such  county 
respectively,  and  also  to  report  the  amount  of  dividends  to  which  each  town- 
ship is  entitled  upon  its  stock  for  that  year,  and  upon  the  application  of 
any  creditor  as  aforesaid,  said  auditor  shall  assess  upon  such  delinquent 
township  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  all  claims  due  and  unpaid  on  account  of 
said  subscription  of  sock. 

Sec  16.  In  assessing  property  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going sections,  the  county  auditor  shall  adopt  the  valuation  established  for 
state  and  county  purposes  for  the  time  being ;  and  to  compensate  him  and 
the  county  treasurer  for  the  extra  labor  herein  imposed,  they  shall  be  allow- 
ed the  'same  compensation  as  is  given  for  like  services  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  to  pay  said  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  townships,  over  due,  as  fast  as  the  money  collect- 
ed will  enable  him,  and  to  make  a  full  exhibit  of  receipts  and  payments  by 
the  first  Monday  of  May  after  the  duplicate  shall  have  been  placed  in  his 
hands,  to  the  county  auditor,  and  to  the  township  trustees. 

Sec.  18.     This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  St.  Marya  and  Wapakoneta  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Christian  Benner,  Wm.  Sawyer,  Wm.  L.  Ross,  Wm.  Hollingsworth, 
Joseph  Kelsey,  Jeremiah  Ayres,  John  J.  Rickley,  James  Elliott,  Abram 
Gardiner,  Daniel  Butler,  and  Joseph  Dawson,  and  such  other  persons  and 
incorporators  as  shall  become  associated  with  them,  by  subscribing  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  de- 
clared a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession  by  the  name 
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and  style  of  "The  St.  Marys  and  Wapakoneta  Plank  Road  Company/'  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  the  town  of  St.  Marys,  in 
the  county  of  Auglaize,  to  Wapakoneta,  in  the  same  county,  and  such 
points  in  the  counties  of  Auglaize,  Allen,  Hardin  and  Logan,  and  by  such 
route  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said  company  shall  deem  most  eligi- 
ble, and  to  make  such  other  branch,  or  branches,  from  the  same,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient ;  and  for  such  purpose  the  said  company  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,  purchase  and  possess,  en- 
joy and  retain,  lands,  rents,  goods,  chatties  and  effects,  of  any  kind,  and  to 
any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien,  and  dispose  of,  at  pleasure  ;  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  having  competent  jurisdiction  ; 
to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew,  at 
pleasure ;  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  said  corporation,  subject,  howeye* 
to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  transferable  in  entire 
shares,  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of  the  corporation  shall  hereafter  pre- 
scribe :  provided,  that  no  stockholder,  without  the  consent  of  the  directors, 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock,  after  any  installment  shall  be  order- 
ed, until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  the  amount  due  on  his  stock. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  three 
of  them,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  do  or  perform 
all  necessary  acts  to  organize  said  company  ;  and  they  are  hereby  authori- 
zed and  empowered  to  open  books,  at  such  times  and  places,  as  a  majority 
of  the  commissioners  acting,  shall  think  proper,  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  ;  the  commissioners  may  require  ten  per  cen- 
tum of  such  subscription,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed,  and  each, 
subscriber  shall  be  hound  to  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  installments  on 
his,  her,  or  their  stock,  as  the  directors  may  require ;  provided,  that  not 
more  than  ten  per  eentum  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  in  at  any  one  time. 

Sec  4.  That  when  sixty  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  com- 
missioners shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  having 
general  circulation  in  the  county,  for  thirty  days  preceding  the  time  of 
holding  such  meeting ;  and  at  such  time  and  place,  those  present  shall  pro- 
ceed to  elect  directors,  and  adopt  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  the 
government  of  the  corporation,  as  shall  be  lawful,  and  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient ;  the  stockholders  to  vote,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each 
stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he  may  hold 
in  said  company. 

Sec  5.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  governed  by  five  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  once  in  two  years,  unlesa 
a  shorter  period  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified ;  and 
each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  shall 
cease  to  be  a  director  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder;  the  direc- 
tors shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  board  which  shall  happen 
by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise. 
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Sec  6.  The  directors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their 
duties ;  they  shall  choose  a  president  from  among  their  number,  and  shall 
appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  superintendents,  as  they  shall  think  prop- 
er ;  they  shall  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  they  may  see  fit  to 
exact  from  any  officer,  and  pass. upon  their  sufficiency ;  prescribe  the 
amount  of  any  installment  to  be  paid  upon  subscriptions,  and  the  mode  and 
manner  of  enforcing  payment  of  any  such  subscriptions,  and  take  the  gen- 
eral charge  and  supervision  of  the  company.

Sec  10.  The  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
for  the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads  and  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  have  been 
or  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State. 

Sec  1 1.  The  trustees  of  any  township  through  or  near  which  said  road 
may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  any  sum  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  trustees  are  hereby  authorised  to  borrow  money  or 
issue  bonds,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum, 
on  the  credit  of  such  township,  and  for  the  final  payment  of  such  principal 
sum,  with  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  such  townships ;  they 
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shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  real  estate  in  said  townships,  annually,  such 
taxes  as,  tpgether  with  the  tolls  arising  from  said  stock,  will  pay  the  interest 
of  such  loan  or  orders,  and  other  incidental  charges  connected  therewith ; 
and  at  the  end  of  five  years,  the  said  townships  shall  levy  a  tax  upon  the 
real  estate  aforesaid,  sufficient  to  pay  one  half  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds, 
and  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  a  further  tax,  sufficient  to  pay  the  balance  of 
said  bonds ;  said  taxes  shall  be  placed  upon  the  county  duplicate,  and  col- 
lected as  in  other  cases,  and  the  proceeds  be  held  by  the  county  treasurer, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  township  trustees :  provided,  however,  that 
said  trustees  rtiay  at  any  time  sell  said  stock  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off 
said  bonds  or  indebtedness,  but  for  no  other  purpose ;  and  provided  further, 
that  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  on  the  first  day  of  March 
annually,  and  that  when  the  dividends  on  said  stock  shall  exceed  the  inter- 
est on  said  bonds,  the  excess  shall  annually  be  applied  in  payment  upon 
the  principal  of  said  -bonds  or  orders ;  said  bonds  or  orders  shall  be  drawn 
payable  to  bearer,  and  be  negotiable  by  delivery. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  by  the  trustees  of  any 
township  without  the  assent  of  the  people  of  said  townships,  to  be  obtained 
as  follows :  The  township  trustees  of  such  townships,  shall  give  at  least 
twenty  days  notice  previous  to  the  next  annual  election  for  township  offi- 
cers in  said  townships,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  at  such  election,  on  the 
question  of  making  such  subscription  as  aforesaid,  which  notice  shall  be 
posted  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  such  townships ;  the  qualified 
electors  of  such  townships  shall,  at  said  election,  vote  by  ballot,  "  for  sub- 
scription," or  "  against  subscription,"  plainly  written  or  printed  on  their 
ticket.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  townships  to  provide  a 
convenient  and  separate  box  for  their  townships,  to  receive  such  ballots, 
and  the  voting  thereat  shall  be  conducted  and  regulated  as  at  the  election 
for  township  officers  under  the  supervision  of  the  judges  thereof. 

Sec.  13.  The  judges  of  the  election  in  the  different  townships  shall 
transmit  certified  returns  of  said  ballotings  in  said  townships,  to  the  audi- 
tors of  their  respective  counties,  within  two  days  thereafter ;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  that  a  majority  of  said  ballots  in  any  of  said  townships,  is  in  favor  of 
a  subscription,  then  the  said  township  trustees  shall  make  said  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  said  trustees,  and  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose. 
If,  from  any  cause  said  vote  shall  not  be  taken,  or  if  the  majority  of  votes 
in  any  township  shall  be  against  subscription,  the  question  shall  be  again 
submitted  in  like  manner,  at  the  annual  fall  election  for  State  and  county 
officers,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  if  the  voters  shall  then 
decide  in  favor  of  subscription,  the  township  trustees  shall  make  such  sub- 
scription as  herein  provided  for :  provided  however,  that  if  it  should  be  deem- 
ed expedient,  the  trustees  of  any  of  said  townships  that  may  have  failed  to 
vote  on  the  question  of  subscription,  or  may  have  voted  "  against  subscrip- 
tion," may  at  any  time,  within  five  years  from  the  next  township  election, 
at  any  general  or  township  election,  on  giving  twenty  days  notice  as  before 
specified,  hold  an  election  to  vote  on  the  question,  and  which  election  shall 
be  governed  in  other  respects  a&  herein  provided  for. 

Sec  14.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  trustees  in  the  several 
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townships  subscribing  stock  in  said  company,  to  annually,  by  the  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  certify  to  the  county  auditor  of  their  county,  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  raised  for  that  year  by  taxation  on  account  of  subscription  of 
stock  in  said  company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  auditor  to  assess  the 
same  upon  the  duplicate  on  the  real  estate  in  said  townships ;  and  in  case 
there  should  be  a  failure  to  make  such  certificate,  and  the  bonds  or  orders, 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  issued  by  said  townships  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  shall  not  be  paid  at  the  times  they  shall 
fall  due,  or  the  annual  interest  thereon  shall  not  be  promptly  paid,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  auditor,  on  application  of  any  creditor,  to  assess 
said  principal  and  interest  due  from  said  township,  and  place  the  same  upon 
the  duplicate  to  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  with  the  other 
taxes. 

Se£.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company, 
annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  to  report  to  the  county  auditor  of 
each  county  in  which  there  are  townships  which  have  subscribed  stock  in 
said  company,  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  each  township  in  such  county 
respectively,  and  also  to  report  the  amount  of  dividends  to  which  each 
township  is  entitled  upon  its  stock  for  that  year,  and  upon  the  application 
of  any  creditor  as  aforesaid,  said  auditor  shall  assess  upon  such  delinquent 
township  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  all  claims  due  and  unpaid  on  account  of 
said  subscription  of  stock. 

Sec.  16.  In  assessing  property  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going sections,  the  county  auditor  shall  adopt  the  valuation  established  for 
State  and  county  purposes  for  the  time  being ;  and  to  compensate  him  and 
the  county  treasurer  for  extra  labor  herein  imposed,  they  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  compensation  as  is  given  for  like  services  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  to  pay  said  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  townships,  over  due,  as  fast  as  the  money  collect- 
ed will  enable  him,  and  to  make  a  full  exhibit  of  receipts  and  payments  by 
the-  first  Monday  of  May,  after  the  duplicate  shall  have  been  placed  in  his 
hands,  to  the  county  auditor,  and  to  the  township  trustees. 

Sec  19.  [18.]     This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  aet  entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  the  Toledo  Plank  Road  Company,"  pused 

January  28,  1848. 

Whereas,  The  Toledo  Plank  Road  Company,  by  the  provisions  of  the  act 
incorporating  the  same,  were  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  a 
plank  road  from  Toledo,  in  the  county  of  Lucas,  to  some  point  in  the 
county  of  Williams,  to  be  fixed  upon  by  said  Company,  and  to  make  any 
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branch  or  branches  from  the  same  that  they  might  deem  expedient.  And 
whereas,  said  Company,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  thus  given,  have  lo- 
cated and  established  said  line  of  road  and  one  branch  leading  therefrom, 
but  inasmuch  as  said  main  line  and  branches,  in  order  to  accommodate 
the  public  travel  thereon,  should  diverge  from  the  starting  point  at  the 
city  of  Toledo,  and  should  in  fact  constitute  two  distinct  roads,  There- 
fore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  stockholers  of  said  Company  shall  have  power,  at  their  next  an- 
nual meeting,  by  vote,  to  separate  said  road  and  branch,  if  they  see  fit  so 
to  do,  and  in  voting  for  or  against  such  separation,  each  share  of  stock  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  which  vote  may  be  given  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  but  no  such  separation  shall  be  made  unless  upon  such  vote 
it  shall  be  found  that  three-fourths  of  the  entire  stock  subscribed  shall  be 
in  favor  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  it  shall  be  found  that  three-fourths  of  said  stock  is  in 
favor  of  such  separation,  then  the  stockholders,  before  proceeding  to  elect 
officers,  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  in  which  of  said  lines  of  road  they 
may  desire  to  hold  their  stock,  and  the  Directors  of  said  Company  shall 
then  and  there  cause  to  be  opened  two  several  and  distinct  books,  in  which 
entries  of  stock  in  said  road  and  branch  shall  be  made  as  said  stockholders 
shall  severally  designate,  but  in  case  of  failure  on  the  part  of  any  stock- 
holder so  to  designate,  then  said  Directors  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  divide  such  stock  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be,  and  allot  it  to  each 
of  said  lines  of  road  according  to  the  division  so  made  by  them,  but  in 
making  such  allotment  they  shall  in  no  case  divide  where  there  is  but  one 
share  of  stock  held,  but  may  allot  the  same  to  either  of  said  lines  of  road 
as  they  may  see  fit. 

Sec  3.  That  after  such  division  of  the  stock  of  said  Company  as  afore- 
said, the  stockholders  in  each  line  of  said  road  shall  proceed  to  elect  from 
among  their  number  five  Directors,  who  when  elected  shall  constitute  two 
distinct  boards,  each  possessing  all  the  powers  and  having  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  so  fpr  as  their  separate  and  distinct  spheres  of  action  extend, 
which  are  conferred  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  and  shall 
in  all  things  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Sec  4.  That  the  stockholders  in  said  branch  road  shall  from  thence- 
forth be  and  become  a  separate  and  distinct  corporate  body,  which  shall  be 
denominated  the  "  Toledo  and  Michigan  Plank  Road  Company,"  and  shall 
have  and  possess  all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  conferred,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  restrictions  and  liabilities  imposed,  by  said  original  act  of  in- 
corporation, so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  break,  alter  and  re- 
new the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec  5.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Toledo  and  Michigan  Plank 
Road  Company  may  be  increased  by  further  subscriptions  whenever  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company  shall  see  fit  so  to  do,  to  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars,  each,  and  transferable  in  the  manner  specified  in 
said  original  act  hereby  amended. 
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Sec.  6.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Toledo  and  Michigan  Plank 
Road  Company  shall  have  power  to  change  the  location  of  their  said  line 
of  road,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do,  and  to  construct 
the  same  as  a  separate  and  independent  road,  with  such  branch  or  branches 
as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec  7.  That  all  such  townships  within  the  counties  of  Lucas  and  Wil- 
liams, or  either  of  them,  as  have  failed  to  subscribe  for  stock  in  said  Toledo 
Plank  Road  Company,  may  still  subscribe  for  stock  in  either  of  said  Com- 
panies, on  obtaining  the  assent  of  the  people  of  the  township,  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  in  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  take  the  vote  in  any  such  township  on  the  question  of 
making  such  subscription  at  the  next  ensuing  annual  election  in  such  town- 
ship, upon  giving  the  notice  in  said  section  specified ;  or  if  such  vote,  for 
any  cause  should  not  be  taken  at  said  spring  election,  a  special  election  may 
at  any  time  thereafter  be  called  by  the  Trustees  of  any  such  township,  by 
giving  twenty  days  previous  notice  thereof,  and  which  elections  shall  be 
governed  in  all  respects  by  the  provisions  of  said  original  act  of  incorpora- 
tion, and  if  the  voters  shall  decide  in  favor  of  subscription,  the  township 
trustees  of  any  such  township  shall  make  such  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  such  company  as  the  voters  of  said  township  shall  designate,  or  if 
they  neglect  or  omit  to  make  such  designation,  then  of  such  Company  as 
they  shall  think  will  tend  most,  in  the  construction  of  their  said  road,  to 
benefit  the  inhabitants  of  such  township.  And  the  Toledo  plank  road  and 
its  appurtenances,  and  if  separated,  said  Toledo  and  Michigan  Plank  Road 
and  its  appurtenances  shall  be  placed  upon  the  same  footing  as  to  taxation 
with  the  Milan  and  Richland  Plank  Road,  until  the  General  Assembly  shall 
otherwise  provide. 

Sec  8.  In  case  the  said  stockholders  shall  agree  to  separate  said 
branches  and  main  line,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  then  any  contract,  do- 
nation or  agreement  for  the  right  of  way,  materials,  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock,  or  for  any  other  thing  or  purpose,  now  existing  between  said 
Toledo  Plank  Road  Company  and  any  individual,  company  or  corporation, 
shall  not  be  invalidated  by  reason  of  this  amendatory  act,  but  shall  remain 
in  full  force,  and  those  of  the  said  contracts,  donations,  or  agreements  which 
were  intended  to  be  applied  and  for  the  special  use  of  the  Toledo  plank 
road  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  Toledo  Plank  Road  Company,  and 
those  which  were  intended  for  the  branch  shall  be  the  property  of  the  To- 
ledo and  Michigan  Plank  Road  Company,  hereby  created,  and  by  that  Com- 
pany may  be  enforced  the  same  as  they  could  have  been  by  the  Toledo 
Plank  Road  Company,  had  not  this  act  been  passed. 

Sec  9.  Any  township,  or  the  city  of  Toledo,  which  has  subscribed, 
or  may  hereafter  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Toledo  Plank  Road 
Company,  or  in  case  of  the  separation  of  the  said  branch  as  provided  for  in 
this  act,  to  the  Toledo  and  Michigan  Plank  Road  Company's  stock,  the 
trustees  of  said  township,  or  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Toledo  are  here- 
by authorized  to  levy  and  collect  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pay,  at  par 
value,  all  bonds  or  orders  which  may  have  been  issued,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  issued  by  said  townships  respectively,  or  by  the  said  city  of  Toledo 
as  provided  for  in  this  act,  or  said  act  incorporating  the  Toledo  Plank  Road 
Company,  passed  January  28,  1848. 
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Sec.  10.  Tbat  no  such  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  without  the  as- 
sent of  the  people  of  the  said  city  or  township,  which  assent  shall  be  ob- 
tained by  giving  like  notice  as  is  required  to  be  given  by  the  seventh  section 
of  this  act,  authorizing  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  and  the  city  of 
Toledo  shall  cause  like  notice  to  be  given,  and  the  qualified  electors  of  said 
township  and  city  shall  at  such  election  vote  by  ballot,  and  if  in  favor  of  a 
tax  the  ballots  shall  contain  the  words,  "  for  tax,"  if  against  a  tax  the  words, 
"  no  tax,"  and  in  all  other  respects  in  receiving  and  returning  said  votes,  the 
judges  of  elections  shall  be  governed  by  the  said  act  incorporating  the  To- 
ledo Plank  Road  Company  as  far  as  applicable. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  a  majority  of  the  votes  given  in  any  township,  or  in 
the  city  of  Toledo,  shall  be  in  favor  of  said  tax ;  then  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Toledo,  and  the  trustees  of  said  township  shall  levy  a  tax  suffi- 
cient to  pay  said  bonds  or  orders,  one  half  as  soon  as  practicable  after  said 
vote  shall  have  been  taken,  and  the  other  half  the  next  year  thereafter,  to- 
gether with  all  necessary  expenses  in  the  levying  and  collecting  the  same, 
and  pay  to  said  companies  or  company  holding  said  bonds,  as  fast  as  said 
taxes  shall  be  collected,  first  paying  those  in  the  hands  of  the  company  or 
companies. 

Sec  12.  In  assessing  property  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  the  fore- 
going section,  the  same  rule  of  valuation  shall  be  adopted,  and  the  same 
compensation  allowed  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  as  is  provided  for  in  the  se- 
venteenth section  of  the  said  act  incorporating  the  Toledo  Plank  Road 
Company.  t 

Sec  13.  In  case  the  said  stockholders  shall  not  decide  to  separate  said 
main  line  and  branch,  then  the  number  of  Directors  in  said  Toledo  Plank 
Road  Company  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  increased  to  eleven  ;  the  said 
eleven  Directors  to  be  elected  at  the  next  annual  election  of  Directors,  and  no 
stockholder  shall  vote  for  Directors  in  the  said  Toledo  Plank  Road  Compa- 
ny, or  in  the  Toledo  and  Michigan  Plank  Road  Company,  who  shall  at  the 
time  be  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  any  installment  of  stock. 

Sec.  14.  The  Toledo  Plank  Road  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  con- 
nect, their  road  or  any  branch  thereof  with  any  other  plank  road  or  branch 
which  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  any  law  of  this  State.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Cleveland  and  Willoughbj  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Sargeant  Currier,  Benjamin  C.  Watters,  Isaac  Sherman  and  Charles  M. 
Giddings,  of  East  Cleveland,  Bazel  Spangler,  of  Cleveland  city,  Paul  P. 
Condit,  and  Asa  Upson,  of  Euclid,  John  Voice,  Samuel  Wilson  and  John 
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Holmes,  of  Willoughby,  and  all  others  who  may  become  associated  together 
by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  the. company  hereby  incorporated, 
be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  incorporated  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Cleveland  and  Willoughby  Plank  Road  Company, 
with  a  capital  stock  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each,,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  the  city 
of  Cleveland  in  Cuyahoga  county,  by  way  of  Doan's  Corners  and  Euclid 
village,  to  the  village  of  Willoughby  in  Lake  county;  and  for  such  purpose 
the  provisions  of  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Milan  and  Richland  plank  roaid 
company,  passed  January  thirty,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto,  passed  March  eleven,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  this  com- 
pany and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  extend- 
ed to  this  company,  and  this  company  is  hereby  declared  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  and  subjected  to  all  the  provisions  of  said  acts,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable  to  the  company  hereby  incorporated  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the   provisions  herein  contained. 

Sec.  2.  That  at  any  time  after  the  organization  of  the  company  here- 
by incorporated,  and  the  road  hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed  shall  be 
surveyed  and  located  by  said  company,  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to 
subject  the  same  to  taxation  ;  and  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
five  years  from  and  after  the  completion  of  said  road,  the  legislature  shall 
have  power  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act. 

Sec  3,  That  when  four  continuous  miles  of  any  part  of  said  road 
shall  be  completed  the  company  shall  have  the  right  to  erect  gates  thereon, 
but  no  toll  gate  shall  be  erected  by  said  company  at  any  point  on  said  road 
westerly  of  the  easterly  line  of  the  township  of  Cleveland  as  the  same  is 
now  constituted,  and  the  westerly  terminus  of  said  road  shall  be  in  the 
easterly  line  of  said  city  as  at  present  defined. 

Sec  4.  That  unless  said  road  shall  be  commenced  within  two  years, 
and  at  least  fifteen  continuous  miles  of  the  same  be  completed  within  five 
years,  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  privileges  hereby  conferred  shall  be 
forfeited,  and  this  act  shall  become  null  and  void.

Sec.  1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Ebenezer  Martin,  John  W.  Gill,  Joel  Wood,  Hyde  B.  Rice,  John 
Wallace,  Henry  Herberling,  Thomas  Wiley,  James  A.  Gray,  John  Warfield, 
Ezekiel  Harris  and  Benjamin  Hoyle,  and  all  others  who  may  become  as- 
sociated with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
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be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Martins- 
ville and  Bridgeport  Free  Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  plank  road  from  the  National  Road  at  Bridgeport,  in  Belmont  county, 
to  Martinsville,  in  said  county,  taking  such  route  as  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  deem  most  eligible,  and  for  such  purpose  the  said  company 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  to  receive,  purchase, 
possess,  enjoy  and  retain  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any 
kind  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the 
corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  Courts  having  competent 
jurisdiction,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter,  break  and 
renew  at  pleasure,  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  subject, 
however,  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shores  of  ten  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  trans- 
ferable in  entire  shares,  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of  the  corporation  shall 
prescribe ;  Provided,  however,  that  no  stockholder,  without  the  consent 
of  the  directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  after  an  install- 
ment is  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  to  the  amount  due 
on  his  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or 
in  case  they  shall  not  all  choose  to  serve,  then  any  number  not  less 
than  five,  shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  necessary  acts  to  organize  the  Company,  and  they  ar?  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times,  and 
in  such  places  as  a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company ;  the  Commissioners  may, 
if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  each  sub- 
scription, to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed  ;  and  each  subscriber  shall 
be  bound  to  pay  from  time  to  time,  such  installments  on  his,  her  or  their 
stock,  as  the  Directors  may  lawfully  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  one  hundred  shares  of  capital  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, the  Commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  caus- 
ing notice  of  the  time  and  plaqe  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  place  where  the  books  shall  have  been 
opened  and  the  stock  subscribed,  for  two  weeks  next  preceding  such  time 
of  meeting ;  and  on  such  notice  being  given  the  stockholders  shall  meet  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  elect  seven  Directors,  and  adopt  such  by- 
laws and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be  law- 
ful and  expedient,  the  stockholders  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each 
share  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  managed  by  seven  Di- 
rectors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
once  a  year,  unless  a  shorter  time  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified,  and  each  Director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  Director  when  he  ceases  to  be 
a  stockholder ;  the  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  board  which  shall  happen  from  death,  removal  or  otherwise. 
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Sec.  6.  That  the  Directors,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  dis- 
charge their  duties ;  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  number, 
shall  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by- 
laws, determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  that  they  may  see  proper  to 
exact  from  any  officer  of  the  Company,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency  ; 
and  determine  the  amount  of  installments  to  be  called  for  upon  subscriptions. 
Sec.  7.  That  the  said  Directors  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  sections  of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of 
turnpike  companies,  passed  January  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventeen. 

Sec.  8.  Said  Company  shall  have  power  to  construct  said  road  of  such 
materials  and  in  such  manner  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  conducive  to 
the  public  good. 

Sec  9.     That  if  said  Company  shall  deem  it  expedient  in  the  selection 
of  the  route  or  line  of  said  road,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  same,  to  con- 
nect it  with  or  to  use  any  road,  street  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any 
company,  or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  persons,  and  they  are  herby  authorized 
to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such  other  incorporation  or  persons  for  the 
right  to  use  such  road,  street  or  bridge  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate 
or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons  to  the  said  Compa- 
ny hereby  incorporated,  and  all  such  other  corporations  and  persons  incor- 
porated by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the  agency  of 
their  corporate  officers  or  by  such  other  persons  as  by  any  law  of  this  State  are 
authorized  with  the  discretion  [direction]  and  management  of  such  road,  street 
or  bridge,  and  every  contract  or  transfer  made  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  under  their  respective 
corporate  seals,  or  if  they  have  no  corporate  seals,  then  by  the  parties  en- 
trusted with  the  direction  and  management  of  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  un- 
der their  proper  hands  and  seals,  shall  vest  in  said  Plank  Road  Company  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  vested  in  said  corporation  or  persons  which  shall 
be  specified  in  the  contract  or  agreement  so  to  be  entered  into  as  aforesaid. 
Sec.  10.     That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  Compa- 
ny in  the  construction  of  said  road  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other  road 
or  highway  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  Company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along  or  across 
the  same,  but  said  Company  in  so  doing  shall  make,  place  and  keep  such 
road  or  highway  thus  intersected  and  used  in  such  condition  as  not  to  im- 
pair its  former  usefulness,  and  such  road  or  highway  so  taken  and  used  by 
said  Company,  while  they  shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  same,  shall 
be  under  their  exclusive  direction,  control  and  management. 

Sec  1 1.  The  said  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  all  laws 
for  the  protection  of  turnpike  roads,  which  have  been  or  may  be  passed  by 
the  Legislature  of  this  State. 

Sec  12.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

To  incorporate  the  Trumbull,  Portage  and  Geauga  Plank  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  M.  Wilber  and  Jude  May,  of  Auburn,  and  Ashley  Craft  and  Alvah 
Udall,  of  Hiram,  and  Henry  Beecher  and  Elisha  Garrett,  of  Nelson,  and 
Samuel  Robbins  and  Freeman  Conant,  of  Windham,  and  Daniel  Benedict 
and  David  Lane,  of  Braceville,  and  Daniel  Hardman  and  Edwin  Leffingwell, 
of  Warren,  and  all  other  persons  who  shall  become  associated  with  them,  by 
subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  Company,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name 
of  the  Trumbull,  Portage  and  Geauga  County  Plank  Road  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  the  town  of  Warren,  Trum- 
bull county,  to  the  village  of  Chagrin  Falls,  in  Cuyahoga  county,  by  way  of 
Braceville,  Windham,  Nelson,  Hiram  and  Auburn,  in  said  counties,  and 
thence  to  Chagrin  Falls,  and  to  intersect  a  certain  plank  road ;  thence  to 
Cleveland,  in  Cuyahoga  county,  taking  the  most  eligible  route  by  said 
points,  and  for  such  purposes  the  said  Company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  have  and  receive,  purchase  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retain, 
lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind,  to  any  amount  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation  ;  and  the  same  to  use, 
sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be 
defended  in  all  Courts  having  competent  jurisdiction,  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal ;  the  same  to  alter,  break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  ordain  and 
establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  incompatible  with  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  or  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  subject,  however, 
to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and 
shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares,  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of  the 
corporation  shall  prescribe;  Provided,  that  no  stockholder,  without  the 
consent  of  the  directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  or  their  stock 
after  any  installment  is  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  the 
amount  on  his  or  their  stock. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  the  act,  or  in  case  they 
should  not  all  choose  to  serve,  then  any  number  of  them  not  less  than  three, 
shall  be  Commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  to  do  and  perform  all  neces- 
sary acts  to  organize  the  Company  ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as 
a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  Company ;  the  Commissioners  may  if  they  think 
proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  each  subscription  to  be 
paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to  pay 
from  time  to  time,  such  installments  on  his  or  their  stock  as  the  directors 
may  lawfully  require. 

Sec.  4.  When  three  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  Com- 
missioners shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  causing  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  in  gen- 
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eral  circulation  in  the  places  where  the  books  shall  have  been  opened  and 
the  stock  subscribed,  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  such  time  of  meeting, 
and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed,  and  select  directors,  and  adopt  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be  lawful  and  expe- 
dient ;  the  stockholders  to  vole  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each  share  to  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  The  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
once  in  two  years,  unless  a  shorter  period  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
shall  be  chosen  and  qualified ;  and  each  Director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  Director  when  he  ceases  to  be  a 
stockholder ;  the  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own 
board,  which  shall  happen  from  death  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  The  Directors,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
their  duties,  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  number,  shall 
appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws, 
determine  upon  any  amount  of  bonds  that  they  may  see  fit  to  exact 
from  any  officer  of  the  Company,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency ;  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  installments  to  be  called  for  upon  subscriptions,  declare 
dividends,  and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Company. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  directors  to  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stones,  timber  and  earth  neces- 
sary for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said  plank  road,  and  all  neces- 
sary appurtenances  and  appendages,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage ;  and 
in  all  cases  when  the  owners,  their  agent  or  attorney,  shall  claim  or  de- 
mand damages  for  lands  or  materials  so  appropriated  for  the  location,  con- 
struction or  repair  of  said  road ;  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  said  Company 
shall  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  the  act  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  March 
eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three ;  Provided,  further, 
that  said  Company  shall  not  take  possession  of  more  than  sixty-six  feet  in 
width  for  said  road. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  said  company  shall  have  constructed  said  plank 
road,  by  covering  the  same  with  plank,  not  less  than  two  inches  and  a  half 
in  thickness,  and  of  sufficient  width  for  the  accommodation  of  teams,  and 
shall  have  completed  the  same  in  good  and  substantial  manner,  the  same 
shall  forever  thereafter  be,  and  remain  a  public  highway,  free  for  the  pas- 
sage of  animals,  teams,  and  travellers  of  every  description,  on  payment  of 
such  tolls  as  the  board  of  directors  may  establish  from  time  to  time,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec  9.  In  consideration  of  the  expenses  which  said  company  will  ne- 
cessarily incur  in  constructing  said  road,  with  the  appurtenances  thereof, 
and  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  the  said  road  and  its  appurtenances,  to- 
gether with  all  tolls  and  profits  arising  therefrom,  are  hereby  vested  in  said 
corporation. 

Sec  10.  On  every  five  miles  of  said  road,  when  so  much  shall  be 
completed  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  presi- 
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dent  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  erect  toll  gates,  and  ordain  and  es- 
tablish a  rate  of  tolls,  which  shall  be  paid  upon  all  animals,  teams,  travel- 
lers, and  property  of  every  description,  passing  on  said  road,  and  for  the 
collection  of  said  tolls,  they  shall  appoint  collectors  and  erect  gates,  and 
may  ask,  demand  and  receive  the  said  tolls  under  the  act :  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rates  now  charged  on  the  Wes- 
tern Reserve,  and  the  Maumee  roads,  to  be  graduated  by  the  board  of 
directors. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  the  whole,  or  ten  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  com- 
pleted, the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may  apply  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  any  county  through  which  said  road  may  pass,  when- 
ever the  same  is  in  session,  or  to  any  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  not  interest- 
ed in  said  road,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appoint  three  disinterested  free- 
holders ;  and  if  said  commissioners  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  said  road  is 
constructed  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  they  shall 
give  to  said  president  and  directors  a  certificate  thereof,  which  shall  entitle 
said  company  to  demand  tolls  under  this  act. 

Sec  12.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers 
defined  in  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies, 
passed  January  7,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  said  road  shall  not  be  commenced  within  two  years, 
and  at  least  five  continuous  miles  finished  within  three  years  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  all  privileges  granted  by  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec  14.  Said  company  shall  not  contract  debts  or  liabilities  to  an 
amount  greater  than  the  amount  of  its  means  on  hand,  and  the  amount 
payable  at  a  time  or  times  certain,  within  three  years  from  the  time  of  con- 
tracting or  stock  subscribed,  and  held  by  responsible  stockholders.

Sec  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Samuel  Quimby,  Lewis  J.  Idings,  and  Jacob  Perkins,  of  the  county 
of  Trumbull,  William  Porter,  Cornelius  Thompson,  John  R.  Church,  Eben 
Newton  and  John  Wetmore,  of  Mahoning  county,  Joseph  J.  Brooks,  Archi- 
bold  Woods,  E.  W.  Williams,  William  Sturgeon,  Joseph  Wallace  and 
John  Skinner  of  Columbiana  county,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  be- 
come associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
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style  of  the  Mahoning  Plank  Road  Company,  with  perpetual  succession, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  the  town  of  Warren  in 
Trumbull  county,  to  Canfield  in  Mahoning  county  ;  thence  to  the  line  of 
the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  at  or  near  Salem  or  Columbiana,  in 
Columbiana  county,  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  designate,  and  for 
such  purpose  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and 
receive,  purchase  and  possess,  enjoy  and  retainjlands,  rents,  chattels  and  effects 
of  any  kind,  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of 
the  corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ; 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  having  competent 
jurisdiction  ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure, and  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State. 

Sec  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  liberty  to  extend  the  same  to  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars at  any  time  when  the  directors  of  said  company  may  deem  it  necessary, 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  transferable  in  entire  shares, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  said 
company ;  Provided,  that  no  stockholder,  without  the  consent  of  the  di- 
rectors, shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  after  any  installment  shall 
be  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  the  amount  due  on  his 
stock. 

Sec  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  five  of 
them,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  do  and  perform  all 
necessary  acts  to  organize  said  company,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  a  ma- 
jority of  the  commissioners  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  ;  the  commissioners  may,  if  they 
think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  subscription 
to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound 
from  time  to  time,  to  pay  such  installments  on  his,  her  or  their  stock,  as 
the  directors  may  require ;  provided,  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  per 
centum  shall  be  paid  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  4.  When  two  hnudred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the 
commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  twenty  days  preceding 
the  time  of  holding  such  meeting,  in  one  or  pore  newspapers  printed  and  in 
general  circulation  in  each  of  said  counties,  and  at  such  time  and  place  the 
subscribers  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  directors  and  adopt  such  by-laws 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,  as  shall  be  lawful, 
and  as  they  shall  deem  expedient ;  the  stockholders  to  vote  either  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  each,  stockholder  being  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  he  may  hold  in  said  company. 

Sec.  5.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  governed  by  five  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  ;  each  director  shall  be  a 
stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  director,  when 
he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder ;  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  board,  which  shall  happen  by  death  or  otherwise. 
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Sec.  6.  The  directors  shall  choose  a  president  from  among  their  nam* 
ber,  and  shall  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  superintendents  as  they  shall 
think  proper ;  they  shall  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  they 
may  require  from  any  officer,  prescribe  the  amount  of  installments  to  be 
paid  upon  subscriptions ;  and  the  mode  and  manner  of  enforcing  payment 
of  subscriptions,  and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs 
of  said  company. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  directors  to  enter  upon  and  take 
po6sses8ion  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone  and  earth  necessary 
for  the  laying  and  constructing  of  said  plank  road,  and  necessary  appurte- 
nances and  appendages  thereto,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage ;  and  if  it 
shall  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  any  lands,  other  than  public  highways  for 
the  right  of  way,  and  said  materials  for  the  construction  of  said  road,  said 
company  shall  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  enti- 
tled an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed 
January  7th,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto;  except  the 
first  section  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike 
companies,  passed  Jan'y.  7th,  1817,  passed  March  27th  1841 ;  Provided, 
that  said  company  shall  not  take  more  than  sixty  feet  in  width  for  said  road. 

Sec.  8. '  Whenever  said  Company  shall  have  constructed  said  road  by 
thoroughly  turnpiking  and  draining,  and  covered  the  same  not  less  than  eight 
feet  wide  with  plank  at  least  three  inches  thick,  and  forming  a  good  wagon 
track  of  earth  beside  the  plank  track  and  even  with  it,  of  proper  width  and 
properly  drained,  or  cover  the  same  with  gravel  or  broken  stone  not  less 
than  eight  inches  thick,  instead  of  plank,  the  same  shall  forever  thereafter  be, 
and  remain  a  public  highway  for  the  passage  of  animals,  teams  and  travelers 
of  every  description,  on  the  payment  of  such  tolls  as  the  directors  may  from 
time  to  time  establish,  and  said  road  with  all  its  appurtenances,  together  with 
all  profits  and  tolls  arising  thereupon  are  hereby  invested  in  said  corporation. 

Sec  9.  Whenever  any  five  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  Directors 
shall  have  power  to  erect  gates  thereon,  and  establish  a  rate  of  tolls 
which  shall  be  levied  upon  all  animals,  teams  and  property  of  every  de- 
scription passing  on  said  road,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  and  for  the  collection  of  tolls,  they  shall  appoint  collectors  and 
erect  gates,  and  may  ask,  demand  and  receive  the  said  tolls  under  this  act, 
provided,  however,  that  they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rates  now  charged 
on  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Roads ;  said  company  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  the  benefit  of  all  laws  for  the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads,  and  the  col- 
lection of  tolls,  which  have  been  or  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly  of  this  State. 

Sec  10.  The  Company  may  at  any  time  contract  debts  or  liabili- 
ties to  the  amount  of  stock  of  said  Company,  at  such  time  actually  sub- 
scribed by  responsible  stockholders,  not  expended,  and  inclusive  of  such 
profits  or  incomes  as  may  be  reasonably  expected  to  accrue  within  two  years 
from  the  time  of  so  contracting,  payable  within  three  years  from  the  time 
of  contracting  said  debts  or  liabilities.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  Hutchins,  Heman  R.  Harmon,  John  Harsh,  Ralph  Meacham, 
S.  H.  St.  John,  EIraha  Be  man,  George  Hezlep,  G.  A.  Griswold,  John  Kins- 
man, G.  W.  Simpson,  D.  Shipman  and  J.  F.  Horner  of  the  county  of 
Trumbull,  together  with  all  other  persons  who  shall  become  associated  with 
them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual 
succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Warren  and  Gustavus  Plank 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  the  town 
of  Warren,  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  through  the  townships  of  Bazetta 
and  Johnson  to  the  centre  of  the  township  of  Gustavus,  in  the  county  afore- 
said, taking  such  route  through  the  townships  aforesaid  as  the  directors  of 
said  company  shall  deem  most  eligible,  and  for  such  purposes  the  said  com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive,  purchase, 
possess,  enjoy  and  retain  lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any 
kind,  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the 
corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  having  competent 
jurisdiction,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter,  break  and 
renew  at  pleasure,  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  subject 
however  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  in  this  act* 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares,  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of 
the  corporation  shall  prescribe :  Provided,  however,  that  no  stockholder, 
without  the  consent  of  the  directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock 
after  any  installment  is  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  to  the 
amount  due  on  his  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  in 
case  they  shall  not  all  choose  to  serve,  then  any  number  of  them  not  less 
than  five,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  necessary  acts  to  organize  the  company,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  Opened  at  such  times,  and  in  such 
places  as  a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  the  commissioners  may,  if  they 
think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  6f  the  amount  of  each  subscription  to 
be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to 
pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  installments  on  his,  her. or  their  stock,  as  the 
directors  may  lawfully  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  one  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be 
subscribed,  the  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by 
causing  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  places  where  the  books  shall 
have  been  opened,  and  the  stock  subscribed,  for  thirty  days  next  preceding 
such  time  of  meeting,  and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stockholders 
shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  elect  seven  directors,  and 
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adopt  such  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation 
as  shall  be  lawful  and  expedient,  the  stockholders  to  vote  in  person  [or]  by 
proxy,  each  share  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
once  in  two  years,  unless  a  shorter  time  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws 
of  the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  director  when  he  ceases  to 
be  a  stockholder  ;  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  board,  which  shall  happen  from  death,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  company, 
in  the  construction  of  said  road,  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other  road  or 
highway,  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along  or  across  the 
same ;  and  such  road  or  highway,  so  taken  and  used  by  said  company, 
while  they  shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  same,  shall  be  under  their 
exclusive  direction,  control  and  management. 

Sec.  7.  The  act  to  incorporate  the  Ashtabula  Central  Flank  Road  Com- 
pany, passed  February  15th,  1849,  except  so  much  or  such  parts  thereof 
as  conflicts  with  this  act,  shall  be  construed  and  taken  to  be  part  and  par- 
cel of  this  act,  and  the  said  Warren  and  Gustavus  Plank  Road  Company, 
by  this  act  incorporated,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions,  entitled  to  all 
the  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  said  act  incorporating  the 
Ashtabula  Central  Plank  Road  Company,  as  fully  and  completely  as  though 
the  same  were  fully  set  forth  and  incorporated  into  this  act,  subject  to  the 
exceptions  aforesaid.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Conrad  Reid,  Smith  St.  John,  John  B.  Robertson  and  Huram  Brown- 
ell,  of  the  county  of  Lorain,  together  with  all  other  persons  who  shall  be- 
come associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Black 
River  and  Amherst  Plank  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  plank  road  from  Charleston  in  the  county  of  Lorain,  to  the  corners  on 
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the  north  ridge  road,,  near  the  house  of  Huram  Brownell,  in  the  township 
of  Amherst,  in  said  county,  taking  such  route  as  the  directors  shall  deem 
eligible,  and  for  such  purposes  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  have  and  to  receive,  purchase,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain 
lands,  rents,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  any  kind  and  to  any  amount 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  the  same 
to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend 
and  be  defended  in  all  courts  having  competent  jurisdiction,  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal ;  the  same  to  alter  break  and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  or- 
dain and  establish  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  subject  however  to  the  restrictions 
and  limitations  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  shall  consist  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  shall 
be  transferable  in  entire  shares  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  prescribe ;  Provided,  however,  that  no  stockholder  without  the 
consent  of  the  directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  after  any 
installment  is  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  to  the  amount 
due  on  his  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  and  to  do  and  perform  all  neces- 
sary acts  to  organize  the  company,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times,  and  in  such  places  as 
a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  the  commissioners  may  if  they  think 
proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  each  subscription,  to  be 
paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed  ;  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  bound  to 
pay  from  time  time,  such  installments  on  his,  her  or  their  stock,  as  the  di- 
rectors may  lawfully  require. 

Sec  4.  That  when  eighty  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscri- 
bed, the  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  by  causing 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation  in  the  places  where  the  books  shall  have  been 
opened,  and  the  stock  subscribed,  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  such  time 
of  meeting,  and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  elect  seven  directors,  and  adoptsuch 
by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be 
lawful  and  expedient,  the  stockholders  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each 
share  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  Bhall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
once  in  two  years,  unless  a  shorter  time  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified,  and  each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  director  when  he  ceases  to  be 
a  stockholder ;  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  board  which  shall  happen  from  death,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  That  the  directors,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
their  duties;  shall  choose  a  president  from  among  their  number,  shall  ap- 
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point  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws ; 
determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  that  they  may  see  proper  to  exact 
from  any  officer  of  the  company,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency,  determine 
the  amount  of  installments  to  be  called  for  upon  subscriptions,  declare  divi- 
dends, and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  said 
company. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  sub- 
ject to  all  the  restrictions  contained  in  sections  seven  and  eight  of  an  act 
entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed 
January  7th,  A.  D.  1817. 

Sec.  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  said  road  of  plank, 
extending  not  less  than  eight  feet  in  width  across  the  track ;  said  plank  to 
be  not  less  than  three  inches  thick,  and  firmly  bedded  upon  the  ground, 
and  also  resting  upon  sleepers  imbedded  in  the  ground  so  as  to  be  even  with 
the  surface  of  said  road-bed,  and  form  a  good  earth  track  at  least  ten  feet 
in  width  on  the  side  of  the  said  plank*  way. 

Sec  9.  That  if  said  company  shall  deem  it  expedient  in  the  selection 
of  the  route  or  line  of  said  road,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  same,  to 
connect  it  with  or  to  use  any  road,  street  or  bridge  made  or  erected  by 
any  company  or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this 
State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  persons,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such  other  incorporation  or  per- 
sons for  the  right  to  use  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of 
any  of  the  corporate  or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or 
persons  to  the  said  company  hereby  incorporated ;  and  all  such  other  corpo- 
rations and  persons  incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by, 
and  through  the  agency  of  their  corporate  officers,  or  by  such  other  per- 
sons as  by  any  law  of  this  State  are  authorized  with  the  direction  and 
management  of  such  road,  street  or  bridge ;  and  every  contract  or  transfer 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the 
several  parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  if  they  have  no 
corporate  seals,  then  by  the  parties  entrusted  with  the  direction  and  man- 
agement of  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  under  their  proper  hands  and  seals, 
shall  vest  in  said  plank  road  company  all  the  rights  and  privileges  vested 
in  said  corporation  or  persons  which  shall  be  specified  in  the  contract  or 
agreement  so  to  be  entered  into  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  compa- 
ny, in  the  construction  of  said  road,  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other 
road  or  highway  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along  or  across 
the  same ;  but  said  company  in  so  doing,  shall  make,  place  and  keep  such 
road  or  highway  thus  intersected  and  used,  in  such  condition  as  not  to 
impair  its  former  usefulness  ;  and  such  road  Or  highway  so  taken  and  used 
by  said  company,  while  they  shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  same, 
shall  be  under  their  exclusive  direction,  control  and  management. 

Sec  11.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  place  one  fourth  toll 
gates  upon  said  road  as  soon  as  two  and  one  half  miles  thereof  shall  have 
been  completed,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  said  fourth  toll  gates  as  fast 
as  said  road  shall  be  further  completed,  adding  one  for  every  two  and  one 
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half  miles ;  and  the  directors  of  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  annually  establish  and  fix  upon  the  rates  of  toll  chargeable 
at  each  of  said  gates ;  provided,  however,  that  the  rates  of  toll  so  by  them 
established,  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rates  of  toll  chargeable  by  law  for 
the  time  being  upon  the  Maumee  and  Western  Reserve  road. 

Sec.  12.  That  if  said  company  shall  not  be  organized  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  within  four  years  thereafter  have 
said  road  completed,  then  this  act  shall  cease  and  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  13.  The  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
for  the  protection  of  turnpike  roads,  and  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  have 
been  or  may  be  passed  by  the  legislature  of  this  State. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted  that  S.  S.  Daniels,  A.  Hallstander, 
T.  B.  Hudson,  Wm.  H.  Plumb,  B.  Stevens,  D.  McBride  and  W.  Beck- 
with,  of  the  county  of  Lorain,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Oberlin  Plank 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from  a  point  on 
the  north  ridge  road  near  the  house  of  the  before  mentioned  Huram  Brownell, 
through  the  village  of  Oberlin,  in  Lorain  county,  to  such  point  or  points  in 
the  counties  of  Wayne  or  Ashland  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said 
company  shall  deem  most  expedient 

Sec  15.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

Sec.  16.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers 
defined  and  granted  in  this  act  to  the  Black  river  and  Amherst  plank  road 

company.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Freeborn*  Potter,  J.  Austin  Scott,  Royal  Stewart,  David  B.  Scott, 
George  R.  Knaggs  and  Emery  D.  Potter,  and  such  other  persons  who  may 
become  associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  corpor- 
ate and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Miami  and  Toledo  Plank  Road  Company,  with  a  capital  stock  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  plank  road  commencing  at  the  east  corporation  line  of  Mau- 
mee City,  and  terminating  at  Sisson's  Tavern  in  Port  Lawrence  township, 
in  the  county  of  Lucas,  by  such  route  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  said

such  terms  as  the  respective  companies  can  stipulate,  and  for  such  purposes 
the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  and  receive, 
purchase,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain  lands,  rents,  goods,  chatties  and  effects 
of  any  kind,  and  to  any  amount  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects 
of  the  corporation,  and  the  same  to  use,  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of  at  pleas- 
ure ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  having 
competent  jurisdiction  ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter, 
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break  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to  ordain  and  establish  such  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation, 
subject  however,  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each, 
and  shall  be  transferable  in  entire  shares  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of  the 
corporation  shall  prescribe ;  provided  however,  that  no  stockholder  without 
the  consent  of  the  directors,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  transfer  his  stock  after 
any  installment  is  ordered,  until  such  stockholder  shall  have  paid  to  the 
amount  due  on  his  stock. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  in 
case  they  shall  not  all  choose  to  serve,  then  any  number  of  them  not  less 
than  five,  shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  necessary  acts  to  organize  the  company,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times,  and 
in  such  places,  as  a  majority  of  those  acting  shall  think  proper,  to  receive 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  ;  the  commissioners  may, 
if  they  think  proper,  require  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  each  sub- 
scription, to  be  paid  at  the  time  it  is  subscribed,  and  each  subscriber  shall 
be  bound  to  pay,  from  time  to  time,  such  installments  on  his,  her  or  their 
stock,  as  the  directors  may  lawfully  require. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  one  hundred  shares  of  capital  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, the  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  by  caus- 
ing notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  to  be  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  places  where  the  books  shall  have 
been  opened,  and  the  stock  subscribed,  for  thirty  days  next  preceding  such 
time  of  meeting,  and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stockholders  shall 
meet  at  the  time  and  {dace  appointed,  and  elect  seven  directors,  and  adopt 
such  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall 
be  lawful  and  expedient,  the  stockholders  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
each  share  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders 
once  in  two  years,  unless  a  shorter  time  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected*  and  qualified,  and  each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  director  when  he  ceases  to  be 
a  stockholder ;  the  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  board  which  shall  happen  from  death,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  directors  shall  choose  a  president  from  among  their 
number,  shall  appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  provided 
by  the  by-laws ;  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  that  they  may 
see  proper  to  exact  from  any  officer  of  the  company,  and  pass  upon  their 
sufficiency,  determine  the  amount  of  installments  to  be  called  for  upon  sub- 
scription, declare  dividends,  and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision 
of  the  affairs  of  said  company. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of  said 
road,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over  such  route  as  may  be  deemed  the 
most  expedient,  and  Bhall  have  the  right  to  take  and  use  in  the  construction 
of  said  road  all  the  materials  found  in  and  upon  the  ground  taken  for  the 
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passage  of  said  road,  being  liable  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  and 
materials  so  appropriated,  for  all  damages,  to  be  ascertained  and  paid  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  now  in  force  for  ascertaining  and  pay- 
ing damages  upon  the  laying  out  and  establishing  of  State  roads,  so  far  asr 
the  same  may  be  applicable ;  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  company,  except 
as  provided  for  in  this  and  the  tenth  sections  of  this  bill,  to  enter  upon  and 
take  possession  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone,  timber  and  earth, 
necessary  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said  plank  road,  without 
first  having  purchased  the  same  of  the  owner  or  owners,  or  first  having  ob- 
tained his  or  their  permission  so  to  enter  upon,  occupy  and  use  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  said  road  of  plank, 
extending  not  less  than  eight  feet  in  width  across  the  centre  of  the  track ; 
said  plank  to  be  not  less  than  three  inches  thick,  and  firmly  bedded  upon 
the  ground,  and  also  resting  upon  sleepers  imbedded  in  the  ground  so  as  to 
be  [even  with  the  surface  of  said  road  bed. 

Sec  9.  That  if  said  company  shall  deem  it  expedient  in  the  selection 
of  the  route  or  line  of  said  road,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  same,  to  con- 
nect it  with  or  to  use  any  road,  street  or  bridge  made  or  erected  by  any 
company  or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  persons,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  contract  and  agree  with  any  such  other  incorporation  or  persons  for  the 
right  to  use  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  cor- 
porate or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons  to  the 
said  company  hereby  incorporated ;  and  all  such  other  corporations  and 
persons  incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by,  and  through 
the  agency  of  their  corporate  officers,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  by  any 
law  of  this  State  are  authorized  with  the  direction  and  management  of  such 
ro&d,  street  or  bridge ;  and  every  contract  or  transfer  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties  un- 
der their  respective  corporate  seals,  or  if  they  have  no  corporate  seals,  then 
by  the  parties  entrusted  with  the  direction  and  management  of  such  road, 
street  or  bridge,  under  their  proper  hands  and  seals,  shall  vest  in  said  (dank 
road  company  all  the  rights  and  privileges  vested  in  said  corporation  or  per- 
sons which  shall  be  specified  in  the  contract  or  agreement  so  to  be  entered 
into  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  company, 
in  the  construction  of  said  road,  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other  road  or 
highway  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along  or  across  the 
same ;  but  said  company,  in  so  doing,  shall  make,  place  and  keep  such 
road  or  highway  thus  intersected  and  used,  in  such  condition  as  not  to  im- 
pair its  former  usefulness ;  and  such  road  or  highway  so  taken  and  used  by 
said  company,  while  they  shall  continue  to  occupy  and  use  the  same,  shall 
be  under  their  exclusive  direction,  control  and  management. 

Sec  11.  Said  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  place  one  fourth  toll- 
gates  upon  said  road  as  soon  as  two  and  one-half  miles  thereof  shall  have 
been  completed,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  said  fourth  toll-gates  as  fast 
as  said  road  shall  be  further  completed,  adding  one  for  every  two  and  one- 
half  miles ;  Provided,  however,  that  no  more  than  four  fourth  toll-gates,  or 
two  half  or  one  full  toll-gates  shall  be  placed  upon  every  ten  miles  of  said 
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road,  said  half  toll-  [gates]  to  be  five  miles  apart,  and  if  one-fourth  toll- 
gates,  the  same  to  be  two  and  one-half  miles  apart,  and  if  full  toll-gates  be 
placed  thereon,  the  same  to  be  ten  miles  distant  from  the  half  toll-gates ; 
and  the  Directors  of  said  Company  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  annually  establish  and  fix  upon  the  rates  of  toll  chargeable  at  each  of  said 
gates ;  Provided  however,  that  the  rates  of  toll  so  by  them  established,  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  the  rates  of  toll  chargeable  by  law  for  the  time  being  up- 
on the  Maumee  and  Western  Reserve  road. 

Sec.  12.  That  if  said  Company  shall  not  be  organized  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  not  within  four  years  thereafter  have 
at  least  twelve  miles  of  said  road  completed,  then  this  act  shall  cease  and 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  13.  The  said  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  all  laws 
for  the  protection  of  turnpike  roads  which  have  been  or  may  be  passed  by 
the  Legislature  of  this  State.

of  meeting,  and  on  such  notice  being  given,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  elect  five  Directors,  and  adopt  such  by- 
laws and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  corporation  as  shall  be  law- 
ful and  expedient,  the  stockholders  to  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each  share 
being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  The  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  managed  by  five  Direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  once 
in  two  years,  unless  a  shorter  time  shall  be  ordained  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified,  and  each  Director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time 
of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to  be  a  Director  when  he  ceases  to  be  a 
stockholder ;  the  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own 
board  which  shall  happen  from  death,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Sec  6.  The  Directors,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties, shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge 
their  duties ;  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  number,  shall  ap- 
point such  other  officers  and  agents  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws ; 
determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  that  they  may  see  proper  to  exact 
from  any  officer  of  the  Company,  and  pass  upon  their  sufficiency ;  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  installments  to  be  called  for  upon  subscriptions,  de- 
clare dividends,  and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs 
of  said  Company. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  Directors  to  enter  upon  and 
take  possession  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone,  timber  and  earth 
necessary  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said  plank  road,  and  all 
necessary  appurtenances  and  appendages,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage, 
having  first  tendered  or  secured  payment  therefor  ;  and  in  case  any  land  or 
materials  as  aforesaid  wanted  to  be  appropriated  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
shall  not  be  given  or  granted  to  said  corporation,  and  the  proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors cannot  or  do  not  agree  with  the  Directors  as  to  the  amount  of  dam- 
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ages  or  compensation  which  ought  to  be  allowed  or  paid  for  the  same,  and 
shall  not  mutually  agree  on  some  person  or  persons  to  appraise  the  dama- 
ges, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Directors  to  apply  to  any  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  said  damages  shall  arise,  not  a 
stockholder. in  said  Company,  who  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freehol- 
ders of  said  county  to  assess  the  damages,  and  the  Directors  shall  give  no- 
tice to  said  persons  of  their  appointment,  and  also,  to  the  claimant  or  claim- 
ants, his,  her  or  their  agent  or  attorney,  or  advertise  the  same  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  person  so  appointed  to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  so  specified  in 
the  notice,  who  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  faithfully  and  impartially 
to  discharge  their  duties,  shall  proceed  on  actual  view  to  make  estimate  and 
appraise  any  damages  such  owner  or  owners  may  sustain,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  benefits  such  owner  or  owners  may  derive  from  said  improve- 
ment, and  shall  make  a  certificate  of  such  appraisement  with  a  particular 
description  of  the  premises,  if  necessary,  to  which  certificate  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  sign  their  names,  and  deliver  to  each  party  a  copy  if  re- 
quested, and  immediately  thereafter,  if  no  damages  ore  assessed,  or  on  pay- 
ment or  tender  of  the  money  to  the  amount  of  damages  assessed,  to  the 
person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  to  his,  her  or  their  agent,  attorney  or 
legal  representatives,  the  said.  Directors  may  proceed  to  enter  upon  or  oc- 
cupy said  lands  or  use  such  materials,  and  a  complete  title  thereto  to  the 
extent  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in,  or  contemplated  by  this  act,  shall 
be  hereby  vented,  and  forever  remain  in  said  Company ;  Provided,  however, 
that  if  either  party  shall  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of 
the  appraisal  so  as  aforesaid  made,  such  party  may  apply  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  the  next  succeeding  term  of  said 
Court,  or  if  there  should  not  be  a  quorum  of  said  Court  disinterested,  then 
to  the  Supreme  Court  at  their  next  term  in  said  county,  giving  ten  days  no- 
tice of  such  intention  to  the  adverse  party,  and  the  said  Court  upon  good 
cause  shown,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders,  who  shall,  after 
being  duly  qualified,  proceed  to  view  and  appraise  the  damages,  and  shall 
certify  their  proceedings  in  the  same  manner  as  the  former  appraisers,  and 
their  decision  shall  be  final  and  determinate ;  but  the  pendency  of  any  such 
application  to  the  Court  shall  not  io  the  mean  time  hinder  the  progress  of 
the  work  ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  said  Company  shall  not  take  pos- 
session of  more  than  sixty  feet  in  width  for  said  rood. 

Sac.  8.  Said  company  shajl  have  power  to  construct  said  road  of  plank, 
extending  not  less  than  eight  feet  in  width  across  any  part  which  may  be 
adopted  of  the  track ;  said  plank  to  be  not  less  than  two  and  a  half  inches 
thick,  and  firmly  bedded  upon  the  ground,  and  also  resting  upon  sleepers 
imbedded  in  the  ground,  so  as  to  be  even  with  the  surface  of  said  road  bed. 

Sac.  9.  If  said  company  shall  deem  it  expedient  in  the  selection  of  the 
route  or  line  of  said  road,  or  in  the  construction  of  the  same,  to  connect  it 
with  or  to  use  any  road,  street  or  bridge,  made  or  erected  by  any  company 
or  persons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  Suite,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  company  or  persons,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract and  agree  with  any  such  other  incorporation,  or  persons,  for  the  right 
to  use  such  road,  street  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corpo- 
rate or  other  rights  or  privileges  of  such  corporation,  or  persons,  to  the  said 
company  hereby  incorporated ;  and  all  such  other  corporations  and  persons 
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incorporated  by,  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and  through  the  agen- 
cy of  their  corporate  officers,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  by  any  law  of 
this  State  are  authorized  with  the  direction  and  management  of  such  road, 
street  or  bridge ;  and  every  contract  or  transfer  made  in  pursuance  of  the 
authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several  parties,  under  their 
respective  corporate  seals,  or  if  they  have  no  corporate  seals,  then  by  the 
parties  entrusted  with  the  direction  arid  management  of  such  road,  street 
or  bridge,  under  their  proper  hands  and  seals,  shall  vest  in  said  plank  road 
company  all  the  rights  and  privileges  vested  in  said  corporation,  or  persons, 
which  shall  be  specified  in  the  contract  or  agreement  so  to  be  entered  into 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  company,  in 
the  construction  of  said  road,  to  intersect,  use  or  cross  any  other  road  or 
highway  lying  in  or  across  the  route  of  said  plank  road,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  construct  their  said  road  upon,  along,  or  across  the 
same ;  but  Said  company,  in  so  doing,  shall  make,  place  and  keep  such  road

Sec.  11.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  place  one  fourth  toll 
gates  upon  said  road  as  soon  as  two  and  one-half  miles  thereof  shall  have 
been  completed,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  said  fourth  toll  gates  as 
fast  as  said  road  shall  be  further  completed,  adding  one  for  every  two  and 
one  half  miles ;  provided,  however,  that  no  more  than  four  fourth  toll  gates, 
or  two  half  or  one  full  toll  gates  shall  be  placed  upon  every  ten  miles  of

Sec.  1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Horatio  White,  Alfred  Dunlap,  Seth  Paine,  Jr.,  Nathan  Simpson, 
Seneca  Haight,  Russel  G.  Cook,  Isaac  Behan,  Phillip  Jones  and  Hallis 
Downing,  of  the  county  of  Meigs,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  become 
associated  with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "  Rutland  and  Middleport  Plank  Road  Company,"  with 
perpetual  succession,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  plank  road  from 
Middleport  on  the  Ohio  river,  in  Meigs  county,  to  Rutland,  with  the  privi- 
lege of  extending  the  same  to  Harrisonville  in  said  county,  as  the  directors 
of  said  company  may  designate ;  and  for  such  purpose  said  company  is

their  stock,  as  the  directors  may  require ;  Provided  that  not  more  than  thir- 
ty per  centum  shall  be  paid  at  any  time. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the 
commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  by  causing  notice  of

The  affairs  of  said  Company  shall  be  governed  by  five  direc- 
tors, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified ;  each 
director  shall  be  a  stockholder  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  shall  cease  to 
be  a  director  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder ;  the  directors  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  board,  which  shall  happen  by  death  or 
otherwise. 

Sec.  6.  The  directors  shall  choose  a  President  from  among  their  num- 
ber, and  shall  appoint  such  officers,  agents  and  superintendents  as  they  shall 
think  proper ;  they  shall  determine  upon  the  amount  of  any  bonds  they  re- 
quire from  any  officers,  prescribe  the  amount  of  installments  to  be  paid  upon 
subscriptions,  and  the  mode  and  manner  of  enforcingpayment  of  subscriptions, 
and  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  said  company. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  directors  to  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  any  lands,  roads,  streets,  alleys,  stone  and  earth  neces- 
sary for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said  plank  road,  and  necessary 
appurtenances  and  appendages  thereto,  doing  no  unnecessary  damage ;  and ; 
if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  enter  upon  any  lands  other  than  public  highways 
for  the  right  of  way,  and  said  materials  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
said  road,  said  company  shall  in  all  respects  be  governed  by  the  provisions  < 
of  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  com- 
panies," passed  January  7th,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  there- 
to ;  Provided,  that  said  company  shall  not  take  more  than  sixty  feet  in 
width  for  said  road. 

Sec  8.     Whenever  said  company   shall   have  constructed  said  road 
by  thoroughly  turnpiking  and  draining,  and  covered  the  same,  not  less  than 
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seven  feet  wide,  with  plank  at  least  three  inches  thick,  and  forming  a  good 
wagon  track  of  earth,  beside  the  plank  track,  and  even  with  it,  of  proper 
width,  properly  drained,  or  cover  the  same  with  gravel  or  broken  stone,  not 
less  than  eight  inches  thick,  instead  of  plank,  the  same  shall  forever  there- 
after be,  and  remain  a  public  highway,  for  the  passage  of  animals,  teams 
and  travellers  of  every  description,  on  the  payment  of  such  tolls  as  the  direc- 
tors may  from  time  to  time  establish,  and  said  road  with  all  its  appurtenan- 
ces, together  with  all  profits  and  tolls  arising  thereupon,  are  hereby  vested 
in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  any  three  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  the  directors  shall  have 
power  to  erect  gates  thereon,  and  establish  a  rate  of  tolls  which  shall  be 
levied  upon  all  animals,  teams,  and  property  of  every  description  passing 
on  said  road,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof;  and  for 
the  collection  of  tolls,  they  shall  appoint  collectors,  and  erect  gates,  and  may 
ask,  demand  and  receive  the  said  tolls  under  this  act ;  Provided,  however, 
that  they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  rates  now  charged  on  the  Western 
Reserve  and  Maumee  roads ;  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  all  general  laws  for  the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads,  and  the  collection  of 
tolls,  which  have  been,  or  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
State. 

Sec  10.  The  company  may  at  anyjime  contract  debts  or  liabilities  to 
the  amount  of  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  time  actually  subscribed  by 
responsible  stockholders,  not  expended,  and  inclusive  of  such  profits,  or  in- 
comes as  may  be  reasonably  expected  to  accrue  within  two  years  from  the 
time  of  so  contracting,  payable  within  three  years  from  the  time  of  contract- 
ing said  debts  or  liabilities. 

Sec.  11.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
except  for  state  and  canal  purposes,  for  five  years  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act.

ginning at  London,  in  the  county  of  Madison,  thence  to  the  town  of  Mid- 
way, in  said  county,  thence  to  the  town  of  Bloomingburgh.  in  the  county 
of  Fayette,  thence  running  so  as  to  intersect  the  Cirderille  and  Washing- 
ton Turnpike,  at  the  most  practicable  point  between  the  town  of  Washing- 
ton, in  the  county  of  Fayette,  and  the  town  of  New  Holland,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Pickaway. 

Sec.  2.  Tint  said  company  shall  hare  aB  the  rights,  privileges  and 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  provided  in  the  "  Act  to  pro- 
ride  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,"  passed  January  seventh, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  except  so  far  as  may  be  changed  or  modified  by  this  act. 

Sac.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  payable  at  such  time, 
place,  and  in  such  installments,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
company. 

Sec.  4.  Said  company  may  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  board  of  di- 
rectors so  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, and  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors,  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  may  proceed  to  construct  such 
portion  of  said  road  as  they  may  deem  expedient.

The  said  Colerain,  Oxford  and  Brookville  Turnpike  Company 
may  proceed  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  capital  stock  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  branch,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  prop- 
er, in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  which  stock  shall  be  subject  to  the  same

Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  in  any 
manner  to  affect  the  construction  of  the  Brookville  branch  of  the  Colerain, 
Oxford  and  Brookville  Turnpike  Company,  as  located  and  established  prior 
to  the  passage  of  this  act.

W.  Clark,  William  Stone,  Moses  Pecklehimer,  George  Fisher  and  Joseph

Sec.  5,  That  said  company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  persons  traveling  said  road,  the  following  tolls  for 
every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  less 
distance,  to  wit :  for  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn 
by  two  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  every  animal  in  ad- 
dition five  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh ^drawn  by  two  horses,  mules  or 
other  animals,  ten  cents ;  and  for  every  animal  in  addition  five  cents ;  for 
every  animal  and  rider,  six-and-one-fourth  cents ;  for  every  horse,  mule  or 
ass,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  led  or  driven,  three  cents ;  for  every  head 
of  neat  cattle  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent;  for  every  head  of 
sheep  or  hogs,  one-half  cent ;  for  every  two  or  four  wheeled  pleasure  car- 
raige  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  animal,  fifteen  cents ;  for  every  cart  drawn 
by  one  horse  or  two  oxen,  ten  cents ;  for  every  animal  in  addition,  five  cents. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road  are  comple- 
ted according  to  the  provisions  of  said  act  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike

For  every  stage  coach,  drawn  by  four  horses,  or  other  animals,  twenty- 
five  cents ; 

For  every  cart,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  mule,  or  by  two  oxen,  five  oents ; 
for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  two  and  one  half  cents. 

Sec  5.  That  said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  provided  in  the  "  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies/'  passed  January  seventh, 
18— l.  l. 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the  several  acts  amenda- 
tory thereto  ;  except  so  far  as  may  be  changed  or  modified  by  this  act.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  .Ohio,

For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  led  or  driven, 
three  cents. 

For  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  twenty-five  cents  for  every 
score,  and  a  less  number  in  proportion. 

For  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

For  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty- 
seven  and  a  half  cents,  for  every  horse  in  addition,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

For  every  two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty 
cents. 

For  every  horse  in  addition,  ten  cents. 

For  every  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty 
cents. 
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Provided  always,  that  all  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  public  wor- 
ship on  the  Sabbath,  all  militia-men  going  to  and  returning  from  their  re- 
spective muster  grounds,  and  all  funeral  processions,  and  all  jurors  going  to 
and  returning  from  court,  and  all  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  mill 
with  grists  on  horseback,  shall  pass  free  of  toll. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  out,  survey

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Mil  ford  and  Chillicothe  Turnpike 
Road  Company  may,  if  they  deem  that  the  public  interest  and  the  interests 
of  the  company  will  be  promoted  thereby,  have  the  power,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  finish  said  road  by  covering  such  parts  thereof,  as  have 
not  yet  been  metaled  or  coaled,  with  plank. 

Sec.  2.  That  so  much  of  said  road  as  the  directors  shall  deem  it  advi- 
sable so  to  finish,  shall  be  covered  not  less  than  seven  feet  in  width  across 
the  centre  of  the  track ;  said  plank  to  be  not  less  than  two  and  one  half 
inches  thick,  and  firmly  bedded  upon  the  ground,  and  also  resting  upon 
sleepers  imbedded  in  the  ground,  so  as  to  be  even  with  the  surface  of  said 
road  bed :  Provided,  that  if  said  directors  shall  deem  it  for  their  interests  or 
the  interest  of  the  public  so  to  do,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  a 
covering  of  not  less  than  seven  feet  wide  of  plank  on  one  side  of  the  road, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  road,  or  enough  of  the  same  to  form  a  good  wag- 
on track,  to  turnpike  upon  a  level  with  the  plank. 

Sec  3.  That  when  said  parts  of  such  road,  or  any  of  them,  are  so  cov- 
ered with  plank,  said  directors  shall  have  the  same  power  to  erect  gates, 
and  charge  and  collect  tolls  on  such  parts  of  said  road,  as  if  the  same  had 
been  covered  with  stone,  gravel  or  coal.

The  trustees  of  any  township  through  or  near  which  said  road 
may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  any  sum  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  or 
issue  bonds  or  orders  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum 
per  annum,  on  the  credit  of  such  township,  and  for  the  final  payment  of  such 
principal  sum,  with  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  said  town- 
ship *,  they  shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  real  estate  in  said  townships,  an- 
nually, such  taxes  as,  together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  said  stock,  will  pay 
the  interest  of  such  loan  or  orders,  and  other  incidental  charges  connected 
therewith :  and  at  the  end  of  five  years,  the  said  townships  shall  levy  a  tax 
upon  the  real  estate  aforesaid,  sufficient  to  pay  one  half  of  the  principal  of 
said  bonds,  and  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  a  further  tax,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
balance  of  said  bonds ;  said  taxes  shall  be  placed  upon  the  county  duplicate 
and  collected  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  proceeds  be  held  by  the  county 
treasurer,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  township  trustees ;  Provided,  how-

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rnent  upon  the  principal  of  said  bonds  or  orders ;  said  bonds  or  orders  shall 
be  drawn  payable  to  bearer,  and  be  negotiable  by  delivery. 

Sec.  6.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  by  the  trustees  of  any 
township  without  the  assent  of  the  people  of  said  township,  to  be  obtained 
as  follows :  the  township  trustees  of  such  townships  shall  give  at  least  twenty 
days  notice  previous  to  the  next  annual  election  for  township  officers  in  said 
townships,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  at  such  election,  on  the  question  of 
making  such  subscription  as  aforesaid  ;  which  notice  shall  be  posted  in  three 
of  the  most  public  places  in  such  townships ;  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
townships  shall  at  said  election  vote  by  ballot,  "  for  subscription,"  or  "  against 
subscription/'  plainly  written  or  printed  on  their  ticket;  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  trustees  of  said  townships  to  provide  a  convenient  and  separate  box 
for  their  townships,  to  receive  such  ballots,  and  the  voting  thereat  shall  be 
conducted  and  regulated  as  at  the  election  for  township  officers,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  judges  thereof. 

Sec  7.  The  judges  of  the  election  in  the  different  townships  shall 
transmit  certified  returns  of  said  ballotings  in  said  townships,  to  the  auditors 
of  their  respective  counties,  within  two  days  thereafter;  aod  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  a  majority  of  said  ballots  in  any  of  said  townships,  is  in  favor  of 
a  subscription,  then  the  said  township  trustees  shall  make  said  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  said  trustees,  and  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose ;  if 
from  any  cause  said  vote  shall  not  be  taken,  or  if  the  majority  of  votes  in

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  trustees  in  the  several 
townships  subscribing  stock  in  said  company,  to  annually,,  by  the  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  certify  to  the  county  auditor  of  their  county,  the  amount  o& 
money  to  be  raised  for  that  year  by  taxation  on  account  of  subscrption  of

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Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  compa- 
ny, annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  to  report  to  the  county  auditor 
of  each  county  in  which  there  are  townships  which  have  subscribed  stock 
in  said  company,  the  amount  of  stock  held  by  each  township  in  such  coun-

To  amend  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  the  Ripley  and  Hillsborough  Turnpike 

Company,"  passed  February  19,  1833. 

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Ripley  and  Hillsborough  Turn- 
pike Company,  may,  if  they  deem  that  the  public  interest  and  the  interest! 
*>f  the  company  will  be  promoted  thereby,  have  the  power  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  finish  said  road  by  covering  such  parts  thereof  as  have 
not  been  metaled,  with  plank. 

Sec  2.  That  so  much  of  said  road  as  the  directors  shall  deem  it  advis- 
able so  to  finish,  shall  be  covered  not  less  than  seven  feet  in  width  across 
the  center  of  the  track,  said  plank  to  be  not  less  than  two  and  one-half 
inches  thick,  and  firmly  bedded  upon  the  ground,  and  also  resting  upon 
sleepers  imbedded  in  the  ground,  so  as  to  be  even  with  the  surface  of  said 
road  bed ;  Provided,  that  if  said  directors  shall  deem  it  for  their  interest  or 
the  interest  of  the  public  so  to  do,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  a 
covering  of  not  less  than  seven  feet  wide  of  plank  on  one  side  of  the  road,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  road,  or  enough  of  the  same  to  form  a  good  wagon 
track,  to  turnpike  upon  a  level  with  the  plank. 
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Sec.  3.  That  when  such  parts  of  said  road  or  any  of  them  are  so  cov- 
ered with  plank,  said  directors  shall  have  the  same  power  to  erect  gates  and 
charge  and  collect  tolls  on  such  parts  of  said  road  as  if  the  same  had  been 
covered  with  stone  or  gravel. 

Sec  4.  That  said  directors  may  take  from  any  individual,  work  and  la- 
bor on  said  road  instead  of  money,  as  subscription  of  stock,  and  shall  issue 
to  them  certificates  accordingly. 

Sec.  5.  The  trustees  of  any  township  through  or  near  which  said  road 
may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  any  sum  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  ;  and  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  or 
issue  bonds  or  orders,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per 
annum,  on  the  credit  of  such  township,  and  for  the  final  payment,  of  such 
principal  sum,  with  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  such  town- 
ship ;  they  shall  levy  and  collect  upon  the  real  estate  in  said  townships,  an- 
nually, such  taxes  as,  together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  said  stock,  will 
pay  the  interest  of  such  loan  or  orders,  and  other  incidental  charges  con- 
nected therewith  ;  and  at  the  end  five  years,  the  said  townships  shall  levy 
a  tax  upon  the  real  estate  aforesaid,  sufficient  to  pay  one  half  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  said  bonds,  and  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  a  further  tax,  sufficient 
to  pay  the  balance  of  said  bonds  ;  said  taxes  shall  be  placed  upon  the  coun- 
ty duplicate  and  collected  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  proceeds  be  held  by 
the  County  Treasurer,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  township  trustees: 
Provided,  however,  that  said  trustees  may  at  any  time  sell  said  stock  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  off  said  bonds  or  indebtedness,  but  for  no  other  purpose ; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  March  annually,  and  that  when  the  dividends  on  said 
stock  shall  exceed  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  the  excess  shall  annually  be 
be  applied  in  payment  upon  the  principal  of  said  bonds  or  orders ;  said  bonds 
or  orders  shall  be  drawn  payable  to  bearer,  and  be  negotiable  by  delivery. 

Sec  6.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  mad€  by  the  trustees  of  any  town- 
ship without  the  assent  of  the  people  of  said  townships,  to  be  obtained  as 
follows :  The  township  trustees  of  such  townships,  shall  give  at  least  twen- 
ty days  notice,  previous  to  the  next  annual  election  for  township  officers  in 
said  township,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  at  such  election  on  the  question  of 
making  such  subscription  as  aforesaid,  which  notice  shall  be  posted  in  three 
of  the  most  public  places  in  such  townships ;  the  qualified  electors  of  such 
townships  shall,  at  said  election,  vote  by  ballot  "for  subscription,"  or  "against 
subscription,"  plainly  written  or  printed  on  their  ticket.  It  shall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  trustees  of  such  townships  to  provide  a  convenient  and  separate 
box  for  their  townships,  to  receive  such  ballots,  and  the  voting  thereat  shall 
be  conducted  and  regulated  as  at  the  election  for  township  officers,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  judges  thereof. 

Sec  7.  The  judges  of  the  election  in  the  different  townships  shall  trans- 
mit certified  returns  of  said  ballotings  in  said  townships,  to  the  Auditors  of 
their  respective  counties,  within  two  days  thereafter,  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  townships,  severally,  are  in  favor  of  a 
subscription,  then  the  said  township  trustees  shall  make  said  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by

the  said  trustees,  and  borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose.  If, 
from  any  cause,  said  vote  shall  not  be  taken,  or  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
in  any  township  shall  be  against  subscription,  the  question  shall  be  again 
submitted  in  like  manner,  at  the  annual  fall  election  for  State  and  county 
officers,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  and  if  the  voters  shall 
then  decide  in  favor  of  subscription,  the  township  trustees  shall  make  such 
subscription  as  herein  provided  for;  Provided,  however,  that  if  it  should  be 
deemed  expedient,  the  trustees  of  any  of  said  townships  that  may  have 
failed  to  vote  on  the  question  of  subscription,  or  may  have  voted  "against 
subscription,"  may  at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
at  any  general  or  township  election,  on  giving  twenty  days  notice  as  before 
specified,  hold  an  election  to  vote  on  the  question,  and  which  election  shall 
be  governed  in  other  respects  as  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  trustees  in  the  several 
townships  subscribing  stock  in  said  company,  to  annually,  by  the  first  Mon- 
day of  June,  certify  to  the  County  Auditor  of  their  county,  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  raised  for  that  year  by  taxation  on  account  of  subscription  of 
stock  in  said  company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Auditor  to  assess 
the  same  upon  the  duplicate  on  the  real  estate  in  said  township;  and  in 
case  there  should  be  a  failure  to  make  such  certificate,  and  the  bonds  or  or* 
ders,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  issued  by  said  townships  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  shall  not  be  paid  at  the  times

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  James  Rossman,  James  Bingham,  James  R.  Garrison,  David  Yeakle, 
George  Tobias,  William  Hunter  and  Wilkason  Beaty,  of  the  county  of 
Butler,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  hereby  are  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Rossville  and  Millville  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  commencing 
at  the  point  on  the  turnpike  road  from  Rossville  to  Fair  Haven,  where  the 
section  line  forming  the  north  boundary  line  of  the  town  of  Rossville  cross- 
es said  road ;  thence  along  the  Millville  road,  and  in  the  general  direction 
of  said  road,  to  a  point  near  to  the  residence  of  Jacob  Galloway,  and  thence 
West  along  the  section  lines  between  sections  twenty-five  and  thirty-six,  and 
between  sections  twenty-six  and  thirty-five,  in  Hanover  township,  to  a  point 
at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  said  section  thirty-five, 
and  thence  on  the  best  route,  all  things  being  considered,  to  some  suitable 
point  in  Millville ;  which  said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges 
and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  and  specified  in

That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  make  all  neces- 
sary arrangement*  for  opening  of  books  for  subscription  of  stock  to  said  com- 
pany. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  of  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, the  said  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by 
giving  ten  days  previous  public  notice,  for  the  election  of  five  directors,  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  said  company. 

Sec  5.  That  said  company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand, .collect  and  receive  from  persons  traveling  said  road  the  entire  length 
thereof,  which  will  be  about  four  miles  and  a  half,  the  following  tolls,  and 
the  same  proportion  for  any  less  distance,  to  wit :  for  everp  sheep,  two 
mills ;  for  every  hog,  three  mills ;  for  every  head  of  cattle  six  months  old 
and  upwards,  three-fourths  of  a  cent ;  for  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  two 
cents ;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  four  cents ;  for  every  one-horse  vehicle 
drawn  by  one  animal,  six  cents ;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  four  cents ; 
for  every  four-wheeled  vehicle,  including  coaches,  stages,  carriages,  barou- 
ches, wagons,  &c,  drawn  by  two  animals,  twelve  cents ;  for  every  addi- 
tional animal  to  such  vehicle,  four  cents ;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by 
one  animal,  six  cents ;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  four  cents. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  the  one-half  of  said  road  shall  be  finished,  the 
said  company  may  erect  a  gate  thereon,  and  collect  tolls  from  all  persons  tra- 
veling said  road  not  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tolls  by  the  terms  of  this 
act,  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  above  specified. 
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Sec.  7.  That  all  persons  going  to  and  from  their  usual  places  of  public 
worship  on  the  Sabbath,  funeral  processions,  and  military  musters,  and  the 
troops  and  armies  of  the  United  States,  may  pass  over  said  turnpike  free 
of  the  payment  of  tolls. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  col- 
lect toll  from  all  persons  traveling  on  said  road  and  not  passing  any  toll  gate, 
at  the  rate  fixed  by  this  act. 

Sec  9.  That  said  company  may  contract  with  persons  traveling  said 
road  and  not  passing  any  toll  gate,  for  the  use  of  any  portion  of  said  road, 
by  the  year,  and  they  may  also  contract  with  individuals  to  pass  any  gate 
by  the  year,  provided  that  in  no -event  shall  they  be  allowed  to  charge  above 
the  rates  fixed  by  this  act,  if  the  amount  of  travel  can  be  ascertained  be- 
fore said  contract  is  entered  into,  or  before  said  charge  is  made. 

Sec  10.  That  said  company  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  all 
general  laws  now  in  force,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  enacted,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  governing  turnpike  companies. 

Sec  11.  This  act  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

ing capital  stock  to  any  amount  which  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
construction  and  keep  in  repair  the  said  section  of  the  original  turnpike 
road  company  ;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers,  and  be

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Miamisbuig,  Montgomery  county,  be 
authorized  to  levy  a  tax  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  not  exceed- 
ing two  thousand  dollars,  in  one,  two,  three  or  four  years,  as  the  town  coun- 
cil may  direct,  subject  at  all  times  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  town  ; 
the  said  tax  so  levied  to  be  applied  in  the  construction  of  a  free  turnpike, 
running  west  from  Miamisburg,  Montgomery  county. 

Sec  2.  That  before  the  said  town  council  shall  levy  a  tax  for  the  pur- 
pose above  authorized,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  at  least  three  weeks 
notice  in  some  public  newspaper,  or  by  a  written  notice  at  three  public  pla- 
ces, to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  next 
held,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  aforesaid,  voting  for  and  against  levy- 
ing a  tax,  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  same,  the  said  town  council  may  order 
such  a  levy,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  tax  so  levied  by  said  town  council,  to  be  expended  under 
the  authority  of  such  officers  as  shall  be  by  law  authorized  to  lay  out  and 
construct  said  road.

To  lay  oul  and  establish  the  Portage  Free  TurnpUce  Road,  in  the  county  of  Wood. 

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Adam  Ross,  John  Elder,  and  William  V,  Way,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  and  establish  a  free  turnpike  road, 
commencing  at  the  West  line  of  Wood  county,  where  the  State  road  lead- 
ing from  Defiance  to  Lower  Sandusky  crosses  said  lines,  from  thence  run- 
ning as  near  as  practicable  on  and  along  said  state  road  to  the  town  of  Port- 
age ;  thence  to  and  as  near  as  practicable  on  and  along  said  state  road  to 
the  quarter  post  on  the  south  line  of  section  sixteen,  in  Montgomery  town- 
ship ;  thence  in  a  north  eastwardly  direction,  passing  through  the  town  of 
Freeport,  to  the  south  line  of  section  ten  in  said  township,  at  or  near  the 
south  east  corner  thereof;  thence  East  on  and  along  the  section  line  to  the 
East  line  of  said  county. 

Sec.  2.  Said  turnpike  road  shall  be  constructed,  repaired  and  preserved 
in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the  "  act  to  provide  for  laying  out  and  estab- 
lishing free  turnpike  roads,"  passed  March  twelve,  1845,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec  3.  Said  commissioners  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Portage  Free  Turnpike 
Road,"  and  shall  be  governed  in  all  their  proceedings  by  the  acts  above  re- 
cited, and  have  all  the  powers  conferred  thereby,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
restrictions  thereof,  except  as  may  be  herein  provided. 

Sec  4.  After  said  turnpike  road  shall  have  been  laid  out  and  establish- 
ed by  the  said  commissioners  under  this  act,  each  township  through  which 
the  same  may  pass,  shall,  at  its  next  annual  election  thereafter,  to  be  holden 
for  township  officers,  elect  one  commissioner,  and  all  moneys  thereafter  ex- 
pended upon  said  turnpike  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  applied 
thereon  within  the  limits  of  the  township  from  which  the  same  was  derived, 
under  the  direction  of  such  township  commissioners. 

Sec  5.     In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  commissioner, 
specified  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  then  the  trustees  of  the  town- 
ship shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  and  the  commis- ' 
sioner  so  appointed  shall  hold  such  office  until  the  then  next  annual  election 
of  township  officers.

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Sec.  6.  Each  commissioner  hereafter  elected  or  appointed  under  the

Authorizing  the  city  of  Cleveland  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  itock  of  the  Cleveland  and 

Pittsburg  Rail  Road  Company,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  city  of  Cleveland  is  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  for  shares  in 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Rail  Road  Company,  or 
at  the  option  of  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named,  in  the  capital  stock 
of  any  rail  road  company  authorized  to  construct  a  road  leading  from  Cleve- 
land aforesaid  in  the  direction  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  not  exceeding,  in  the  whole,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ; 
and  the  commissioners  hereafter  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby 
empowered  to  make  such  subscription  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land, in  such  number  of  shares,  from  time  to  time,  and  under  such  restric- 
tions and  conditions  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  installments  thereon,  they  may  issue  bonds,  scrip,  or  other 
contracts  in  proper  form,  in  the  name  of,  and  binding  said  city,  bearing  in- 
terest, payable  annually,  either  at  Cleveland  aforesaid  or  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  of  Boston  or  of  Philadelphia,  as  said  commissioners  may  stipulate, 
the  principal  thereof  to  be  payable  at  such  time  or  times,  not  less  than  ten 
years  after  the  date  of  such  subscription,  as  may  be  thought  most  to  the 
advantage  of  the  city ;  and  the  shares  of  stock  so  subscribed,  and  the  avails 
arising  from  the  sales  thereof,  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
principal  of  such  bonds,  scrip,  or  other  contracts,  and  shall  be  subject  to  no 
other  liability  of  the  city  whatsoever,  so  long  as  such  bonds,  scrip,  or  other 
contracts  shall  remain  unpaid. 

Sec  2.  The  commissioners  in  person,  or  by  an  agent  or  proxy,  appointed 
in  writing  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  the  rail  road  company,  in  which  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  and  to  vote  on  the  shares  which 
may  at  any  time  be  held  by  said  city,  for  the  choice  of  directors  of  said 
company,  and  on  all  questions  which  may  be  submitted  to  the  votes  of  such 
stockholders ;  they  are  also  authorized,  in  person  or  by  their  agent  or  agents, 
appointed  as  hereafter  provided,  to  receive  all  dividends  and  profits  which 
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may  accrue  on  said  stock,  to  appropriate  the  same  to  pay  the  interest  which 
may  accrue  on  the  bonds,  scrip  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  which 
may  be  issued  by  them  in  payment  of  said  shares  of  stock ;  to  apply  any 
surplus  of  such  dividends  and  profits  in  liquidation  of  such  indebtedness, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  invest  the  same  to  be  so  applied  whenever  oppor- 
tunity may  present,  or  to  them  may  seem  expedient;  to  exchange  said 
shares,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  evidences  of  such  indebtedness ;  to  sell 
said  shares,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  such  time  or  times  as  to  them  may  seem 
expedient ;  to  appoint,  in  writing,  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  one  or 
more  agents  for  the  management  of  the  business  to  them  by  this  act  intrus- 
ted, and  at  pleasure  to  revoke  such  appointment  and  appoint  others  in  their 
room,  and  to  do  whatsoever  else  may  be  necessary  to  secure  and  advance 
the  interests  of  the  city  in  the  premises :  Provided,  however,  that  said  com- 
missioners  shall  not  sell  any  of  said  shares  at  less  than  the  par  value  there- 
of, unless  they  shall  be  expressly  authorized  to  accept  of  a  less  price  by  the 
votes  of  not  less  than  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  council  of  said 
city,  and  after  at  least  ten  days  previous  notice  having  been  given  in  wri- 
ting, to  said  city  council,  and  also  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  city,  that  such  authority  will  be  asked  for  by  said  commis- 
sioners at  some  particular  meeting  of  said  city  council,  to  be  named  in 
said  notice. 

Sec  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  register  of  all 
bonds,  scrip,  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  them,  showing 
the  dates,  numbers  and  amounts  thereof,  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom, 
and  the  times  at  which  the  same  shall  be  made  payable ;  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  said  city  council  within  six  months  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  issued,  and  all  alterations  thereof  shall  be  notified  to 
said  city  council  within  six  months  after  such  alteration  shall  have  been 
made ;  they  shall  also,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  of  each  year,, 
make  a  statement  in  writing,  to  the  auditor  of  Cuyahoga  county,  showing 
the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  which  will  be  due  and  payable  on 
such  evidences  of  indebtedness  within  one  year  next  thereafter,  and  any 
deficiency  which  may  already  exist,  the  amount  expected  to  be  received 
from  dividends  on  the  said  shares  of  stock,  or  from  the  sale  thereof,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  tax  which  they  may  deem  necessa- 
ry or  expedient  to  be  levied,  to  pay  such  interest  and  such  principal  so  fal- 
ling due ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  auditor,  on  receiving  such  states 
ment,  to  assess  upon  the  property  in  scud  city,  and  in  any  territory  which 
hereafter  may  be  added  to  said  city,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  and  county 
purposes,  such  per  ccntage  of  tax  as  may  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to 
raise  the  amount  so  stated  to  him,  and  the  costs  of  collection  thereof,  and 
to  enter  the  same  in  the  proper  sums,  chargeable  on  the  separate  parcels  of 
property  subject  to  such  tax  on  the  duplicate  list  of  said  county,  in  a  separate 
column,  to  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county  as  other  taxes  as- 
sessed on  the  property  in  said  city,  subject  to  taxation  for  general  purposes, 
are  by  law  to  be  collected ;  and  the  taxes  so  assessed  shall  be  a  lien  on  the 
property  chargeable  therewith,  as  taxes  for  State  and  county  purposes  are 
or  may,  by  law,  be  liens  thereon ;  and  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall 
proceed  to  collect  said  taxes  at  the  same  time  that  he  collects  the  other 
taxes  levied  on  the  property  in  said  city,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  last 
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Monday  in  January,  in  each  year,  settle  with  and  pay  over  to  the  said  com- 
missioners, or  the  agent  or  agents  appointed  by  them  as  herein  provided, 
the  amount  of  said  tax  which  may  by  him  have  been  collected ;  and  in 
case  of  delinquency  or  default  of  payment  of  any  of  the  taxes  so  assessed, 
the  same  proceedings  shall  take  place  in  regard  to  the  collection  thereof, 
or  the  sale  of  the  lands  so  delinquent,  as  by  law  are  or  may  be  required  in 
case  of  non-payment  of  State  and  county  taxes. 

Sec.  4.  That  Moses  Kelley,  Elisha  T.  Stirling,  Philo  Scovill,  Henry 
W.  Clark  and  Harvey  Rice,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted 
commissioners  under  this  act ;  and  in  case  ot  vacancy,  by  reason  of  death, 
resignation,  removal  from  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  or  any  other  cause, 
(except  removal  from  office  by  the  supreme  court,  as  herein  provided,)  the 
remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  shall  give  to  him  or  them  a  cer- 
tificate, in  writing,  of  such  appointment,  and  he  or  they  shall  thereupon  be 
invested  with  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  and  shall 
give  the  same  bonds  as  herein  provided,  as  if  originally  appointed  by  this 
act ;  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  adopt  proper  by-laws  for 
the  regulation  of  their  proceedings  under  this  act,  and  to  appoint  a  suita- 
ble person  to  act  as  their  secretary,  who  shall  keep  proper  books,  in  which 
shall  be  recorded,  in  an  intelligible  manner,  all  the  proceedings  of  said 
board  in  relation  to  the  matters  by  this  act  intrusted  to  them,  and  accurate 
accounts  of  all  moneys  received  and  payments  made  by  said  commission- 
ers, and  accurate  lists  of  all  bonds,  scrip,  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness issued  by  them,  by  authority  of  this  act,  and  they  shall  make  to  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  once  in  every  six  months,  a  statement 
of  their  doings  since  the  last  preceding  settlement,  and  their  books  and 
records  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  city  coun- 
cil, or  of  any  committee  of  said  city  council,  appointed  for  that  purpose ; 
the  said  commissioners  and  their  successors  shall,  each  for  himself,  severally 
execute  good  and  sufficient  bonds,  with  one  or  more  securities,  payable  to  the 
city  of  Cleveland,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that 
he  shall  faithfully  account  for  any  moneys  which,  by  the  authority  of  this 
act,  may  come  into  the  hands  of  the  obligor  in  such  bond ;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners may,  on  their  part,  require  from  their  different  agents  such  bonds, 
payable  to  said  city,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
imposed  on  such  agent  or  agents,  as  such  commissioners  shall  deem  expe- 
dient and  safe ;  and  in  all  acts  of  said  commissioners,  the  decision  or  act 
of  a  majority  of  those  then  in  office,  shall  govern. 

Sec  5.  The  Supreme  Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  shall  have 
power  at  any  time,  on  the  application  of  the  city  council,  and  good  cause 
shown  by  affidavit,  of  malfeasance,  misconduct,  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  any  of  the  commissioners,  to  issue  a  citation  to  him  or  them,  requiring  him 
or  them  to  appear  before  said  Court,  at  such  time  and  place  as  said  Court 
may  direct,  to  answer  such  charges  as  may  be  preferred  against  him  or  them, 
and  on  investigation  of  such  charges,  and  rinding  the  same  to  be  true  and 
well  sustained,  and  sufficient  cause  for  the  removal  of  such  commissioner 
or  commissioners,  the  said  Court  may  remove  any  of  such  commissioners, 
whom  the  Court  shall  find  guilty  of  such  malfeasance,  misconduct,  or  neg- 
lect, and  the  Court  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy  so  created,  by  ap- 
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pointing  other  commissioners  in  place  of  those  so  removed  ;  and  the  com- 
missioner or  commissioners  so  appointed  shall  be  invested  with  the  same 
powers,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  duties  and  obligations  as  the  commission- 
ers named  in  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  pay  to  said  commissioners  their  reasonable  expenses,  incurred  in  dis- 
charge of  the  business,  by  this  act  intrusted  to  them,  and  also  such  com- 
pensation for  their  time  actually  employed  therein,  while  absent  from  the 
city  in  discharge  of  their  duties,  as  may  be  reasonable. 

Sbc.  7.  The  said  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Rail  Road  Company,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  construct  branches  from  the  main  line  of  said  road  to 
any  village  or  place  within  the  limits  of  any  county  through  which  said  road 
may  pass. 

Sec  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majori- 
ty of  them,  or  any  person  authorized  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  timber,  gravel  or  stone, 
or  other  materials,  or  any  implements  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  con- 
struction or  repair  of  said  road  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase,  or 
use  or  occupation  of  the  same,  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner^or 
owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  married  woman,  infant,  insane  person  or  idiot, 
or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie  when  such  land 
and  materials  may  be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  or  other  court  of  Record  of  the  county  where  the  land  lies, 
or  any  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  by  either  party,  and  said  Court  or  Judge 
shall  appoint,  by  warrant,  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  such  county  to 
appraise  the  damages  which  the  owner  of  the  land  may  sustain  by  such  ap- 
propriation ;  such  appraisers  shall  be  duly  sworn,  they  shall  consider  the 
benefit  as  well  as  injury  which  such  owner  shall  sustain  by  reason  of 
said  rail  road,  and  shall  forthwith  return  their  assessment  of  damages  to 
the  Clerk  of  said  Court,  setting  forth  the  value  of  the  property  taken  or  dam- 
age done  to  the  property,  the  amount  of  benefit  conferred  and  the  difference 
between  the  value  of  or  damage  done  to  the  property  taken  which  they 
assessed  to  such  owner  or  owners  separately,  to  be  by  him  filed  and  record- 
ed, and  thereupon  said  rail  road  company  shall  pay  to  said  Clerk  the  amount 
thus  assessed,  or  secure  the  payment  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Court  or  of 
the  Judge  issuing  the  warrant,  and  on  making  payment  or  tender  thereof 
to  said  Clerk,  or  on  giving  such  security  as  may  be  required,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  hold  their  interests  in  such  lands  or  materials  thus  ap- 
propriated and  the  privilege  of  using  any  material  on  said  road  way,  within 
fifty  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  of  such  road  way,  for  the  uses  afore- 
said, the  costs  of  such  award  to  be  paid  by  said  company,  and,  on  motion, 
by  any  party  interested.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  William  M.  Murdock,  Samuel  Parsons,  David  King,  Levi  Rinehart, 
William  Whiteley,  Charles  Anthony,  Daniel  W.  Halsey,  Greenfield  Dooley, 
and  Robert  Houston,  of  Clarke  county,  H.  W.  Smith,  William  H.  Squires, 
David  Duncan  and  A.  A.  Hume,  of  Madison  county,  M.  L.  Sullivant,  A. 
F.  Perry,  William  Dennison  and  D.  W.  Deshler,  of  Franklin  county,  and 
those  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Springfield 
and  Columbus  Rail  Road  Company. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a 
rail  road  from  Springfield,  in  Clark  county,  Eastwardly,  to  Columbus,  in 
Franklin  county,  or  to  some  point  upon  the  Columbus  and  Xenia  Rail  Road, 
between  Columbus  and  Xenia,  and  if  said  company  shall  determine  to  run 
said  rail  road  so  as  to  intersect  the  Columbus  and  Xenia  Rail  Road,  as 
aforesaid,  then  that  said  point  of  intersection  shall  be  at  the  town  of  London, 
in  the  county  of  Madison :  Provided,  that  the  people  of  Madison  county  shall 
subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  or  procure  the  same  to  be 
subscribed,  a  sum  sufficient  to  construct  that  part  of  said  rail  road  that  shall 
be  within  the  limits  of  Madison  county.

2,  1846,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  any  time  after  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  B.  F.  Conway,  Joshua  V.  Robinson,  C.  A.  M.  Damarin,  Peter  Kin- 
ney and  John  McDowell,  of  the  county  of  Scioto;  John  I.  Vanmeter, 
George  Porter,  James  Moore,  and  Peter  Spurk,  of  the  county  of  Pike ; 
John  Madeira,  Francis  Campbell,  Wm.  H.  Douglass,  James  Vause,  and 
John  Crouse,  of  the  county  of  Ross ;  Samuel  Rogers,  Joel  R.  Franklin, 
Samuel  Marfield  and  Samuel  Campbell,  of  the  county  of  Pickaway ; 
Thomas  W.  White,  Darius  Tallmadge,  M.  A.  Daugherty  and  Charles  Bor- 
land, of  the  county  of  Fairfield  ;  and  George  W.  Penney,  A.  J.  Smith, 
Levi  J.  Houghey,  I.  Dille,  and  N.  B.  Hogg,  of  the  county  of  Licking,  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of 
the  Scioto  and  Hocking  Valley  Rail  Road  Company,  with  power  to  construct 
a  rail  road  from  the  town  of  Portsmouth,  on  the  Ohio  river,  in  the  county 
of  Scioto ;  thence  on  the  East  side  of  the  Scioto  river  through  Piketon,  in 
Pike  county,  and  by  the  way  of  Chillicothe,  in  Ross  county ;  Circleville,  in 
Pickaway  county ;  and  Lancaster,  in  Fairfield  county ;  making  Amanda, 
in  Fairfield  county,  a  point  in  said  road  between  the  two  last  named  places, 
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to  Newark,  in  Licking  county,  with  power  to  connect  with  any  other  rail 
road  chartered  by  law  of  this  State,  with  which  arrangements  may  be  made 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  consist  of  any  amount 
not  exceeding  two  millions  of  dollars.

To  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  Marion  County  to  subscribe  Stock  in  Rail  Road 

Companies. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  commissioners  of  Marion  county,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  legal  voters  of  said  county,  to  be  expressed  as  hereinafter  provided, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  subscribe,  in  the  name 
and  for  the  benefit  of  said  county,  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  company 
which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  to  construct  a  rail  road,  com- 
mencing or  terminating  at  any  point  in  or  passing  through  said  county,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  a  less 
sum  may  be  by  them  subscribed  if  the  capital  stock  of  such  company  be 
reduced  by  private  subscription  so  as  to  leave  less  than  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  thereof  unsubscribed. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  stock  subscribed  under  this  act,  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
the  necessary  amount  of  money,  for  which  they  shall  issue  bonds  or  obliga- 
tions of  the  county,  in  amounts  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars ;  which 
bonds  or  obligations  shall  be  made  negotiable,  bearing  interest,  payable  an- 
nually at  such  place  and  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per 
annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon ;  and  such  bonds  or  obligations  may  be 
made  redeemable  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  said  com- 
missioners ;  or  such  bonds  or  obligations,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  issued 
directly  to  said  company  in  payment  of  said  stock,  as  said  commissioners 
and  the  officers  of  said  company  may  agree. 
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Sec.  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  register  of  all 
bonds  or  obligations  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  showing  the 
dates,  numbers  and  amounts  thereof,  and  to  whom  and  when  payable,  and 
the  rate  of  interest  stipulated  therein,  and  they  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept, 
in  the  office  of  the  auditor,  such  books  and  entries  as  will  fully  show  all  lia- 
bilities, receipts,  disbursements,  and  the  precise  state  of  the  indebtedness  of 
the  county,  in  any  way  arising  under  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  faith  of  the  county  and  the  net  profits  or  dividends 
upon  the  stock  so  subscribed  by  the  county,  shall  stand  pledged  for  the 
payment  of  the  indebtedness  and  interest  which  may  become  due  from  said 
county  under  this  act,  and  it  is  moreover  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioners and  the  auditor  of  said  county,  from  and  after  the  contracting 
of  any  indebtedness  against  said  county  under  this  act,  to  add  such  per 
centum  upon  the  tax  duplicate  of  said  county,  annually,  over  and  above 
the  ordinary  State  and  county  taxes,  as  shall  be  sufficient  when  added  to 
the  dividends  or  net  profits  aforesaid,  to  pay  the  accruing  interests  arising 
under  this  act,  and  also  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  of  such  amount  as  they 
may  deem  expedient ;  and  the  money  so  levied,  when  collected,  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  to  none  other. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  commissioners  shall  by  themselves  or  such  agent  or 
agents  as  they  may  appoint,  have  full  power  to  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  of  such  railroad  company,  in  proportion  to  stock  owned  by  the 
county,  and  in  all  other  respects  to  act  in  the  business  of  such  company  as 
individual  stockholders  in  the  same  are  authorized  by  law  to  do ;  and  the 
said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized,  whenever  they  may  deem  the 
same  expedient,  to  sell  and  transfer  any  or  all  stock  owned  by  the  county 
in  such  company,  in  order  tp  pay  off  the  indebtedness  which  may  arise  un- 
der this  act,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied  to -the  extinguish- 
ment of  an  equivalent  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  county,  created 
under  this  act. 

Sec  6.  That  before  any  stock  shall  be  subscribed  to  such  railroad 
company  under  this  act,  the  question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  county,  whether  the  county  shall  become  a  subscriber  or  not, 
and  to  this  end  it  is  further  provided  that,  upon  the  written  application  of 
thirty  or  more  citizens  of  said  county  to  the  sheriff  of  the  same,  thirty  days 
prior  to  any  annual  fall  or  spring  election,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  sheriff 
to  give  notice,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  said  election,  by  advertisement 
in  all  the  newspapers  published  in  said  county,  specifying  in  said  notice 
the  road  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  subscribe  stock,  and  continue  the  same 
in  said  papers  until  the  time  of  said  election,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  for 
and  against  said  subscription  ;  and  the  said  sheriff  shall  also  publish  in  each 
of  the  said  papers,  for  the  same  length  of  time,  a  copy  of  this  act ;  and  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  different  townships  of  said  county  shall,  at  the  elec- 
tion so  given  nptice  of  by  the  sheriff  as  aforesaid,  vote  for  or  against  such 
subscription,  by  using  one  or  the  other  of  the  following  phrases,  to  be  print- 
ed or  written  on  their  ballots :  "  for  subscription,"   "against  subscription." 

Sec  7.  That  the  judges  of  such  elections,  in  the  several  townships  of 
said  county,  shall  respectively  keep  a  statement  of  all  the  votes  given  for  and 
against  said  subscriptions  at  said  elections;  and,  within  three  days  after 
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said  elections,  the  judges  of  elections  shall  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  said  county  the  number  of  votes  given  for  and  against 
the  proposition  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  clerk,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  to  examine  and  make 
an  abstract  of  all  the  votes  given  in  the  county  against,  and  all  the  votes 
given  in  favor  of  subscription,  which  abstract  shall  be  signed  by  said  clerk 
and  justices  and  filed  in  the  office  of  said  clerk ;  and  if  it  shall  be  found 
that  more  than  half  the  votes  given  at  said  elections  on  the  question  shall 
be  in  favor  of  subscription,  the  clerk  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  county 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  thereupon  to  subscribe  for  the  stock 
in  such  railroad  company,  and  in  all  other  respects  to  conform  themselves 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  Provided,  that  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
so  given  be  against  subscription,  the  question  may,  on  a  like  applica- 
tion, be  in  like  manner  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county,  at 
the  next  or  any  subsequent  annual  spring  or  fall  election  ;  and  if  at  such 
second,  or  any  subsequent  elections,  said  question  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  given  thereon,  in  favor  of  subscription,  such  decision  shall  have 
the  same  effect  and  force  as  if  made  at  the  first  election. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  commissioners  shall  allow  said  sheriff,  auditor  and  the 
publishers  of  said  papers,  reasonable  fees  for  their  services  under  this  act, 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  per  diem  allowance 
for  the  time  occupied  in  the  discharge  of  any  of  the  duties  imposed  on 
them  by  this  act  as  they  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  by  law  allowed  for 
other  services. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  two  of  said  commissioners  may  do  and  perform  any 
act  or  thing  which  the  said  commissioners  are,  by  this  act,  authorized  or  re- 
quired to  do  or  perform. 

Sec  10.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 

Sec  11.  It  is  hereby  understood  in  the  passage  of  this  act  that  the 
State  shall  in  no  manner  at  any  time  assume  the  debt  created  by  the  com- 
missioners named  in  this  act,  or  their  successors,  or  become  in  any  manner 
responsible  for  any  liabilities  which  may  accrue  by  the  passage  of  this  act.

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county,  and  Isaac  Derkemanier,  David  Croft,  Moses  G.  Mitchell,  John  P. 
Williamson,  William  Scott  and  G.  V.  Dorsey,  of  the  county  of  Miami,  and 
William  M.  Wilson  and  John  C.  Potter,  of  the  county  of  Darke,  and  their 
successors,  associates  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Columbus,  Piqua  and 
Indiana  Rail  Road  Company,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name 
and  style  shall  be  entitled  to  have,  enjoy  and  hereby  are  vested  with  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  powers  and  franchises,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions of  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  regulating  rail  road  companies,"  passed 
February  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight,  except  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  modified  by  the  provisons  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  millions  of 
dollars. 

Sec  3.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  construct  a  rail  road, 
commencing  at  or  near  Columbus,  in  Franklin  county,  or  at  some  point  on 
the  Columbus  and  Xenia  Rail  Road,  thence  to  Urbana,  in  Champaign  coun- 
ty ;  thence  to  Piqua,  in  Miami  county  ;  thence  to  Greenville,  in  Darke  coun- 
ty, and  thence  on  such  route  as  the  directors  of  said  company  or  a  majority 
of  them  may  select,  to  the  West  line  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  through  which 
said  rail  road  may  bo  located,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty . 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  pay  the  same,  they  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  the  amount  so  subscribed,  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  in 
advance,  and  for  the  final  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
sum,  86  subscribed  or  borrowed,  and  to  levy  and  collect  annually  such  taxes 
as,  together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  said  stock,  will  pay,  at  such  time  or 
times  as  may  be  agreed  on,  said  money,  so  subscribed  or  borrowed,  with  in- 
terest thereon  and  the  incidental  charges. 

Sec  5.  That  if  the  commissioners  of  any  county  through  which  said 
road  shall  pass  shall  not  be  authorized  by  the  vote  of  said  county  to  sub- 
scribe stock  to  said  road,  the  trustees  of  any  township  through  which  said 
road  may  be  located,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe 
any  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  road,  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  stock  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  the  county  commissioners  aforesaid  are  authorized. 

Sec  6.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  by  the  county  commission- 
ers of  any  county,  or  the  trustees  of  any  township  aforesaid,  until  a  vote 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  county  or  township  has  been  declared  in  fa- 
vor of  such  subscription,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  an  act  regulating 
the  mode  of  proceeding  when  county  commissioners  may  be  authorized  by 
law  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  rail  roads,  turnpike  roads  or  other 
incorporated  companies  in  this  State,  passed  February  twenty-eight,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-six. 

Sec  7.  That  said  company  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  connect 
with  any  other  rail  road  company,  and  to  consolidate  its  capital  stock  with 
the  capital  stock  of  such  company,  and  to  have  and  use  the  name  and  style 
of  any  such  other  company,  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  de- 
prive the  General  Assembly  of  the  power  of  taxation  over  the  corporation 
hereby  created,  whenever  it  shall  choose  to  exercise  that  power.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  section  seven  of  the  act  to  authorize  the  commissioners  of  Franklin 
county,  and  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Columbus  to  subscribe  stock  to 
certain  Rail  Road  Companies,  passed  Feb'y.  6,  1847,  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  Columbus  and  Xenia  Rail  Road  Company 
to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  (in  addition  to 
the  capital  stock  subscribed  and  paid  in,)  to  complete  their  said  road,  and 
to  furnish  the  same  with  the  necessary  cars  and  machinery. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  eighth  section  of  the  above  recited  act,  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  directors  of  said  company  to 
sell  or  negotiate  the  notes  or  bonds  of  the  company,  at  such  time  and 
at  such  places,  either  within  or  without  this  State,  and  at  such  rates  and  for 
such  prices  as  in  their  opinion  will  best  advance  the  interest  of  the  compa- 
ny ;  and  if  such  bonds  or  notes  are  thus  sold  at  a  discount,  that  such  sale 
shall  be  as  valid  in  every  respect  as  if  they  were  sold  at  their  par  value. 

That  the  provision  of  the  preceding  section  authorizing  the 
sale  of  bonds  or  notes,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  extended  to  the  Cleveland,  Co- 
lumbus and  Cincinnati  Rail  Road  Company,  in  the  sale  of  the  bonds  or 
notes  of  said  company.

Provided,  that  no  subscription  shall  be  made  unless  authorized  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  legal  voters  of  the  proper  county  voting  at  the  spring  or  fall  elec- 
tion, or  such  other  time  as  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county  may  ap- 
point after  giving  the  notice  required  by  said  act,  and  in  the  manner  and 
in  all  respects  as  required  by  the  act  regulating  the  mode  of  proceeding 
where  county  commissioners  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  subscribe  to  the 
capital  stock  of  rail  road,  turnpike,  or  other  incorporated  companies  in  this 
State,  passed  February  28,  1846 ;  and  provided,  also,  that  on  any  subscrip- 
tion made  by  the  commissioners  of  Champaign  county,  they  shall  have  au- 
thority to  transfer  in  payment  thereof  the  stock  held  by  them  in  the  Mad 
River  and  Lake  Erie  Rail  Road  Company.

Beit  enacted  by  thfi  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  Commissioners  of  Stark  county,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  legal  voters  of  said  county,  to  be  expressed  as  hereinafter  provided, 
be  qnd  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  subscribe,  in  the  name 
and  for  the  benefit  of  said  county,  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company,  any  sum  not  more  thai)  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  nor  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  stock  under  this  act,  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  the  necessary 
amount  of  money,  for  which  they  shall  issue  bonds  or  obligations  of  the 
county,  in  amounts  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  which  bonds  or  obli- 
gations shall  be  made  negotiable,  bearing  interest  payable  annualy  at  such 
place,  and  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon ;  and  such  bonds  or  obligations  may  be  made  redeemable  at 
such  time  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  by  said  commissioners ;  or  such  bonds 
or  obligations,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  issued  directly  to  said  company 
in  payment  of  said  stock,  as  said  commissioners  and  the  officers  of  said 
company  may  agree. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  register  of  all 
bonds  or  obligations  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  showing  the 
debts,  numbers  and  amounts  thereof,  and  to  whom  and  when  payable,  and 
thq  rate  of  interest  stipulated  therein,  and  they  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept, 
in  the  office  of  the  Auditor,  such  book  and  entries  as  will  fully  show  all  li- 
abilities, receipts,  disbursements,  and  the  precise  state  of  the  indebtedness 
of  said  county,  in  any  way  arising  under  this  act. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  faith  of  the  county  and  the  net  profits  or  dividends  upon 
the  stock  so  subscribed  by  the  county,  shall  stand  pledged  for  the  payment 
of  the  indebtedness  and  interest  which  may  become  due  from  said  county 
under  this  act,  and  it  is  moreover  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  commision-

Sec.  6.  That  before  any  stock  shall  be  subscribed  to  said  rail  road  com- 
pany, under  this  act,  the  question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  elec- 
tors of  said  county,  whether  the  county  shall  become  a  subscriber  or  not, 
and  to  this  end  it  is  further  provided,  that  fifteen  days  prior  to  any  an- 
nual spring  or  fall  election,  the  commissioners  may  give  notice  by  adver- 
tisement in  all  the  newspapers  published  in  said  county,  that  a  vote  will 
be  taken  for  or  against  such  subscription,  and  the  said  commissioners  shall 
also  publish  in  each  of  the  said  newspapers,  for  the  same  length  of  time,  a

That  the  judges  of  said  elections,  in  the  several  townships  of 
said  county,  shall  respectively  keep  a  statement  of  all  the  votes  given  for 
and  against  said  subscription,  at  said  elections ;  and  within  three  days  after 
said  elections,  the  judges  of  elections  shall  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  said  county,  the  number  of  votes  given  for  and  against 
the  proposition  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  clerk,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county,~to  examine  and  make  an 
abstract  of  all  votes  given  in  the  county  against,  and  all  the  \otes  green  in 
favor  of  subscription,  which  abstract  shall  be  signed  by  8^4  ^eT^  an*  iua"

scribing, are  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  loan  or  loans  as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary therefor,  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum. 
And  they  are  further  hereby  authorized  to  levy  such  an  amount  of  tax  up- 
on the  taxable  property  of  their  respective  counties,  townships,  and  incor-

Sec  4.  Before  such  subscription  shall  be  made,  as  authorized  in  sec- 
tion three  of  this  act,  the  legal  tax  payers  residing  in  said  counties,  town- 
ships, and  incorporated  towns,  as  aforesaid,  shall  at  the  annual  election  held 
in  such  counties,  townships  or  incorporated  towns,  or  at  a  special  election

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  commissioners  of  Highland  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  sub* 
scribe,  on  behalf  of  said  county,  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hillsborough 
and  Cincinnati  Rail  Road  Company,  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  subscription  of  stock,  said  com- 
missioners are  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  issue  the  bonds  of  said  coun- 
ty, due  at  such  times  as  they  shall  designate,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  payable  to  said  company,  or  to 
any  person  or  persons  or  body  corporate ;  Provided,  however,  that  no  such 
bonds  shall  be  issued  for  any  sum  less*  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  that 
no  such  subscription  shall  be  made  without  the  assent  of  the  qualified  elec- 
tors of  said  county,  to  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified. 

Sec  2.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  have  power  to  control 
the  stock  subscribed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  all  respects  as  fully 
as  individuals  owning  the  same  could  do ;  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
the  annual  interest,  and  for  the  final  redemption  of  the  bonds  so  issued, 
and  such  other  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.

the  next  succeeding  annual  spring  or  fall  election,  as  the  case  may  be,  for 
or  against  the  subscription  which  shall  be  applied  for  as  aforesaid,  by  the 
directors  of  said  company ;  and  the  opinions  of  said  electors  shall  be  ex- 
pressed upon  their  ballots  by  the  words  "for  subscription,"  or  "against 
subscription,"  which  ballots  shall  be  counted  and  returned  by  the  judges 
and  clerks  of  the  election,  as  in  other  cases ;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the 
electors  of  said  county  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  same,  the  said  subscription 
shall  be  made,  but  not  otherwise.

part  of  said  county,  to  said  county  line  towards  Chillicothe  as  aforesaid, 
the  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Highland  are  hereby  authorized  to 
subscribe,  on  behalf  said  county,  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  so 
undertaking  the  construction  of  said  rail  way  through  the  eastern  part  of 
said  county  as  aforesaid,  a  further  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  ; 
Provided,  however,  that  the  application  of  such  company  desiring  said  sub-

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  February,  1848,  passed  an  act  incorporating  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
Rail  Road  Company,  to  construct  a  rail  road  from  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
in  the  State  of  Missouri,  to  Cincinnati,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  which  in- 
corporated company  has  been  duly  organized : 

And  whereas,  To  ensure  the  completion  of  said  rail  road,  it  is  necessary  to 
confer  upon  said  company  power  to  construct  the  road  from  the  line  of 
the  State  of  Indiana  to  the  city  of  Cincinnati : 

And  whereas,  It  is  deemed  expedient  to  authorize  the  city  of  Cincinnati  to 
aid,  by  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  or  otherwise, 
in  the  construction  of  said  rail  road :  Therefore, 

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  cprporate  powers  granted  to  said  company,  by  the  act  of  Indiana, 
incorporating  the  same,  be  recognized ;  and  the  said  company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  lay  out  and  construct  so  much  of  said  road  as  lies  within  the 
State  of  Ohio,  with  the  same  powers  that  are  conferred  upon  rail  road  com- 
panies by  the  general  law  of  this  State,  to  obtain  the  right  of  way,  and 
materials  for  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  shall  have  power 
to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  rail  road  company  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  million  of  dollars ;  Provided,  that  at  a  special  election,  which 
shall  be  held  on  ten  days'  public  notice,  to  be  given  by  said  city  council,  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  of  Cincinnati  voting  at  said  elec- 
tion, shall  vote  in  favor  of  raising  and  applying  such  money  for  such  pur- 
pose ;  and  provided,  that  said  rail  road  shall  be  located  on  the  most  conven- 
ient and  practicable  route  from  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  to  connect  with  the 
line  of  rail  road  to  St.  Louis,  at  a  suitable  point  within  the  State  of  Indi- 
ana. 
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Sec.  3.  That  if,  at  such  special  elections,  to  be  held  as  before  provided 
for  in  this  act,  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  said  city  shall  declare  in  favor  of  the 
exercise  of  the  power  hereinbefore  granted  to  the  city  council  of  the  city  of 
Cincinnati,  then  the  said  city  council  shall  provide,  either  by  the  issue  of  bonds 
or  otherwise,  for  raising  the  sums  of  money  to  be  respectively  subscribed 
by  each,  on  the  most  favorable  terms,  and  at  rates  of  interest  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  and  to  secure  the  punctual 
payment  of  the  sums  of  money  to  be  borrowed,  and  the  interest  thereon, 
may  pledge  the  faith  and  revenues  of  said  city,  as  is  usual  in  like  cases ; 
and  provided,  that  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  in  laying  out,  building  and 
constructing  that  part  of  said  rail  road  contiguous  to  and  next  adjoining 
said  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  in  furnishing  the  same  with  the  necessary  ma- 
chinery, cars,  &c,  for  the  successful  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers 
on  said  road.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  present  stockholders  of  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton,  and  Dayton 
Rail  Road  Company,  with  such  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  stock- 
holders in  said  corporation,  their  successors,  associates  and  assigns,  shall 
be  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  Rail  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  by  the  way  of  Hamilton, 
to  the  city  of  Dayton ;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  tho 
rights,  powers  and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  con- 
ditions prescribed  in  the  general  law  entitled  an  act  regulating  rail  road 
companies,  passed  February  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight, 
which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  charter  of  said  Cincinnati 
Hamilton  and  Dayton  rail  road  company,  except  so  far  as  the  provisions  of 
said  act  are  modified  by  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of 
directors,  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  million  of  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  powers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  exercised,  and  its  busi- 
ness managed,  by  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  but  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  as  a  director  who  is  in  default  for  non-payment  of  any  in- 
stallment of  his  stock,  nor  vote  on  any  stock  on  which  he  is  thus  delinquent.

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and  qualified.  Twenty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  all  elections,  by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton.  All  elections  shall  be  conduct- 
ed in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  and  in  case 
of  a  failure  to  hold  an  election  at  the  time  specified,  the  corporation  shall 
not,  on  that  account,  be  dissolved,  but  the  board  of  directors  shall,  in  such 
case,  provide  for  a  special  election. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  company  to  apply  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  for  the  appointment  of  an  engineer  to  examine  any  proposed 
change  of  the  location,  or  grade  of  any  portion  of  said  railroad,  which  the 
directors  of  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  or  to  obtain  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  such  change  of  location  or  grade, 
as  provided  in  the  tenth  section  of  the  act  relating  to  rail  roads,  unless  the 
said  road  shall  have  been  previously  constructed  upon  the  portion  of  the  route 
of  the  road  which  it  may  be  proposed  to  change.

Sec  7.  When  this  act  shall  be  accepted  by  the  board  of  directors,  all 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed,  conflicting  with,  restricting  or  im- 
pairing the  privileges  hereby  granted,  shall  be  from  thenceforth  repealed, 
saving  to  said  corporation  all  the  rights  acquired,  and  leaving  it  responsible 
for  all  its  liabilities  to  any  person  under  its  former  acts  of  incorporation. 
The  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  interrupt  or  abate  any 
proceedings  pending  at  the  time,  nor  prevent  their  prosecution  to  final 
decision.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hillsborough  and  Cincinnati  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  increased  to  nine  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  the  additional  stock  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  in  such  manner,  and  at 
such  times  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  direct.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Coulston  Davenport,  Benjamin  Mackall,  Henry  T.  Barnes,  Joseph 
Asken,  Benjamin  Davenport,  Robert  Mills,  Isaac  Hoover  and  Jesse  Judkins, 
of  Belmont  county,  together  with  all  other  persons  who  may  become  asso- 
ciated with  them  by  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  declared  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,

Road  Company,  by  towm  and  townships  on  the  line  of  said  road. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  any  incorporated  town,  and  the  trustees  of  any 
township  through  which  the  Bellefontaine  and  Indiana  Rail  Road  Company 
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may  be  located,  are  hereby  authorised  to  subscribe  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  for  the 
payment  thereof,  the  town  council  and  the  township  trustees  of  any  town  or 
township  which  may  subscribe  stock  as  aforesaid,  ore  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  money  or  issue  bonds  or  orders  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  credit  of  such  town  or  township  ;  they 
shall  levy  and  collect  annually  such  taxes,  as,  together  with  the  dividends 
arising  from  said  stock,  will  pay  the  interest  of  such  loan,  bonds  or  orders 
and  incidental  charges ;  and  at  the  end  of  five  years,  they  may  levy  and 
collect  taxes  sufficient,  together  with  the  dividends  aforesaid,  to  pay  one 
half  of  the  principal  of  said  loan,  bonds  or  orders,  and  at  the  end  of  ten 
jears,  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  remainder  thereof.

Sec.  3.  The  judges  of  the  election  in  said  several  towns  and  townships 
shalhransmit  certified  returns  of  said  ballotings  in  said  towns  and  townships 
to  the  auditor  of  their  respective  counties,  within  two  days  after  such  elec- 
tions ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  in  any  of  said 
towns  or  townships  is  in  favor  of  such  subscription  as  aforesaid.,  such  sub- 
scription may  be  made  in  the  manner  aforesaid  in  behalf  of  each  of  said 
towns  and  townships  voting  therefor  as  aforesaid ;  but  in  all  cases  where 
the  majority  of  votes  shall  be  "  against  subscription,"  no  subscription  shall 
be  made. 

Sec.  4.  AH  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  be  certified  to  the  county 
auditor  of  the  proper  county,  and  by  him  be  placed  on  the  county  duplicate 
and  be  collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  in  the  same  manner  as  State  and 
county  taxes,  and  by  such  treasurer  paid  out  on  the  order  of  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  town  or  township  entitled  thereto  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, and  for  no  other. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  the  bonds,  orders,  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness issued  by  any  of  said  towns  or  townships,  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
shall  not  be  paid  at  the  times  they  fall  due,  or  the  annual  interest  thereon 
shall  not  be  promptly  paid  when  due,  the  county  auditor  of  the  proper 
county,  on  application  of  any  creditor  to  whom  such  arrears  of  interest  or 
principal  shall  be  due,  shall  assess  said  principal  and  interest  so  due  from 
said  town  or  township,  and  place  the  same  upon  the  county  duplicate,  to 
be  collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  with  the  other  taxes  of  such  county. 

Sec.  6.     In  assessing  such  property  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
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foregoing  section,  the  county  auditor  shall  adopt  the  valuation  established 
for  State  and  county  purposes,  for  the  time  being,  and  to  compensate  him 
and  the  county  treasurer  for  the  extra  labor  herein  imposed,  they  shall  be 
allowed  the  same  fees  that  are  provided  for  the  collection  of  township 
taxes.

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Madriver  and  Great  Miami  rail  road 
company  to  receive  and  hold  stock  in  any  other  rail  road  company,  where 
the  same  shall  be  transferred  by  way  of  donation,  or  in  payment  of  capital 
stock  subscribed,  or  when  issued  in  exchange  for  shares  of  its  own  stock 
for  the  purpose  of  uniting  rail  road  companies,  and  the  same  to  hold  or  sell 
as  the  directors  may  determine. 

Sec  3.  Any  five  of  the  commissioners  named  in  said  act  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  open  books  for  subscription  of  stock  as  therein  provided,  and  all 
notices  of  such  opening  and  of  the  payment  of  installments,  and  of  the 
election  of  directors,  shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed 
in  the  counties  of  Champaign,  Clark  or  Montgomery,  and  the  thirteenth 
section  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  unite  with  the  Madriver 
and  Lake  Erie  rail  road  company  in  building,  maintaining,  and  usinar,  any 
portion  of  their  respective  roads  which  may  be  used  in  common  between 
them,  or  either  may  release  to  the  other  any  such  parts,  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  pertaining  thereto.

To  provide  for  the  taxation  of  the  Little  Miami  Rail  Road  Company. 

Sec  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  hereafter,  the  Little  Miami  Rail  Road  Company  shall  report  the  a- 
mount  of  dividends  made  from  time  to  time,  by  said  company,  to  the  Au- 
ditor of  State,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  reporting  the  dividends 
of  bank,  insurance  and  bridge  companies,  by  the  act  to  tax  bank,  insur- 
ance  and  bridge  companies,  passed  March  12th,  A.  D.  1831  ;  and,  when- 
ever it  shall  appear  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  dividends,  declared  by  said

as  may,  without  authority,  engage  in  keeping  such  houses,  or  in  retailing 
spirituous  liquors,  cider,  vinous,  fermented  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  intoxica- 
ting drinks,  and  to  impose  such  fines  or  other  punishments  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  enforcing  of  such  by-laws ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor,  upon  the  information  of  the  violation  of  such  by-laws,  to  inquire 
into  the  same,  and,  if  necessary,  to  issue  his  warrant  to  bring  the  offender 
before  him  for  hearing  ;  Provided,  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be 
construed,  if  the  town  council  deem  it  necessary,  to  exclude  from  its  operation 
all  apothecaries  and  physicians  who  sell  any  of  the  liquors  aforesaid  men- 
tioned, exclusively  for  medicinal  purposes.

Sec.  3.  That  the  town  council  of  said  towa  shall  not  have  power  to 
levy  in  any  one  year  more  than  a  half  mill  on  the  dollar,  on  the  real  and 
personal  property  subject  and  listed  for  taxation  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town. 

Sec  4.  That  if  said  town  council  shall  at  any  time  deem  it  necessary 
for  the  public  good  and  interest  of  said  town,  to  levy  a  greater  amount  of 
tax  than  specified  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  they  shall  submit  the  ques- 
tion to  the  tax-payers  residing  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  at  such 
time  and  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  if  a  majority  of  said  tax-pay- 
ers decide  against  an  increase  of  the  levy  aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  said  town  council  to  levy  more  than  is  specified  in  the  third  section 
of  this  act. 

Sec  5.  That  the  act  passed  February  tenth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine,  entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  St. 
Clairsville,  in  Belmont  county,"  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed :  Provided,  that  the  town  coun- 
cil of  the  town  of  St.  Clairsville,  incorporated  by  the  act  repealed  by  this 
act,  shall  have  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  over,  transfer  and 
convey  to  the  said  town  of  St.  Clairsville,  incorporated  by  this  act,  all  the 
real  and  personal  property,  and  choses  in  action,  suits,  judgments,  books, 
titles,  deeds,  accounts,  and  papers  of  every  kind  and  descriptiou  whatever, 
belonging  to  or  otherwise  held  by  the  said  town  council  of  the  town  pf  St. 
Clairsville,  either  in  its  own  right,  or  trustee,  or  agent  for  some  person,  per- 
sons, or  other  incorporations ;  Provided,  further,  that  a  resolution  expressive 
of  the  intention  of  said  town  council  of  the  town  of  St.  Clairsville,  so  to 
transfer  and  convey  the  property  and  rights  aforesaid,  passed  by  said  town 
council,  and  regularly  entered  upon  their  journal,  shall  be  taken  and  held 
to  transfer  and  convey  the  property  and  rights  aforesaid  to  the  town  of  St. 
Clairsville,  incorporated  by  this  act.

To  amend  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Eljria." 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Ely ria  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance 
or  ordinances  duly  published,  to  recpiire  all  owners  of  lots,  lot,  or  part  of  lot 
in  said  town,  to  make  and  construct  a  pavement,  or  sidewalk,  of  such  width, 
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and  on  such  street  or  streets,  in  conformity  with  such  grade,  and  of  such 
materials,  adjoining  such  lots,  lot,  or  part  of  lot,  together  with  a  good  and 
substantial  curbing  and  gutters  in  front  of  such  sidewalk,  and  also  to  alter 
or  repair  such  pavements,  sidewalks,  curbing,  and  gutters,  or  either  of  them, 
as  the  said  town  council  shall  direct;  and  also  to  require  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial railing  to  be  erected  in  front  of,  or  on  the  margin  of  said  sidewalks, 
and  repair  the  satae. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  owner  or  owners  of  a  lot,  lots,  or  part  of  a  lot  as  afore- 
said, within  said  town,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  construct,  alter,  or  repair 
such  pavement,  sidewalk,  curbing,  gutter,  or  railing,  when  required  so  to 
do,  jn  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  of  this  act, 
and  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  town  council,  the  town  council  may 
then  proceed  to  construct,  repair,  or  alter  such  sidewalks,  pavement,  curbing, 
gutter,  or  railing,  and  may  recover  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  the 
proprietor  or  proprietors,  by  action  of  assumpsit,  in  any  court  having  cog- 
nizance thereof,  with  costs  of  suit;  or  said  council  may  assess  such  costs 
and  expenses  as  a  tax  upon  the  premises,  and  the  amount,  when  s&  assessed 
and  certified  by  the  recorder  of  said  town  to  the  auditor  of  Lorain  county, 
shall  be  by  him  charged  upon  the  duplicate  of  said  county,  to  such  propri- 
etor, or  proprietors,  and  collected  and  paid  over  by  the  treasurer  of  said 
Lorain  county,  in  the  same  manner  that  other  taxes  for  said  corporation  are 
required  to  be  collected  and  paid  over. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  preserving  and  secu- 
ring said  town  of  Elyria  from  the  ravages  of  fire,  the  town  council 'shall 
have  power  to  organize  and  establish  all  such  fire  companies,  and  provide 
them  with  the  proper  engines  and  other  instruments,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  extinguish  fires,  and  preserve  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town 
from  conflagration,  and  to  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  same  as  they  shall  think  expedient ;  and  each  and  every 
person  who  shall  belong  to  any  such  fire  company,  shall,  in  time  of  peace, 
be  exempt  from  the  performance  of  military  duty,  under  the  laws  of  this 
State ;  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make  and  ordain  such 
ordinance  or  ordinances  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  to  compel  such  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town  as  are  householders,  to  furnish  themselves  with  as 
many  fire-buckets  as  said  town  council  may  think  necessary  and  proper ; 
to  direct  of  what  materials,  and  in  what  manner,  said  buckets  shall  be  made, 
due  regard  being  had  to  the  wealth  of  each  householder,  and  the  amount 
of  property  such  individual  may  own  in  said  town. 

Sec  4.  That  the  power  given  to  said  town  council,  by  this  act,  to  re- 
quire the  owners  of  lots  in  said  town  to  make  and  repair  sidewalks,  and 
railing  in  front  of  the  same,  and  to  require  the  householders  to  furnish  fire- 
buckets,  shall  be  exclusive  of,  and  in  addition  to,  the  general  tax  provided 
for  in  the  second  section  of  the  act  passed  February  10,  1845,  amendatory 
to  the  act  incorporating  said  town,  and  that  so  much  of  either  of  said  acts 
as  is  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by repealed.

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  recorder  of  said  city,  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  mayor,  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  act  as  mayor  in  all  matters  appertaining  to 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  and  carry- 
ing the  same  into  effect ;  Provided,  that  in  case  of  the  continued  absence 
or  inability  of  the  mayor  to  act  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  at  any  time,  the 
common  council  may  in  their  discretion  declare  the  office  vacant,  and  pro- 
ceed to  fill  such  vacancy  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  general  law,  in 
relation  to  incorporated  towns,  and  the  person  so  appointed,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bond  to  the  acceptance  of  the  com- 
mon council. 

Sec  2.  That  the  mayor  or  recorder,  when  acting  as  mayor,  shall  have 
power,  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  marshal,  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  to  appoint  a  marshal  for  the  time  being. 

Sec  3.  That  the  common  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
pass  all  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  owner 
or  owners  of  lots  to  repair,  or  reconstruct  the  sidewalk  in  front,  or  abutting 
on  the  same,  when  in  their  opinion  the  same  requires  to  be  reconstructed 
or  repaired ;  Provided,  that  said  common  council  may,  in  their  discretion, 
allow  sidewalks  to  be  constructed  or  reconstructed  of  plank,  or  other  dura- 
ble materials. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  construct  drains 
or  sewers  in  such  portions  of  said  city  as  in  their  opinion  may  be  necessary, 
and  to  assess  a  tax  on  all  lots  on  either  side  of  the  street  through  wtoch  the 
same  passes,  receiving  a  benefit  therefrom,  to  pay  the  cost  of  constructing 
the  same.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  the  territory  included  within  the  original  town  plat  of  the  town  of 
Wapakoneta,  in  the  county  of  Auglaize,  and  the  additions  that  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  made  thereto,  and  so  much  of  the  territory  as  is  em- 
braced within  the  South  half  of  section  twenty-nine,  and  the  North  half  of 
section  thirty-two,  of  township  number  five,  South,  of  range  number  six,  East, 
shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  a  town  corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession,  and  as  such,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and  subject 
to  all  the  limitations  of  "an  act  for  the  regulation  of  incorporated  towns," 
passed  February  sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and 
the  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  costs  and  jail  fees  of  all  persons  committed  by  the 
Mayor  of  said  town  or  arrested  and  brought  before  him  for  hearing  or  trial 
for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  Ohio,  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
such  costs  are  paid  in  cases  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Wapakoneta  be  and 
is  hereby  fully  authorized  to  assume  the  payment  of  the  remaining  install- 
ments due  the  commissioners  of  Auglaize  county  for  public  building  purpo- 
ses, as  provided  for  in  the  act  organizing  said  county,  passed  on  the  14 
of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  eight. 

Sec  4.  That  for  the  payment  of  said  installments,  the  said  town  coun- 
cil is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  corporation,  under  the  cor- 
porate seal  thereof,  in  sums  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  paya- 
ble at  such  time  and  places,  and  with  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding 
seven  per  centum  per  annum,  as  to  said  council  may  seem  proper. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  for  the  punctual  payment  of  such  principal 
and  interest,  the  whole  of  the  revenues  of  said  town  shall  stand  irrevocably 
pledged ;  such  tax  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided

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by  law  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  corporation  taxes,  and  the  said 
town  council  may  also,  for  the  final  redemption  of  the  obligations  contrac- 
ted by  reason  of  the  powers  granted  by  this  act,  levy  a  tax  in  addition  to 
that  provided  for  by  law,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner.

Sec.  2.  Every  person  who  now  is  or  hereafter  shall  become  a  member 
of  any  fire  company,  or  hook  and  ladder  company  in  said  town,  shall,  so 
long  as  he  shall  remain  a  resident  of  said  town,  and  an  acting  member  of 
said  company,  and  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  as  such,  and  no  longer,  be 
exempt  from  the  performance  of  labor  on  the  highways.

That  so  much  of  the  townships  of  Enoch  and  Union,  in  the 
county  of  Monroe,  as  is  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  included  in  the  limits  of 
the  recorded  plats  of  the  town  of  Carlisle,  in  said  connty,  is  hereby  created 
a  town  corporate,  to  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  town  of 
Carlisle. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Salem,  in  the  county  of  War- 
ren, as  is  included  in  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  beginning  at  the  junction 
of  Todd's  Fork  with  the  Little  Miami  river ;  thence  two  hundred  and  fifty 
rods  up  said  Todd's  Fork,  with  the  meanderings  thereof;  thence  West  to 
the  line  between  the  lands  of  Amos  Shawhan  and  Keck  and  Clements ; 
thence  following  said  line  to  the  Little  Miami  river ;  thence  up  said  river, 
with  its  meanderings,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  is  hereby  created  a  town 
corporate,  to  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Mor- 
row. 
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Sec.  5.  That  so  much  of  the  territory  of  section  thirty-two  and  thirty- 
three,  of  town  four,  and  section  two  and  three,  town  three,  in  the  entire 
range  one  of  the  Miami  purchase,  in  the  townships  of  Sycamore  and  Spring- 
field, in  the  county  of  Hamilton,  as  lies  within  the  following  boundaries,  to 
wit :  commencing  on  the  North  line  of  section  thirty-two,  town  four,  en- 
tire range  one  aforesaid,  in  the  middle  of  the  Miami  Canal ;  thence  East- 
wardly,  along  said  section  line  to  the  East  fork  of  Mill  Creek  ;  thence  down 
said  fork,  with  the  meanders  thereof,  to  the  South  boundary  line  of  the 
Northwest  quarter  of  said  section  thirty-two ;  thence  Westwardly,  with  the 
South  boundary  of  said  quarter  section  to  the  East  boundary  line  of  section 
two,  town  three,  range  one  aforesaid,  at  the  West  fork  of  Mill  Creek ;  thence 
up  the  West  fork  of  Mill  Creek,  with  the  meanders  thereof,  to  a  point 
where  said  creek  leaves  the  West  boundary  line  of  Stephen  Whitloofs 
land,  being  also  the  West  boundary  line  of  section  thirty-three,  town  four, 
range  one  aforesaid ;  thence  North,  along  said  section  line  to  the  North- 
west corner  of  said  Stephen  Whitlock's  land  ;  thence  East,  with  said  Whit- 
lock's  North  line,  to  the  Miami  Canal ;  thence  down  the  Miami  Canal  to 
the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  a  town  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  town  of  Lockland. 

Sec  6.  That  the  towns  named  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act, 
shall  be  severally  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions of  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  regulation  of  incorporated  towns, 
passed  February  sixteen,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto.

AN   ACT 

To  amend  the  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Cleveland,  and  the  aeveral  acta  amendatory 

thereto. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  are  hereby  authorized  to  fix 
the  compensation  of  the  city  clerk,  for  the  current  year,  at  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  dollars ;  and  the  said  council  shall  hereafter,  annu- 
ally, and  within  two  weeks  after  the  induction  into  office  of  the  new  coun- 
cil, fix  the  compensation  for  the  ensuing  year  of  the  city  clerk,  at  any  sum 
not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  2.  That  whenever  said  city  council  shall  make  an  order  for  the 
laying  out,  establishing,  vacation,  change  or  alteration  of  any  street,  lane, 
or  alley,  as  provided  in  the  eighth  section  of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city 
of  Cleveland,  passed  March  5th,  1836,  such  order  shall  state  whether  the 
cost  of  the  same  shall  be  defrayed,  and  all  damages  sustained  by  reason 
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thereof,  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  as  provided  in  said  eighth  section,  or 
whether  such  costs  and  damages,  together  with  the  expense  of  such  gra- 
ding, or  other  improvement  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley,  as  said  council 
shall  deem  advisable,  shall  be  provided  for  by  a  discriminating  tax ;  and 
whenever  the  latter  shall  be  the  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council  to 
cause  such  discriminating  tax  to  be  levied,  in  the  same  manner  that,  by  the 
provisions  of  the  ninth  section  of  said  act,  said  council  is  authorized  to  levy 
a  special  tax  to  defray  the  expense  of  grading,  paving,  or  otherwise  impro- 
ving any  road,  street,  alley,  lane,  square,  market  place  or  common  within 
said  city. 

Sec  3.  That  the  lands  and  tenements  embraced  in  any  discriminating 
levy  made  by  said  city  council,  shall  be  described  in  the*ame  manner,  when 
practicable,  that  the  same  are  described  at  the  time  on  the  tax  duplicate  of 
said  county ;  and  all  such  discriminating  assessments  shall  be  certified  to 
the  auditor  of  Cuyahoga  county,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  follow- 
ing such  assessment,  and  the  tax  so  assessed  shall  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  taxes  levied  by  said  council  are  by  law  directed  to  be 
certified  and  collected ;  and  all  damages  to  which  individuals  shall  be  found 
to  be  entitled,  in  the  manner  above  stated,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury,  within  nine  months  after  the  first  day  of  June  following  the  date 
of  the  assessment,  in  the  case  in  which  such  damages  shall  have  been  award- 
ed, and  the  expense  of  all  improvements  provided  for  by  discriminating  as- 
sessments, other  than  the  damages  awarded  to  individuals,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  city  treasury,  from  the  fund  so  collected  from  such  discriminating 
assessments. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  passed  February  8th,  1847, 
and  so  much  of  all  other  acts  as  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed :  Provided,  that  all  alterations  or  im- 
provements of  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  and  all  new  streets,  lanes  or  alleys 
which  have  been  determined  upon,  commenced  or  opened,  in  pursuance  of 
laws  hitherto  existing,  shall  be  completed,  and  the  cost  of  such  improvement 
or  establishment  be  provided  for  in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had 
never  passed.

AN  ACT 
la  relation  to  Taxes,  Schools,  and  Seweri,  in  the  City  of  Toledo. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  City  of  Toledo  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  exempted  from  the  op- 
eration of  the  tenth  and  thirteenth  sections  of  the  act  passed  February  22d, 
A.  D.  1848,  entitled  "  an  act  further  to  amend  the  act  for  levying  taxes  on

all  the  property  in  this  State,  according  to  its  true  value,"  passed  March  2, 
184C,  and  the  laws  in  force  and  applicable  to  said  city  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  said  act  of  1848,  which  were  repealed  by  operation  of  said  sec- 
tions, are  hereby  revived,  and  declared  to  be  in  full  force. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  moneys  and  city  warrants  received  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  county  of  Lucas,  in  discharge  of  taxes  due  said  city  for  last  year, 
over  and  above  his  own  fees  for  receiving  the  same,  shall  be  by  him  paid  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  city,  when  required  by  the  city  council ;  and  such  war- 
rants shall  be  cancelled  the  same  as  if  they  had  been  paid  and  redeemed 
by  the  city  treasurer  at  the  time  of  their  being  so  received  by  the  treasurer 
of  said  county. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall,  when  directed  by  said 
city  council,  make  a  list,  showing  the  taxes  remaining  due  to  said  city,  and 
the  persons  and  property  returned  delinquent  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county 
for  the  non-payment  thereof,  and  shall  certify  and  sign  the  same ;  said  list 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  deemed  prima  facte 
evidence  of  the  levying  of  the  tax,  and  of  the  delinquency  of  the  persons 
and  property  in  said  list  mentioned  ;  such  delinquent  taxes  shall  be  entered 
on  the  tax  record  and  duplicate  of  said  city  for  the  present  year,  subject  to 
the  same  penalty  and  interest  as  if  all  the  proceedings  attending  the  same 
were  had  under  the  charter  of  said  city ;  and  the  city  treasurer  shall  pro- 
ceed to  collect  the  same  as  other  delinquent  city  taxes  are  by  law  collectable. 

Sec.  4.  That  delinquent  and  forfeited  lands  hereafter  sold  for  taxes  due 
to  said  city,  may  be  redeemed  in  one  year  from  the  day  of  such  sale,  and 
not  afterwards  ;  Provided,  that  lands  belonging  to  minors,  femes  covert,  in- 
sane persons,  or  persons  in  captivity,  may  be  redeemed  within  one  year 
after  such  disability  is  removed. 

Sec  5.  That  to  promote  the  health  and  growth  of  said  city,  said  coun- 
cil, by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  thereof,  shall  have 
power  to  construct,  alter,  repair,  and  cleanse,  common  sewers,  in  streets  or 
alleys,  into  which  cellars,  yards  and  other  places,  may,  by  permission  of  the 
council,  be  drained ;  said  council,  on  being  petitioned  to  that  effect,  by 
some  person  interested  in  such  improvement,  and  on  receiving  security 
from  the  petitioner,  for  the  payment  of  all  preliminary  expenses,  in  case  the 
council,  in  their  discretion,  should,  after  examination,  determine  not  to  un- 
dertake the  work  —  shall  direct  the  making  of  the  proper  plans  and  esti- 
mates ;  and  thereupon  the  council  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  free- 
holders of  said  city,  to  ascertain  what  real  estate  therein  will  be  benefitted 
by  such  projected  improvement,  and  at  the  same  time  to  assess  the  expense 
thereof  on  such  real  estate  so  benefitted,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  proportion 
to  the  benefit  resulting  to  each  lot  or  parcel  of  ground ;  said  assessors  shall 
be  sworn  and  proceed  to  make  such  assessment,  and  to  return  the  same,  in 
the  manner  pointed  out  in  section  seventeen  of  said  amendatory  act,  passed 
February  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six  ;  and 
upon  the  coming  in  of  such  assessment,  the  council  shall  proceed  in  the 
manner  pointed  out  in  said  last  mentioned  section,  and  may,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, dismiss  the  proceedings  without  ordering  any  work  to  be  done  ;  but 
if  the  work  is  ordered,  then  the  assessment  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes 
are  collected.  This  section  shall  not  affect  any  other  power  vested  in  the 
council  in  relation  to  sewers. 
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Sec.  6.  That  in  all  cases  of  local  improvement  in  said  city,  made  or  to 
be  made,  where,  by  the  charter  or  amendments  thereto,  a  discriminating 
tax  is  contemplated,  and  where  the  first  assessment  has  proved,  or  may 
prove  defective,  or  insufficient,  the  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  a  fur- 
ther, or  new  assessment  to  be  made,  sufficient  in  amount  to  defray  the  costs 
of  such  improvement  and  the  expenses  incident  thereto ;  such  new  assess- 
ment shall  be  made  by  three  freeholders,  appointed  by  the  council,  and 
qualified  as  special  assessors  are,  by  the  charter,  required  to  be  qualified  in 
other  cases.  Thirty  days  notice,  in  the  corporation  newspaper,  shall  be 
given  by  the  council,  of  the  order  for  such  new  assessment,  the  occasion 
thereof,  and  specifying  the  amount  to  be  raised  and  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  said  assessors  will  meet  to  consider  the  same ;  said  assess- 
ors shall  meet  accordingly,  and  when  so  met,  receive  the  proofs  and  hear 
the  allegations  of  the  parties  in  interest,  taking  into  consideration  every  fact 
and  circumstance  conducing  to  show  what  property,  originally  chargeable 
with  such  costs  and  expenses,  ought  to  be  taxed  for  the  deficiency,  and  the 
respective  amounts  which,  by  a  fair  and  equitable  adjustment,  should  be 
borne  by  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  and  shall  assess  such  amounts  thereon ; 
said  assessors  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  until  such  assessment  and  a 
succinct  statement  of  the  facts  governing  the  same  are  completed,  and  shall 
then  sign  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  clerk  to  be  filed  ;  and,  thereupon 
the  council  shall  proceed,  as  in  cases  of  special  assessments  for  opening 
streets ;  and  if  such  new  assessment  is  not  confirmed,  shall  appoint  other 
new  assessors,  giving  ten  days  notice  thereof  in  the  corporation  paper,  and 
specifying  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  and  the  object  thereof.  Said 
second  board  of  assessors  shall  have  the  same  qualifications,  and  proceed 
in  the  same  manner,  as  those  composing  the  board  first  appointed,  and  their 
determination  and  assessment  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  persons 
interested. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  special  assessments,  made  and  confirmed  as  aforesaid, 
and  also  all  taxes  levied  for  school  purposes,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  an- 
nual tax  record  and  duplicate  of  said  city,  and  collected  at  the  same  time, 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  taxes  of  said  city,  and  in  case  of 
non-payment,  the  property  taxed  shall  be  sold,  or  forfeited,  and  charged 
with  penalty  and  interest,  as  in  cases  of  sale,  or  forfeiture,  for  annual 
taxes. 

Sec  8.  That  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  support  and  better  regu- 
lation of  common  schools  in  the  town  of  Akron,"  passed  February  eighth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  and  the  several  acts  amenda- 
tory thereto,  passed  January  twenty-eighth,  and  February  fourteenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  are  hereby  extended  to  and  decla- 
red to  be  in  full  force  in  said  city  of  Toledo,  subject,  however,  to  the 
amendments  thereto  herein  contained. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  expense  of  building,  altering,  and  repairing,  primary 
school  honses,  and  of  obtaining  the  site,  or  sites  therefor,  in  the  first  and 
second  wards  of  said  city,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of 
said  wards ;  and  the  expense  of  building,  altering  and  repairing  primary 
school  houses,  and  of  obtaining  the  site  or  sites  therefor,  in  the  third  or 
fourth  wards  of  said  city,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  there- 
in ;  and  such  tax  shall  be  assessed  by  the  city  council,  when  required  by 
the  board  of  education. 
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Sec.  10.  That  said  city  council  shall,  on  the  requirement  of  said  board 
of  education,  and  at  or  before  the  time  of  levying  the  annual  taxes,  levy  a 
tax  for  school  purposes,  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  for  such 
amount  as  said  board  may  designate ;  Provided,  that  such  tax,  for  the  first 
two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  not  exceed  live  mills  on  the  dol- 
lar of  valuation ,  but  may  amount  to  eight  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation 
thereafter,  until  all  necessary  school  buildings  and  apparatus  shall  be  erec- 
ted, procured,  and  paid  for,  after  which  such  tax  shall  not  exceed  five  mills 
on  the  doHar. 

Sue.  11.  That  the  election  of  school  directors  in  said  city  shall  beheld 
at  the  council  chamber,  on  the  second  Tuesday,  of  May  next,  and  annually 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  thereafter.  The  polls  of  said  election  shall 
be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  closed  at  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  The  council  shall  appoint  three  judges  to  hold  such  election, 
who,  (or  if  they  decline  to  act,  then  others  chosen  by  the  electors,)  with 
the  clerks,  shall  be  sworn,  as  judges  and  clerks  of  township  elections  are 
sworn ;  and  such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  town- 
ship elections  in  this  State  are  conducted.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  at  such  election  who  would  be  disqualified  from  voting  at  a  charter 
election  in  said  city.  The  poll  books  of  said  election  shall  be  returned  to 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  forthwith  make  an  ab- 
stract of  the  votes,  and  deliver  the  usual  certificate  to  the  persons  elected. 

Sec.  12.  So  much  and  such  parts  of  the  acts  aforesaid  as  are  inconsis- 
tent herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.  But  the  proceedings  under  the  present 
school  system  in  said  city,  shall  not  be  affected  hereby  until  the  members  of 
the  board  of  education  aforesaid,  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec  13.     This  act  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  a  public  act.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  St.  Mary's,  in  the  county  of  Auglaize, 
as  is  now  included  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  with  such  addi- 
tions to  the  town  plat  as  may  hereafter  be  made,  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by declared  a  town  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  St.  Mary's,  and 
by  that  name  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion. 

Sec.  2.  The  town  named  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  dbt  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of  an  act 
entitled  an  act  for  the  regulation  of  incorporated  towns,  passed  February 
sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  Any  part  or  parts  of  the  act  incorporating  the  town  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's, passed  February  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  or  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  which  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  here- 
by repealed.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  New  Fort  Ball,  in  the  county  of  Seneca. 

Sec  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Clinton,  in  the  county  of  Seneca,  and 
State  of  Ohio,  as  is  contained  within  the  following  boundaries,  namely,  be- 
ginning at  the  point  on  the  top  of  the  West  bank  of  the  Sandusky  river, 
where  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  Mad  river  and  lake  Erie  rail  road  cross- 
es the  same,  thence  from  said  point  Westward,  on  and  along  the  Northern 
boundary  of  said  Mad  river  and  lake  Erie  rail  road,  until  it  intersects  the 
Eastern  boundary  of  the  alley  running  East  of  in-lots  numbered  from  403  to 
413,  inclusive,  in  the  town  of  New  Fort  Ball,  so  called  ;  thence  Northwardly, 
on  and  along  the  Eastern  boundary  of  said  alley  to  the  end  thereof ;  thence 
to  continue  on  said  line  in  a  direct  course,  until  it  intersects  the  division 
line  between  lots  numbered  one  and  two  in  the  McCullough  section  or  re- 
serve ;  thence  West,  on  and  along  the  division  line  between  said  lots  num- 
bered one  and  two,  to  a  point  where  a  line  drawn  parallel  with  Sandusky 
street  in  said  town^of  New  Fort  Ball,  and  eighty  rods  Westerly  therefrom 
would  intersect  said  division  line  running  Westerly,  as  aforesaid ;  thence  from 
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said  point  South-westerly,  on  a  line  parallel  with  said  Sandusky  street,  and 
eighty  rods  Westerly  therefrom,  until  it  intersects  the  township  line  between 
the  townships  of  Hopewell  and  Clinton  ;  thence  South,  on  and  along  said 
township  line,  to  a  point  where  the  Southern  boundary  of  an  alley  running 
South  of  in-lots  numbered  63,  187  and  188,  in  the  town  of  New  Fort  Ball 
aforesaid ;  if  continued  Westward,  would  intersect  the  same  ;  thence  East- 
ward, on  and  along  the  line  so  extended,  in  a  direct  course  to  the  top  of  the 
West  bank  of  the  Sandusky  river  aforesaid  ;  thence  down  the  meanderings 
of  said  river  on  the  top  of  the  West  bank  thereof,  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, to  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  New  Fort 
Ball,  to  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  for  the 
regulation  of  incorporated  towns,"  passed  February  16th,  A.  D.  1839,  in 
all  cases  not  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Sec  2.  Thai  the  town  council  of  said  town  of  New  Fort  Ball  shall 
have  power  to  make  by-laws  regulating  the  pavements  and  sidewalks  in  said 
town  ;  and  by  an  ordinance  of  said  town  council,  duly  published,  to  require 
all  owners  of  a  lot,  or  lots,  or  parts  of  a  lot  in  said  town,  to  make  pavements 
or  sidewalks,  or  to  alter,  amend  or  repair  in  front  thereof  on  such  streets, 
and  of  such  width,  and  in  conformity  with  such  grade  as  the  town  council 
shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  owner  or  owners  of  a  lot,  lots,  or  part  of  a  lot  as  afore- 
said, within  said  town,  whether  resident  or  non-resident,  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  build  or  repair  a  pavement  or  sidewalk,  as  required  in  the  prece- 
ding section,  the  town  council  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  proceed  and 
build  or  repair  said  pavement  or  sidewalk,  and  assess  a  tax  on  the  premises, 
the  pavements  or  sidewalks  for  which  have  been  so  improved,  sufficient  to 
pay  for  the  same,  which  tax  shall  be  entered  on  the  recorder's  duplicate  for 
said  town,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  said  town 
are  collected. 

Sec  4.  The  said  town  council  shall  have  power,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  require  and  compel  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisan- 
ces within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  New  Fort  Ball,  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance ;  and  to  cause  all  ground,  where  water 
shall  at  any  time  become  stagnant,  to  be  raised,  filled  up,  or  drained  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  of  the  same ;  and  to  enforce  the  removal  of  all  pu- 
trid animal  or  vegetable  substance  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  to  any 
necessary  distance  for  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec  5.  Said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make  and  publish  all 
such  ordinances  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  said  town  from  rav- 
ages by  fire ;  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  fire 
engine  for  said  town  ;  and  to  require  and  compel  such  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town  as  are  property  holders,  to  furnish  themselves  with  as  many 
fire  buckets  as  the  town  council  shall  think  proper  ;  to  direct  of  what  ma- 
terial, and  in  what  manner  said  buckets  shall  be  made,  due  regard  being 
had  to  the  proportionate  wealth  of  each  citizen,  and  the  amount  of  property 
such  individual  may  own  in  said  town ;  Provided,  that  the  tax  aforesaid, 
for  the  purposes  in  this  section  above  mentioned,  shall  not  in  any  one  year 
exceed  two  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation  as  the  same  has  been  or  shall 
be  appraised  and  returned  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State. 
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Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  all  courts,  and  by  all 
judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  other  public  officers,  as  a  public  act ;  and 
all  printed  copies  of  the  same,  which  shall  be  printed  by  or  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  be  admitted  as  good  evidence  thereof, 
without  further  proof  whatever. 

Sec.  7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Fort  Ball, 
or  New  Fort  Ball,  inconsistent  with  this  aet,  are  hereby  repealed.  This  act 
shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  the  Mayor  and  other  officers 
shall  be  elected  annually,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws 
regulating  elections  in  incorporated  towns.

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Canfield,  in  the  county  of  Mahoning. 

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Sate  of  Ohio, 
That  so  much  of  the  territory  of  the  township  of  Canfield,  in  the  county 
of  Mahoning,  as  is  included  in  the  boundary  following,  viz :  Commencing 
at  the  Northwest  corner  of  lot  No.  eight,  in  the  first  division,  in  Canfield, 
thence  running  East  to  the  Northeast  corner  of  lot  No.  thirty-two,  in  the 
first  division,  being  about  one  and  a  fourth  mile,  thence  running  South  to 
the  Southeast  corner  of  lot  No.  eighteen,  in  the  second  division,  being 
about  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  thence  West  to  the  Southwest  corner  of  lot 
No.  thirty-one,  in  the  second  division,  thence  North  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  constitueda  body  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  town  of  Canfield.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  which 
will  become  due  on  the  first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty,  the  city  council  of  the  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  col- 
lect taxes  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  on  the  real  and  personal  property  in  said  city,  as  the  same  has  been 
or  shall  be  appraised,  or  returned  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State ;  which 
shall  be  levied  and  assessed,  and  certified  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  as  other  taxes  for 
general  city  purposes,  which  are  assessed  on  the  grand  levy,  and  the  same 
shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes,  and  when  collected,  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  city ;  or,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  said  city  council  shall  have 
power  to  borrow  any  sum  or  sums,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  ten 
thousand  dollars,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  in  such  sum  or  sums,  from  such  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies, 
corporate  or  politic,  and  for  such  length  of  time,  not  exceeding  fifty  years, 
as  the  said  city  council  may  deem  proper ;  for  which  the  said  city  coun- 
cil may  issue  such  certificates  of  stocks  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
them  and  the  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies,  corporate  or  politic,  with 
whom  such  loan,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  contracted.

Sec.  3.  The  election  district  heretofore  composed  of  the  town  of  Me- 
dina, in  said  county,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  extended,  and  for  all  coun- 
ty, State  and  presidential  elections,  said  district  shall  be  co-extensive  with 
school  district  number  one,  in  Medina  and  Montville  townships,  in  said 
county ;  Provided,  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Medina,  shall  have 
power  at  any  time  to  extend  all  the  corporation  laws  of  said  town  over  the 
district  or  districts  hereby  annexed,  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  said  coun- 
cil, the  public  good  of  said  town  of  Medina  may  require  it.

as  may,  without  authority,  engage  in  keeping  such  houses,  or  in  retailing 
spirituous  liquors,  cider,  vinous,  fermented  or  malt  liquors,  and  to  impose 
such  fines  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  enforcing  of  such  by-laws ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor,  upon  information  of  the  violation  of  such 
by-laws,  to  inquire  into  the  same,  and,  if  necessary,  to  issue  his  warrant  to 
bring  the  offender  before  him  for  hearing.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  common  council  of  the  town  of  Xenia,  in  the  county  of  Greene, 
may  acquire,  hold  and  convey  at  pleasure,  real  and  personal  property,  for 
the  use  of  said  town,  in  value  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec  2.  That  said  common  council  are  hereby  authorized,  whenever 
they  deem  it  expedient,  to  grant  license  to  persons  for  any  time  not  exceed* 
ing  one  year,  to  keep  houses  of  entertainment  other  than  licensed  taverns, 
such  as  eating  houses,  oyster  houses,  cake  and  confectionery  shops,  and 
other  houses  of  public  refreshment,  and  to  regulate  the  same  and  to  prohibit 
the  opening  or  keeping  any  such  house  without  license,  and  to  punish 
therefor  by  fine ;  but  no  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  or  persons 
to  sell  any  spirituous  liquors,  wine,  beer,  ale  or  malt  liquor ;  and  if  any  per- 
son so  licensed  shall  sell  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretext,  to  any 
person,  any  of  the  aforesaid  liquors  or  beverages,  such  person  or  persons 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  mayor,  forfeit  his  or  her  license, 
and  moreover  be  fined  such  sum  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance  of  said 
town ;  said  common  council  may  also  license  and  prohibit  from  exhibiting 
without  license,  all  shows  and  exhibitions  within  the  said  corporation,  and 
control  and  regulate  the  same,  provided  that  the  tax  for  any  license  author- 
ized by  this  act  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  of  Greene  county  shall  be  allowed  to  retain,  as 
fees  for  collecting  the  taxes  levied  for  corporation  purposes,  four  per  centum 
upon  the  first  thousand  dollars  collected,  and  three  per  centum  upon  any 
sum  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec  4.  The  common  council  may  appoint  a  competent  surveyor  to  survey 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  to  establish  the  boundaries  of  lots,  and  erect 
such  monuments  and  land  marks  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance,  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  competent  person  to  make  an  accurate 
plat  of  said  town  and  number  the  lots  in  continuous  and  regular  order,  to 
be  approved  by  said  council,  which  plat  and  notes  and  remarks  accompa- 
nying the  same,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  Greene  county ;  and 
after  such  record  shall  have  been  made,  such  Ipts  shall  be  known  and  desig-

The  common  council  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
working  and  improving  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and  public  ways  or  roads,  in 
said  town,  and  the  corporate  limits  thereof  shall  form  a  separate  road  dis- 
trict, and  the  labor  on  the  public  highways  shall  be  performed  by  the  in- 
habitants therein  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  supervisor  of 
said  town,  who  shall  be  governed  in  the  same  by  the  laws  now  in  force, 
except  so  far  as  they  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  ordinance  of  said 
town.

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  require  the  owner 
or  owners  of  each  and  every  lot  or  part  of  lot  fronting  on  any  of  the  streets 
within  said  town,  to  make  pavements  or  sidewalks  of  such  width,  and  in 
conformity  with  such  grade,  and  of  such  materials  as  the  town  council  shall 
direct,  and  with  good  and  substantial  curbing  thereto :  Provided,  that  any 
ordinance  requiring  such  pavement  or  pavements  to  be  made,  shall  be 
published  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the  end  of  the  period  at  which 
any  such  pavement  or  pavements  shall  be  required  to  be  completed,  which 
shall  not  be  at  any  time  after  the  first  of  December,  and  before  -the  first  of 
May,  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  apply 
as  well  to  all  lots  or  parts  of  lots  owned  by  any  religious  or  charitable  asso- 
ciation as  to  lots  or  parts  of  lots  owned  by  individuals ;  and  should  any 
owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  in  said  town,  or  any  such  religious  or  charitable 
association  owning  a  lot  or  part  of  a  lot  that  may  be  required  to  be  graded,

thereof,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  against  such  owner  or  owners,  or  such 
religious  or  charitable  association,  or  the  person  or  the  persons  holding  the 
legal  title  of  said  lot  or  part  of  lot,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  to  the 
amount  of  said  cost  of  such  grading,  paving  and  curbing,  and  the  cost  of 
such  grading,  paving  and  curbing,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  lot  or  part  of  a 
lot  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  completion  thereof;  or  they  may  at  their 
discretion  cause  the  costs  of  such  grading,  paving  and  curbing  to  be  certified 
to  the  auditor  of  Richland  county,  who  shall  enter  such  cost  upon  the  tax 
duplicate  of  said  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  charge  upon  said  lot  or 
part  of  a  lot,  and  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  State  and  county  taxes 
are  or  shall  be  collected.

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Sec.  3.  That  if  any  ten  freeholders  of  said  corporation  shall  petition  for 
the  opening  of  any  new  street  or  alley,  or  for  the  widening  of  any  street  or 
alley  now  used,  and  occupied  as  such,  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation, 
the  said  town  council  shall  inquire  into  the  expediency  and  utility  of  such 
new  street  or  alley,  o»  of  widening  any  street  or  alley,  and  if  the  same  shall 
be  adjudged  by  said  town  council  to  be  of  public  utility,  the  said  council 
shall  then  proceed  to  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  regulating  opening  of  roads,  and  the  assessment  of  damages  in  cases 
where  State  and  county  roads  [are]  laid  out.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  corporation  limits  of  the  town  of  Hamilton,  in  the  county  of  Butler, 
shall  be  so  enlarged  and  extended  as  to  include  and  contain  all  the  space 
within  the  following  boundary  and  limits,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  in 
the  middle  of  the  Miami  river,  one  hundred  rods  South  of  the  South  line  of 
section  two  extended,  of  township  one  in  range  three,  in  Symmes'  purchase ; 
thence  running  East,  parallel  to  the  said  section  line  to  the  Miami  Canal ; 
thence  Northwardly  along  the  West  side  of  said  canal  to  the  South  side  of 
William  Murray's  addition  to  the  town  of  Hamilton  ;  thence  across  said  ca- 
nal and  following  the  exterior  or  boundary  lines  of  said  addition  so  as  to 
include  the  same  within  the  limits  hereby  intended  to  be  described,  around 
to,  and  across  said  canal ;  thence  Northwardly  along  the  West  side  of  said 
canal  to  the  North  side  of  the  bridge  across  the  same,  on  the  road  leading 
from  Hamilton  to  Dayton ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  Northeast  corner 
of  the  outlots  of  the  town  of  Hamilton,  which  corner  is  situate  in  the  line 
dividing  sections  two  and  thirty-two ;  thence  North  along  said  section  line 
to  the  bank  of  Old  River ;  thence  Westwardly  down  the  Southern  bank  of 
Old  River  to  a  point  in  the  centre  of  the  Miami  river ;  thence  down  the 
middle  of  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning — and  the  territory  hereby 
added  to  the  limits  of  the  said  town,  shall  be  under  the  authority,  jurisdic- 
tion and  control  of  the  said  corporation  in  the  same  manner  as  the  territory 
heretofore  within  the  limits  of  the  said  town  is  or  may  be. 

Sec  2.  The  town  council  of  the  said  town  of  Hamilton  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  corporation  purposes,  not  exceeding  one 
half  of  one  per  centum,  on  all  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  State  and  county  purposes,  in  such  manner  as  is  or  may 
be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  they  shall  have  power  also,  to  lay  out,  extend, 
open,  widen  or  alter  any  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  roads  or  public  squares  which

may  be  necessary  for  the  public  convenience,  or  (he  improvement  of  the 
said  town ;  provided  compensation  in  damage  shall  be  made  to  the  owner 
of  property  for  any  damage  or  injury  which  they  may  sustain  thereby. 

Sec.  3.  Before  any  property  shall  be  thus  appropriated,  the  town  coun- 
cil shall  make  publication  of  their  intention  so  to  do,  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  said  town,  four  successive  weeks  previous  thereto ;  and  the  said 
town  council  shall  appoint  three  judicious  disinterested  freeholders  in  said 
town,  who  shall  severally  take  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially 
perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act ;  said  freeholders  shall 
assess  the  damage  which  any  owner  of  property  will  sustain  in  consequence 
of  such  laying  out,  extension,  opening,  widening  or  alteration  as  afore- 
said ;  and  they  shall  also  assess  the  benefit  which  results  from  said  im- 
provement to  all  real  property  within  sixty  rods  thereof,  and  shall  apportion 
the  damages  so  assessed  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  expense  of  assessing 
and  collecting  the  same  to  the  several  lots  or  tracts  of  land  within  the  said 
sixty  rods  in  proportion  as  each  will  be  benefitted  by  said  improvement, 
and  shpll  make  return  of  their  proceedings,  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  two 
of  them,  to  the  recorder  of  said  town,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  town  council  shall  give  notice  in  some  newspaper  printed 
in  said  town,  that  such  assessment  and  apportionment  has  been  made,  and 
that  on  a  certain  day  to  be  named  in  said  notice  (which  shall  not  be  less 
than  ten  days  from  the  publication  thereof)  they  will  hear  and  determine 
any  objections  to  the  said  assessment  or  apportionment  which  may  be  filed 
in  writing  previous  to  that  time ;  and  if  no  such  objections  be  made  as  afore- 
said, within  the  time  aforesaid,  then  said  assessment  and  apportionment 
shall  be  confirmed,  and  the  money  shall  be  collected  and  paid  out  accord- 
ingly ;  -but  if  objections  be  made,  the  said  council  may  make  such  fair  and 
reasonable  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  the  respective  parties  as  may  be  right 
and  equitable,  or  they  may  appoint  other  assessors  to  review  and  correct 
the  said  assessment  and  apportionment. 

Sec  5.  The  town  council  may,  by  ordinance  duly  published,  require  the 
owners  of  lots  in  said  town  to  construct  sidewalks  and  gutters  in  front  of 
their  lots,  in  such  manner  and  in  conformity  with  such  grade  as  the  said 
council  may  establish ;  and  if  the  said  owners  do  not,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  ordinance,  construct  the  said  walks  and  gutters, 
the  said  council  may  procure  the  same  to  be  done  and  may  recover  the  a- 
mount  of  the  cost  thereof  in  an  action  of  debt  against  such  owner,  before 
any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction  ;  and  if  such  owner  be  a  non-resi- 
dent, the  costs  of  such  construction  shall  be  certified  to  the  county  auditor 
and  collected  with  the  taxes  upon  such  lot. 

Sec  6.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  regulate 
and  control  by  ordinance  the  speed  of  locomotives  und  rail  road  cars,  while 
passing  through  the  said  town. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  competent  for  any  person  desiring  to  lay  out  or  sub- 
divide lots,  to  employ  for  that  purpose  any  competent  surveyor  to  survey  and 
plat  the  same,  which  plat,  duly  certified  by  the  said  surveyor,  and  acknow- 
ledged by  the  owner  of  the  said  lots,  shall  be  recorded,  and  have  the  same 
validity  as  if  the  same  had  been  surveyed  and  platted  by  the  county  sur- 
veyor.

Sec.  8.  The  mayor  and  trustees  of  the  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  for  their  services  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  day,  to  be 
fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sec  9.  The  auditor  of  Butler  county  shall  levy  such  tax  upon  the  real 
property  specified  in  an  act  to  authorize  the  auditor  of  Butler  county  to  levy 
a  tax  for  certain  purposes,  passed  March  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-five,  which  lies  South  of  High  street,  and  of  the  State  road  leading 
to  Lebanon,  as  shall  be  certified  to  him  by  a  resolution  of  the  maypr  and 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Hamilton,  for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
nine,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  and  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  said  tax  shall  be  appor- 
tioned and  levied  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  said  act  to  authorize  the  au- 
ditor of  Butler  county  to  levy  a  tax  for  certain  purposes,  and  shall  be  ex- 
pended in  filling  up  or  draining  the  ponds  South  of  the  town  of  Hamilton, 
specified  in  the  last  clause  of  the  second  section  of  said  act. 

Sec  10.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  any  ordinance  ne- 
cessary to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Fairport,  shall  have  power  to  make 
all  such  by-laws  as  they  shall  find  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  into  ef- 
fect, all  and  singular,  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  section  of  their  said  act 
of  incorporation,  and  to  appoint  such  additional  officers  and  boards,  with 
such  authority  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  tax  authorized  in  said  section, 
said  town  council  shall  have  authority,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  provide 
by  law  for  the  special  assessment  of  all  property  in  said  town,  subject  by 
the  genera]  laws  of  the  State  to  taxation. 

Sec  3.  Said  town  council  may  at  their  election  provide,  by  law,  for  the

AN  ACT 

For  the  aupport  and  regulation  of  Common  Schools,  in  District  No.  4,  in  Washington 

township,  Preble  countj,  in  this  State. 

Whereas,  The  people  of  Eaton,  within  said  district  heretofore,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  extending  the 
provisions  of  an  act  for  the  support  and  better  regulation  of  common 
schools  in  the  town  of  Akron,  and  the  amendatory  acts  thereto,  to  the 
cities  and  incorporated  towns  of  this  State,  took  upon  themselves  the 
benefits  of  said  act  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  support  and  better  regulation 
of  common  schools  in  the  town  of  Akron." 

And  whereas,  From  experience,  said  act  in  many  respects  has  been  found 
to  be  inconvenient  for  them  in  practice :  Therefore 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  hereafter  the  following  described  territory  in  Washington  township, 
Preble  county,  in  this  State,  shall  be,  and  constitute  school  district  No.  4, 
in  said  township,  to  wit :  beginning  in  the  centre  of  section  two,  in  town- 
ship 7,  of  range  2  East ;  thence  North  with  the  half  section  line  to  the 
Northeast  corner  of  the  Northwest  quarter  of  section  35,  in  township  8  and 
range  aforesaid ;  thence  West  on  the  section  line,  to  the  Northwest  corner 
of  section  34  in  township  8,  range  2  East ;  thence  South  to  the  Southwest 
corner  of  the  Northwest  quarter  of  section  3,  in  township  7,  and  range  2 
East ;  thence  East  on  the  half  section  line,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  said  district,  hereafter,  at  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  annual  election  for  mayor  and  town  council,  with- 
in and  for  the  town  of  Eaton,  in  said  district,  shall  elect  six  directors  of  com- 
mon schools  within  and  for  said  district,  two  of  whom  shall  serve  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years,  the  order  of  seniority  to 
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be  determined  by  lot  by  such  directors,  after  they  are  elected  and  qualified, 
as  hereafter  provided,  and  annually  thereafter,  at  the  time  and  place  above 
specified,  there  shall  in  like  manner,  be  two  directors  selected,  who  shall 
serve  three'  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  town  council,  forthwith  after 
sqch  election,  in  writing,  to  notify  said  directors  of  their  election. 

Sec.  3.     That  said  directors,  within  ten  days  after  their  election,  or 
notice  as  aforesaid,  shall  meet  and  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will 
diligently,  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  as  directors  of 
said  district,  and  especially  carry  out  the  provisions  and  spirit  of  this  act, 
to  the  best  of  their  knowledge,  skill  and  ability  ;  and  thereupon  they  shall 
organize,  by  choosing  from  their  number  a  president  and  a  secretary,  and 
appointing  a  suitable  treasurer,  who,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of 
office,  shall  give  bond  an^l  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  said  directors,  to 
the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  use  of  said  district,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
disbursement  of  all  rnoneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  by  virtue  of  his 
office  —  that  he  shall  forthwith,  upon  the  receipt  of  any  order  or  orders 
from  the  auditor  of  Preble  county,  deposit  with  the  secretary  of  said  board, 
a  copy  of  the  same,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  moreover  account  to  the 
board  for  all  moneys  by  him  received  for  the  use  of  said  school  district  No. 
4,  and  annually,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  as  much  oftener  as  required 
by  said  board,  make  settlement  with  the  said  board,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  his  official  term,  hand  over  all  moneys,  orders,  books,  accounts  or  papers 
belonging  to  said  district,  either  to  his  successor  in  office,  or  to  the  said 
board  of  education ;  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary,  and  when- 
ever the  same  shall  in  any  respect  become  forfeited,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  directors  to  sue  and  collect  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
in  said  district ;  and  the  directors  so  organized  and  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law, 
by  the  name  of  "  the  Board  of  Education  in  School  district  No.  4,"  and 
us  such,  and  by  that  name,  shall  have  the  control  and  disbursement,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  of  all  moneys  accruing  to  said  district,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  common  schools  therein ;  and  the  said  board  shall  be  capable  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  sueing  and  being  sued,  plead  and 
being  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State ;  and  said  board 
shall  be  capable  of  receiving  any  gifts,  grants,  donations  or  devises  made 
for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  district ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board 
to  carefully  examine  all  accounts  presented  for  the  payment  of  money,  and 
if  ascertained  to  be  correct,  to  audit  and  allow  the  same,  and  by  resolution 
direct  the  payment  of  all  moneys,  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
treasurer,  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  president,  countersigned  by 
the  secretary  of  said  board ;  all  vacancies  in  said  board  may  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  residue  of  the  members  thereof,  to  serve  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  the  next  ensuing  election,  when  such  vacan- 
cy shall  be  filled  by  the  electors  of  said  district  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec  4.  That  said  board  shall  hold  their  stated  meetings  at  least  once 
every  month,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  think  proper ;  that  any 
four  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  that  special  meetings  of  the 
board  may  be  called  by  any  member  thereof,  on  giving  two  days  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting ;  but  at  no  such  special  meeting,  except 
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all  the  mertibers  are  present,  shall  pass  any  resolution  touching  sites  for,  or 
building  school  houses,  repairs,  or  the  sale,  or  the  purchase  of  any  property 
for  the  use  of  said  district,  nor  any  financial  resolution  or  order,  unless  the 
two  days  notice  given  as  aforesaid,  refer  to,  and  explain  the  subject  matter 
intended  to  be  acted  upon,  and  there  be  a  quorum  of  four  members  present; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings, resolutions  and  orders  of  the  board. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  education  shall  have  the  entire  management 
and  control  of  all  the  schools  in  said  district,  and  of  all  the  houses,  lands 
and  tenements,  already  provided  and  set  apart  for  school  purposes  in  said 
district,  as  well  as  those  hereafter  to  be  provided  for  the  same  purposes  ; 
all  of  which  in  law  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  pass  to,  and 
be  in  the  possession  of,  the  board  of  education,  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  institute  suit  for  any  damages  done  to  said  property, 
and  which  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  do,  and  recover  the  same  for  the  use  of 
said  district ;  and  all  moneys  accruing  to  said  district,  under  or  from  any 
assessment  or  special  levy  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be  paid  over  by 
the  treasurer  of  Preble  county,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board,  upon  an  order 
drawn  by  the  auditor  of  said  county,  to  that  effect,  and  the  treasurer  of 
said  board  shall  thereupon  deposit  with  the  secretary  of  said  board,  a  receipt 
for  the  amount  of  said  order,  and  the  same  shall  be,  by  said  secretary,  re- 
corded, and  all  amounts  thus  raised,  shall  be  paid  over  upon  the  orders  of 
said  board  as  aforesaid,  and  said  treasurer  shall  annually,  between  the  first 
and  second  Mondays  in  February,  settle  with  the  board,  and  account  to 
them  for  all  moneys  which  may  have  come  into  his  hands  as  such  treasurer, 
and  moreover,  in  the  intermediate  time  make  special  settlements  with  the 
board,  whenever  by  them  required. 

Sec.  6.     That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  education,  to  estab- 
lish within  the  bounds  of  said  district,  three  or  more  common  schools,  to  be 
located  in  different  parts  of  said  district,  so  as  best  to  accommodate  the  in- 
habitants thereof,  in  which  the  rudiments  of  an  English  education  shall  be 
taught,  for  at  least  eight  months  in  each  year,  and  as  much  longer  as  said 
board  may  think  necessary,  for  the  true  interest  and  benefit  of  said  district ; 
and  the  number  of  schools  shall  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  fast  as 
the  board  consider  it  to  be  necessary  for  the  wants  and  convenience  of  said 
district ;  and  for  that  purpose  said  board  may  purchase  lots  or  sites  for 
school  houses  of  suitable  sizes  and  dimensions,  build  houses,  repair  or  im- 
prove those  already  erected  in  said  district,  ornament  or  improve  school  lots 
or  sites  upon  their  own  plans,  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  scholars. 
Sec.  7.     That  said  board  of  education  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  both  teachers  and  pu- 
pils in  the  school  of  said  district ;  to  employ  teachers,  male  or  female,  or  both, 
upon  such  terms  as  said  board  may  think  proper,  and  dismiss  any  or  all,  at 
pleasure ;  to  purchase  all  necessary  books  and  apparatus  for  poor  and  indigent 
children  in  said  district ;  to  select  sites  for  school  houses  and  improve  the 
same  as  aforesaid :  Provided,  that  all  contracts  now  made  in  said  district  for 
school  purposes  shall  be  valid,  and  carried  out  by  said  board  of  education. 
Sec  8.    That  the  board  of  education  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
determine  what  branches  shall  be  taught  in  any,  or  all  of  the  schools  in  said 
district,  and  they  may  exercise  the  power,  at  their  discretion,  to  restrict  the 
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right  of  admission  into  any,  or  all  of  said  schools,  to  the  children,  wards  and ' 
apprentices  of  actual  residents  within  the  limits  of  said  district,  with  power 
to  admit  scholars  from  abroad,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  board 
shall  see  fit  to  prescribe. 

Sec.  9.  That  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  each  year,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  to  make  known  to  the  auditor 
of  Preble  county,  the  amount  in  addition  to  the  common  school  fund  ac- 
cruing to  said  district,  under  the  general  school  laws  of  the  State,  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  school  system,  which  may  be  adopted  by  the 
board,  for  the  current  year,  which  amount  shall  not,  in  any  one  year,  exceed 
three  mills  on  the  dollar,  to  be  assessed  on  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  said  district ;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  audi- 
tor to  assess  the  same  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  district,  as  the  same 
appears  upon  the  grand  list ;  and  the  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the 
county  treasurer,  at  the  same  time  with  State  and  county  taxes,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
board  as  aforesaid. 

Sec  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education,  on  or  be- 
fore the  second  Monday  in  February*  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty,  and  at  the  same  time  thereafter,  in  each  succeeding  year,  to 
make  out  a  report  in  writing,  to  the  electors  of  said  district,  of  all  moneys 
received,  when,  how,  and  for  what  purpose  expended,  and  such  other  in- 
formation in  relation  to  said  schools*  as  they  may  deem  important,  and  have 
the  same  published  for  the  benefit  of  said  district. 

Sec.  11.  All  legal  or  equitable  titles  to  all  lands,  houses,  and  pther 
property  used  for  common  school  purposes  in  said  district,  shall  vest  in  and 
pass  to  the  board  of  education,  and  said  board  shall  have  power  to  sell,  lease 
and  to  convey  in  fee  simple,  any  or  all  of  the  school  houses,  sites  or  lots  in 
said  district,  held  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  to  lease  or  purchase 
any  other  houses,  lots  or  sites,  lands  or  tenements  within  said  district,  for 
the  use  of  common  school  purposes  therein. 

Sec  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  to  appoint 
three  competent  persons  within  said  district,  to  serve  as  school  examiners, 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from  and  after 
the  first  Monday  in  April  next,  and  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed and  qualified,  and  who  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duty,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  whose  duty 
shall  be,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  examine  such  persons  as  may  apply  to  be- 
come teachers  in  said  district,  and  if  they  shall  find  said  applicant  qualified 
to  teach  and  to  govern  a  school,  and  that  he  or  she^sustains  a  good  moral 
character,  which  it  shall  be  their  further  duty  to  examine  into  carefully,  said 
applicant  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  for  which  a  fee  of 
fifty  cents  shall  be  paid  by  said  applicant  to  said  examiners ;  and  no  portion 
of  the  funds  belonging  to  said  district  shall  ever  be  paid  to  any  teachers  for 
services  in  said  district,  unless  such  teacher  shall  first  procure  such  certifi- 
cate and  refer  it  to  the  board  for  examination ;  but  in  all  cases  where  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board  concur,  they  may  at  any  time  dismiss  a  teacher  as  afore- 
said, notwithstanding  he  may  have  procured  such  certificate. 

Sec.  13.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  to  employ 
a  sufficient  number  of  competent  teachers,  males  or  females,  or  both,  for 
said  district,  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  just  and  right,  and  for 
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such  length  of  time  as  they  may  see  proper ;  to  prescribe  all  rules  and  reg- 
ulations ;  to  superintend  the  progress  of  the  scholars  in  said  district,  and 
personally  ascertain  the  order  ahd  government  of  the  scholars ;  to  adopt 
for  the  use  of  said  schools,  such  books  as  they  may  think  best  calculated 
to  advance  the  pupils ;  to  see  that  the  scholars  are  properly  classified  and 
impartially  dealt  with ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  these  ends,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board,  or  some  member  thereof,  to  visit  said  schools  at 
least  once  every  month,  and  as  much  oftener  as  said  board  may  think  advi- 
sable for  the  benefit  of  said  schools,  and  observe  the  discipline,  mode  of 
instruction,  progress  of  the  scholars  in  each  department,  and  such  other 
circumstances  as  they  may  consider  of  interest  to  the  general  advancement 
of  education ;  and  at  such  times,  and  upon  such  occasions  as  the  board 
may  direct,  public  examinations  of  all  the  schools  in  said  district,  and  ex- 
hibitions, may  be  had  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  and  the  teachers 
of  said  schools  respectively.

4,  under  the  general  school  laws  of  the  State,  upon  the  order  of  the  board 
of  education,  to  teachers  of  schools  for  tuition  in  said  district,  under  the 
same  restrictions  as  are  required  by  the  act  entitled  "an  act  to  secure  the 
returns  of  statistics  of  common  schools,"  passed  January  21,  1848. 

Sec.  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  ed- 
ucation to  take  the  enumeration  of  all  the  youths  in  said  district  No.  4,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  general  school  laws  of  the  State,  in  that 
behalf,  and  return  the  same  as  therein  provided,  and  for  which  said  board 
may  allow  him  a  reasonable  compensation. 

Sec.  16.  That  so  much  of  the  general  school  laws,  and  so  much  of  any 
other  laws  of  this  State,  general  or  local,  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  or  any  of  its  provisions,  is  hereby  repealed  as  to  school  district  No.  4, 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec  17.    Any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act. 

Sec  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

To  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  support  and  better  regulation  of  Common  Schools 

in  the  City  of  Columbus,  passed  February  3,  1645. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  said  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to  establish  schools  of  such 
grades  as  they  may  deem  most  for  the  public  interest ;  employ  such  officers 
and  teachers  as  they  may  deem  expedient ;  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  both  teachers  and  scholars,  and  enforce  the  same  by  the 
removal  of  such  teachers  and  the  expulsion  of  such  scholars  as  may  violate 
them ;  determine  the  age  at  which  scholars  may  be  admitted  in  said  schools, 
and  the  period  during  which  they  may  remain  in  each  grade  ;  and  prescribe 
the  terms  upon  which  scholars  who  are  not  residents  of  said  city  may  be 
admitted  into  said  schools  ;  and  do  and  perform  all  other  acts  which  may 
be  necessary  fully  to  accomplish  the  objects  contemplated  by  this,  and  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment ;  and  they  shall  keep  said  schools  in  con- 
stant operation,  except  during  reasonable  vacations,  to  be  by  them  estab- 
lished ;  and  if  the  amount  received  from  the  public  school  fund  is  insuffi- 
cient for  that  purpose,  the  said  board  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  report  to  the  county  auditor  of  Franklin  county  an  esti- 
mate of  the  sum  needed  in  addition,  and  said  auditor  shall  cause  said  sum 
to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city  and  the  same  shall  be 
collected  as  other  school  taxes  are  or  may  be  ;  Provided,  however,  said  sum 
so  reported  shall  not  exceed  one  and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  valu- 
ation of  the  taxable  property  of  said  city. 

Sec  2.  The  county  treasurer  of  Franklin  county  shall  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  board  all  school  funds  which  may  come  into  his  hands,  for 
the  use  of  said  city ;  and  said  city,  whatever  may  be  the  corporate  limits 
thereof,  shall  be  one  school  district* 

Sec.  3.  ft  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  board,  in  the  month 
of  July  in  every  year,  to  report  to  said  city  council  the  amount  of  money 
he  has  received,  how  and  for  what  purpose  it  has  been  expended,  and  such 
other  matters  in  relation  thereto  as  said  council  may  require  ;  and  said  city 
council  shall  cause  such  report  to  be  published,  or  so  much  thereof  as  they 
may  deem  necessary ;  and  said  city  council  may,  annually,  or  oftener,  if 
they  deem  it  expedient,  appoint  a  committee  of  their  own  number  to  ex* 
amine  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  said  treasurer,  and  report  thereon ; 
which  report  said  city  council  shall  also  publish  in  one  or  more  of  the  news- 
papers of  said  city.

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  in  the  month  of  July,  in  each 
year,  to  publish  a  report  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  schools  —  the 
proceedings  of  the  board,  and  such  other  matters  in  relation  thereto  as  they 
may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  keep  the  school  houses  and 
appurtenances  in  good  repair,  and  to  protect  the  same  against  unnecssary 
damage  and  injury. 

Sec.  6.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  rent  suitable  rooms  or  buildings 
for  schools,  whenever  the  buildings  erected  for  that  purpose  shall  be  in- 
sufficient for  such  schools  as  are  now,  or  may  be  established  by  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  the  sites  or  buildings  in  said  city  appropriated  for 
school  purposes  shall  be  insufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools, 
said  board  may  report  the  same  to  said  city  council,  together  with  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  such  site  or  sites,  and  of  such  building  or  buildings  as 
may  be  necessary,  or  either  of  them ;  and  said  council  shall,  on  the  ap- 
proach of  the  next  succeeding  city  election,  cause  a  notice  to  be  given,  con- 
taining the  substance  of  said  report,  in  like  manner  as  is  or  may  be  provided 
by  law  for  giving  notice  of  the  election  in  other  respects,  and  in  such  no- 
tice shall  require  the  voters  of  the  city  to  vote  for  or  against  a  tax  to  raise 
the  amount  specified  in  said  report,  by  placing  on  their  ballots  the  word 
"tax"  or  the  words  "no  tax." 

Sec.  8.  If  at  such  election  a  greater  number  of  votes  shall  be  cast  for 
such  tax  than  against  it,  the  amount  so  reported  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  said  city,  and  if  the  same 
shall  be  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  or  sites,  said  city  council  shall  setect  and 
purchase  such  site  or,  sites  ;  and  if  the  same  be  for  the  erection  of  build- 
ings the  said  board  shall  report  to  the  city  council  a  plan  and  specification 
of  such  building  or  byildings,  and  said  council  shall  proceed  to  ereet  the 
same  according  to  such  plan  and  specifications  and  under  the  supervision  of 
said  board ;  and  if  at  such  election  a  greater  number  of  votes  shall  be  given 
against  such  tax  than  for  it,  the  same  notice  6hall  be  given  and  the  same 
vote  taken  at  each  succeeding  election  until  such  tax  shall  be  authorized  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  Said  board  shall  annually  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  take 
an  enumeration  of  all  persons  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  over 
the  age  of  four  years  and  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  pay  such 
person  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

Sec.  10.  The  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  is  hereby  further  a- 
mended,  by  substituting  the  word  "city"  for  the  word  "town,"  and  the  words 
"public  schools"  for  the  words  "common  schools,"  wherever  the  same  occur. 
Sec.  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  sec- 
tions 4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  12  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed ; 
Provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  repealing,  or  in 
any  wise  affecting  an  act  passed  February  24,  1848,  providing  for  the  edu- 
cation of  black,  mulatto  and  colored  children.

To  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  Western  Reserve  school  lands. 

Whereas,  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve, 
have  assented  to  the  sale  of  certain  lands  granted  by  the  act  of  Congress 
of  June  19th,  1834,  to  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  support  of  schools  in 
said  Connecticut  Western  Reserve  ;  Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  three  appraisers  be  appointed  by  joint  resolution  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, to  view  and  appraise  in  separate  parcels  by  lot,  the  lands  aforesaid, 
lying  in  the  counties  of  Defiance,  Henry,  Williams,  Paulding,  Van  Wert 
and  Putnam,  or  elsewhere,  and  to  return  their  appraisal  to  the  office  of  the 
auditor  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  the  first  day  of  July  next ;  said  appraisers 
to  receive,  including  all  expenses,  $4  00  per  day  for  their  services. 

Sec  2.  An  agent  for  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  appointed  by  a  joint 
resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  before  entering  upon  his  duties  he 
shall  give  bonds  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  the  sum  of  $25,000,  with  two 
securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  common  pleas  of  Erie  county,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  for  his  faithful  accounting  for 
.and  payment  of  moneys,  and  shall  take  an  oath  of  office.  He  shall  keep 
his  office  at  Defiance,  in  Defiance  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  open 
not  less  than  three  years  from  the  time  the  said  office  shall  be  first  opened, 
unless  said  lands  shall  be  sooner  disposed  of. 

Sec  3.  Said  agent  shall  obtain  from  the  auditor  of  State  a  certified 
copy  of  the  appraisments,  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  made.  He  shall  proceed  to 
offer  said  lands  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  the  court  house  in 
Defiance  county.  Public  notice  of  such  sale  shall  be  given,  by  publication 
for  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  Columbus,  Cleveland,  Dayton, 
Toledo  and  Defiance.     Such  sale  shall  continue  open  at  least  five  days. 

Sec  4.  Said  lands  shall  not  be  sold  for  a  less  sum  than  the  appraisal : 
one  fourth  part  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the  sale. 
If  the  purchaser  require,  the  remaining  purchase  money  may  be  paid  in 
three  equal  annual  payments,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  on 
the  money  unpaid,  to  be  annually  computed  and  paid.  In  case  each  pay- 
ment and  the  accruing  interest  and  taxes  shall  not  be  punctually  paid,  the 
purchaser's  title  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  land  shall  revert  to  the  State, 
upon  the  original  trusts,  and  the  purchaser's  interest  be  wholly  extinguished. 
Sec  5.  The  lands  not  sold  at  public  sale  pursuant  to  the  above  pro- 
visions, shall  be  open  to  entry  upon  the  terms  above  prescribed,  but  no  land 
forfeited  for  non-payment  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  sold  at  private 
sale  for  a  less  price  than  the  amount  due  on  the  former  sale. 

Sec  6.  Said  agent  shall  procure  from  the  auditor  of  State  suitable  ac- 
count books,  and  shall  keep  full  accounts  and  records  of  his  proceedings, 
in  forms  to  be  prescribed  by  the  said  auditor.  He  shall  give  certificates  to 
purchasers,  of  entries  and  payments,  and  on  final  payment  shall  issue  his 
final  certificate  to  the  auditor  of  State,  specifying  the  land  sold,  the  price, 
the  payments,  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser.  Such  certificate  shall  be 
examined  and  allowed  by  the  auditor,  and  upon  his  allowance,  the  Gover- 
nor is  authorized  to  convey  said  lands  to  the  purchaser,  his  legal  represen- 
tatives or  assigns,  to  hold  in  fee  simple.

Sec.  7.  The  agent  shall  make  returns,  quarterly,  to  the  auditor  of  State, 
of  the  lands  sold,  prices,  terms  of  sale,  and  names  of  the  purchasers.

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er  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  implead-

The  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Scioto  and  San- 
dusky annual  conferences,  with  any  other  that  may  be  added  thereto  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  third  section  of  this  act,  each  annual  conference  appoint- 
ing three  trustees.  All  annual  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  above 
provided  ;  the  occasional  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences  usually  taught  in  colleges,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  have  an  ac- 
ademical department  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  the  various  branches 
of  academical  education  and  general  knowledge,  not  included  in  the  usual 
collegiate  course. 

Sec  6.  The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  president,  professors  and  tutors, 
to  constitute  the  faculty  of  the  college,  and  to  be  charged  with  its  govern- 
ment and  instruction  ;  they  shall  also  appoint  other  officers,  instructors,  and 
agents,  as  they  shall  be  needed,  and  as  provision  may  be  made  for  their 
support ;  and  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  or  either  of  the  faculty,  or 
other  officers,  instructors,  or  agents,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  and  to 
fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  said  faculty,  or  among  said  officers, 
instructors,  or  agents.  They  shall  also  prescribe  the  course  of  studies  and 
instruction  to  be  pursued  in  the  university,  and  in  the  academical  depart- 
ment which  may  be  connected  with  it ;  may  procure  funds  for  the  endow- 
ment of  professorships,  the  erection  of  buildings  to  be  used  for  college  pur- 
poses, the  purchase  of  lands,  mechanical  implements,  &c,  wherewith  to 
connect  the  manual  labor  system  with  said  university,  tiie  purchase  of  books, 
charts,  chemical,  philosophical  and  astronomical  apparatus,  and  for  what- 
ever else  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosperity  of  the  institution,  and  shall 
faithfully  apply  what  they  may  receive  by  donation,  or  otherwise,  to  these 
purposes :  Provided,  that  all  donations,  bequests,  &c,  shall  be  applied  in 
accordance  with  the  designs  expressed  by  the  donors :  Provided,  also,  that 
none  of  the  property  or  funds  of  the  institution  shall  be  used  for  banking 
purposes,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

Sec.  7.  The  trustees  shall  meet  annually,  and  oftener  if  need  be ;  the 
annual  meetings  to  be  appointed  by  the  board,  and  the  special  meetings  to 
be  called  by  the  president.  Five  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business.  The  first  meeting  of  the  board  shall  be  held  in  Westerville,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  March  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act ;  at  which 
time  the  board  shall  be  organized  by  choosing  a  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  trustees 
of  the  Otterbein  University  to  confer  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usu- 
ally conferred  by  colleges,  until  it  shall  have  obtained  property,  either  real 
or  personal,  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  value,  to  be  estimated 
by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  of  the  county  of  Franklin,  who  shall  ijp 
chosen  by  the  auditor  of  said  county,  and  shall  report  to  him,  by  whom  the 
same  shall  be  preserved.  * 
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Sec.  9.     The  act- entitled  "an  act  to  incorporate  the  Blendon    Young 
Men's  Seminary,"  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  Jadson  College,  at  Jefferson,  in  the  county  of  Harrison. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  college  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the 
various  branches  of  useful  knowledge,  Robert  H.  Sedwick,  Thomas  Pilchor, 
George  W.  Duffield, Gideon  Seymour,  George  C.  Sedwick,  William  Sedwick, 
William  Dunlap,  Jr.,  Jacob  Hoobler,  Levi  Benedick,  Thomas  Gilham,  Price 
Cornwell,  John  Kasley,  Arrison  Shotwell,  citizens  of  Ohio,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  with  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire,  hold 
and  convey  prbperty,  both  real  and  personal,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common 
seal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  confer  on  those  whom  they 
may  deem  worthy,  all  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  by 
colleges,  and  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to  time'all  such  by-laws  as  shall 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  institution :  Provided,  such 
by-laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  this  State. 

Sec  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "  Board  of  Directors  of  Judson  College,"  and  the 
college  shall  be  styled  "  Judson  College,"  and  shall  be  located  at  Jefferson, 
in  Harrison  county. 

Sec  3-  The  officers  of  the  college  shall  be  a  president,  treasurer,  and 
secretary,  to  perform  the  duties  usually  performed  by  such  officers ;  the 
number  of  directors  shall  not  be  less  than  eleven,  nor  more  than  twenty-one, 
exclusive  of  the  president  of  the  college,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors ;  five  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec  4.  The  treasurer  shall  be  styled  "  Treasurer  of  Judson  College," 
and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  give  bonds  for  the  se~ 
curity  of  the  corporation  and  the  public  in  such  penal  sum  and  with  such 
securities  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  directors. 

J^ec.  5.  The  said  college  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
nces  usually  taught  in  colleges,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  have  an  academ- 
ical department  for  the  instruction  of  students  in  the  various  branches  of 
academical  education  and  general  knowledge  not  included  in  the  usual 
collegiate  course. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  president,  professors, 
and  tutors,  to  constitute  the  faculty  of  the  college  and  to  be  charged  with 
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its  government  and  instruction  ;  they  shall  also  appoint  other  officers,  in- 
structors and  agents  as  they  shall  be  needed ;  and  a  provision  may  be  made 
for  their  support ;  and  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  or  either  of  the  fac- 
ulty or  other  officers,  instructors  or  agents,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons, 
and  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  said  board  of  directors,  in  said 
faculty  or  among  said  officers,  instructors  and  agents;  the  board  of  direc- 
tors shall  also  prescribe  the  course  of  studies  and  instruction  to  be  pursued 
in  the  college  and  in  the  academical  department  which  may  be  connected 
with  it,  procure  funds  for  endowment  of  professorships,  the  erection  of 
buildings  to  be  used  as  colleges,  edifices,  or  additions  thereto  ;  the  purchase 
of  books,  charts,  chemical,  philosophical  and  astronomical  apparatus,  and 
for  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  the 
college,  and  shall  faithfully  apply  what  they  receive  to  these  purposes : 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  case  any  donation  or  other  bequest  shall  be 
made  to  the  college  for  purposes  accordant  with  its  design,  and  the  board 
of  directors  shall  accept  or  receive  the  same,  every  such  donation  or  bequest 
shall  be  applied  in  conformity  with  the  conditions  or  designs  expressed  by 
the  donor,  as  far  as  may  be,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act :  Provided, 
that  none  of  the  property  or  funds  of  this. institution  shall  be  used  for  bank- 
ing purposes,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  meet  annually,  and  oftener  if  ne- 
cessary ;  they  shall  also  hold  special  meetings  at  the  request  of  any  three 
members  of  the  board,  and  in  case  of  special  meetings  notice  shall  be  given 
to  each  member  of  the  board  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of  said  meet- 
ing ;  the  first  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  professor's  house,  at  the  town  of 
Jefferson,  Harrison  county,  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  after  the  passage  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  board 
of  directors  of  Judson  College  to  confer  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are 
usually  conferred  by  colleges  until  it  shall  have  obtained  property  either 
real  or  personal,  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  value,  to  be  esti- 
mated by  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county  of  Harrison,  who 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  auditor  of  said  county,  and  make  report  to  the  audi- 
tor, by  whom  the  same  shall  be  preserved. 

Sec  9.  The  "  board  of  directors  of  Muhlenburg  College  are  hereby 
authorized  to  transfer  and  convey  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Judson 
College"  incorporated  by  this  act,  all  the  rights,  franchises  and  property, 
real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the  former,  and  from  the  time  of  such  trans- 
fer the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  conferred  upon  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  Muhlenburg  College  by  the  act  incorporating  the  same,  passed  Jan- 
uary 11,  1848,  shall  vest  in  the  board  of  directors  of  Judson  College,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  they  may  be  varied  by  this  act.

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AN  ACT 


To  incorporate  the  Farmington  Normal  School,  in  the  county  of  Trumbull. 

Whereas,  the  citizens  of  Farmington,  Trambull  county,  and  its  vicinity, 
have  associated  themselves  together,  and  have  received  by  donation  an 
eligible  site  in  said  Farmington,  containing  about  five  and  one  half  acres 
of  land,  and  have  already,  by  voluntary  subscription,  raised  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  suitable  buildings,  purchasing  apparatus,  books,  &c,  for  estab- 
lishing a  Normal  school  in  said  Farmington,  one  great  object  of  which 
school  is  a  thorough  education  of  common  or  elementary  shool  teachers 
of  both  sexes,  and  to  secure  a  course  of  intellectual  and  moral  discipline 
to  the  youth  of  our  country ;  and  as  they  have  so  far  organized  as  to 
make  choice  of  trustees,  secretary  and  treasurer  ;  and  whereas,  said  as- 
sociation cannot  conveniently  carry  into  execution  its  laudable  designs 
without  an  act  to  incorporate  its  members  and  a  conversion  of  its  prop- 
erty and  subscription  list  into  the  form  of  transferable  stock  —  Therefore, 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Edwin  Loveland,  David  Belden,  Chauncey  Taft,  Newton  Wolcott, 
William  S.  Griffith,  Austin  D.  Kibbee,  Epaphroditus  Fuller,  Joseph  H. 
Wolcott,  Hiram  Loveland,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of  the  "  Farmington 
Normal  School,"  and  as  such  shall  remain  and  have  perpetual  succession 
with  power  forthwith  to  convert  the  amount  subscribed  by  each  individual 
constituting  said  association  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  trans- 
ferable by  assignment  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  by  the  owner,  or  in 
case  of  his  or  her  death,  by  their  executors  or  administrators,  and  all  the 
real  or  personal  estate  now  held  and  owned  by  said  association  shall  be 
held  and  owned  by  said  corporation,  which  corporation  shall  be  capable  in 
law  of  receiving  and  disposing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,  and  of  re- 
ceiving, acquiring  and  holding  either  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  purchase  or  oth- 
erwise, any  real  or  personal  estate,  in  trust  for  said  corporation,  (not  ex- 
ceeding in  amount,  at  any  one  time,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,)  and 
may  sell,  convey  or  transfer  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation. 

Sec  2.  Said  corporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  competent  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended  in  any  court  of  law  and  equity  in  the  State  of 
Ohio ;  they  may  have  a  common  seal  and  may  alter  or  change  the  same  at 
pleasure,  and  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  articles, 
regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  or  expe- 
dient for  the  proper  management  of  the  financiaband  prudential  affairs  of 
said  Normal  school. 

Sec  3.  That  the  stockholders  of  said  association,  who  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  stockholders  of  this  incorporation,  or  so  many  of  them  as  see 
fit,  with  their  successors,  shall  annually  meet  on  the  second  Monday  in 
April,  and  shall  then  and  there,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  four  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  elect  by  ballot,  from  among  the  stockholders,  a  board  of  trustees  of 
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not  less  than  five  or  more  than  fifteen  in  number,  who  shall  serve  for  one 
year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected,  and  said  board  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  until  the  next  annual 
election  ;  may  choose  from  their  number  a  president,  who  shall  act  as  pre- 
siding officer  (if  present)  of  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  and  board  of 
trustees ;  also,  a  secretary  and  treasurer  who  shall  serve  until  their  succes- 
sors are  chosen. 

Sec.  4.  Said  board  of  trustees,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  shall  make  all  purchases,  sales  and 
contracts  that,  in  their  opinion,  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  ben- 
efit of  said  school ;  may  make,  ordain  and  carry  into  effect  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  good  government  of 
said  school,  and  shall  have  power  to  expel  any  student  or  students  for  disorder- 
ly or  immoral  conduct,  and  to  confer  on  those  they  may  deem  worthy,  such 
honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  in  similar  institutions,  and  they 
shall  faithfully  apply  all  funds  by  them  collected  or  received,  according  to 
their  best  judgment,  in  erecting  suitable  buildings,  supporting  the  necessary 
officers,  instructors  and  agents,  and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts,  and 
other  apparatus  necessary  to  the  well  being  and  success  of  said  school ;  and 
all  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  conveyance  shall  be  made  by  order  of  a 
majority  of  the  trustees,  signed  and  sealed  by  the  president,  and  by  him  ac- 
knowledged in  his  official  capacity. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  now  owns  or  may  hereafter  take  stock  in  the 
Farmington  Normal  school,  shall  be  a  stockholder  in  this  corporation  to  the 
amount  of  stock  by  him  or  her  subscribed,  and  shall  oe  entitled  to  one  vote, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  for  every  share  possessed,  and  said  corporation 
may  collect  its  stock  in  its  own  name  by  action  of  debt  in  any  court  having 
competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  6.  While  the  great  object  of  said  Normal  school  is  a  thorough  ed- 
ucation of  common  or  elementary  school  teachers  of  both  sexes,  in  letters 
and  the  natural  sciences,  and  to  secure  a  course  of  intellectual  and  moral 
discipline  to  the  youth  of  our  country,  still  the  particular  tenets  or  creed  of 
any  religious  sect  or  denomination  are  never  to  be  taught  or  enforced  in 
said  school. 

Sec  7.  That  a  failure  to  elect  trustees  at  the  annual  election  shall  not 
affect  this  charter  or  the  corporation,  but  on  such  failure,  or  for  any  other 
purpose,  a  majority  of  the  trustees  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
by  posting,  up  written  or  printed  notices,  stating  the  object  of  such  meeting, 
at  three  public  places  in  said  township  of  Farmington,  two  weeks  preceding 
such  meeting.

To  incorporate  the  Springfield  Female  Seminary,  in  the  county  of  Clark. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  S.  Galloway,  of  Clark  county,  James  Coe,  of  Butler  county, 
Noah  Bishop,  of  Clark  county,  S.  Newell,  of  Warren  county,  M.  Russell, 
of  Clark  county,  Joseph  Barnett,  of  Montgomery  county,  Robert  Rodgers, 
David  King  and  S.  Mason,  of  Clark  county,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  "Springfield  Female  Seminary,"  to  be  located  in  the  town  of  Spring- 
field, in  the  county  of  Clark  ;  and  by  that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  power  to  eontract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
to  answer  and  be  answered  unto  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  to  ac- 
quire, possess  and  enjoy,  sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, and  shall  possess  all  powers  and  privileges  usually  incident  to  simi- 
lar corporations  ;  Provided,  that  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars 
each  ;  no  part  of  which  capital  shall  ever  be  appropriated  or  used  otherwise 
than  to  the  purposes  of  education. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  corporate  concerns  of  said  seminary  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors  consisting  of  nine  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  president  of  the  board,  and  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business ;  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  Miami  Presbytery,  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  personsr named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed directors  until  others  shall  be  elected  to  fill  their  places.  The  board 
of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body  by  ap- 
pointment, and  the  person  or  persons  thus  appointed  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice until  the  next  annual  election  of  directors. 

Sec  3.  That  at  the  spring  session  of  the  Miami  Presbytery  to  be  hol- 
den  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  said  Presbytery  shall  elect  nine 
directors,  who  shall  divide  themselves  into  three  equal  classes,  by  lot  or 
otherwise  ;  the  first  class  shall  hold  their  offices  three  years ;  the  second 
class,  two  years ;  and  the  third  class,  one  year  ;  after  which  there  shall  be 
elected  by  said  Presbytery,  at  its  annual  spring  session,  three  directors  to 
fill  the  vacancies  occasioned  by  the  arrangement  of  said  directors  into  clas- 
ses as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  and  estab- 
lish such  rules  and  by-laws,  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  of  this  State,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  think  exr 
pedient  and  necessary  for  the  proper  regulation  of  said  corporation  and 
management  of  said  seminary ;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  secreta- 
ry and  treasurer,  whether  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  belong  to 
their  own  body  or  not,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties ;  they  shall  have  power  to  direct  what 
branches  of  literature,  and  of  the  arts  and  sciences  shall  be  taught  in  said 
institution  ;  to  employ  such  professors  and  teachers,  allow  them  such  com- 
pensation, and  continue  them  such  length  of  time  as  they  may  judge  proper ; 
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to  regulate  the  admision  and  government  of  the  students  of  said  seminary ; 
to  expel  any  disorderly  student ;  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  be  occa- 
sioned by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any  officer  of  said  corporation ; 
to  elect  honorary  members,  who  shall  have  seats  in  the  board  of  directors 
and  be  admitted  to  take  part  in  the  discussions  therein,  but  not  to  have  a 
vote  ;  and  to  appoint  an  executive  committee  from  their  own  body,  or  other- 
wise, consisting  of  not  more  than  five  members,  and  prescribe  their  duties. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  and  use 
a  corporate  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  and  also  that  the 
principal  teacher  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  board  of  directors,  to  confer,  under  the  corporate  seal,  degrees  and  tes- 
timonials of  attainment  in  each  and  every  branch  of  learning  which  may  be 
taught  in  said  institution. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  writing  that  may  be  re- 
quired to  carry  into  effect  any  contract  made  by  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
be  executed  by  the  president  of  the  board,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  said  Springfield  Female  Seminary. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  may 
be  subscribed  for  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  prescribe, 
and  be  paid  in  such  installments  as  their  by-laws  may  direct,  and  shall  be 
transferable  on  the  books  of  said  corporation  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  White  and  John  King,  their  associates  and  successors  in  office, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  an  Invalid's  Hospital  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  "Cincinnati  Medical  Institute,"  for  and  during 
the  term  of  fifty  years,  next  ensuing  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  capable 
of  sueingand  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  be- 
ing defended  in  any  of  the  Courts  of  this  State. 

.  Sec  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  a  common  seal,  which 
they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and  that  they  shall  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase, hold  and  dispose  of  property  in  their  corporate  capacity,  real  and 
personal,  by  purchase,  gift,  grant  or  otherwise,  and  all  property,  real  and 
personal,  held  by  purchase,  gift,  grant  or  otherwise,  shall  be  for  the  sole  and 
inalienable  right  and  use  of  the  said  Cincinnati  Medical  Institute,  and  for 
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no  other  purpose  whatever ;  Provided,  that  the  capital  stock  of  said  Insti- 
tute shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  said 
corporation  may  divide  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  form  a  constitution 
and  by-laws  for  its  government ;  to  prescribe  rules  for  the  admission  of  its 
patients ;  to  fix  the  number  and  titles  of  its  officers,  trustees  and  agents,  and 
define  their  powers  and  duties;  to  fix  the  time  and  place  of  its  annual  and  other 
meetings,  and  all  other  powers  necessary  to  the  efficient  management  of  its 
concerns ;  Provided,  that  the  constitution,  by-laws  and  regulations  of  said 
corporation  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  invalids  or  patients  who  may  become  inmates  of  the 
Cincinnati  Medical  Institute,  shall  at  all  times  have  the  unrestrained  and  un- 
disturbed right  and  privilege  of  employing  as  their  medical  adviser  and  at- 
tendant, any  physician  or  physicians  authorized  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery ;  Provided,  such  physicians  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Institution. 

Sec.  5.  .  That  each  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  liable  in  his  individ- 
ual capacity  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  value  of  his  stock,  for  debts 
contracted  by  the  corporation,  while  he  may  be  or  shall  have  been  a  stock* 
holder  in  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  That  this  corporation  shall  not  possess  banking  powers,  and 
shall  report  annually  to  this  Legislature,  a  full  and  minute  account  of  all  the 
cases  admitted,  the  diseases,  attending  physicians,  and  result  of  treatment, 
or  how  otherwise  disposed  of.  And  said  annual  report  shall,  for  ten  days 
previous  to  its  being  forwarded  to  this  Legislatare,  be  open  to  the  examina* 
tion  of  all  those*  physicians  who  have  attended  patients  in  the  Cincinnati 
Medical  Institute  during  the  previous  year,  that  they  may,  if  dissatisfied 
with  that  portion  of  the  report  relative  to  their  individual  patients,  make  a 
counter  report,  and  which  counter  report  shall  accompany  the  regular  an- 
nual report  to  this  Legislature.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Orrin  N.  Sage,  Daniel  Cheever,  Rensselaer  W.  Lee,  Charles  Grant, 
Thomas  H.  Parker,  James  M.  Guitteau,  Samuel  Trevor,  David  Anderson, 
and  Uriah  Gregory,  together  with  such  persons  as  may  be  hereafter  associa- 
ted with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body 

34 — L.  L. 
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corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  the  Walnut  Street  Baptist 
Church  of  Cincinnati,'9  with  perpetual  succession,  and  capacity  of  Contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  sueing  and  being  sued,  answering  and  being 
answered,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being  defended, 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  ;  and  may  also  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  break,  renew,  and  alter  at  pleasure ;  subject,  however,  to 
such  alterations,  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  legislature  may  from  time 
to  time  deem  expedient. 

Sec  2.  The  said  church  shall  be  capable  in  law,  in  their  corporate 
name  aforesaid,  of  having,  receiving,  acquiring,  and  holding,  either  by  gift, 
grant,  devise,  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  necessary 
for  a  convenient  meeting  house,  and  place  of  public  worship,  for  a  grave 
yard,  dwelling  for  their  minister,  and  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  their 
mode  of  worship :  Provided,  that  the  clear  apnual  income  shall  not  exceed 
two  thousand  dollars ;  and  all  property  of  whatsoever  kind  acquired  by  said 
corporation,  shall  be  held  in  trust,  under  the  management  and  at  the  dispo- 
sal thereof,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  elected,  on  the  Tuesday  evening  before  the 
fourth  sabbath  in  December  next,  and  en  the  Tuesday  evening  before  the 
fourth  sabbath  iir  December  each  year  thereafter,  by  the  male  members  of 
the  said  corporation,  who  shall  be  regular  standing  members  of  said  church, 
three  trustees,  and  a  treasurer  and  a  clerk  for  said  trustees,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected ;  and 
if  for  any  cause  an  election  should  not  be  held  on  the  day  appointed,  said 
corporation  shall  not  thereby,  be  dissolved,  but  an  election  may  be  held  at 
any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  assembled  for  that  purpose,  and  all 
elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  4.  All  meetings  of  the  corporation,  either  for  the  election  of  offi- 
cers, or  for  other  purposes,  shall  be  called  by  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  who  shall  cause  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting 
to  be  put  up  at  the  meeting  house  door,  or  by  publishing  the  same  in  church, 
at  some  stated  meeting,  at  least  ten  days  before  such  election  shall  be  held 
or  business  transacted.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Joseph  Sullivant,  William  Bambrough,  George  H.  Walcutt,  George 
Frankenberg,  Joseph  H.  Riley,  Joseph  Ridgway  Jr.,  Joseph  R.  Scroggs, 
A.  W.  Perley,  A.  A.  Bliss,  Charles  Eagan,  R.  Hume  Jr.,  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  "  The  Columbus  Art  Union." 

Sec  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish  a  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  for  its  government,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same ; 
Provided,  such  constitution  and  by-laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State ;  to  designate  the  number, 
power  and  duties  of  its  officers ;  to  regulate  the  terms  of  admission  of  its 
several  members ;  it  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  be  capable  of  holding

Sec.  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power,  at  such  times  as  it  may

donations  of  real  and  personal  estate  and  money,  for  the  establishment  of 
a  gallery  of  works  of  art  for  public  exhibition.

To  incorporate  the  Ohio  Education  Society  of  the  Erangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Jacob  Leist,  C.  G.  Schweizerbarth,  William  F.  Lehman n,  James  Man- 
ning, Benjamin  Pope,  Philip  Gast,  John  Conley,  Gustavus  Machold,  Fred- 
erick Bentz  and  Lewis  Heyl,  and  their  associates,  an  organized  society  of 
members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  under  the  name  of  the  Ohio 
Education  society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  beand  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  said  name  of  their  said  society, 
with  perpetual  succession  ;  and  by  said  corporate  name  shall  be  legally  ca- 
pable of  contracting  and  of  prosecuting  and  defending  suits  both  at  law  and 
in  chancery,  and  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  education,  and  no  other,  shall 
be  legally  capable  of  acquiring  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  or  either 
of  them,  either  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  grant  or  legacy,  and  of  holding, 
enjoying  and  disposing  of  the  same,  and  also  of  all  property  of  which  the 
said  society  is  now  the  legal  and  rightful  owner,  and  shall  also  have  power 
to  enforce  by  legal  process  in  their  said  corporate  name,  the  payment  of  all 
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lawful  and  rightful  claims  contracted  with  said  society  previous  to  the  pass- 
age of'this  act ;  Provided,  that  the  annual  income  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish 
a  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  such  other  regulations  for  its  government 
as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter  and  amend  the  same  at  pleasure,  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal ;  Provided,  that  such  constitution,  by- 
laws and  regulations  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitutions  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  provided  further,  that 
so  much  of  the  constitution/  by-laws  and  regulations  of  said  society,  here- 
tofore adopted,  and  now  in  force,  as  are  consistent  with  the  said  constitu- 
tions and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  State  of  Ohio,  shall  continue  in 
force  under  this  act,  until  the  said  corporation  shall  lawfully  amend,  alter 
or  repeal  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  present  organization  of  said  society,  so  far  as  the  same 
is  consistent  with  this  act,  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  regarded  as  an  organization  under  this  act,  with- 
out any  subsequent  special  action  of  said  society  with  regard  thereto ;  and 
the  said  corporation  may  establish  all  necessary  and  proper  aids  for  the  pro- 
motion of  its  said  object.

AN  ACT 

To  confirm  the  charter  of  the  Covington  and  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company,  incorporated  by 
an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  passed  February  17th,  1846,  with  certain 
limitations. 

Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  on 
the  seventeenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  enacted  the  following  statute,  to  wit : 

"  Sec  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  That  James  Goodloe,  George  Carlisle,  E.  Foot,  Robert  Bu- 
chanan, Thomas  H.  Minor  and  W.  S.  Johnston,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 
James  G.  Arnold,  John  S.  Finley,  John  B.  Casey,  Charles  A.  Withers, 
Herman  J.  Groesbeck,  Frederick  E.  Gedge,  John  McNickle,  George  M. 
Southgate  and  Mortimer  M.  Benton,  of  the  city  of  Covington,  with  their 
associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  the  Covington  and  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  constructing  a  bridge  across  the  Ohio  river,  be- 
tween the  cities  of  Covington  and  Cincinnati ;  and  they  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors  shall  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession!  and  by 
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that  name  and  style,  are  hereby  made  as  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons, 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, answer  and  be  answered*  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere,  in  all 
courts  of  law  or  equity ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter  and  amend  at  pleasure ;  they  shall  also  have  the  pow- 
er to  purchase  and  hold  as  much  real  estate  as  will  be  necessary  for  the 
site  of  said  bridge,  or  the  sites  for  piers,  abutments,  toll-houses  and  suita- 
ble avenues  leading  to  said  bridge ;  also,  to  borrow  money  not  exceeding 
the  capital  stock  mentioned  in  this  act,  but  not  to  have  or  exercise  the  priv- 
ilege of  loaning  or  issuing  bills  or  notes  on  banking  principles ;  also,  to  or- 
dain and  establish  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  well  being  and  government  of  the  corporation,  not  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  State  of  Ohio,  nor  the  United 
States, 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  three  thousand  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for  and  sold  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  That  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the 
confirmation  of  the  same  by  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  persons  before  named, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  cause  a  public  advertisement  to  be  made  of  the 
time  and  place  of  opening  the  books  of  subscription  to  the  stock  of  said 
company,  which  books  shall  be  kept  open,  under  the  direction  of  said  per- 
sons, or  a  majority  of  them,  npt  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days. 
If,  however,  at  the  closing  of  the  subscription,  it  shall  be  found  that  a  great- 
er number  of  shares  than  three  thousand  have  been  taken,  then,  and  in  that 
case,  the  persons  before  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  shares  in  an  equitable  and  just  proportion  among  the 
subscribers,  not  reducing  any  one  below  five  shares ;  and  they  shall  have 
the  right  to  demand  and  receive,  from  every  person  subscribing  for  the  stock 
of  said  company,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  nor  less  than  one  dollar  on  each 
share  subscribed  at  the  time  of  making  the  subscription ;  and  no  subscrip- 
tion shall  be  deemed  valid,  unless  payment  is  made,  if  required  by  the  con- 
dition of  the  subscription. 

Sec  4.  That  whenever  one  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
the  said  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  advertise  a  meeting  of  the 
subscribers  at  Covington,  giving  at  least  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting ;  and  the  stockholders  shall  thereupon  proceed  to 
elect  a  president  and  six  directors,  and  those  persons  mentioned  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  who  shall  not  then  be  shareholders,  shall  also  proceed 
to  fix  what  compensation  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive,  if  any  be  allowed ;  also  to  ordain  and  adopt  any  such  by-laws 
for  the  permanent  organization  of  the  said  corporation  as  they  may  deem 
needful ;  at  which  meeting  each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share,  to  the  number  of  fifteen,  and  to  one  vote  for  every  five 
shares  over  fifteen  to  the  number  of  fifty,  and  to  one  vote  for  every  ten 
shares  exceeding  fifty,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  or  general  meetings 
of  the  stockholders,  no  shares  shall  be  voted  on  that  have  not  stood  in  the 
name  of  the  person  claiming  to  vote,  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the 
day  of  election  or  meeting ;  and  that  the  shares  in  said  company  may  be 
voted  on  by  proxies  duly  recorded,  conforming  to  the  foregoing  regulations. 
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Sec  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  first  chosen  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  Monday  in  March,  in  each  year.  The  stockholders  of 
said  company  shall  meet  at  their  office  in  Covington,  or  at  some  place  to  be 
designated  by  the  president,  and  then  proceed  to  elect  a  president  and  six 
directors,  who  shall  be  shareholders  and  residents  of  the  States  of  Ken- 
tucky and  Ohio,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  elected  ;  public  notice  of  such  elections  and  meetings  shall  be 
given  by  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  company,  in  some  newspaper  in  Cov- 
ington and  Cincinnati,  at  least  fifteen  days  previous  thereto.  At  the  an- 
nual meetings  a  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  made  out 
by  the  president  and  directors,  and  presented  to  such  meeting,  and  such 
dividends  of  the  profits  declared  as  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  said  president  and  directors,  and  the  president  and  three  directors 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
president,  any  four  of  the  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  president  pro 
tern.  The  president  and  directors,  after  they  have  been  duly  elected  as 
aforesaid,  may  make  such  assessments  on  the  shares  of  said  company  as 
are  subscribed,  payable  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  advisable ;  with 
such  conditions  of  forfeiture  for  non-compKance,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
of  the  stock  delinquent,  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  are  to  open  and 
renew  the  subscription  for  the  shares  not  already  subscribed,  or  sell  them, 
and  any  forfeited  shares,  as  they  may  think  best  for  the  company :  Provi- 
ded, however,  that  no  stock  be  sold  by  them  for  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof. 

Sec  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  to  ap- 
point a  clerk  or  secretary,  and  cause  a  record  of  their  proceedings  to  be 
kept ;  they  may  also  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents 
as  they  may  think  needful  for  promoting  said  undertaking,  and  allow  them 
such  compensation  as  they  may  agree  on,  to  make  contracts,  and  to  do  all 
things  necessary  to  carry  them  into  immediate  effect ;  and  to  require  and 
take  such  bonds,  or  other  surety,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  from  any  per- 
sons they  may  so  appoint  or  contract  with;  and  in  the  event  of  death,  or 
resignation,  or  vacancy  from  any  cause,  of  the  president  or  any  director, 
the  survivors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  supply  such  vacancy  until  the 
next  annual  election,  by  the  election  of  another  stockholder. 

Sec  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  right  to  fix  the 
rates  of  toll  for  passing  over  said  bridge,  and  to  collect  the  same  from  all 
and  every  person  or  persons  passing  thereon,  with  their  goods,  carriages  or 
animals,  of  every  description  or  kind :  Provided,  however,  that  the  said 
company  shall  lay  before  the  legislature  of  this  State  a  correct  statement  of 
the  cost  of  said  bridge,  and  an  annual  statement  of  the  tolls  received  for 
passing  the  same,  and  also  the  cost  of  keeping  the  said  bridge  in  repair, 
and  of  the  other  expenses  of  the  company ;  and  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors shall,  from  time  to  time,  reduce  the  rates  of  tolls,  so  that  the  net 
profits  of  said  bridge  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  per  centum  per  annum,  after 
the  proper  deductions  are  made  for  repairs  and  charges  of  other  dscriptions. 
Toll  gates  shall  be  kept  and  tolls  received  at  each  end  of  the  bridge,  and 
the  rates  of  toll  shall  be  posted  up  in  some  conspicuous  place,  where  the  toll 
is  demanded. 
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Sec.  9.  That  certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  issued  un- 
der the  seal  of  said  corporation*,  in  the  form  and  manner  designated  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  which  shall  designate  the  mode  of  transfer. 

Sec.  10.  That  said  company  shall  be  held  liable,  by  any  appropriate 
action,  for  all  injuries  sustained  by  vessels  or  boats,  rafts  of  plank,  timber 
or  other  lumber,  passing  up  or  down  said  river,  in  consequence  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  bridge,  unless  the  injury  shall  be  produced  by  the  careless- 
ness or  neglect  of  the  person  or  persons  managing  such  vessels  or  boats. 
And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  said  company,  their  agents  or  officers,  to  suffer 
any  slave  or  slaves  to  pass  over  said  bridge  without  a  written  request  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  slave  or  slaves,  or  without  said  slave  or  slaves 
shall  do  so  in  the  company  of  such  owner  or  owners.  And  said  company 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  said  owner  or  owners  for  every  slave  or  slaves 
so  permitted  to  pass  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  full  value  of 
said  slave  or  slaves,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  together 
with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  to  be  assessed  by  the  judgment  of 
the  courts,  and  all  costs  of  suit,  to  be  covered  by  action  of  debt,  or  on  the 
case,  as  the  plaintiff  may  elect. 

Sec.  11*  That  it  shall  be  sufficient  service  of  process  on  the  corporation 
hereby  created,  to  execute  a  summons  or  other  process  on  the  president, 
clerk,  or  treasurer,  or  any  of  the  directors,  and  process  so  executed  shall 
authorize  judgment  at  the  first  term,  as  in  other  cases,  if  no  appearance 
should  be  entered  or  plea  filed :  Provided,  however,  that  the  president,  sec- 
retary, or  the  treasurer  and  three  directors,  shall  reside  in  Kentucky,  and 
either  the  one  or  the  other  of  those  officers,  with  three  directors,  shall  reside 
in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  constant  duty  of  said  company,  from 
time  to  time,  to  keep  a  light  during  the  night  in  the  centre  of  each  pier  in 
the  river,  if  said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  with  piers,  and  if  they  fail  here- 
in, they  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  every  twenty-four  hours  it 
is  suffered  to  remain,  after  allowing  a  reasonable  time  to  remove  the  same, 
recoverable  by  indictment  or  presentment  in  the  Kenton  circuit  court,  and 
shall  be  liable,  moreover,  civilly,  to  any  person  sustaining  injury  thereby. 

Sec.  13.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  the  said  company  to  construct  any  bridge  which  may  obstruct  the 
free  and  common  navigation  of  the  said  river  Ohio." 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  the  Covington  and  Cincinnati  Bridge  Company,  thereby  created, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  made,  a  body  corporate  and  politic  of  this 
State,  with  the  same  franchises,  rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the 
same  duties  and  liabilities,  as  are  specified  in  the  above  recited  act,  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  though  the  said  act  were  fully  and  at  large  set  forth  section 
for  section,  word  for  word,  except : 

First,  That  the  said  company  shall  not  erect  any  bridge  over  the  Ohio 
river  in  the  erection  or  continuation  whereof  a  pier  or  piers  may  be  requi- 
site. 

Second.  That  the  said  bridge  shall  not  be  of  less  span  than  fourteen 
hundred  feet,  nor  of  less  elevation,  at  the  center  of  the  river,  than  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve  feet  above  low  water  mark. 
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Third.  That  the  said  company  shall  lay  before  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State,  also,  the  several  statements  specified  in  the  eighth  section  of 
the  above  recited  act. 

Fourth.  That  no  action  shall  be  brought  for  the  value  of  any  slave  or 
slaves,  suffered  to  pass  over  the  said  bridge,  as  specified  in  the  tenth  section 
of  the  above  recited  act,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State. 

Fifth.  That  all  other  actions  against  said  company  may  be  brought  in 
the  courts  of  Hamilton  county,  notwithstanding  any  thing  in  the  eleventh 
and  twelfth  sections  of  the  above  recited  act  contained,  and  process  may 
be  served  upon  said  company,  as  process  may  be  now  served  upon  any 
other  corporation  of  this  State. 

Sixth.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  take  away 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  to  the  center  of  said  bridge,  nor  in  any  wise  to 
acknowledge  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  this  side 
of  the  said  center. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  company,  in  case  the  corporators 
thereof  shall  accept  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  notify  the  secretary  of  State 
of  such  acceptance  in  writing,  over  the  hands  of  a  majority  of  the  corpora- 
tors named  in  the  above  recited  act :  Provided,  such  acceptance  shall  be 
made  and  filed  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Seventh.  One  half  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  actually  paid  in, 
shall,  as  soon  as  the  company  commences  taking  tolls,  be  placed  upon  the 
duplicate  of  the  treasurer  of  Hamilton  county  for  taxation  for  all  purposes.

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  in  the  town  of  Cadiz, 
in  Harrison  county,  an  institution  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  all  the  ne- 
cessary and  useful  branches  of  a  thorough  and  liberal  education,  Chauncey 
Dewey,  John  McBean,  John  Carnahan,  Thomas'L.  Jewett,  Samuel  George, 
Robert  Lyons  and  Daniel  Kilgore,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  "  Cadiz  High  School,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal ;  to 
use  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  usually  in- 
cident to  similar  institutions.

Sec  2.  That  the  corporate  concerns  of  the  institution  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  members  ;  a  major- 
ity of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  pres- 
ident, secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and 
to  make  such  by-laws  and  rules  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  ;  each  share  shall  entitle  the  owner  thereof  to 
one  vote,  but  no  stock  shall  be  voted  upon  which  is  delinquent  in  the  pay- 
ment of  any  installment  which  has  been  duly  called  for,  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  stock  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  represented  in  order  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present 
shall  determine  all  questions  submitted  to  the  stockholders. 

Sec  5.  The  corporation  shall  be  permitted  to  hold  such  property  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  objects  of  its  institution,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole,  ten  thousand  dollars  ;  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be 
transferable  by  assignment  on  the  books  of  said  company. 

Sec  6.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  annually  thereafter,  at  the 
school  edifice  of  said  company,  and  elect,  by  ballot,  trustees,  and  transact 
such  other  business  as  may  come  before  them  ;  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  board,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec  7.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  determine  what  purchases, 
sales  and  contracts  shall  be  made,  and  all  deeds,  leases  and  contracts  made 
in  writing,  may  be  signed,  on  behalf  of  the  corporation,  by  the  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  or  such  agent  as  the  board  may  appoint.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Benjamin  F.  Hollister,  George  Powers  and  Willard  V.  Way,  of  Per- 
rysburg,  and  Daniel  F.  Cook,  Thomas  Clark,  2d,  and  John  W.  Smith,  Mor- 
rison F.  Wait,  Samuel  M.  Young  and  Isaac  Hall,  of  Maumee  City,  and  their 
associates,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Perrysburg  and  Maumee  Union  Bridge  Company,  and  as 
such  shall  remain  and  have  succession  for  the  period  of  thirty  years,  and  by 
their  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
defend  and  be  defended  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  with 
full  power  to  acquire  and  hold,  or  dispose  of  and  convey  such  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  to  use  a  cor- 
porate seal  and  to  alter  it  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  and  enforce  such  by-laws  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  business  of  said  corporation 
and  the  goverment  of  all  its  affairs  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  The  capita]  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
transferable  in  entire  shares  on  the  books  of  said  company,  in  such  manner 
as  the  by-laws  shall  direct,  and  in  meetings  of  the  stockholders  each  share 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by 
proxy  ;  and  said  company  shall  elect  a  board  of  five  directors,  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  the  company,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
president,  and  each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder  when  elected  and  shall 
cease  to  be  a  director  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect 
a  bridge  of  substantial  materials  of  a  proper  width  across  the  Maumee  river, 
at  or  near  the  foot  of  West  Boundary  street,  in  Perrysburg,  in  Wood  coun- 
ty, said  bridge  to  be  at  all  times  kept  in  good  and  safe  condition,  said 
company  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  and  appropriate  such  private  prop- 
erty as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  bridge,  and  should  any 
complaint  arise  or  claim  be  set  up  on  account  of  such  use  of  private  prop- 
erty, and  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  value  therof,  then  said  dama- 
ges shall  be  valued  by  three  disinterested  men  to  be  appointed  by  the  coun- 
ty commissioners  of  Wood  county,  when  the  property  taken  or  injured  lies 
in  Wood  county,  and  by  the  county  commissioners  of  Lucas  county,  when 
the  property  taken  or  injured  lies  in  Lucas  county,  who  shall  view  the  prem- 
ises and  on  oath  or  affirmation  assess  the  damages  which  shall,  if  any,  be  paid 
by  said  company  with  reasonable  cost,  but  if  no  damages  are  allowed  the 
said  applicant  shall  pay  the  costs ;  but  either  party  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  said  damages 
may  be  sustained,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assessment  of  said  damages, 
by  filing  a  copy  of  the  award  of  the  appraisers. 

Sec.  5.  That  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge  in  a  good  and  sub* 
stantial  manner,  of  proper  width  and  of  sufficient  strength  and  dimensions  to 
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admit  of  the  safe  passage  of  passengers,  teams,  carriages  and  loaded  wagons 
within  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  said  company  shall  enjoy  all 
the  privileges  secured  to  them  by  this  act,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  passengers  who  may  cross  said  bridge  the  following 
rates  of  toll,  to  wit :  for  each  foot  passenger,  two  cents ;  for  each  horse, 
mule  or  ass  one  year  old  and  upwards,  four  cents ;  for  each  horse  and  rider, 
ten  cents ;  for  every  chaise,  chair,  gig  or  other  two  wheeled  pleasure  car- 
riage with  one  horse  and  driver,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every  coach,  chariot 
or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  and  driver, 
thirty-five  cents,  the  same  drawn  by  four  horses  fifty  cents ;  for  every  sled 
or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  fifteen  cents ;  for  each  horse 
or  other  animal  in  addition,  five  cents  ;  for  every  wagon  drawn  by  one  horse 
or  other  animal,  fifteen  cents ;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition, 
five  cents ;  for  every  wagon  drawn  by  two  horses  or  other  animals  twen- 
ty-five cents  ;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  five  cents ;  for 
each  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  two  cents,  and  for 
every  head  of  sheep,  goats  or  hogs,  one  cent ;  Provided,  that  all  persons 
going  to  or  returning  from  public  worship,  and  all  teachers  and  persons 
going  to  or  returning  from  school,  all  funeral  processions  and  persons  go- 
ing to  or  returning  from  elections  and  public  meetings  of  the  people,  held 
in  Perrysbjirg  or  Maumee  City,  shall  pass  on  said  .bridge  free  of  toll. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  company  shall,  previous  to  receiving  any  tolls,  set  up 
and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  or  near  said  bridge  a  board  on  which 
shall  be  painted  or  printed  in  a  plain  and  legible  manner  the  rates  of  toll 
allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  said  company  shall  demand  and  receive  a  greater  a- 
mount  of  toll  than  is  allowed  by  this  act  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  fines 
and  penalties  which  are  or  may  be  provided  in  cases  of  ferries,  and  all  suits 
for  the  collection  of  debts  or  other  proceedings  at  law  against  said  compa- 
ny may  be  brought  either  in  the  county  of  Wood  or  Lucas  at  the  election 
of  the  plaintiff  or  complainant. 

Sec  8.  That  all  persons  or  bodies  corporate  subscribing  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  their  subscriptions  or 
installments  thereon,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
directors  of  said  company  or  their  authorized  agents,  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  in  said  company  in  virtue  of  such  subscription,  and  the  same  may  be 
collected  by  suit  in  the  name  of  said  company,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  thirty  days  notice  first  having  been  given. 

Sec  9.  Any  three  or  more  of  the  persons  named  in  Xhe  first  section  of 
this  act,  and  such  others  who  shall  subscribe  to  the  stock  and  organize  un- 
der and  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  endowed  with  all 
the  powers,  rights,  privileges  and  protection  contained  in  or  conferred  by  the 
provisions  of  the  same.

That  the  tax  levied  and  determined  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  or  the  president  of  the  city 
council  to  the  auditor  of  Cuyahoga  county,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
June,  annually,  and  shall  in  all  respects  be  collected  as  other  taxes  are  col- 
lected by  the  county  treasurer.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Hugh  Reat,  Archibald  Ly brand,  Joseph  Shoemaker,  Jesse  Bashford, 
Jacob  Whitsel,  George  Whitsel  and  Eli  Moore,  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Tarlton,  in  tho  county 
of  Pickaway,"  and  as  such  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
immunities  granted  by,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of  the  act  en- 
titled "  an  act  in  relation  to  incorporated  religious  societies,"  passed  March 
5,  1836,  and  of  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  securing  to  religious  societies  a 
perpetuity  of  title  to  land  and  tenements  in  trust  for  meeting  houses,  bury- 
ing grounds,  or  residences  for  preachers/'  passed  January  3,  1825. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  church  shall  elect  annually,  not  less  than  three  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  governed  in  the  exercise  of  their  trust  by  the  rules  and 
discipline  of  said  church,  so  far  as  the  same  may  not  be  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey,  by. 
deed  or  otherwise,  a  certain  lot  of  land  in  said  town  of  Tarlton,  designa- 
ted on  the  plat  of  said  town  as  lot  No.  one,  in  square  No.  fifteen  ;  and  that 
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such  sale  and  conveyance,  when  so  made,  shall  discharge  said  lot  from  the 
effect  of  the  trust  as  declared  in  the  original  grant  of  said  premises. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  corporators  shall  give  ten  days  notice  of  their  first 
meeting  under  this  act,  by  advertisement  in  three  public  places  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  said  church.

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Henry  W.  Clark,  Lewis  Handerson,  Joseph  Lyman,  Morgan  L.  Hew- 
itt, Nathan  Brainard,  William  A.  Otis,  Ralph  Cowles,  John  H.  Gorham, 
Alexander  Seymour,  Daniel  A.  Shephard,  John  A.  Foot,  Charles  J.  Wool* 
son,  James  Gardner,  Josiah  A.  Harris,  James  H.  Bingham,  James  A.  Briggs, 
and  Samuel  H.  Mather,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a  society 
by  the  name,  and  style,  and  title  of  the  Society-  for  Savings,  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland  ;  and  they,  and  such  others  as  shall  be  duly  elected  members  of 
the  said  corporation,  as  in  this  act  provided,  shall  be  and  remain  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  same  name,  style  and  title  for  thirty  years. 

Sec  2.  That  the  said  society  shall  be  capable  of  receiving  from  any 
person  or  persons  disposed  to  obtain  and  enjoy  the  advantages  of  said  cor- 
poration, any  deposit  or  deposits  of  money,  and  to  use  and  improve  the 
same  for  the  purposes,  and  according  to  the  directions  herein  mentioned 
and  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  deposits  of  money  received  by  said  society,  shall  be 
used  and  improved  to  the  best  advantage,  and  in  a  manner  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  State  ;  and  the  income  or  profits  thereof  shall  be  ap- 
plied and  divided  among  the  persons  making  the  deposits,  their  executors 
or  administrators,  in  just  proportion,  with  such  reasonable  deduction  as 
may  be  chargeable  thereon ;  and  the  principal  of  such  deposits  may  be 
withdrawn  at  such  times,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  society  shall  di- 
rect and  appoint. 

Sec  4.  That  the  said  society  shall,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  June, 
have  power  to  elect  by  ballot  any  other  person  or  persons  as  members  of 
said  society. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  society  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  change  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  that  all  deeds,  conveyances  and 
grants,  covenants  and  agreements,  made  by  their  treasurer,  or  any  other 
person,  by  their  authority  and  direction,  according  to  their  instructions,  shall 
be  good  and  valid  ;  and  the  said  society  shall,  at  all  times,  have  power  to 
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sue,  and  may  be  sued,  and  may  defend,  and  shall  be  held  to  answer  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  aforesaid. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  society  shall  hereafter  meet  in  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land, sometime  in  the  month  of  June,  annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
they  may  judge  expedient,  and  any  seven  members  of  the  said  corporation, 
the  president,  vice  president,  treasurer  or  secretary  being  one,  shall  be  a 
quorum  ;  and  the  said  society,  at  their  annual  meetings,  shall  have  power 
to  elect  and  choose  a  president,,  vice  presidents,  treasurer,  trustees,  and  all 
other  such  officers  as  to  them  shall  appear  necessary,  which  officers  so  cho- 
sen, shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 
room  ;  and  all  officers  so  chosen,  shall  be  under  oath  to  the  faithful  perfor- 
mance of  the  duties  of  their  offices  respectively. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  society  hereby  are,  and  forever  shall-  be,  vested 
with  the  power  of  making  by-laws  for  the  more  orderly  managing  the  busi- 
ness of  the  society :  Provided,  the  same  are  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of 
this  State. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  society  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  hold  real  es- 
tate in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  other  than  that  which  may  be  conveyed  to 
said  society  for  security,  or  in  payment  of  debts,  not  exceeding  in  value  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

Sec  9.  That  Samuel  H.  Mather  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  by 
public  notifications  in  two  of  the  Cleveland  newspapers,  to  call  the  first  meet- 
ing of  said  society  ;  said  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  in 
the  month  of  June,  and  seven  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  act,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered  or  repealed 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State.

To  incorporate  the  Mansfield  Female  Seminary,  in  the  county  of  Richland. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  James  Johnson,  James  Patterson,  John  Y.  Glessner,  Thomas  W.  Bart- 
ley,  Robert  McComb,  Hugh  McFall,  Eli  Teegarden,  and  William  S.  Gran- 
ger,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  declared  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Mansfield  Female 
Seminary,"  to  be  located  in  the  town  of  Mansfield,  in  the  county  of  Rich- 
land ;  and  by  that  name  they  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  answer  and  be  answer- 
ed unto,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  to  acquire,  possess  and  enjoy, 
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sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  property,  real  and  personal ;  and  shall  possess  all 
powers  and  privileges  usually  incident  to  similar  corporations :  Provided, 
that  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars  each ;  no  part  of  which 
capital  shall  ever  be  appropriated  or  used  otherwise  than  to  the  purposes  of 
education. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  corporate  concerns  of  said  seminary  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors  consisting  of  five  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  president  of  the  board,  and  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business ;  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act 
are  hereby  appointed  directors  until  others  shall  be  elected  to  fill  their  pla- 
ces. The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  body,  by  appointment,  and  the  person  or  persons  thus  appointed,  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  election  of  directors. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any 
three  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  and  receive  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  and  as  soon  as  three  hundred  shares 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving  at  least  twenty  days 
previous  notice  by  advertisement  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  printed 
in  the  town  of  Mansfield,  at  which  meeting  the  stockholders  shall  proceed 
to  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  iiold  their  offices  as  provided  for  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act ;  said  stockholders  shall  each  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  he  may  hold  in  said  corporation,  and  may  vote  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  said  directors,  when  so  elected,  shall  choose  one 
of  their  number  as  president,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  each  director  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  be  a  stockholder, 
and  shall  cease  to  be  a  director  whenever  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  stockholder. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  and  es- 
tablish such  rules  and  by-laws,  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  think 
expedient  and  necessary  for  the  proper  regulation  of  said  corporation  and 
management  of  said  seminary  ;  they  shall  have  power  fo  appoint  a  secretary 
and  treasurer,  being  stockholders  in  said  company,  whether  the  person  or 
persons  so  appointed  belong  to  their  own  body  or  not,  and  such  other  offi- 
cers and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties ; 
they  shall  have  power  to  direct  what  branches  of  literature,  and  of  the  arts 
and  sciences  shall  be  taught  in  said  institution  ;  to  employ  such  professors 
and  teachers,  allow  them  such  compensation,  and  continue  them  such  length 
of  time  as  they  may  judge  proper  ;  to  regulate  the  admission  and  govern* 
ment  of  the  students  of  said  seminary  ;  to  expel  any  disorderly  student ;  to 
fill  all  vacancies  which  may  be  occasioned  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  remo- 
val of  any  officer  of  said  corporation ;  to  elect  honorary  members,  who 
shall  have  seats  in  the  board  of  directors,  and  be  admitted  to  take  part  in 
the  discussions  therein,  but  not  to  have  a  vote ;  and  to  appoint  an  executive 
committee  from  their  own  body  or  otherwise,  consisting  of  not  more  than 
five  members,  and  prescribe  their  duties.

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Sec.  6.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  and  use 
a  corporate  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  and  also,  that  the 
principal  teacher  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  board  of  directors,  to  confer  under  the  corporate  seal,  degrees  and  tes- 
timonials of  attainment  in  each  and  every  branch  of  learning  which  may  be 
taught  in  said  institution. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  deeds  or  other  instruments  of  writing  that  may  be  re- 
quired to  carry  into  effect  any  contract  made  by  the  board  of  directors  shall 
be  signed  and  seeled,  with  the  corporate  seal,  and  acknowledged  by  the 
president  of  the  board,  and  be  attested  by  the  secretary. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  may 
be  subscribed  for  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  prescribe, 
and  be  paid  in  such  installments  as  their  by-laws  may  direct,  and  shall  .be 
transferable  on  the  books  of  said  corporation  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors.

To  incorporate  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Ohio  and  adjacent  States. 

Sec.  L  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Jonas  Mechling,  Frederick  C.  Becker,  Christian  Spielman  and  James 
Manning,  and  their  associates,  an  organized  Synod,  composed  of  Ministers 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  and  Lay-delegates,  representing  the 
several  congregations  connected  with  said  Synod,  be,  and  -they  are,  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  and  disseminating  the  religious  doctrines  and  princi- 
ples of  their  said  .church,  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  of  "  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Ohio  and  adjacent 
States,"  and  as  such  shall  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession  ;  and  by 
said  corporate  name  shall  be  legally  capable  of  contracting,  and  of  prosecu- 
ting and  defending  suits  both  at  law  and  in  chancery,  and  of  acquiring 
property,  real  and  personal,  and  mixed,  or  either  of  them,  either  by  pur- 
chase, gift,  devise,  grant  or  legacy,  and  of  holding,  enjoying  and  disposing 
of  the  same,  and  also  of  all  property  of  which  the  said  synod  is  now  the 
legal  and  rightful  owner :  Provided,  that  the  annual  income  thereof  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  synod  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  institu- 
tions of  learning  and  charity,  newspapers  and  such  other  auxiliaries  in  fur- 
therance of  it*  said  object  as  are  usual  in  like  cases ;  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  to  change,  alter,  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  and  to 
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make  such  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  its  govern- 
ment and  the  admission  of  its  members,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  ex- 
pedient ;  provided,  however,  that  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  said  synod,  heretofore  adopted,  under  the  name  of  a  con- 
stitution or  otherwise,  and  now  in  force,  shall  continue  in  force  under  this 
act  until  the  said  synod  shall  lawfully  amend,  alter  or  repeal  the  same  un- 
der this  act ;  and  provided  further,  that  none  of  the  by-laws,  rules  or  reg- 
ulations, or  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  hereby  authorized,  shall  be 
inconsistent  with  the  constitutions  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the 
State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  present  organization  of  said  synod,  so  far  as  the  same 
is  consistent  with  this  act,  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  regarded  as  an  organization  under  this  act,  with- 
out any  subsequent  special  action  of  said  synod  with  regard  thereto. 

Sjbc.  4.  That  the  several  branches  of  the  said  synod,  or  either  of  them, 
may,  at  their  discretion,  become  incorporated  as  branches  of  said  synod,  in 
the  following  manner,  to  wit :  each  of  the  raid  branches  may  hereafter,  at 
any  of  its  regular  annual  meetings,  take  such  action  as  shall  express  its  de- 
sire and  intention  to  become  incorporated  under  this  section,  and  cause  a 
true  record  thereof,  including  the  name  of  such  branch  and  the  names  of 
its  officers,  to  be  made  upon  its  journals,  and  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  such 
branch  shall  forthwith  make  out  a  true  copy  of  such  record,  and  certify  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  recorder  of  the  county  in  which  such  meeting  shall, 
for  the  time  being,  be  held  ;  and  the  county  recorder  aforesaid  shall  imme- 
diately record  the  same  upon  his  book  of  records  of  incorporated  religious 
societies ;  for  which  service  he  may  demand  and  receive  from  the  person 
presenting  the  said  copy,  a  compensation  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  for  each 
hundred  words ;  and  from  and  after  making  such  record  by  the  said  county 
recorder,  the  said  officers  and  their  associated  members  and  successors, 
shall,  by  the  said  name  of  their  said  branch,  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
and  invested  with  the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  incident  to  aggre- 
gate corporations  ;  and  a  certified  transcript  of  the  record  herein  authorized 
to  be  made  by  the  county  recorder,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatsoever  within  this  State,  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  ex- 
istence of  such  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  That  mesne  process  shall  be  served  upon  said  synod  or  any 
of  its  incorporated  branches,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  leaving  an  attested  copy 
thereof  with  either  of  the  officers  of  the  corporation  intended  to  be  served, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  of  such  process.

Hillsborough  Academy. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Timothy  Stearns,  Henry  May,  Sen'r.,  Charles  Woods,  William  W. 
Entrekin  and  A.  W.  Thompson,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by 
the  nama  of  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Academy,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  pow- 
er to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  and  elsewhere ;  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to  acquire  and  hold  such  real 
estate,  not  exceeding  in  value  twenty  thousand  dollars,  as  may  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  said  academy  and  buildings  and  grounds  connected  therewith, 
and  such  personal  property,  books,  apparatus  and  instruments  as  may  be 
required  for  the  use  of  said  academy,  and  to  sell,  dispose  of  and  convey 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec  2.  That  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  directors  consisting  of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  cho- 
sen by  them  as  president ;  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders,  in  per- 
son or  by  proxy,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  persons 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  three  of  them ;  and  after  the 
first  election,  they  shall  be  chosen  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
by-laws  may  direct ;  and  the  directors,  when  chosen,  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice until  their  successors  are  chosen,  and  a  majority  of  them  accept  their 
appointments. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  any 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dol- 
lars each. 

Sec.  4.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish  rules, 
regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  such  corporation  as  they 
may  deem  proper ;  appoint  all  officers  and  agents,  and  do  and  perform  all 
acts  necessary  and  convenient  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  objects  of  the  as- 
sociation, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  or  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  5.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  any  donations  or  be- 
quests of  property  to  such  corporation ;  and  the  principal  teacher,  by  the 
consent  of  the  directors,  may  confer,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration, degrees  and  testimonials  of  attainments  in  each  and  every  branch 
of  learning  which  may  be  taught  in  said  institution. 

Sec  6.  That  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers  granted  or  conferred 
by  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Hillsborough  Academy,  in  the  county  of  High- 
land, passed  February  9th,  1829,  which  may  have  become  forfeited  by  rea- 
son of  the  failure  of  said  company  to  elect,  annually,  directors  of  said  cor- 
poration, as  required  by  the  third  section  of  the  act  aforesaid,  are  hereby 
revived  and  restored  to  said  corporation ;  and  the  directors  of  said  Acad* 
emy  last  heretofore  elected,  may  hold  their  offices  and  exercise  all  the  pow- 
ers of  directors,  pursuant  to  said  act  of  incorporation,  until  the  annual  elec. 
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tion  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April,  1849 ;  and  hereafter,  all  directors  of 
said  corporation  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  anything  in  said  act  of  incorporation  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.

Sec  6.  That  it  may  and  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  ap- 
plying for  insurance  in  said  company,  at  his,  her  or  their  election,  to  pay  to 
said  company  a  certain  definite  sum  of  money  in  full  for  such  insurance 
which  said  sum  shall  be  in  lieu  and  place  of  a  premium  note,  and  such  per- 
son or  persons  shall  not  be  liable  to  said  company  during  the  continuance 
ol  his,  her  or  their  policy,  for  any  sum  beyond  the  amount  thus  originally 
paid  ;  and  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  paid  to  said  company  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  retained  as  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  losses  and  expen- 
ses which  shall  or  may  happen  or  accrue  in  or  to  said  company,  which  said 
fund  shall  be  exhausted  before  a  resort  shall  be  had  to  assessments  upon 
premium  notes  deposited  with  said  company ;  and  this  said  fund,  and  the 
premium  notes  deposited  with  said  company,  shall  constitute  the  capital  of 
the  company  for  the  payment  of  losses  and  expenses. 

Sec  7.  That  said  company  may  insure  in  any  of  the  United  States  or 
territories  thereof,  or  in  any  part  of  the  United  States  or  territories  thereof; 
and  all  such  assurances  shall  be  equally  binding  as  if  such  insurance  was 
actually  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  county  of  Medina. 

Sec  8.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  incorporating  said  company,  in- 
consistent with  the  foregoing  enactments,  if  any,  be  and  the  same  are  here- 
by repealed.

To  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Cincinnati  Insurance  Company,  passed 

February  7,  1829. 

Sec  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  no  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  whatever  under  the  third 
section  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Cincin- 
nati Insurance  Company,  passed  January  31,  1844,  unless  claimed  before 
the  first  day  of  January,  1850. 

Sec  2.  That  the  certificate  or  certificates  of  any  person  or  firm,  who  at 
any  time  may  be  indebted  to  the  said  insurance  company,  and  who  shall 
not  pay  s.iid  indebtedness  within  sixty  days  after  notice  that  the  same  is 
due,  may  be  sold  at  public  auction,  after  ten  days  notice  of  such  sale  in  at 
least  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and 
the  nett  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  claim 
of  said  insurance  company ;  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  on  de- 
mand to  the  party  entitled  to  the  same,  and  the  interest  of  the  holders  of 
such  certificates  shall  be  effectually  canceled  by  such  sale,  and  the  certifi- 
cates shall  be  deemed  void  and  of  no  effect,  and  new  certificates  shall  be 
issued  by  said  company  to  the  purchasers  of  such  stock. 

Sec  3.  That  all  parts  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  which 
are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  as  also  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  the 
same,  passed  January  31,  1844,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed;  and 
this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  so  soon  as  the  holders  of  a  majority 
in  amount  of  the  certificates  in  said  insurance  company  shall,  in  writing, 
approve  this  act,  when  all  certificates  now  issued  shall  be  canceled,  and 
new  certificates  of  the  capital  stock  issued  to  an  equal  amount  to  the  hol- 
ders thereof,  according  to  their  relative  value,  which  shall  be  estimated  in 
conformity  with  the  interest  they  are  respectively  entitled  to  receive  ;  and 
whenever  the  board  of  directors  shall  hereafter  declare  a  dividend  arising 
from  the  profits  of  said  company,  they  may  either  pay  the  same  in  whole  or 
in  part  in  money,  or  issue  new  certificates  therefor  in  whole  or  in  part, 
thereby  increasing  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock. 

Sec  4.  That  the  act  entitled  an«act  to  incorporate  the  Cincinnati  In- 
surance Company,  passed  February  7, 1829,  together  with  the  amendments 
thereto,  except  so  much  thereof  as  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  revived  and  shall  remain  in  full  force.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  City  Insurance  Company,  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  E.  B.  Reeder,  John  C.  Thorp,  Caleb  T.  Biirdsal,  James  P.  Kilbreth, 
Herman  L.  Hoffman,  William  H._  Fyffe,  Henry  Kessler,  H.  Raper,  and  the 
subscribers  to  the  stock  of  this  association,  and  their  successors  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "  City  Insurance  Company  "  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implea- 
ded, answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity,  and  elsewhere,  with  full  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
occupy  and  enjoy ;  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey  and  dispose  of,  all  such 
real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  into  said  company,  for  the  security  or 
in  payment  of  any  debt  which  may  become  due  and  owing  to  the  same, 
or  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  of  a  court  of  law,  or  any  order  or  decree 
of  a  court  of  equity  in  their  favor,  and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure  ;  and  generally  to  do  and  per- 
form all  things  relative  to  the  object  of  this  institution. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  at  the  will  of  the  stockholders  to 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  five  thousand  shares  of  twenty 
dollars  each.  At  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be  paid  on  each  share, 
five  dollars,  and  the  balance  on  each,  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  di- 
rectors, and  shall  be  secured  by  endorsed  notes,  payable  on  demand,  or 
other  property  or  stocks,  to  be  approved  by  the  president  and  directors  for 
the  time  being ;  the  said  security  shall  be  renewed  whenever  the  directors 
may  consider  it  proper ;  and  any  stockholder  neglecting  or  refusing  to  re- 
new his  security,  or  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  an  installment  when  re- 
quired by  the  directors,  the  president  and  directors  may  sell  and  dispose  of 
such  stock,  and  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  such  procedure,  shall  pay 
over  to  such  stockholder  any  excess  which  may  remain  ;  nevertheless,  such 
stockholder  shall  be  held  liable  for  his  proportion  of  any  loss  which  may 
have  occurred  previous  to  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  two  thousand  shares  are  subscribed  for  and 
paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  the  company  shall  be  competent  to  transact  all 
kinds  of  business  for  which  it  is  established. 

Sec.  4.  The  transfers  of  stock  may  be  made  by  any  stockholder,  or 
his  legal  representative,  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  board  of  direc- 
tors shall  from  time  to  time  make  and  establish. 

Sec  5.  That  the  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by  nine  di- 
rectors, all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders,  to  be  elected  as  follows:  The 
stockholders  composing  this  association  shall  hold  a  meeting  for  the  first 
election  of  directors  within  one  month  after  the  amount  of  two  thousand 
shares  of  stock  shall  be  subscribed  for,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
in  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  and  choose  by  ballot  nine  directors  from 
among  the  stockholders ;  and  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder 
to  one  vote ;  and  the  directors  so  chosen,  shall  serve  to  the  first  Mondav 
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in  January,  1850,  and  until  others  are  chosen;  at  their  first  meeting  after 
every  election,  they  shall  choose  by  ballot  a  president  from  among  them- 
selves, and  in  case  of  the  death  or  disability  of  the  president,  the  directors 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  ballot  as  before,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
board  of  directors,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  directors  from  the  stockholders 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  in- 
sure houses  and  other  buildings,  and  personal  property,  contained  in  any 
houses  or  buildings  of  whatever  kind  ;  also,  steamboats  or  other  vessels  and 
property  contained  therein,  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  water,  or  other- 
wise, and  shall  be  liable  to  make  good  all  losses  sustained  by  fire  or  other- 
wise, agreeably  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  contained  in  the 
policy  of  insurance. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  invest  all  or  any  part  of 
their  capital  stock,  money,  funds,  or  other  property,  in  such  way  as  the  di- 
rectors shall  deem  best  and  most  advantageous ;  and  may  transfer,  sell  and 
dispose  of  any  or  all  interest  which  the  said  company  may  have  acquired 
by  said  investment :  Provided,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation 
to  use  and  employ  any  part  of  their  capital  stock,  money  or  other  funds  m 
buying  and  selling  goods,  wares  or  merchandise ;  nor  in  the  purchase  of 
real  estate,  except  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  nor  shall  the 
said  company  trade  in  the  business  of  exchange  brokerage,  nor  issue  or 
emit  any  bills  of  credit  as  a  circulating  medium  of  trade  or  exchange,  nor 
in  any  manner  engage  in  the  business  or  operation  of  banking. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  declare  such  dividends 
of  the  profits  of  the  business  of  the  company  as  shall  not  impair  nor  in  any 
wise  lessen  the  capital  stock  of  the  same.  The  dividends  shall  be  made 
half  yearly,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  and  July,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  stockholders  ten  days  thereafter,  but  no  dividend  shall  be  paid  to  any 
stockholder  whose  stock  is  delinquent. 

Sec  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  appoint  a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  under  them,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  transacting  the  business  of  said  institution,  and  may  allow 
them  such  salaries  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable  ;  to  ordain  and  establish 
such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary  for  regula- 
ting and  conducting  the  concerns  of  said  institution,  not  being  contrary  to 
or  inconsistent  with  this  act,  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and 
of  the  United  States ;  they  shall  keep  full,  fair,  and  correct  entries  of  their 
transactions,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stock- 
holders. 

Sec  10.  That  the  stock  of  this  institution  may  be  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred on  the  books  of  the  company  in  person,  or  by  power  of  attorney  ; 
but  no  stockholder  indebted  to  the  company,  shall  be  permitted  to  make  any 
transfer,  or  receive  any  dividend,  until  such  debt  is  paid  or  secured  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  president  and  board  of  directors. 

Sec  11.  That  the  president  and  directors  may  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  for  any  purpose  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  company, 
giving  at  least  two  weeks  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Cin- 
cinnati. 
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Sec.  12.  That  should  it  so  happen  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  that 
the  annual  election  of  directors  should  not  take  place  in  any  year  on  the 
day  hereinbefore  mentioned  for  that  purpose,  this  corporation  shall  not  be 
for  that  reason  dissolved  ;  but  such  election  may  be  lawfully  held  on  such 
other  convenient  day  within  six  months  thereafter,  as  may  for  that  purpose 
be  fixed  on  by  the  president  and  directors,  they  causing  twenty  days  notice 
thereof  to  be  given  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of 
Cincinnati. 

Sec.  13.  That  all  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance  that  may  be  made 
or  entered  into  by  the  said  company,  may  be  made  either  under  or  without 
the  seal  thereof,  and  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  president  or  by  such  other 
officer  as  may  be  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  said  company,  and  at- 
tested by  the  secretary,  and  being  so  subscribed  and  attested,  shall  be  ob- 
ligatory upon  the  said  company,  according  to  the  tenor,  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act,  and  of  such  policies  or  contracts ;  and  all  such  policies  and  con- 
tracts so  made,  subscribed,  attested  and  executed,  and  the  loans  and  other 
business  of  the  company  may  be  made,  conducted  and  carried  on  without 
the  presence  of  the  whole  of  the  directors,  but  by  such  committees  or  oth- 
erwise, as  the  board  may  authorize,  and  the  same  shall  be  binding  on  the 
company. 

Sec  14.  That  the  individuals  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or 
such  committee  as  they  shall  appoint,  shall  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  this  company,  and  open  books  for  that  purpose  at  the  city  of 
Cincinnati  aforesaid,  upon  two  weeks  notice,  published  in  at  least  two  daily 
papers  of  said  city,  which  books  shall  continue  open  from  day  to  day,  for  ten 
days,  unless  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  sooner  subscribed, 
and  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing  to  said  stock,  and 
hold  the  same  until  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  when  they 
shall  dispose  of  it  as  said  board  may  direct. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  act  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  space  of  thirty 
yeais.

To  incorporate  the  Warren  County  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Joseph  Stanton,  William  Gregg,  C.  Stroud,  Z.  Lownds,  Jeremiah 
Stansel,  Job  Mullen,  Jacob  Pence,  David  Silvers,  Josiah  Wright,  JohnFye, 
Josiah  Lownds,  M.  Crocket,  and  Jarvis  Stokes,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  hereafter  associate  with  [them]  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed,  shall 

CO—— Ij.    l. 
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be  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  Warren  County  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their  respective  dwelling 
houses  and  other  buildings,  household  furniture  and  other  property  against 
damage  or  loss  by  fire. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  corporation, 
and  also  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  their  assigns,  continuing 
to  be  insured  in  said  corporation,  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  shall  hereby 
become  members  thereof,  during  the  period  they  shall  remain  insured  by 
said  corporation,  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  3.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of 
directors,  consisting  of  thirteen  members  as  hereinafter  provided ;  all  vacan- 
cies happening  in  said  board  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  for  which  they  were  elected,  and  a  majority  of 
the  whole  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec  4.  The  persons  first  named  in  this  act  shall  be  the  first  directors 
of  said  company,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  places ;  which  board  of 
directors  shall  thereafter  be  elected  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  in 
the  village  of  Springboro'  in  the  county  of  Warren,  as  the  corporation,  in 
their  by-laws,  shall  appoint,  of  which  election  public  notice  shall  be  given 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  in  the  county  of  Warren, 
and  at  least  thirty  days  immediately  preceding  such  election :  such  election 
shall  be  holden  under  the  inspection  of  three  members  (not  being  directors) 
to  be  elected  by  the  members  of  the  corporation  at  their  annual  election ; 
and  such  election  shall  be  made  by  ballot,  and  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
of  the  members  or  their  proxies  then  present,  allowing  to  each  member  one 
vote  for  every  one  hundred  dollars  insured  in  said  company.  The  first  in- 
spectors of  elections  to  be  chosen  by  the  board  of  directors,  but  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  director,  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion a  stockholder  in  said  corporation. 

Sec  5.  The  directors  may  determine  the  rates  of  insurance,  the  sum 
to  be  insured,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  for  such  insurance. 

Sec  6.  Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  corporation 
by  effecting  any  insurance  therein,  shall  before  he  receive  a  policy,  deposit 
his  promissory  note  for  such  sum  as  may  be  determined  by  the  directors, 
and  pay  the  rates  that  shall  be  determined  by  them,  a  part  not  exceeding 
five  per  cent,  of  said  deposited  note,  and  all  premiums  paid  in,  shall  be  lia- 
ble in  part  or  the  whole  at  any  time,  when  the  directors  shall  deem  the  same 
requisite  for  the  payment  of  losses,  and  such  incidental  expenses  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  transacting  the  business  of  said  company ;  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  insurance,  the  said  note  or  such  part  of  the  same  as 
shall  remain  unpaid  after  deducting  a  pro  rata  thereof  of  all  losses  and  ex- 
penses occurring  during  said  term,  shall  be  relinquished  and  given  up  to 
the  maker  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  loan  such 
portion  of  their  money  on  hand  as  may  not  be  immediately  wanted  for  the 
purposes  of  said  corporation,  to  be  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  upon 
unincumbered  real  estate  of  treble  the  value  of  the  sum  loaned,  subject  to 
be  called  in  on  notice  not  less  than  six  months. 

Sec  7.  No  building  or  other  property  shall  be  insured  by  said  corpor- 
ation, except  dwelling  houses,  barns  and  other  buildings  connected  with, 
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and  appertaining  to  farms  and  grain,  and  all  other  produce  remaining  in  such 
building,  or  upon  the  farm,  and  such  household  furniture,  farming  imple- 
ments, and  other  property  appertaining  to  farms  as  may  be  in  such  buildings, 
or  on  the  farm  to  which  they  appertain. 

Sec  8.  When  any  property  insured  by  this  corporation  shall  be  aliena- 
ted by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  be  surren- 
dered to  the  directors  of  said  company  to  be  canceled  ;  upon  such  sur- 
render the  insured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  deposit  note,  upon  the 
payment  of  his  portion  of  all  losses  by  fire  and  expenses  that  may  have  ac- 
crued prior  to  such  surrender,  but  the  grantee  or  alienee  having  the  policy 
assigned  to  him  may  have  the  same  ratified  and  confirmed  to  him  for  his 
own  proper  use  and  benefit  upon  application  to  the  directors,  and  with  their 
consent,  or  the  consent  of  such  persons  as  they  may  authorize  within  thirty 
days  next  after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper  security  for  such  portion  of 
the  deposit  note  as  shall  remain  unpaid ;  and  by  such  ratification  and  con- 
firmation, the  party  causing  such  security  to  be  given,  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  rights,  and  be  subject  to  all  which  the  original  party  to  whom  the 
policy  was  issued,  was  entitled  and  subject  under  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be  bound  to  pay  for  los- 
ses by  fire,  and  such  necessary  expenses  as  aforesaid  accruing  in  and  to  said 
company,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  deposit  note  as  hereinbefore 
provided  ;  and  all  buildings  insured  by  said  company,  together  with  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  assured,  to  the  land  on  which  they  stand, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  pledged  to  said  company  and  said  company  shall 
have  a  lien  in  the  nature  of  a  mortgage  to  the  amount  of  his  deposit  note, 
which  shall  continue  during  his  policy  ;  the  lien  to  take  effect  whenever 
said  company  shall  file  with,  and  have  entered  in  the  book  of  mortgages 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  the  property  is  situated,  a  memo- 
randum of  the  name  of  the  individual  insured,  a  description  of  the  property, 
the  amount  of  the  deposit  note,  and  term  for  which  said  policy  shall  continue. 

Sec.  10.  Suits  may  be  commenced  by  any  member  against  the  corpo- 
ration for  damages  sustained,  if  payment  is  withheld  for  more  than  three 
months  after  the  company  are  duly  notified  of  such  losses  or  damages,  and 
no  member  of  the  corporation,  not  being  in  his  individual  capacity  a  party  to 
such  suit,  shall  be  incompetent  as  a  witness  in  any  such  case,  on  account  of 
his  being  a  member  of  said  company. 

Sec  1 1.  The  directors  shall,  after  receiving  a  notice  of  damages  or  loss 
sustained  by  any  member  and  ascertaining  the  sum,  or  after  the  rendition 
of  any  judgment  as  aforesaid  against  said  company,  for  loss  or  damage,  set- 
tle and  determine  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  several  members  thereof,  as 
herein  provided,  as  their  respective  portion  of  such  loss,  and  give  each  of 
the  members  notice  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws 
shall  have  prescribed,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  member,  shall  always 
be  in  proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his  deposited  note  or  notes,  and 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days  next  after  such  notice,  and 
if  any  member  shall  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  receiving  such  notice 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  as  his  portion  of  any 
loss  in  such  case,  the  directors  may  sue  before  any  court,  having  jurisdic- 
tion, for  and  collect  the  whole  amount  of  his  deposited  note  or  notes  with 
costs  of  suit,  and  the  amount  thus  collected,  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of 
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said  company,  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  losses  and  expenses  as  have 
or  may  thereafter  accrue,  and  the  balance,  if  any  remain,  shall  be  returned 
to  the  party  from  whom  it  was  collected,  on  demand,  after  thirty  days  from 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  insurance  was  made. 

Sec.  12.  No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  said  company  until  application 
shall  be  made  for  insurance,  upon  property  for  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  least. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  said  company  to  cause 
to  be  published,  annually,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation, 
in  the  county  of  Warren,  the  amount  of  premium  notes  and  cash  on  hand, 
the  amount  of  losses,  if  any,  during  the  preceding  year,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  business  of  the  company,  they  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  14.  This  act  shall  continue  in  force  for  twenty  years  from  and  af- 
ter the  passage  thereof,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  the  directors  shall 
make  a  final  statement  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  showing  the^funds 
remaining  on  hand  or  otherwise,  after  discharging  all  just  and  legal  demands 
upon  said  company,  which  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affir- 
mation of  the  treasurer  and  secretary  of  said  company,  and  published  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  for  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  this  act.  The 
balance,  if  any,  shall  be  distributed  to  the  members  of  said  company,  who 
tehall  have  been  such,  for  at  least  one  year  before  the  expiration  of  said  term, 
or  their  legal  representatives,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  their  respective 
deposit  notes  then  held  by  said  company,  the  time  they  shall  respectively 
have  been  members  of  said  company  not  exceeding  five  years. 

Sec.  15.  The  operation  and  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  car- 
ried on  and  conducted  at  such  place  in  the  village  of  Springboro',  in  the 
county  of  Warren,  as  shall  be  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  directors 
present  at  any  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  16.  Any  member  may  at  any  time  surrender  his  policy,  and  with- 
draw from  said  company  as  a  member,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  back 
his  deposit  note,  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days,  after  he  shall  have  sur- 
rendered his  policy,  upon  paying  to  said  company  all  liability  for  losses  that 
may  be  chargeable  upon  his  deposit  note  at  the  time  of  surrendering  his 
policy  of  insurance.

To  amend  the  aet  entitled  M  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Portage  County  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 

Company,"  pawed  Feb.  11, 1833. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  it  may  and  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  applying  for  in- 
surance in  the  Portage  County  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  at  his 
election,  to  pay  to  said  company  a  certain  definite  sum  of  money,  to  be  de- 
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termined  by  the  directors  of  said  company  in  full  for  such  insurance,  which 
said  sum  shall  be  in  lieu  and  place  of  a  premium  note,  and  such  person  or 
persons  shall  not  be  liable  to  said  company  during  the  continuance  of  hifr 
policy,  for  any  sum  beyond  the  amount  thus  originally  paid. 

Sec.  2.  That  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  paid  to  said  com- 
pany as  aforesaid,  shall  be  retained  as  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  losses 
and  expenses'  which  may  happen  or  accrue  in  and  to  said  company,  which 
said  fund  shall  be  exhausted  before  a  resort  shall  be  had  to  assessments  upon 
premium  notes  deposited  with  said  company,  and  this  fund  and  the  premium 
notes  deposited  with  said  company  shall  constitute  the  capital  of  the  com* 
pany  for  the  payment  of  losses  and  expenses.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Western  Reserve  Farmers'  Insurance  Company. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  William  L.  Perkins,  Uri  Seeley,  Harvey  Woodworth,  Peleg  P.  San- 
ford,  John  Murray,  Samuel  H.  Judd,  William  W.  Branch,  David  Bailey 
and  Grandison  Newell,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  hereby  are 
incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the 
Western  Reserve  Farmers'  Insurance  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring 
their  respective  buildings  and  personal  property  against  loss  or  damage  by 
fire,  whether  the  same  shall  happen  by  accident,  lightning,  or  by  any  other 
means,  excepting  that  of  design  in  the  assured,  or  by  the  invasion  of  an 
enemy,  or  insurrection  of  the  citizens  of  this  State,  or  any  other  of  the 
United  States ;  and,  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, appear,  prosecute  and  defend  in  any  court  of  record  or  other  place 
whatever ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal ;  may  purchase  and  hold  such 
real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  objects  of  their 
association,  and  the  same  may  sell  and  convey  at  pleasure  ;  may  make,  es- 
tablish and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions,  not 
being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State,  om  the  United  States,  as  may  seem 
necessary  or  convenient  for  their  regulation  and  government,  and  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs  ;  and  do  and  execute  all  such  acts  and  things 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  purposes  intended  by  this 
grant. 

Sec  2.  All  and  every  person  and  persons,  who  shall  at  any  time  be- 
come interested  in  said  Company,  by  insuring  therein,  and  also  their  repre- 
sentatives, heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  continuing  to  be  in- 
sured therein,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
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members  thereof,  for  and  during  the  terms  specified  in  their  respective  pol- 
icies, and  no  longer ;  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be  concluded  and  bound  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  company  at  Painsville,  in  the 
county  of  Lake,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  October,  annually,  or  on  such 
other  day  as  the  said  company  may  hereafter  determine,  notice  of  which 
may  be  given  by  the  secretary,  or  in  his  failure,  by  the  president,  or  either 
of  the  directors,  stating  the  time,  place  and  design  of  said  meeting,  by  pub- 
lication, three  weeks  successively,  in  a  newspaper  printed  within  the  county, 
the  last  of  which  publication  shall  be  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  time 
of  holding  said  meeting,  at  which  meeting  shall  be  chosen,  by  a  major  vote 
of  the  members  present,  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not  more  than 
nine,  nor  less  than  five  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  others 
shall  have  been  chosen,  and  shall  have  accepted  the  trust  in  their  stead ; 
all  vacancies  happening  in  said  board  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers, until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  special  meetings 
of  the  company  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  directors,  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  by-laws  thereof  may  prescribe. 

Sec  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  superintend  the  concerns  of  the 
said  company,  and  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
thereof,  and  of  all  matters  and  things  thereto  relating,  and  not  otherwise 
provided  for  by  said  company.  They  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time 
to  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers,  agents  and  assist- 
ants, as  to  them  may  seem  necessary,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  fix  their 
compensation,  take  such  security  from  them  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  secure  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  them  remove  at 
pleasure  ;  they  shall  determine  the  rates  of  insurance,  the  sum  to  be  insured 
on  any  building,  and  the  sum  to  be  deposited  for  the  insurance  thereof; 
they  shall  order  and  direct  the  making  and  issuing  of  all  policies  of  insu- 
rance, the  providing  of  books,  stationery,  and  other  things  needful  for  the 
office  of  said  company,  and  for  carrying  on  the  affairs  thereof;  and  may 
draw  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  losses  which  may  have  hap- 
pened, and  for  expenses  incurred  in  transacting  the  concerns  of  said  com- 
pany ;  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  company  to  act  as  president ;  and 
may  hold  their  meetings  monthly,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  for  transacting 
the  business  of  said  company ;  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings ; 
and  any  director  disagreeing  with  a  majority  of  the  board,  at  any  meeting, 
may  enter  his  dissent,  with  his  reasons  therefor,  on  record.  A  majority  of 
said  directors  may  borrow  money,  upon  the  credit  of  the  capital  stock  or 
fund  of  said  company,  to  pay  any  actual  loss  of  said  company,  whenever 
they  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  said  company,  by 
effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy,  deposit  his 
promissory  note  for  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  di- 
rectors, a  part,  not  exceeding  five  per  centum,  of  which  said  note  shall  be  im- 
mediately paid  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
company,  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposit  note  shall  be  payable  in  part, 
or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors  shall  deem  the  same  requisite 
for  the  payment  of  losses  or  other  expenses ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the 
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time  of  insurance,  the  said  note,  or  such  part  of  the  same  as  shall  remain 
unpaid,  after  deducting  all  losses  and  expenses  occurring  during  said  term, 
shall  be  relinquished  and  given  up  to  the  signer  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  bound 
and  obligated  to  pay  his  portion  of  all  losses  and  expenses  happening  or 
occurring  in  or  to  said  company  ;  and  all  buildings  insured  by  and  with 
said  company,  together  with  the  rights,  title  and  interests  of  the  assured  to 
the  land  on  which  they  stand,  shall  be  pledged  to  said  company,  and  the 
said  company  shall  have  a  lien' thereon  against  the  assured,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  his,  her  or  their  policies. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  happening  to  any  mem- 
ber upon  property  insured  in  and  with  said  company,  the  said  member  shall 
give  notice  thereof,  in  writirg,  to  the  directors,  or  some  one  of  them,  or  to 
the  secretary  of  said  company,  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  said  loss 
or  damage  may  have  happened,  and  the  directors,  upon  a  view  of  the  same, 
or  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  deem  proper,  shall  ascertain  and  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  said  loss  or  damage,  and  if  the  party  suffering  is  not 
satisfied  with  the  determination  of  the  directors,  the  question  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  referees,  or  the  said  party  may  bring  an  action  against  said  com- 
pany for  loss  or  damage  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  to  be  holden 
in  and  for  the  county  in  which  the  loss  may  happen,  by  summons  served 
on  the  agent  of  the  company,  if  any  agent  reside  in  said  county,  but  if 
the  company  have  no  agent  resident  in  said  county,  then  by  summons 
served  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  act  of  the  21st  of  January,  1847, 
entitled  an  act  to  authorize  suits  upon  contracts  of  insurance  to  be  brought 
in  the  county  in  which  the  contract  may  be  made ;  and  if  upon  the  trial 
of  said  action,  a  greater  sum  shall  be  recovered  than  the  amount  determin- 
ed upon  by  the  directors,  the  party  suffering  shall  have  judgment  therefor 
against  said  company,  with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  said  loss  or  dam- 
age happened,  and  cost  of  suit ;  but  if  no  more  shall  be  recovered  than 
the  amount  aforesaid,  the  said  plaintiff  shall  become  non-suit,  and  the  said 
company  shall  recover  their  costs ;  provided,  however,  that  the  judgment 
last  mentioned  shall  in  no  wise  affect  the  claim  of  said  suffering  party  to 
the  amount  of  loss  or  damage,  as  determined  by  the  directors  aforesaid, 
and  provided,  also,  that  execution  shall  not  issue  on  any  judgment  against 
said  company  until  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  rendition 
thereof. 

Sec.  8.  After  receiving  notice  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  sustained 
by  any  member,  and  ascertaining  the  same,  or  after  the  rendition  of  any 
judgments  aforesaid  against  said  company  for  said  loss  or  damage,  if  there 
be  not  sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  pay  the  same,  the  directors  shall  settle 
or  determine  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  several  members  thereof,  as  their 
respective  portions  of  said  loss,  and  publish  the  same  in  such  manner  as 
they  shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescribe,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid 
by  each  member  shall  always  be  in  proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his 
deposit  note  or  notes,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days 
next  after  the  publication  of  said  notice ;  and  if  any  member  shall,  after 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  her  or  them,  as  his,  her  or  their 
proportion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid,  in  such  case  the  directors  may  sue  for 
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and  recover  the  whole  amount  of  his,  her  or  their  deposit  note  or  notes, 
with  costs  of  suit,  and  the  money  thus  collected  shall  remain  in  the  treas- 
ury of  said  company,  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  losses  and  expenses 
as  have  or  may  hereafter  occur,  and  the  balance,  if  any  remain,  shall  be 
returned  to  the  party  from  whence  it  was  collected,  on  demand,  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time  said  policy  or  policies  expired. 

Sec.  9.  If  it  shall  ever  so  happen  that  the  whole  amount  of  deposit 
notes  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  fire  or  fires, 
in  such  case  sufferers  insured  by  said  company,  shall  receive,  towards  mak- 
ing good  their  respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the  whole 
amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by  them  respectively  insured ; 
and  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed  on  all  members  of  said  com- 
pany, not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  every  hundred  dollars  by  them  respec- 
tively insured.  And  the  said  members  shall  never  be  required  to  pay  for 
any  loss  occasioned  by  fire,  at  any  time,  more  than  fifty  cents  on  each  hun- 
dred dollars,  insured  in  said  company,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  his  de- 
posit note,  nor  more  than  that  amount  for  any  such  loss  after  his  said  note 
shall  have  been  paid  in  and  expended :  but  any  member,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  whole  of  his  deposit  note,  and  surrendering  his  policy,  before  any 
subsequent  loss  or  expense  has  occurred,  may  be  discharged  from  said  com- 
pany. 

Sec  10.  Said  company  may  make  insurance  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing ten  years ;  and  any  policy  of  insurance  issued  by  said  company,  signed 
by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  deemed  valid 
and  binding  on  said  company,  in  all  cases  where  the  assured  has  a  title  in 
fee  simple,  unincumbered,  to  the  building  or  buildings  insured,  and  to  the 
land  owned  by  them ;  but  if  the  assured  have  a  less  estate  therein,  or  if  the 
premises  be  incumbered,  the  policy  shall  be  void,  unless  the  true  title  of  the 
assured,  and  the  incumbrances  of  the  premises,  be  expressed  therein,  and 
in  the  application  thereof. 

Sec.  1 1 .  The  directors  shall  settle  and  pay  all  losses,  within  three  months 
after  they  shall  have  been  notified  as  aforesaid,  but  no  allowance  is  to  be 
made,  in  estimating  damages  in  any  case,  for  gilding,  historical,  or  landscape 
painting,  stucco  or  carved  work. 

Sec  12.  Where  any  house  or  other  building,  shall  be  alienated  by  sale 
or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be  void,  and  be  surrendered  to  the 
directors  of  said  company  to  be  canceled ;  and  upon  such  surrender,  the 
assured  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his,  her  or  their  deposit  note  or  notes,  upon 
the  payment  of  his,  her  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses  and  expenses  that  have 
accrued,  prior  to  such  surrender ;  provided,  however,  that  the  grantee  or 
alienee,  having  the  policy  assigned  to  him,  her  or  them,  may  have  his,  her 
or  their  rights  thereto  confirmed  to  him,  her  or  them,  for  his,  her,  or  their 
own  proper  use  and  benefit,  upon  application  to  the  directors,  and  with 
their  consent,  within  thirty  days  after  such  alienation,  on  giving  proper  secu- 
rity to  the  satisfaction  of  said  directors,  for  such  portion  of  the  deposit  or 
premium  note  as  shall  remain  unpaid,  and  by  such  ratification  and  confirma- 
tion, the  party  causing  the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  to  which  the  original  party  assured 
was  entitled  and  subject  under  this  act. 
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Sec.  13.  If  any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  house  or  building,  by 
the  proprietor  thereof,  after  insurance  has  been  made  thereon,  with  said 
company,  whereby  it  may  be  exposed  to  greater  risk  or  hazard  from  fire, 
than  it  was  at  the  time  it  was  insured,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  in- 
surance made  upon  such  house  or  building  shall  be  void,  unless  an  addi- 
tional premium  and  deposit,  after  such  alteration,  be  settled  with,  and  paid 
to  the  directors ;  but  no  alterations  or  repairs  in  buildings,  not  increasing 
such  risk  or  hazard,  shall  in  anywise  affect  insurance  previously  made 
thereon! 

Sec.  14.  Tn  case  any  buildings,  situated  upon  leased  lands,  and  insured 
by  said  company,  be  destroyed  by  fire,  in  such  case  the  directors  may  retain 
the  amount  of  the  premium  note  given  for  the  insurance  thereof,  until  the 
time  for  which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  expired ;  at  the  expiration 
thereof,  the  assured  shall  have  a  right  to  demand  and  receive  such  part  of 
said  retained  sum,  as  has  not  been  expended  in  losses  or  assurances. 

Sec  15.  If  insurance  on  any  house  or  building  shall  be,  and  subsist  in 
said  company,  and  in  any  other  company,  or  from  and  by  any  other  person 
or  persons  at  the  same  time,  the  insurance  made  in  and  by  said  company 
shall  be  deemed  and  become  void,  unless  such  double  insurance  subsist 
with  the  consent  of  the  directors,  signified  by  indorsement  on  the  back  of 
the  policy  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 

Sec.  16.  The  said  William  L.  Perkins,  Uri  Seeley,  Harvey  Wood  worth, 
Peleg  P.  Sandford,  or  any  two  of  them,  may  call  the  first  meeting  of  the 
members  of  said  company,  at  any  suitable  time  and  place  in  Painsville, 
aforesaid,  by  advertisement  in  any  newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  giving 
at  least  ten  days  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  design  of  said  meeting,  for 
the  purpose  of  choosing  the  first  board  of  directors,  of  making  and  establish- 
ing by-laws,  and  of  transacting  any  business  necessary  and  proper  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  and  intentions  of  this  act ;  provided,  however,  that 
no  policies  shall  be  issued  by  said  company  until  application  shall  be  made 
for  insurance  on  fifty  thousand  dollars  at  least.  .#. 

Sec  17.  Each  and  every  one  of  the  directors  of  said  company  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  county  of  Lake,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  with  good  and  suf- 
ficient surety  or  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  treasurer,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  agreeably  to  the  regula- 
tions, requirements  and  restrictions  of  this  act ;  and  on  the  complaint  of  any 
person  who  has  been  injured  by  the  misconduct  of  any  director,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  cause  said  bond  to  be  put  in  suit,  on  receiving 
security  to  indemnify  the  county  against  costs,  and  to  certify  to  the  court 
who  is  prosecutor  in  such  cause,  and  said  court  may,  on  motion  of  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants  in  said  cause,  order  the  prosecutor  or  prosecutors  to 
find  sureties  to  indemnify  the  defendant  or  defendants  for  their  costs,  should 
he  foil  to  prosecute  or  recover  thereon  :  and  if  the  defendant  ox  defendants 
shall  plead  performance  of  the  conditions  of  said  [bond,]  the  prosecutor  may 
reply  to  as  many  branches  respecting  his  interests,  as  he  shall  see  fit ;  and 
the  jury,  on  trial  of  such  issues  as  shall  be  put  to  them,  shall  assess  dama- 
ges for  such  breaches,  as  the  prosecutor  shall  prove,  and  the  court  shall  en- 
ter up  judgment  for  the  whole  penalty  of  the  bond,  and  issue  execution  in 
favor  of  the  prosecutor  for  such  sum  as  the  jury  shall  have  found,  for  dam*: 
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ages  and  the  costs ;  and  the  judgment  shall  remain  for  the  benefit  of  such 
person  or  persons  as  may,  by  scire  facias  thereon,  show  that  they  have  been 
injured  by  any  branches  of  the  condition  of  said  bond  ;  and  if  the  prosecu- 
tors shall  fail  to  recover  in  such  suit,  the  court  shall  award  costs  to  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants,  and  th&efor  issue  execution  against  such  prosecutor 
or  prosecutors. 

Sec.  18.  If  any  member  or  members  of  said  company  shall,  for  more  than 
thirty  days  after  publication  of  notice  as  required  by  the  eighth  section  of  this 
act,  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him,  her  or  them,  as  his, 
her  or  their  proportion  of  the  loss  or  damage,  as  is  provided  in  said  eighth  sec- 
tion, the  said  company  may  at  its  election,  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole 
amount  of  his,  her  or  their  deposit  note  or  notes,  with  costs  of  suit,  as  is 
provided  in  said  section,  or  said  company  may  sue  for  and  recover  the 
amount  assessed  upon  him,  her  or  them,  as  his,  her  or  their  proportien  of 
loss  or  damage  as  aforesaid,  with  the  interest  upon  such  assessments  after 
said  thirty  days,  and  costs  of  suit. 

Sec  19.  If  said  company  shall  elect  to  sue  for  the  whole  amount  of 
the  deposit  note,  as  provided  for  in  said  eighth  section,  it  shall  only  be  ne- 
cessary in  declaring,  to  set  forth  the  making  and  execution  of  said  deposit 
note  or  notes,  the  making  of  the  assessment  or  assessments,  which  the  de- 
fendant may  have  failed  to  pay,  together  with  the  refusal  of  the  defendant 
or  defendants  to  pay  such  assessment  or  assessments,  after  thirty  days  no- 
tice having  been  given,  as  is  required  by  this  act,  thereby  showing  the  lia- 
bility of  the  defendanj^or  defendants,  to  pay  the  amount  due  upon  such 
deposit  note  or  notes,  and  from  such  liability  to  raise  a  promise  to  pay, 
.with  a  breach  of  such  promise,  and  in  the  trial  of  such  cause,  the  deposit 
note  or  notes  in  suit,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  assessment  or  assessments 
thereon,  and  of  the  notice  of  said  assessments,  certified  by  the  secretary  of 
the  company,  under  the  seal  thereof,  shall  be  competent  prima  facie  evi- 
dence to  sustain  the  action  or  suit. 

Sec.  20.  If  said  company  shall  elect  to  sue  only  for  the  amount  assess- 
ed as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  declaring,  to  set  forth  only  that  the 
defendant  or  defendants,  is  a  member,  or  are  members  of  said  company, 
the  deposit  note  or  notes  of  such  defendant  or  defendants,  the  assessment 
or  assessments  thereon,  thereby  showing  the  liability  of  such  defendant  or 
defendants,  and  from  such  liability  raising  a  promise  to  pay  ;  and  also  to  sot 
forth  that  notice  of  the  assessments  had  been  given,  as  herein  provided, 
thirty  days  before  the  suit  was  commenced  ;  and  upon  the  trial  of  such 
cause,  a  copy  of  the  deposit  note  or  notes  of  the  defendant  or  defendants 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  company,  under  the  seal  thereof,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  assessment  or  assessments  upon  the  defendant  or  defen- 
dants, and  of  the  notice  certified  by  the  same  officer,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, shall  be  competent  prima  facie  evidence  to  sustain  such  suit  or  action; 
Provided,  that  the  amount  of  such  assesment  or  assessments,  whon  recor- 
ded and  paid,  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  deposit  note  or  notes  of  the  defen- 
dant or  defendants  in  the  same  manner  as  if  voluntarily  paid. 

Sec  21.  In  all  suits  by  or  against  said  company,  any  member  of  said 
company  shall  be  perfectly  competent  to  act,  whether  he  be  a  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  or  County  Courts  of  this  State,  witness,  juror,  sheriff  or  other  of- 
ficer, except  in  suits  where  he  or  she  shall  be  directly  a  party,  provided  that 
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such  member  be  not  otherwise  disqualified,  and  the  records  of  said  compa- 
ny, or  copies  thereof,  duly  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  the  president 
or  secretary,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  competent  evidence  in  any  suit 
in  which  said  company  may  be  a  party. 

Sec.  22.  At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  company,  the  election  of 
directors  shall  be  made  in  three  classes  of  equal  number  each,  the  first 
class  to  serve  one  year,  the  second  class  to  serve  two  years,  and  the  third 
class  to  serve  three  years  from  the  date  of  said  election,  and  at  each  subse- 
quent annual  election,  one  third  of  the  directors  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancies  occasioned  by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  office  o£the  several 
classes  above  named,  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding* 

Sec.  23.  The  office  of  said  company,  during  its  continuance,  shall  be 
located  at  Painsville,  in  Lake  county. 

Sec.  24.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  loan  such  portion  of 
their  money  on  hand,  as  may  not  be.  immediately  wanted  for  the  purposes 
of  said  corporation,  to  be  secured  by  bond  or  note  and  mortgage  upon  unin- 
cumbered real  estate  of  double  the  value  of  the  sum  loaned,  exclusive  of 
buildings  and  timber,  and  subject  to  be  called  in  on  notice  of  not  less  than 
six  months. 

Sec  25.  The  authority  of  said  company  to  insure  is  hereby  limited  to 
dwelling  houses,  out  houses,  barns  and  other  buildings  connected  with  or 
appertaining  to  farms,  and  grain,  hay  and  all  other  produce  remaining  in 
such  buildings  or  upon  the  farm,  and  such  household  furniture,  farming  im- 
plements and  other  property  appertaining  to  farms,  as  may  be  in  such  build- 
ings or  on  the  farm  to  which  they  appertain  ;  and  also,  to  such  other  dwel- 
ling houses,  out  houses,  barns  and  other  buildings  connected  with  or  apper- 
taining to  such  dwelling  houses,  which  have  no  other  buildings  nearer  to 
the  premises  insured  than  eight  rods.

To  incorporate  the  Hocking  County  Sayings  Institute,  at  Logan. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Reuben  Culen,  Robert  Wright,  John  Rochester,  Flavius  Case,  John 
A.  Browne,  Charles  W.  James,  John  Borland,  Benjamin  P.  Hewitt  and 
Dennis  McCarthy,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  created  and  made  a  corporation  and  body  politic  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  "  Hocking  County  Savings  Institute,"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  succession  for  twenty  years,  and  be  capable  in  law  to  hold  and  dispose 
of  property,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  de- 
fend, and  be  answered  and  defended  in  courts  of  law  and  equity,  or  in  any 
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place  whatever,  and  to  receive  and  make  all  deeds,  transfers,  contracts, 
covenants,  conveyances,  and  grants  whatsoever,  and  to  make,  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally 
to  do  every  other  act  or  thing  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  to  promote  the  lawful  objects  and  designs  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars  each,  one  tenth  part  of 
which  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  the  residue  as  the  board 
of  directors  of  said  company  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  „  Books  for  the  subscription  of  said  stock  shall  be  opened  at  such 
time  and  place,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  persons  above  named,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  may  direct. 

Sec.  4.  The  stock,  property  and  funds  of  said  corporation  shall  be  con- 
trolled and  managed  by  a  board  of  seven  directors,  the  first  election  for 
which,  shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  persons  above  named, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  designate,  and  election  therefor  shall  be  held 
annually  thereafter,  under  such  regulation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board 
of  directors;  Provided,  that  each  board  of  directors  shall  serve  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  that  a  non-election  at  such  time 
shall  not  be  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter,  but  such  election  may  be  held  at 
such  other  time  as  the  directors  shall  appoint,  and  if  they  shall  not  appoint 
a  time  therefor,  the  same  may  be  done  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
which  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  those  owning  one  fourth  of  the  stock, 
and  in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holders 
to  one  vote. 

Sec  5.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  their  own  body, 
a  president ;  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body  ;  to  appoint  all  such 
officers,  agents  and  servants,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  conduct  and 
execute  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  institution  ;  to  fix  their  compensation, 
and,  in  their  discretion,  to  dismiss  them ;  to  take  bonds  to  the  corporation 
from  all  or  any  of  the  officers,  agents  and  servants,  by  them  appointed, 
with  adequate  security  conditioned  in  such  form  as  they,  the  directors,  shall 
prescribe,  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  several  duties  of  such  officers, 
agents  and  servants,  and  to  secure  the  corporation  from  loss,  to  regulate  the 
manner  of  making  and  receiving  deposits ;  the  form  of  certificates  to  be 
issued  to  depositors,  and  the  manner  of  transferring  the  same;  to  provide 
for  investing  the  funds  of  the  corporation  as  they  shall  deem  most  safe  and 
beneficial ;  to  provide  for  paying  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  conduct- 
ing the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  and  generally  to  pass  all  such  by-laws  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  said  corporation 
by  their  charter,  and  the  said  by-laws  to  alter  or  repeal. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  receiving  from  any 
person  or  persons  any  deposit  or  deposits  of  money,  upon  interest,  and  the 
money  so  received  shall  be  invested  by  said  corporation  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  deemed  most  beneficial ;  provided,  that  no  part  of  the  funds  of  said 
corporation  or  of  its  deposits,  shall  be  loaned,  directly  or  indirectly  to  any 
directors  or  officers  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  7.  Said  corporation  shall  not  purchase,  hold  or  convey  any  goods, 
wares,  merchandise  or  real  estate,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
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transaction  of  its  ordinary  business,  and  such  as  it  may  acquire  in  payment 
of  debts  contracted,  without  reference  to  such  modes  of  payments. 

Sec.  8.  The  money  deposited  in  said  institution  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  property  of  the  depositor ;  and  no  part  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
officers  of  said  institution  but  upon  the  order  of  the  depositor,  or  his  or  her 
legally  authorized  agent,  except  for  the  purpose  of  being  loaned  or  put  at 
interest,  or  invested  as  aforesaid. 

Sec  9.  Said  corporation  shall  in  no  case  loan  money  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est exceeding  the  current  legal  rate  of  interest,  payable  in  advance  ;  nor 
issue  any  promissory  note,  bill  of  exchange,  check,  or  other  paper  in  any 
form  designed  or  adapted  to  circulate  as  money,  nor  put  in  circulation  any 
unauthorized  bank  paper. 

Sec.  10.  A  book  shall  be  kept  at  the  office  of  said  institution,  in  which 
every  depositor  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appointing  some  person  or  per- 
sons to  whom,  in  the  event  of  his  or  her  death,  the  money  shall  be  paid,  if 
not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  will. 

Sec.  11.  Said  corporation  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months, 
eause  to  be  made  a  correct  statement  of  its  affairs,  and  publish  the  same  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Logan. 

Sec  12.  The  stockholders  and  directors  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
held  and  bound  individually  for  any  and  all  debts  incurred  by  said  corpora- 
tion, whether  by  way  of  indebtedness  for  deposits  or  otherwise.

To  incorporate  the  Pickaway  County  Savings  Institute,  at  Circleville. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Samuel  Mar  field,  Richard  D.  Atwater,  Nelson  J.  Turney,  William 
W.  Bierce,  Wilson  Baker  and  Samuel  A.  Moore,  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  corporation 
and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Pickaway  County  Savings 
Institute,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession  for  twenty  years,  and  be 
capable  in  law  to  hold  and  dispose  of  property,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  and  be  answered  and  defended,  in 
courts  of  law  or  equity,  or  any  place  whatever;  and  to  receive  and  make 
all  deeds,  transfers,  contracts,  covenants,  conveyances  and  grants  whatso- 
ever ;  and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change 
and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  any  other  act  or  thing  necessa- 
ry to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  promote  the  lawful 
objects  and  designs  of  said  corporation. 
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Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars  each ;  one  tenth  part  of 
which  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  the  residue  as  the  board 
of  directors  of  said  company  may  require. 

Sec  3.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  said  stock  shall  be  opened  at  such 
time  and  place,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  persons  above  named,  or 
a  majority  of  them  may  direct ;  but  no  person  shall  be  permitted,  within 
the  first  twenty  days  after  such  books  shall  be  opened,  to  subscribe  for  him- 
self, or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person,  with  the  intent  to  control  the  same, 
himself,  more  than  one  hundred  shares  of  said  capital  stock :  Provided,  if 
said  capital  stock  is  not  all  taken  within  the  time  aforesaid,  that  any  person 
may  then  increase  his  subscription,  under  the  regulations  of  said  company, 
but  not  so  as  to  exceed  in  any  case  three  hundred  shares  of  said  capital 
stock,  to  be  held  or  controlled  by  the  same  person. 

Sec.  4.  The  stock,  property  and  funds  of  said  corporation,  shall  be 
controlled  and  managed  by  a  board  of  seven  directors ;  the  first  election  for 
which  shall  be  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  persons  above  named,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  designate ;  and  an  election  therefor  shall  be  held 
annually  thereaftefe«*tder  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
board  of  directors. -Provided,  that  each  board  of  directors  shall  serve  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  that  the  non-election  at  such 
time,  shall  not  be  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter,  but  such  election  shall  be  held 
at  such  other  time  as  the  directors  shall  appoint ;  and  if  they  shall  not  ap- 
point a  time  therefor,  the  same  may  be  done  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, which  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  those  owning  one-fourth  of  the 
stock ;  and  in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each  share  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  one  vote. 

Sec  5.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  their  own  body 
a  president ;  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body ;  to  appoint  all  such  of- 
ficers, agents  and  servants,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  conduct  and 
execute  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  institution  ;  to  fix  their  compensa- 
tion, and  in  their  discretion  dismiss  them  ;  to  take  bonds  to  the  corporation 
from  all  or  any  of  the  officers,  agents  and  servants  by  them  appointed,  with 
adequate  security,  conditioned  in  such  form  as  the  directors  shall  prescribe, 
for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  several  duties  of  such  officers,  agents  and 
servants,  and  to  secure  the  corporation  from  loss;  to  regulate  the  manner 
of  making  and  receiving  deposits,  the  form  of  certificates  to  be  issued  to 
depositors,  and  the  manner  of  transferring  the  same ;  to  provide  for  invest- 
ing the  funds  of  the  corporation  as  they  shall  deem  most  safe  and  benefi- 
cial ;  to  provide  for  paying  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  conducting 
the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  and  generally  to  pass  all  such  by-laws  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  said  corporation 
by  their  charter,  and  the  said  by-laws  to  alter  or  repeal. 

Sec  6.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  receiving  from  any 
person  or  persons  any  deposit  or  deposits  of  money  upon  interest,  and  the 
money  so  received,  shall  be  invested  by  the  corporation  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  deemed  most  beneficial :  Provided,  that  no  part  of  the  funds  of  the 
corporation,  or  of  its  deposits,  shall  be  loaned,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  any 
of  the  directors  or  officers  of  said  corporation. 
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Sec  7.     Said  corporation  shall  not  purchase,  hold  or  convey  any  per 
Bona!  property  or  real  estate,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  trans* 
action  of  its  ordinary  business,  and  such  as  it  may  acquire  in  payments  of 
debts  contracted,  without  reference  to  such  modes  of  payment. 

Sec.  8..  The  moneys  deposited  in  such  institution,  shall  be  regarded  as 
the  property  of  the  depositor ;  and  no  part  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
officers,  but  upon  the  order  of  the  depositor,  or  his  or  her  authorized  agent, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  being  loaned  or  put  at  interest,  or  invested  as 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  Said  corporation  shall  in  no  case  loan  money  at  a  rate  of  in- 
terest exceeding  the  current  legal  rate  of  interest,  payable  in  advance,  nor 
issue  any  paper  in  any  form  designated  or  adapted  to  circulate  as  money, 
nor  put  in  circulation  any  unauthorized  bank  paper. 

Sec  10.  A  book  shall  be  kept  at  the  office  of  said  institution,  in  which 
every  depositor  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appointing  some  person  or  per- 
sons to  whom,  in  the  event  of  his  or  her  death,  the  money  shall  be  paid,  if 
not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  will. 

Sec  11.  Said  corporation  shall  at  least  once  in  every  six  months,  cause 
to  be  made  a  correct  statement  of  its  affairs,  to  preserve  the  same  in  its  of- 
fice for  the  inspection  at  all  times  of  its  stockholders  and  depositors,  and 
to  publish  a  statement  in  such  manner  as  the  directors  shall  prescribe.

To  incorporate  the  Saving  Fund  Society  of  Woodsfield. 

Sec  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  William  Okey,  Thomas  West,  John  Kerr,  Nathan  Hollister,  J.  G. 
Fleming,  John  Steed,  Samuel  Landback/Jeremiah  Okey  and  James  R.  Smith, 
and  all  other  persons  who  may  be  hereafter  associated  with  them,  in  the 
manner  hereafter  provided,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  "Sav- 
ing Fund  Society  of  Woodsfield,,,  with  lull  corporate  powers,  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  acquire,  hold,  occupy  and  enjoy,  by  pur- 
chase or  in  any  other  legal  manner,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of,  all 
such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
interest  of  said  society,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
change  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and  to  do  any  other  act  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect  the  objects  of  the  society  and  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  (a  majorty  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum,)  as  soon  as  may 
be  convenient  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  appoint  an  agent  to  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  fund  of  said  society,  and  to  give 
public  notice  of  such  appointment,  and  of  the  time  and  place  when 
subscriptions  will  be  received,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  Woods- 
field,  and  they  may,  in  their  discretion,  require  said  agent  to  give  bond,  with 
security,  conditioned  as  they  may  prescribe,  and  the  books  shall  be  kept  open 
four  hours  each  day,  for  at  least  twenty  days,  at  the  expiration  of  which  a 
meeting  of  the  members  of  said  society  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  from  among  said  members,  five  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
said  society. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  and  every  person  who  shall,  before  the  first  election 
of  directors,  subscribe  his  or  her  name  as  a  weekly  depositor  in  the  funds 
of  said  society,  of  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  cents,  nor  more  than 
five  dollars,  and  who  shall  at  the  same  time  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  agent 
aforesaid,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  use  of  said  fund,  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  certificate  of  membership;  and  every  person  who,  after  said  election, 
shall  be  a  weekly  depositor  of  said  society,  and  who  shall  have  deposited 
not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  nor  more  than  five  dollars  in  each  week,  for 
the  period  of  six  months  successively,  shall  have  a  right  to  require  of  the 
proper  officers  of  the  society,  under  its  by-laws,  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship :  Provided,  however,  that  said  society  may,  by  its  by-laws,  fix  or  alter 
the  terms  of  membership,  and  regulate  the  manner  of  voting. 

Sec  4.  That  at  all  elections  the  members  shall  vote  by  ballot,  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  election 
for  directors,  and  to  give  at  least  ten  days  notice  thereof  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  printed  in  Woodsfield,  and  to  appoint  five  persons  from  their 
own  body  to  preside  as  judges  of  said  election,  and  the  persons  elected  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  annual  election  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected ;  and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  annually,  on  such  day 
of  the  same  month  on  which  the  first  election  was  held,  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated in  the  by-laws  of  said  society,  and  in  such  by-laws,  provisions  shall 
be  made  for  giving  notice  thereof  and  for  the  appointment  of  the  judges. 

Sec  6.  That  the  directors  shall,  from  their  own  body,  elect  a  president, 
and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  to  conduct  or  execute  the  business  and  affairs  of  said 
society ;  to  fix  their  compensation,  and  in  their  discretion  to  dismiss  them ; 
to  provide  for  taking  bonds  of  officers  and  agents  appointed  by  them,  with 
security,  conditioned  in  such  form  as  they  shall  prescribe,  to  secure  said 
society  from  loss,  to  regulate  the  manner  of  making  and  receiving  deposits, 
and  of  transferring  them,  to  provide  for  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  said 
society,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  most  safe  and  beneficial,  and  for 
defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  said  society, 
and  generally  to  make  all  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  repeal : 
Provided,  always,  that  a  majority  of  the  members  assembled,  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  society,  may  alter  or  repeal  any  by-law  or  by-laws,  passed 
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by  the  directors,  and  may  pass  by-laws  binding  upon  the  directors  :  Pro- 
vided, also,  that  any  by-laws  passed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  not  be 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  society  shall  be  capable  of  receiving,  buying  drafts 
and  bills  of  exchange,  and  promissory  notes,  and  of  receiving  from  any 
person  or  persons  any  deposit,  or  deposits  of  money,  and  of  investing  the 
same  in  such  manner  as  the  directors,  in  their  discretion,  shall  deem  most 
safe  and  beneficial,  and  shall  have  power  to  loan  at  any  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  in  ad- 
vance. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors,  at  least  once  in  eve- 
ry six  months,  to  appoint,  from  among  the  members  of  said  society,  five 
competent  persons,  as  a  committee  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  said  society, 
to  make  and  publish  a  report  thereof,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed 
in  Woodsfield  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  directors,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  every  year,  to  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the  profits  of  said 
society,  after  paying  its  expenses,  and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  depos- 
torsor  their  legal  representatives,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  when  demanded: 
Provided,  that  the  members  of  said  society  shall,  in  their  individual  and  pri- 
vate capacity,  be  liable  for  all  debts  of  said  society.  But  the  society  shall 
be  legally  incapable  of  contracting  debts  which  shall  in  the  aggregate  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  di- 
rectors, and  incapable  of  contracting  debts,  in  any  case  whatsoever,  which 
shall  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  9.  That  no  member  who  is  a  director  in  any  bank,  shall  be  eligi- 
ble as  a  director  in  said  society,  nor  shall  this  society  issue  any  bills,  notes, 
or  other  device  in  the  nature  of  bank  notes. 

Sec  10.  That  this  act  shall  be  and  continue  in  force  until  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  and  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  which  shall  be  holden  thereafter.

Sec  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  legal  voters  of  the  township  of  Perry,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana, 
may  assemble  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next,  at  the  usual  place  of  hold- 
ing elections  in  said  township,  and  then  and  there  decide  by  ballot,  for  or 
against  levying  a  tax  on  all  the  property  subject  to  taxation  in  said  town- 
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Sec.  4.  The  construction  of  said  hall  and  market  house  shall  be  under 
^e  direction  and  control  of  the  town  council  of  said  town,  and  when  built 
they  shall  have  full  power  to  take  charge  and  special  care  of  the  same.

AN  ACT 
To  regulate  the  levying  of  a  tax  for  road  purposes,  in  the  counties  of  Belmont  and  Jefferson. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  trustees  of  the  several  townships  in  the  counties  of  Belmont  and 
Jefferson,  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  of  each  year,  determine  the 
amount  of  tax  that  shall  be  levied  for  road  purposes  in  their  respective 
townships,  for  the  ensuing  year ;  which  tax  shall  not  be  less  than  three, 
nor  more  than  twenty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  the  taxable 
property  listed  on  the  county  duplicate  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  immediately  to  return  the 
amount  of  tax  so  levied  as  aforesaid,  to  the  auditor  of  said  counties,  who 
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shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter,  make  out  and  deliver 
to  the  clerks  of  the  several  townships,  abstracts  of  such  road  tax ;  and  the 
said  clerks,  upon  receiving  the  same,  shall  forthwith  make  out  the  road  tax 
for  the  several  road  districts,  to  be  worked  out  by  the  tax  payers  of  such 
road  districts,  as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  act,  and  deliver  a  list 
thereof  to  the  supervisors  of  said  road  districts. 

Sec.  3.  That  each  supervisor  of  each  road  district,  as  aforesaid,  upon 
receiving  from  the  clerks  of  their  respective  townships,  the  amount  of  tax 
so  levied  for  road  purposes,  shall  notify  each  and  every  tax  payer  of  his  said 
district  to  work  out  their  respective  road  taxes  upon  the  roads  of  said  dis- 
tricts, under  the  same  regulations  as  are  now  provided  by  law ;  which  said 
road  tax  shall  be  worked  out  as  aforesaid,  between  the  first  day  of  August 
and  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
supervisor  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  each  tax  payer  of  his  said  district, 
who  shall  have  worked  out  the  amount  of  his  or  her  road  tax,  a  receipt  for 
the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  supervisor  to  make  out  and  return, 
under  oath,  a  complete  list  of  each  and  every  person,  including  those  that 
have  worked  out,  and  those  that  have  not,  their  share  of  said  road  tax,  to 
the  trustees  of  their  respective  townships,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
March  of  each  year,  which  shall  be  the  time  of  his  settlement  with  said 
trustees ;  and  the  trustees  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  their 
respective  townships,  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  refused  or  neglect- 
ed to  work  out  their  said  road  tax,  and  shall  add  to  such  delinquencies  ten 
per  centum ;  and  the  said  clerks  shall  immediately  collect  such  road  tax 
and  penalty,  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  fees  that  are  allowed  by 
law  to  county  treasurers  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  any  individual  owns  land,  or  other  real  estate,  and 
not  having  personal  property,  by  means  of  which  such  delinquent  tax  can 
be  made,  or  by  reason  of  any  individual  not  being  a  resident  of  such  town- 
ship, but  owning  property  therein,  and  the  township  clerk  shall  be  unable 
to  collect  such  delinquent  tax,  then,  and  in  all  such  cases,  he  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year,  send  a  statement  of  such  tax, 
to  be  placed  on  the  duplicate  of  the  county  auditor,  and  collected  of  the 
real  estate  of  such  individuals,  as  other  delinquent  tax  is  collected,  with  the 
penalty  aforesaid. 

Sec  5.  That  all  moneys  collected  by  the  township  clerks,  on  account 
of  delinquent  road  tax,  as  aforesaid,  and  all  moneys  collected  by  the  county 
treasurer  on  the  same  account,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
respective  townships,  who  will  receipt  therefor  to  the  treasurer  or  clerk,  as 
the  case  may  be,  which  money,  when  so  paid  over,  shall  be  denominated  a 
road  fund,  to  be  appropriated  for  road  purposes,  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  trustees  of  the  respective  townships. 

Sec  6.  That  supervisors,  for  services  performed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  is  hereby  repealed  ;  and  this  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

To  authorize  the  trustees  of  townships  in  the  County  of  Brown  to  levy  an  additional 

road  tax. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  trustees  in  any  of  the  several  townships  in  the  county  of  Brown, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy,  in  addition  to  the  road  tax  au- 
thorized to  be  levied  by  the  county  commissioners,  a  specific  road  tax  in 
their  township,  not  exceeding  two  cents  on  each  and  every  acre  of  land  in 
said  township,  placed  on  the  duplicate  for  taxation  ;  Provided,  that  before 
the  trustees  of  any  township  shall  exercise  the  authority  hereinbefore  granted, 
they  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  electors  of  said  township  at  the 
same  time  that  notice  of  the  annual  April  election  is  given,  requesting  the 
electors,  when  assembled  at  the  April  election,  to  insert  on  their  election 
ballots,  road  tax,  or  no  road  tax ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  shall  vote 
road  tax,  the  trustees  may  carry  the  provisions  of  this  section  into  effect ; 
and  the  tax  so  levied  shall  be  certified  to  the.  auditor  of  said  county  at  the 
same  time  that  other  taxes  levied  by  the  trustees  are ;  and  shall  be,  by  the 
county  auditor,  entered  on  the  duplicate  of  taxes  in  a  separate  column  from 
all  other  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  The  taxes  so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  county  treasurer 
as  county  taxes  are  collected,  and  shall  be  expended  on  the  public  roads 
of  the  several  townships  in  which  the  same  were  respectively  collected,  as 
directed  by  this  act ;  Provided,  that  the  landholders  may  pay  6aid  taxes  in 
labor  on  the  public  roads  in  their  respective  districts,  under  the  direction 
of  the  proper  supervisor,  in  the  same  manner  that  other  road  taxes  are  paid 
in  labor ;  and  the  supervisors  under  whom  labor  shall  be  performed  in  pay- 
ment of  road  tax  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  give  to  the 
person  or  persons,  who  shall  perform  such  labor,  a  separate  certificate  sta- 
ting the  amount  of  labor  thus  performed,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall 
receive  such  certificate  in  payment  of  so  much  of  said  road  tax  as  is  certi- 
fied to  have  been  paid  in  labor ;  and  the  several  supervisors,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  keep  a  just  account  of  all  said  taxes  that 
shall  have  been  paid  in  labor,  separate  from  their  other  account  of  labor 
performed,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  trustees  of  the  township,  at 
their  annual  meeting,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  any  township  in  which 
such  tax  may  be  levied,  at  their  March  meeting  next  after  the  collection 
thereof,  to  apportion  the  same  among  the  several  supervisors  of  their  town- 
ships, (after  deducting  the  amount  paid  in  labor  in  each,)  in  accordance  to 
the  number  of  acres  of  taxable  land  in  each  road  district,  the  money  thus 
apportioned  to  be  laid  out  by  said  supervisors  in  opening,  repairing,  or 
bridging  roads  in  their  respective  districts  ;  and  all  money  thus  expended 
shall  be  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  under  such  restrictions  as  the 
trustees  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  4.  All  taxes  collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  township  treasurer  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  township  taxes  are,  and  the  township  treasurer  and  town- 
ship clerk  shall  keep  a  separate  and  distinct  account  of  said  funds. 
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Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  remain  in  force  five  years  from  the  passage 
thereof;  subject,  however,  to  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed,  at  anytime 
within  said  five  years.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Sate  of  Ohio, 
That  any  road  tax  hereafter  levied  by  the  trustees  of  any  township  in  Han- 
cock, Williams,  Defiance,  Paulding,  Putnam,  Van  Wert,  Allen,  Auglaize 
and  Mercer  counties,  are  by  virtue  of  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  authorize 
the  trustees  of  townships  in  certain  counties  to  levy  an  additional  road  tax," 
passed  February  22,  1848,  may  be  discharged  by  labor  on  the  roads  within 
the  proper  district  in  the  township  where  such  tax  may  be  levied,  at  the 
rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  day,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pointed  out  in 
the  act  entitled  "  an  act  prescribing  the  duties  of  supervisors,  and  relating 
to  roads  and  highways,"  passed  March  20,  1837 :  Provided,  that  said  taxes 
shall  be  placed  by  the  auditor  of  said  county  upon  the  duplicate  of  taxes  in 
a  separate  column,  and  stated  separately  in  the  list  directed  to  be  made  out 
by  the  twenty-seventh  and  twenty-eighth  sections  of  the  act  last  above 
named. 

Sec  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor,  under  whose  di- 
rection the  labor  aforesaid  may  be  performed,  to  give  to  the  individual  for 
whose  benefit  the  same  was  done,  a  separate  certificate  of  the  amount  of 
such  labor ;  also,  that  said  labor  was  done  on  account  of  the  specific  road 
tax  levied  in  said  township. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  much  of  the  act  first  above  named  as  is  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  for  the  period  of  five  years  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  trustees  of  Upper  township,  Lawrence  county,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  levy  upon  all  the  taxable  property,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, within  the  fractional  township  No.  1,  of  range  19,  in  said  county,  in 
the  same  manner  that  township  trustees  are  authorized  by  law  to  levy  taxes 
for  other  purposes,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  law  suit  which  they  have  had  for 
the  recovery  of  their  school  lands. 

Sec.  2.  That  if,  after  .paying  all  necessary  expense,  there  shall  be  any 
balance  of  the  amount  so  collected  unexpended,  the  said  trustees  are  here- 
by required  to  cause  the  same  to  be  placed  to  the  common  school  fund  for 
said  fractional  township.

Sec.  1*  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Warren,  Trumbull  county,  Ohio,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  (in  the  same  manner 
they  are  by  law  authorized  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  for  corporate  purposes,) 
an  additional  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  mill  upon  the  dollar  on  all  the  prop- 
erty within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  subject  to  taxation  for  corpo- 
rate purposes,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  more  efficient  fire  depart- 
ment in  said  town,  and  procuring  the  materials  and  means  necessary  to 
guard  against  fire  in  said  town. 

Sec  2.  That  the  authority  given  in  section  first  of  this  act,  be  extend- 
ed to  said  town  council  to  levy  said  tax  for  the  years  1849  and  1850,  and 
no  longer.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  trustees  in  any  of  the  several  townships  in  the  county  of  Union, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy,  in  addition  to  the  road  tax  au- 
thorized to  be  levied  by  the  county  commissioners,  a  specific  road  tax  in 
their  township,  not  exceeding  two  cents  on  each  and  every  acre  of  land  in 
said  township,  placed  on  the  duplicate  for  taxation  ;  Provided,  that  before 
the  trustees  of  any  township  shall  exercise  the  authority  hereinbefore  granted, 
they  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  electors  of  said  township,  at  the 
same  time  that  notice  of  the  annual  April  election  is  given,  requesting  the 
electors,  when  assembled  at  the  April  election,  to  insert  on  their  election 
ballots,  road  tax,  or  no  road  tax ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  shall  vote 
road  tax,  the  trustees  may  carry  the  provisions  of  this  section  into  effect, 
and  the  tax  so  levied  shall  be  certified  to  the  auditor  of  said  county  at  the 
same  time  that  other  taxes  levied  by  the  trustees  are,  and  shall  be  by  the 
county  auditor  entered  on  the  duplicate  of  taxes  in  a  separate  column  from 
all  other  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  The  taxes  so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  county  treasurer 
as  county  taxes  are  collected,  and  shall  be  expended  on  the  public  roads  of 
the  several  townships  in  which  the  same  were  respectively  collected,  as  di- 
rected by  this  act ;  Provided,  that  the  landholders  may  pay  said  taxes  in 
labor  on  the  public  roads,  in  their  respective  districts,  under  the  direction 
of  the  proper  supervisor,  in  the  same  manner  that  other  road  taxes  are  paid 
in  labor,  and  the  supervisors,  under  whom  labor  shall  be  performed  in  pay- 
ment of  road  tax  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  give  to  the 
person  or  persons  who  shall  perform  such  labor,  a  separate  certificate  stating 
the  amount  of  labor  thus  performed,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  receive 
such  certificate  in  payment  of  so  much  of  said  road  tax  as  is  certified  to 
have  been  paid  in  labor,  and  the  several  supervisors  acting  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  keep  a  just  account  of  all  said  taxes  that  shall  have 
been  paid  in  labor,  separate  from  their  other  account  of  labor  performed, 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  trustees  of  the  township  at  their  annual 
meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  March. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  any  township  in  which  such 
tax  may  be  levied,  at  their  March  meeting  next  after  the  collection  thereof, 
to  appropriate  the  same  among  the  several  supervisors  of  their  township  (af- 
ter deducting  the  amount  paid  in  labor  in  each)  in  accordance  to  the  number 
of  acres  of  taxable  land  in  each  road  district ;  the  money  thus  appropriated 
to  be  laid  out  by  said  supervisors  in  opening,  repairing,  or  bridging  roads 
in  their  respective  districts,  and  all  money  thus  expended  shall  be  by  con- 
tract to  the  lowest  bidder,  under  such  restrictions  as  the  trustees  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Sec.  4.  All  taxes  collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  township  treasurer  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  township  taxes  are,  and  the  township  treasurer  and  the 
township  clerk  shall  keep  a  separate  and  distinct  account  of  said  funds. 
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Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  remain  in  force  five  years  from  the  passage 
thereof,  subject,  however,  to  be  altered,  amended  or  repealed  at  any  time 
within  said  five  years,

To  authorize  the  City  Council  of  Cincinnati  to  levy  an  additional  tax  in  aid  of  the  dis- 
abled Ftremena'  Fund. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  shall  have  the  power  to  levy 
and  assess  annually,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified,  a  tax  not  exceed- 
ing one  eighth  of  a  mill  upon  a  dollar,  on  all  the  real  and  personal  property, 
credits,  effects  and  chases  in  action  listed  for  taxation  within  the  said  city, 
which  said  tax  shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  like  manner  as  other 
taxes  for  corporation  purposes,  in  the  said  city,  are  now  by  law  levied,  as- 
sessed and  collected. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  said  city  shall  keep  the  moneys  raised 
by  the  taxation  aforesaid,  separate  from  all  the  other  funds  in  his  custody, 
and  shall  pay  out  of  the  same  upon  the  written  order  of  the  president,  or 
other  accredited  officer,  or  officers  of  "  The  Firemens*  Association  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,"  and  upon  no  other  order  whatsoever. 

Sec  3.  That  the  moneys  aforesaid  shall  be  appropriated  strictly  in  aid 
of  the  fund  of  the  said  Association  for  the  relief  of  disabled  firemen,  the 
widowfrand  children  of  deceased  firemen,  such  as  may  be  embraced  by  the 
rules  of  the  said  Association,  for  the  management  of  their  said  fund,  and 
for  no  other  purposes.

the  corporate  limits  of  said  town :  And  whereas,  there  are  diverse  debts 
due  from  said  town,  as  well  as  a  judgment  rendered  by  the  supreme  court 
of  the  State  of  Ohio  against  said  town,  which  cannot  be  paid  by  said  rate 
of  taxation :  Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  pf  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Akron  be  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  of 
not  more  than  three  mills  on  the  dollar  on  the  duplicate  of  taxable  property 
in  said  town  for  the  year  1849,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  present  in- 
debtedness of  said  town. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  marshal  of  said  town  be  authorized  to  collect  said  tax 
levied  by  virtue  of  this  act,  as  taxes  were  collected  under  the  original  aot  for 
incorporation.

Sec.  2.  This  act  to  apply  and  be  in  force  in  the  counties  of  Ashtabula, 
Trumbull,  Mahoning,  Lake,  Geauga,  Cuyahoga,  Portage,  Summit,  Medina, 
Lorain,  Huron,  Erie,  Ottawa,  and  not  elsewhere ;  Provided,  however,  that 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  in  each  of  said  counties  to  enter  in  the 
footings  of  the  duplicate  of  each  township  and  town  the  aggregate  amount

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Elijah  Dolby,  Levi  Stewart  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  here- 
by created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Sa- 
vannah Toll  Bridge  Company,  in  the  county  of  Athens,  and  as  such,  shall 
remain  and  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  their  corporate  name  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered 
unto,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
change  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
erect  a  toll  bridge  across  the  Hockhocking  river,  at  or  near  the  town  of 
Savannah,  in  said  county ;  Provided,  said  company  shall  own  the  land  on 
both  banks  of  said  river,  when  said  bridge  shall  be  erected,  or  shall  obtain 
in  writing,  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  river, 
when  said  bridge  may  be  built,  their  consent  to  the  building  of  said  bridge, 
unless  said  banks  on  both  sides  be  a  public  highway. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  company,  in  the  erection  of  said  bridge,  shall  in 
no  wise,  injure  or  obstruct  the  navigation  of  said  river. 

Sec  4.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  erect  and  complete  said  bridge 
in  a  substantial  manner,  of  proper  width,  and  being  in  other  respects  of 
sufficient  strength  and  dimensions,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  safe  passage  of 
passengers,  teams  and  carriages  of  the  usual  dimensions,  within  five  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  they  shall  from  the  time  of  completing  said 
bridge,  enjoy  all  the  privileges  secured  to  them  by  this  act. 
•  Sec  5.  That  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge  as  aforesaid,  the  pro-

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sleigh  or  cart,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  mule  or  ass,  ten  cents ;  for  every 
horse  or  mule  or  ass,  in  addition,  three  cents ;  for  each  head  of  neat  cattle, 
one  cent ;  for  each  head  of  hogs  or  sheep,  one-half  cent. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge,  shall,  previous  to  receiving 
any  toll,'  set  up  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place,  over  or  near  the  gate,  to 
be  erected  on  said  bridge,  a  board  on  which  shall  be  painted  or  printed,  in 
a  plain  and  legible  manner,  the  rates  of  toll  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec  7.  That  if  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall  demand  and  receive 
any  higher  or  greater  toll  than  is  allowed  by  this  act,  they  shall  be  subject 
to  the  like  fine  and  penalties,  which  are,  or  may  be  provided,  in  case  of  fer- 
ries ;  and  any  future  legislature  may  regulate  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  taken 
at  said  bridge. 

Sec  8.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  this  State.

along  the  route  recently  surveyed  by  Daniel  Isgrigg,  to  the  town  of  New 
Baltimore,  crossing  the  Miami  river  by  a  bridge,  to  be  erected  by  said  corn- 
company,  above  the  dam  near  said  town ;  thence  westwardly  by  New  Ha- 
ven to  the  Indiana  State  line,  running  between  those  points  as  said  compa- 
ny may  deem  most  practicable.

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Sec.  3.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  January  seventh,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereto,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the 
special  provisions  of  this  act.

M.  D.  Armstrong  and  E.  S.  Turpin,  and  their  associates  and  successors, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Little  Miami  Bridge  Company ;  and  by  that  name  and 
style,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sec  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  twen- 
ty thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each.

For  every  wagon,  buggy,  carriage,  cart,  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  fifteen  cents. 

For  every  wagon,  carriage  or  stage  coach,  or  other  vehicle  drawn  by  two 
horses  or  other  animals,  twenty  cents. 

For  every  additional  animal,  five  cents. 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  two  cents. 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  cent. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  bridge  company  previous  to  receiving  any  tolls,  shall 
set  up  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place,  over  or  near  the  gate  to  be  erected 
on  said  bridge,  a  board  on  which  shall  be  printed  or  painted,  in  a  plain  legi- 
ble manner  the  rates  of  tolls  allowed. 

Sec  9.  That  all  funeral  processions,  all  persons  going  to,  or  returning 
from  church  on  the  Sabbath,  and  all  troops  of  the  United  States,  and  all  per- 
sons going  to,  or  returning  from  elections,  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  said 
bridge  without  paying  toll.

The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  manufacture  and  sell  gas  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  lighting 
the  town  of  Zanesville,  and  the  streets  thereof,  and  any  buildings,  manufac- 
tories, public  places,  or  houses,  therein  contained ;  and  to  erect  necessary 
works  and  apparatus  ;  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  town  council  of  said 
town,  to  lay  pipes  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  gas  in  any  of  the  streets 
or  alleys  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each;  to  be  subscribed  and 
paid  for,  in  such  instalments  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws  and  rules  of  the  company. 

Sec  4.  The  real  estate  to  be  held  by  the  company  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  value. 

Sec  5.  The  stockholders  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and 
rules  for  regulating  the  concerns  of  said  company  as  they  shall  think  proper 
and  necessary,  respecting  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  stock, 
property  and  estate  of  said  company,  the  duties  of  the  officers,  artificers 
and  agents  to  be  employed,  the  number  and  election  of  directors,  and  all 
such  matters  as  appertain  to  the  concerns  of  said  company. 

Sec  6.  If  the  said  company  shall  so  construct  their  works,  or  suffer 
them  so  to  get  out  of  repair,  that  they  become  a  nuisance,  the  said  company 
may  be  indicted  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Muskingum  county,  and, 
on  conviction  thereof,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec  7.  If  any  person  shall  wantonly  or  maliciously  destroy,  or  injure 
the  pipes,  or  any  of  the  fixtures  or  apparatus  belonging  to  said  company, 
every  person  so  offending  may  be  indicted  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Muskingum  county,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  may  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  three 
months. 

Sec  8.  The  mayor  and  council  of  the  town  of  Zanesville  may,  at  their 
discretion,  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company,  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars ;  and  to  pay  such  subscription,  may  borrow 
money  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum  per  annum. 

Sec  9.  A  majority  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  may  open 
books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  giving  twenty  days  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  the  town  of  Zanesville ;  and  whenever  one  hundred  shares 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  a  meeting  of  such  stockholders  shall  be  called 
by  them  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions,  by  a  like  notice  in  a  newspa-

per  for  ten  days,  at  which  meeting  shall  be  elected  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  nine  directors,  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Sub- 
sequent elections  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  by-laws  may 
prescribe.

AN  ACT 
To  authorize  the  Commissioner!  of  Van  Wert  county  to  borrow  money  for  certain  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  commissioners  of  Van  Wert  county  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  borrow,  for  a  term  of  years  not  exceeding  ten,  upon  the  faith 
and  credit  of  said  county,  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars,  at  a  rate  per  cent,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum ;  which 
money,  when  so  borrowed,  shall  be  expended  in  the  erection  and  comple- 
tion of  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  said  county. 

Sec.  2.  No  such  money,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  borrowed  by  the  com- 
missioners aforesaid,  unless  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county, 
voting  for  or  against  the  borrowing  of  money  as  aforesaid,  shall  vote  for  the 
same,  and  the  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days 
notice,  by  causing  three  notices  to  be  put  up  in  each  township  in  said  coun- 
ty, at  the  most  public  places  therein,  requiring  said  electors  to  vote  at  the 
annual  spring  or  fall  elections,  for  or  against  the  borrowing  of  money  by  the 
commissioners  as  aforesaid,  and  the  opinion  of  said  electors  shall  be  ex- 
pressed on  their  ballots,  "  borrow,"  or  "  not  borrow,"  and  counted  by  the 
judges  and  clerks  of  election,  as  in  other  cases,  and  return  thereof  be  made 
to  the  auditor  of  said  county,  by  the  judges  and  clerks  of  election  as  afore- 
said :  Provided,  no  other  return  shall  be  necessary  than  the  certificate  of 
the  judges,  attested  by  the  clerks,  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  and  against 
borrowing  money,  which  returns  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  by  the  auditor, 
as  evidence  for  or  against  the  borrowing  of  money.

To  authorise  the  trustees  of  Portland  township,  Erie  county,  to  borrow  (20,000  for  the 

improvement  of  the  Sandustfy  harbor. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  trustees  of  Portland  township,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  and  State  of 
Ohio,  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  improvement  of  the  Sandusky  harbor,  at  or  near  Sandusky  city. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  trustees  be  authorized  to  issue  bonds  for  said  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  to  be  paid  semi-annually 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  elsewhere,  and  said  trustees  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  impose  an  annual  tax  on  all  the  real  estate  of  said 
township,  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  and  so  much  of  the  principal  as 
may  become  due:  Provided,  however,  that  in  case  the  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  found  insufficient  in  the  opinion  of  said  trustees,  for 
the  improvement  ot  said  harbor,  and  more  money  is  required  for  such  pur- 
pose, the  said  sum  may  be  increased  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  township 
paying  tax  under  this  act,  by  a  special  vote,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  amount  so  increased,  to  be 
made  by  tax  as  before  stated. 

Sec.  3.  That  previous  to  any  vote  being  taken  to  increase  the  said  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
said  special  vote  shall  be  given  by  said  trustees,  in  some  public  newspaper 
published  in  Sandusky  City,  which  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the 
additional  amount  required  for  the  purposes  herein  named  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  said  trustees  may  name  more  sums  than  one  in  said  notice,  either 
of  which  so  named,  the  votes  may  elect,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  each  voter  shall  designate  by  ballot  the  amount  which  he 
elects  to  have  loaned,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  box,  and  after  the  time 
for  taking  said  vote  shall  have  expired,  said  box  shall  be  opened  by  a  justice 
of  the  peace  residing  in  said  township,  and  the  township  clerk,  who  shall 
act  as  judges  under  this  act,  and  the  sum  which  has  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  the  sum  which  said  trustees  shall  be  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  to  issue  bonds  therefor. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  trustees  in  assessing  such  tax  or  taxes  as  are  required 
under  this  act,  shall  be  governrd  by  the  valuation  of  real  estate  in  said  town- 
ship, which  at  the  time  of  such  assessment  forms  the  basis  of  taxation  for 
State  and  county  purposes ;  which  tax  so  assessed  by  said  trustees,  shall 
be  given  to  the  auditor  of  Erie  county,  who.shall  enter  the  same  on  the  tax 
duplicate  for  the  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of 
said  county  in  the  same  manner  that  all  taxes  on  lands  are  collected,  and 
the  said  auditor  and  treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation 
for  their  services  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  6.  That  F.  F.  Burney,  Philander  Gregg,  and  Leonard  B.  Johnson, 
be  appointed  commissioners,  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended,  the  money 
loaned  under  this  act,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  case  of  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise,  of  either  of  said  persons.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  for  the  improvement  or  extension  of  the  city  water 
works,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  in  such  sums, 
from  such  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies,  politic  or  corporate,  and  for 
such  length  of  time  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  issue  such  certificates, 
or  bonds  of  the  city  therefor  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  the  trustees  of 
said  water  works  and  the  party  with  whom  such  loan,  or  any  part  thereof, 
may  be  contracted ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon  and  the 
final  redemption  of  the  debt,  to  pledge  the  property,  revenues,  rights,  and 
privileges  of  the  water  works,  and  the  faith  of  the  city  in  such  manner,  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to  consum- 
mate such  loans,  and  all  or  any  portion  of  said  sum  of  money  thus  borrowed 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  city  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  water  works. 

Sec  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  when  the  trustees  of  the  water 
works  shall  consider  it  necessary  to  borrow  all  or  any  portion  of  said  sum  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  improvement  or  extension  of  the  city 
water  works,  the  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  making  such  loan,  the 
amount  to  be  borrowed,  and  the  purposes  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  citizens,  by  yea  or  nay,  to  be  taken  at  an 
election  held  in  the  usual  places  and  conducted  in  the  usual  manlier,  and 
'due  notice  of  the  object  of  such  vote  being  given  by  the  mayor  of  the  city ; 
and  in  case  that  a  majority  of  the  yea  and  nay  votes  given  on  the  question 
shall  be  in  favor  of  such  loan,  the  city  council  shall  have  the  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  such  loans,  with  such  other 
acts  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  the  objects  contemplated  by  this  act,  and 
to  provide  for  creating  a  sinking  fund  from  the  revenues  of  the  works,  for 
the  final  redemption  of  the  debt. 

Sec  3.  And  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  sum  or  sums  thus 
borrowed,  the  said  city  council  shall  be  governed  by  the  second  section  of 
an  act  authorizing  the  city  of  Cincinnati  to  purchase  and  conduct  the  city 
water  works,  passed  March  16,  1839.

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  trustees  of  Marion  and  Jefferson  townships,  in  the  county  of  Clinton,  to 

borrow  money,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  township  trustees  of  the  townships  of  Marion  and  Jefferson,  in  the 
county  of  Clinton,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
authorized  to  borrow,  upon  the  credit  of  either  or  each  of  said  townships, 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  for  each  township,  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  subscribe 
upon  the  part  of  either  or  each  of  said  townships,  the  amount  of  money 
so  borrowed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hillsborough  and  Cincinnati  rail 
road  company. 

Sec.  0.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  each  of  said  town- 
ships to  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  by  adver- 
tisements posted  up  at  four  of  the  most  public  places  therein,  for  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  the  annual  township  election  in  April  next,  that  a  vote  of 
said  electors  will  then  be  taken  for  or  against  contracting  the  loan  and  ma- 
king the  subscription  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  the 
electors  at  said  election  shall  indorse  upon  their  tickets,  loan,  or  no  loan, 
and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said  election  shall  cause  the  votes  so  cast  to 
be  carefully  counted  and  entered  upon  the  poll  books,  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  in  either  township  shall  be  in  favor  of  a  loan,  then  the  trus- 
tees shall  exercise  the  authority  granted  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  but 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  so  polled  shall  be  cast  against  contracting  said 
loan,  then  the  trustees  of  such  townships  shall  not  contract  the  loan  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for:  Provided,  that  if  the  trustees  of  either  of  the  said  townships 
shall  fail  to  give  the  notice  aforesaid  prior  to  the  annual  township  election, 
they  may  give  said  notice  at  any  other  time  and  hold  a  special  election  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  will  of  the  electors  of  said  township  in  rela- 
tion to  contracting  said  loans. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  trustees  of  either  of  said  townships,  when  a  loan 
shall  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  thereof,  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  perfecting  said  loan,  have  authority  to  execute  such  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  debt,  upon  the  part  of  said  township  and  payable  at  such  times 
and  places  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  said  trustees  and  the  persons 
from  whom  they  may  borrow  money. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  either  or  each  of  said  townships  shall  borrow  any  money 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this,  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees 
of  such  township,  for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  auditor  of  said  county 
each  and  every  year,  at  the  time  provided  by  law  for  furnishing  him  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  township  tax  by  them  assessed,  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  tax  that  will  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  said  loan, 
and  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall  add  said  sum  to  the  township  taxes  of 
said  township,  and  cause  it  to  be  placed  upon  the  duplicate  of  said  town- 
ship, and  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall  collect  and  pay  over  the  same 
in  the  manner  that  he  is  now  required  by  law  to  collect  and  pay  over  town- 
ship taxes. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees  of  either  or  each  of  said  townships  shall  an- 
nually draw  upon  the  township  fund,  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
in  favor  of  the  creditors  of  said  township,  for  the  amount  that  may  be  due 
them  as  interest  upon  said  loans. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  provision  for  the 
payment  of  the  sums  of  money  by  them  borrowed,  at  any  time  that  they 
shall  deem  it  to  be  for  the  interest  of  their  township  to  do  so,  after  said  rail 
road  shall  be  completed  and  put  into  operation,  either  by  a  sale  of  the  stock 
said  township  may  own  in  said  rail  road  company,  or  by  a  gradual  yearly 
increase  of  taxes  assessed  for  that  purpose.

Authorizing  the  personal  representative  of  Matthew  J.  Gilbert,  late  of  Franklin  county, 
deceased,  to  complete  the  contracts  said  Gilbert  made  in  his  lifetime,  relative  to  real  estate, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  Matthew  J.  Gilbert,  late  of  Franklin  county,  died  in  the  year 
1848,  seized  in  severalty,  and  as  tenant,  in  common  with  others,  of  divers 
large  tracts  of  real  estate,  lying  in  different  counties  in  the  State  of  Ohio: 

And  whereas,  Said  Gilbert,  previous  to  his  decease,  had  as  sole  owner,  and 
as  such  tenent  in  common,  made  a  large  number  of  contracts  for  the  sale 
of  parts  and  parcels  of  said  real  estate,  incompleted  at  the  time  of  his 
death: 

And  whereas,  The  said  Gilbert,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  indebted  to  a 
large  amount,  over  and  above  what  his  personal  property  will  be  sufficient 
to  satisfy : 

And  whereas,  In  order  to  complete  said  contracts  for  real  estate,  to  settle 
said  estate,  and  pay  the  debts  as  well  as  the  taxes,  which  are  now  due, 
and  will  hereafter  accrue,  upon  the  lands  belonging  to  said  estate,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  raise  a  large  sum  of  money  by  the  sale  of  lands ;  and  ow- 
ing to  the  difficulties^  great  expense,  embarrassment,  and  delay  of  effect- 
ing public  sales  of,  and  completing  said  contracts  for,  said  lands  under 
the  order  of  the  several  courts,  it  will  be  impossible  to  discharge  said  debts 
and  to  complete  said  contracts,  unless  by  a  great  sacrifice  of  the  interest 
of  the  heirs :  Therefore,  the  better  to  enable  the  administrator  of  the 
estate  aforesaid  to  settle  the  same  in  the  most  speedy  and  advantageous 
manner, 

Sec  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  X  William  Baldwin,  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Matthew  J.  Gilbfijti 
fete  af  Franklin  county,  deceased,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  seHP 
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much  of  the  lands  owned  by  the  said  Gilbert  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  as 
may  be  sufficient  to  discharge  the  debts  of  said  Gilbert,  and  pay  the  taxes 
yearly  accruing  on  the  residue  of  said  lands  belonging  to  the  heirs,  on  such 
terms  as  he  may  deem  most  advantageous  for  said  estate,  and  all  convey- 
ances and  contracts  which  shall  be  made  by  the  said  J.  William  Baldwin, 
for  and  concerning  the  lands  as  aforesaid,  contracted,  or  sold,  as  adminis- 
trator, shall  be  as  good  and  available  in  law  to  effect  or  pass  the  title  thereto 
as  though  the  same  had  been  executed  by  the  said  M.  J.  Gilbert,  in  his  life- 
time :  Provided,  that  before  the  said  J.  W.  Baldwin  shall  contract  or  convey 
any  of  said  lands,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  he  shall  give  bond,  with  Sufficient 
security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  two  of  the  associate  judges  of  Franklin  county'' 
and  new  bond  and  additional  security  may  be  ordered  by  said  court,  when 
they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  deem  requisite,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him  by  the  provisions  aforesaid ;  which 
bond  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  creditors  and  heirs  of  the  said  Gilbert,  and  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
county  clerk. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  said  Matthew  J.  Gilbert  was  bound 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  either  in  law  or  equity,  to  make  deeds  to  any  per- 
son or  persons  for  land  sold,  or  contracted  for,  during  his  lifetime,  or  other- 
wise, it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  said  J.  William  Baldwin,  as  administrator, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  execute  such  deeds ;  which  shall  be  as 
good  and  effectual  in  law  to  pass  the  title  thereto,  as  if  the  same  had  been 
executed  by  said  Gilbert,  in  his  lifetime ;  and  in  all  cases  where  said  Gilbert 
held  lands  in  partnership,  or  as  tenant  in  common  with  others,  it  shall  be

said, lands  in  partnership  or  as  tenants  in  common,  to  make  partition  of  all 
such  lands  in  behalf  of  said  heirs  and  creditors,  and  to  receive,  and  make 
all  necessary  conveyances  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  deemed  as  gpod 
and  valid  in  law  as  if  the  same  had  been  made  by  the  said  Gilbert,  in  his 
lifetime. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  J.  William  Baldwin,  administrator  as  aforesaid, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  demand,  sue  for,  and  receive,  for 
the  use  of  said  heirs,  all  titles  to  land  which  the  said  heirs  may  be  entitled 
to  at  law,  or  in  equity,  by  virtue  of  any  contract  or  purchase  made  by  the 
intestate,  during  the  infancy  of  any  of  said  heirs  ;  and  to  compromise  any 
claims  in  favor  of  said  estate,  when  deemed  best  for  its  interests  ;  and  to  re- 
scind contracts  for  sale  of  real  estate  made  by  intestate  in  his  lifetime,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  parties  to  whom  said  land  was  so  contracted.

Sec  8.  That  said  bridge  company  previous  to  receiving  any  tolls,  shall 
set  up  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place,  over  or  near  the  gate  to  be  erected 
on  said  bridge,  a  board  on  which  shall  be  printed  or  painted,  in  a  plain  legi- 
ble manner  the  rates  of  tolls  allowed. 

Sec  9.  That  all  funeral  processions,  all  persons  going  to,  or  returning 
from  church  on  the  Sabbath,  and  all  troops  of  the  United  States,  and  all  per- 
sons going  to,  or  returning  from  elections,  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  said 
bridge  without  paying  toll.

Skc.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  commissioners  of  Van  Wert  county  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  borrow,  for  a  term  of  years  not  exceeding  ten,  upon  the  faith

annual  spring  or  fall  elections,  for  or  against  the  borrowing  of  money  by  the 
commissioners  as  aforesaid,  and  the  opinion  of  said  electors  shall  be  ex- 
pressed on  their  ballots,  "borrow,"  or  "not  borrow,"  and  counted  by  the 
judges  and  clerks  of  election,  as  in  other  cases,  and  return  thereof  be  made 
to  the  auditor  of  said  county,  by  the  judges  and  clerks  of  election  as  afore- 
said :  Provided,  no  other  return  shall  be  necessary  than  the  certificate  of 
the  judges,  attested  by  the  clerks,  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  and  against 
borrowing  money,  which  returns  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  by  the  auditor, 
as  evidence  for  or  against  the  borrowing  of  money.

That  said  trustees  be  authorized  to  issue  bonds  for  said  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  to  be  paid  semi-annually 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  elsewhere,  and  said  trustees  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  impose  an  annual  tax  on  all  the  real  estate  of  said 
township,  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  and  so  much  of  the  principal  as 
may  become  due:  Provided,  however,  that  in  case  the  sum  of  twenty  thou-

That  said  trustees  in  assessing  such  tax  or  taxes  as  are  required 
under  this  act,  shall  be  governrd  by  the  valuation  of  real  estate  in  said  town- 
ship, which  at  the  time  of  such  assessment  forms  the  basis  of  taxation  for 
State  and  county  purposes ;  which  tax  so  assessed  by  said  trustees,  shall 
be  given  to  the  auditor  of  Erie  county,  who.shall  enter  the  same  on  the  tax

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  for  the  improvement  or  extension  of  the  city  water 
works,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  in  such  sums, 
from  such  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies,  politic  or  corporate,  and  for 
such  length  of  time  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  issue  such  certificates, 
or  bonds  of  the  city  therefor  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  the  trustees  of 
said  water  works  and  the  party  with  whom  such  loan,  or  any  part  thereof, 
may  be  contracted ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon  and  the 
final  redemption  of  the  debt,  to  pledge  the  property,  revenues,  rights,  and 
privileges  of  the  water  works,  and  the  faith  of  the  city  in  such  manner,  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to  consum- 
mate such  loans,  and  all  or  any  portion  of  said  sum  of  money  thus  borrowed 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  city  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  water  works. 

Sec  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  when  the  trustees  of  the  water

That  each  voter  shall  designate  by  ballot  the  amount  which  he 
elects  to  have  loaned,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  box,  and  after  the  time 
for  taking  said  vote  shall  have  expired,  said  box  shall  be  opened  by  a  justice 
of  the  peace  residing  in  said  township,  and  the  township  clerk,  who  shall 
act  as  judges  under  this  act,  and  the  sum  which  has  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  the  sum  which  said  trustees  shall  be  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  to  issue  bonds  therefor. 

Sec  5.  That  said  trustees  in  assessing  such  tax  or  taxes  as  are  required 
under  this  act,  shall  be  governrd  by  the  valuation  of  real  estate  in  said  town- 
ship, which  at  the  time  of  such  assessment  forms  the  basis  of  taxation  for 
State  and  county  purposes ;  which  tax  so  assessed  by  said  trustees,  shall 
be  given  to  the  auditor  of  Erie  county,  who.shaIl  enter  the  same  on  the  tax 
duplicate  for  the  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of 
said  county  in  the  same  manner  that  all  taxes  on  lands  are  collected,  and 
the  said  auditor  and  treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation 
for  their  services  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec  6.  That  F.  F.  Burney,  Philander  Gregg,  and  Leonard  B.  Johnson, 
be  appointed  commissioners,  to  expend  or  cause  to  be  expended,  the  money 
loaned  under  this  act,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  case  of  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise,  of  either  of  said  persons.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  for  the  improvement  or  extension  of  the  city  water 
works,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum,  in  such  sums, 
from  such  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies,  politic  or  corporate,  and  for 
such  length  of  time  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  issue  such  certificates, 
or  bonds  of  the  city  therefor  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  the  trustees  of 
said  water  works  and  the  party  with  whom  such  loan,  or  any  part  thereof, 
may  be  contracted ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon  and  the 
final  redemption  of  the  debt,  to  pledge  the  property,  revenues,  rights,  and 
privileges  of  the  water  works,  and  the  faith  of  the  city  in  such  manner,  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to  consum- 
mate such  loans,  and  all  or  any  portion  of  said  sum  of  money  thus  borrowed 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  city  treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  water  works. 

Sec  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  when  the  trustees  of  the  water 
works  shall  consider  it  necessary  to  borrow  all  or  any  portion  of  said  sum  of

Sec.  3.  And  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  sum  or  sums  thus 
borrowed,  the  said  city  council  shall  be  governed  by  the  second  section  of 
an  act  authorizing  the  city  of  Cincinnati  to  purchase  and  conduct  the  city 
water  works,  passed  March  16,  1839.

To  authorize  the  trustees  of  Marion  and  Jefferson  townships,  in  the  county  of  Clinton,  to 

borrow  money,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  township  trustees  of  the  townships  of  Marion  and  Jefferson,  in  the 
county  of  Clinton,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
authorized  to  borrow,  upon  the  credit  of  either  or  each  of  said  townships, 
a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  for  each  township,  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  subscribe 
upon  the  part  of  either  or  each  of  said  townships,  the  amount  of  money 
so  borrowed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hillsborough  and  Cincinnati  rail 
road  company. 

Sec  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  each  of  said  town- 
ships to  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  by  adver- 
tisements posted  up  at  four  of  the  most  public  places  therein,  for  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  the  annual  township  election  in  April  next,  that  a  vote  of 
said  electors  will  then  be  taken  for  or  against  contracting  the  loan  and  ma- 
king the  subscription  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  the 
electors  at  said  election  shall  indorse  upon  their  tickets,  loan,  or  no  loan, 
and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  said  election  shall  cause  the  votes  so  cast  to 
be  carefully  counted  and  entered  upon  the  poll  books,  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  in  either  township  shall  be  in  favor  of  a  loan,  then  the  trus- 
tees shall  exercise  the  authority  granted  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  but 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  so  polled  shall  be  cast  against  contracting  said 
loan,  then  the  trustees  of  such  townships  shall  not  contract  the  loan  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for:  Provided,  that  if  the  trustees  of  either  of  the  said  townships 
shall  fail  to  give  the  notice  aforesaid  prior  to  the  annual  township  election, 
they  may  give  said  notice  at  any  other  time  and  hold  a  special  election  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  will  of  the  electors  of  said  township  in  rela- 
tion to  contracting  said  loans. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  trustees  of  either  of  said  townships,  when  a  loan 
shall  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  thereof,  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  perfecting  said  loan,  have  authority  to  execute  such  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  debt,  upon  the  part  of  said  township  and  payable  at  such  times 
and  places  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  said  trustees  and  the  persons 
from  whom  they  may  borrow  money. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  either  or  each  of  said  townships  shall  borrow  any  money 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this,  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees 
of  such  township,  for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  auditor  of  said  county 
each  and  every  year,  at  the  time  provided  by  law  for  furnishing  him  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  township  tax  by  them  assessed,  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  tax  that  will  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  said  loan, 
and  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall  add  said  sum  to  the  township  taxes  of 
said  township,  and  cause  it  to  be  placed  upon  the  duplicate  of  said  town- 
ship, and  the  treasurer  of  said  county  shall  collect  and  pay  over  the  same 
in  the  manner  that  he  is  now  required  by  law  to  collect  and  pay  over  town- 
ship taxes. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees  of  either  or  each  of  said  townships  shall  an- 
nually draw  upon  the  township  fund,  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section, 
in  favor  of  the  creditors  of  said  township,  for  the  amount  that  may  be  due 
them  as  interest  upon  said  loans. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  provision  for  the 
payment  of  the  sums  of  money  by  them  borrowed,  at  any  time  that  they 
shall  deem  it  to  be  for  the  interest  of  their  township  to  do  so,  after  said  rail 
road  shall  be  completed  and  put  into  operation,  either  by  a  sale  of  the  stock 
said  township  may  own  in  said  rail  road  company,  or  by  a  gradual  yearly 
increase  of  taxes  assessed  for  that  purpose.

And  whereas,  Said  Gilbert,  previous  to  his  decease,  had  as  sole  owner,  and 
as  such  tenent  in  common,  made  a  large  number  of  contracts  for  the  sale 
of  parts  and  parcels  of  said  real  estate,  incompleted  at  the  time  of  his 
death  : 

And  whereas,  The  said  Gilbert,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  indebted  to  a 
large  amount,  over  and  above  what  his  personal  property  will  be  sufficient 
to  satisfy  : 

And  whereas,  In  order  to  complete  said  contracts  for  real  estate,  to  settle 
said  estate,  and  pay  the  debts  as  well  as  the  taxes,  which  are  now  due, 
and  will  hereafter  accrue,  upon  the  lands  belonging  to  said  estate,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  raise  a  large  sum  of  money  by  the  sale  of  lands ;  and  ow- 
ing to  the  difficulties,-  great  expense,  embarrassment,  and  delay  of  effect* 
ing  public  sales  of,  and  completing  said  contracts  for,  said  lands  under 
the  order  of  the  several  courts,  it  will  be  impossible  to  discharge  said  debts 
and  to  complete  said  contracts,  unless  by  a  great  sacrifice  of  the  interest 
of  the  heirs :  Therefore,  the  better  to  enable  the  administrator  of  the 
estate  aforesaid  to  settle  the  same  in  the  most  speedy  and  advantageous 
manner, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  1.  William  Baldwin,  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Matthew  J.  GilbfiUfc 
hie  af  Franklin  county,  deceased,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  aeflP 
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much  of  the  lands  owned  by  the  said  Gilbert  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  as 
may  be  Sufficient  to  discharge  the  debts  of  said  Gilbert,  and  pay  the  taxes 
yearly  accruing  on  the  residue  of  said  lands  belonging  to  the  heirs,  on  such 
terms  as  he  may  deem  most  advantageous  for  said  estate,  and  all  convey- 
ances and  contracts  which  shall  be  made  by  the  said  J.  William  Baldwin, 
for  and  concerning  the  lands  as  aforesaid,  contracted,  or  sold,  as  adminis- 
trator, shall  be  as  good  and  available  in  law  to  effect  or  pass  the  title  thereto 
as  though  the  same  had  been  executed  by  the  said  M.  J.  Gilbert,  in  his  life- 
time :  Provided,  that  before  the  said  J.  W.  Baldwin  shall  contract  or  convey 
any  of  said  lands,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  he  shall  give  bond,  with  sufficient 
security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  two  of  the  associate  judges  of  Franklin  county^ 
and  new  bond  and  additional  security  may  be  ordered  by  said  court,  when

and  valid  in  law  as  if  the  same  had  been  made  by  the  said  Gilbert,  in  his 
lifetime. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  J.  William  Baldwin,  administrator  as  aforesaid, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  demand,  sue  for,  and  receive,  for 
the  use  of  said  heirs,  all  titles  to  land  which  the  said  heirs  may  be  entitled 
to  at  law,  or  in  equity,  by  virtue  of  any  contract  or  purchase  made  by  the 
intestate,  during  the  infancy  of  any  of  said  heirs  ;  and  to  compromise  any 
claims  in  favor  of  said  estate,  when  deemed  best  for  its  interests ;  and  to  re- 
scind contracts  for  sale  of  real  estate  made  by  intestate  in  his  lifetime,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  parties  to  whom  said  land  was  so  contracted. 

Skc  4.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  said  adminis- 
trator, the  powers  by  this  act  conferred  on  him,  may  be  exercised  by  the 
administrator  de  bonis  non,  to  be  appointed  for  said  estate.

Street  Wharf  Company  of  Gallipolis,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be

shall  be  and  hereby  are  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  object  of  said  company,  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
which  the  persons  named  in  this  section  are  hereby  authorized,  until  direc- 
tors shall  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  locate  and  con- 
struct at  the  termination,  on  the  Ohio  river,  of  Locust  street  in  said  town 
of  Gallipolis,  in  the  county  of  Gallia,  and  extending  to  such  points  above 
and  below,  or  on  either  side  of  said  street,  as  may  be  convenient  or  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose,  a  wharf  and  such  other  works  and  appendages  as  may 
be  necessary  or  proper  for  the  landing  or  shipment  of  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandize, produce  and  all  other  property  transported  on  the  Ohio  river. 

Sec  3.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized,  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  it  to  execute  said  works,  to  purchase,  lease  and  hold  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  constructing,  maintaining  and  keep- 
ing in  repair  said  wharf  and  its  appendages,  and  may  dispose  of  the  same 
by  deed  or  other  conveyances,  as  to  the  directors  may  seem  best. 

Sec  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  six 
thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars,  and  sub- 
scribed and  paid  under  such  regulations  as  the  company  may  prescribe. 

Sec  5.  That  as  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  stockholders^after  ten  days 
notice,  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  Gallipolis,  shall  have  been  given  of  the 
time  and  place,  shall  meet  and  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of  five  directors,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  by  them  president,  and  the  election  of  directors  shall  be 
thereafter  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  each 
stockholder  having  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  by  him  or  her  held,  and 
at  all  elections  it  shall  be  lawful  for  stockholders  to  vote  by  proxy,  duly  ap- 
pointed in  writing ;  the  directors  shall  have  authority  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  board,  and  said  directors  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  secretary,  wharf  master,  and  such  other  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary :  define  their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation ;  to 
levy  and  collect  reasonable  tolls  and  wharfage  upon  all  boats  and  water  craft 
which  may  land  at  said  wharf,  and  upon  all  property  of  every  description 
landed  upon  or  shipped  from  said  wharf,  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have 
a  lien  upon  such  property,  to  make  all  contracts,  to  manage  and  superintend 
the  offices  of  said  company,  and  to  adopt  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State. 

Sec  7.  Said  company  shall  cause  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings  and 
transactions  to  be  kept,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  each  stockholder.

fund  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Summit,  have  sold  the  same  to  In- 
crease Sumner,  and  have  agreed  to  procure  for  him  a' title  from  said 
State :    Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Ohio, 
That  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  State, 
to  convey  to  Increase  Sumner,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  by  a  good  and  sufficient 
deed,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  that  said  State  may  have  in  and  to  the 
following  described  lands  and  tenements,  to  wit:  the  undivided  half  of  a 
tract  of  land  situated  in  tract  number  eight,  in  the  township  of  Portage, 
county  of  Summit,  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows :

And  whereas,  for  the  support  of  the  said  Nabby,  it  has  become  necessary 
to  appropriate  said  lands:  And  whereas,  by  the  existing  laws  of  this 
State,  she  is  unable  directly  or  indirectly  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  : 
Therefore, 

Sec.  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Sate  of  Ohio, 
That  Nabby  Wheeler,  wife  and  consort  of  Amos  Wheeler  of  Summit  county, 
be,  and  she  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  in  her  own  name,  dis- 
tinct from,  and  independent  of,  the  said  husband,  as  fully  as  if  she  was  now 
a  feme  sole,  all  such  real  estate  as  she  now  owns  in  her  own  right,  situate 
in  the  township  of  Eaton,  and  county  of  Lorain,  in  this  State ;  Provided, 
that  no  sale  and  conveyance  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  operate  to  impair 
any  estate,  or  interest  said  Amos  Wheeler  may  have  acquired  as  husband 
of  said  Nabby. 

Sec.  2.     That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

To  Authorize  the  establishment  of  a  Poor  House  and  Hospital  by  the  city  of  Cleveland. 

Sec.  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
Tliat  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
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tborized,  in  their  discretion,  to  erect  and  establish  a  poor  house  and  a  hos- 
pital for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  and  infirm  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  city  council  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  purchase  such  lots  or  tracts  of  land, 
within  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  as  they  may  judge  necessary ;  and  shall 
also  have  power  and  authority  to  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  city  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
levy  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  in  said  city  for  the  purchase  of  such 
lots  or  tracts  of  land,  and  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  thereon,  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid ;  which  tax  shall  be  levied  in  one  or  more  years,  as 
the  council  may  deem  expedient,  and  shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  in  the 
same  manner  that  other  taxes  are  levied,  collected  and  paid  over,  and  when 
so  paid,  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec  4.     That  after  a  tract  of  land  shall  have  been  purchased  for  a  poor 
house  lot,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  buildings 
thereon  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  said  council,  be  in  a  suitable  condition  for 
the  reception  of  the  paupers  of  said  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  coun- 
cil to  appoint  three  judicious  persons,  residents  of  said  city,  who  shall  form 
a  board  of  directors  to  take  charge  of  and  manage  the  affairs  of  said  poor 
house  and  hospital,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  ensuing  annual 
charter  election  in  said  city,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied.    At  the  annual  charter  election,  ensuing  such  appointment,  there  shall 
be  elected  one  member  of  said  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  period  of  one  year,  one  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and 
one  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years ;  and  at  the  annual  charter  elec- 
tion, every  year  thereafter,  one  member  of  said  board  shall  be  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  on  the  day  of  such  election,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  period  of  three  years,  and  the  persons  so  elected 
shall  hold  their  offices,  respectively,  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  and  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  said  board  by  reason  of  the 
death,  removal  from  said  city,  resignation  of  a  member  or  otherwise,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  council  to  fill  the  same,  said  directors  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  after  having  entered  into  the  bond 
as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  respectively,  faith- 
fully to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Sec  5.  That  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  "The 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Poor  House  of  Cleveland,"  and  by  that  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction ;  may  have  a  corporate  seal ;  shall  elect  a  president  and  clerk  from 
their  own  number,  and  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec  6.  That  the  said  board  of  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  make 
all  such  contracts  and  purchases  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor  house 
and  hospital ;  they  shall  propose  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  for  their  efficient  management,  which  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  when  approved  by  said  city  council,  shall  be  in  force  and  valid 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  7.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  poor 
house  and  hospital,  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  services 
as  shall  be  recommended  by  said  board  and  approved  by  the  city  council, 
and  they  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty 
in  the  premises  as  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  judge  proper,  and  shall 
be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  and 
may  be  removed  by  them  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  8.  The  superintendent  shall  require  all  persons  received  into  the 
poor  house  to  perform  such  reasonable  labor  as  may  be  suited  to  their  ages 
and  bodily  strength,  the  proceeds  of  which  labor  shall  be  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  said  poor  house,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
determine. 

Sec.  9.  That  no  person  shall  be  admitted  in  said  poor  house  as  a  pau- 
per, unless  upon  the  order  of  said  board  of  directors,  directed  to  the  super- 
intendent of  said  poor  house,  which  order  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
statement  of  facts,  signed  by  said  board  of  directors,  setting  forth  the  name, 
age,  birth-place,  length  of  residence,  previous  habits  and  present  condition 
of  the  person  claiming  to  be  a  pauper,  which  order  shall  be  carefully  filed 
and  preserved  by  such  superintendent. 

Sec  10.  That  when  any  person  shall  have  been  received  into  said 
poor  house  as  a  pauper,  on  account  of  any  infirmity  or  disease,  the  board 
of  directors  may,  when,  in  their  opinion,  such  person  is  so  far  restored  to 
health  and  bodily  strength  as  to  support  himself  or  herself,  direct  the  super- 
intendent of  said  poor  house  to  discharge  such  person  therefrom. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  said  poor  house  shall  yearly, 
and  oftener  when  required  by  said  city  council,  report  to  said  city  council 
the  condition  of  the  institutions  under  their  charge,  with  a  full  and  correct 
account  of  all  their  proceedings,  contracts,  receipts  and  disbursements ;  and 
the  expense  of  supporting  the  said  poor  house  and  hospital  shall  be  paid  on 
the  order  of  said  board  of  directors,  out  of  any  money  in  the  city  treasury 
specifically  levied  for  that  purpose. ' 

Sec  12.  That  the  said  city  council  shall,  whenever  they  may  deem  it 
expedient,  have  power  to  sell  and  convey  any  portion  of  the  lands  purchased 
as  aforesaid,  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the 
city  treasury. 

Sec  13.  That  the  scud  poor  house  and  hospital  and  all  the  property 
belonging  thereto,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the  same  shall 
be  used  for  the  purposes  of  charity  contemplated  by  this  act. 

Sec  14.  That  said  city  council,  or  any  member  thereof,  may  visit  and 
inspect  said  poor  house  and  hospital  at  any  time,  and  examine  the  books 
and  accounts  of  said  board  of  directors. 

Sec  15.  That  said  board  of  directors  may  provide  in  their  by-laws,  to 
be  approved  as  aforesaid,  for  the  admission  into  said  poor  house,  on  the 
application  of  the  township  trustees,  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem 
reasonable,  of  the  paupers  of  that  portion  of  the  township  of  Cleveland  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  of  the  paupers  of  any  of  the 
other  townships  of  Cuyahoga  county. 

Sec  16.  That  the  duties  of  the  trustees  of  the  township  of  Cleveland, 
with  reference  to  paupers  and  the  township  poor,  shall,  from  and  after  the 
appointment  of  said  board  by  the  council  as  aforesaid,  be  confined  to  that 
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portion  of  said  township  not  embraced  within  the  limits  of  said  eity ;  and 
said  board  of  directors  are  hereby  required  to  perform  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  all  the  duties  of  the  nature  aforesaid,  which,  but  for  the  passage 
of  this  act,  would  have  devolved  upon  the  trustees  of  said  township  ;  and 
all  provisions  of  law  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  applicable  to  the  trus- 
tees of  townships,  in  their  capacity  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  said  board  of  directors. 

Sec.  17.  That  each  of  said  board  of  directors,  before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  enter  into  bond  to  said  city  in  such  sum 
and  with  such  surety  as  said  city  council  shall  jjirect,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  director. 

Sec.  18.  That  said  city  council  shall,  annually,  after  the  appointment 
of  said  board  of  directors  as  aforesaid,  determine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be 
levied  for  the  support  of  said  poor  house  and  hospital,  and  for  poor  purposes 
generally  for  said  city,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  auditor  of  said 
county  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  tax  for  general 
purposes  in  said  city  is  determined,  and  certified  by  said  city  council,  and 
the  same  proceedings  shall  thereupon  be  had  with  reference  to  such  tax  as 
in  other  cases  of  taxes  levied  by  said  city  council ;  and  the  tax  thereafter 
assessed  for  poor  purposes  by  the  trustees  of  said  township  of  Cleveland, 
shall  be  levied  upon  the  property  of  said  township  not  included  within  the 
limits  of  said  city. 

Sec  19.  That  said  city  council  shall,  annually,  fix  the  compensation  of 
the  respective  members  of  said  board  of  directors  in  any  sum  said  council 
may  deem  advisable ;  Provided,  that  the  aggregate  compensation  of  said 
board  for  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars.

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  qf  Ohio, 
That  Francis  Stewart,  John  Miller,  Joseph  Sullivant,  I.  6.  Jones,  Adam 
Sites,  Lucian  Buttles,  Benjamin  Blake,  William  Merion,  M.  B.  Bateman, 
Samuel  McClelland,  Thomas  Stockton,  Samuel  Medary,  A.  H.  Lazell,  John 
Burr,  Alex.  E.  Glenn,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Columbus  Horticultural  So- 
ciety, for  the  purposes  of  encouraging  and  improving  the  science  and  prac- 
tice of  horticulture,  and  promoting  the  propagation  of  the  various  species 
of  trees,  fruits,  plants,  and  vegetables,  and  the  introduction  of  new  species 
and  varieties,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec  2.  That  said  Columbus  Horticultural  Society,  shall  have  power  to 
adopt  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
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State,  for  the  regulation  oi  the  society ;  to  receive  donations  and  bequests 
for  promoting  its  objects ;  to  lay  and  collect  assessments  on  the  members ; 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  such  assessment  by  suit ;  to  purchase,  receive, 
occupy,  hold,  and  convey  any  real  or  personal  estate,  which  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  objects  of  their  association ;  Provided,  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  in  value  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars ;  to  elect  officers  and 
appoint  agents  to  transact,  their  business,  manage  and  apply  the  funds,  dis- 
charge the  functions  and  promote  the  objects  thereof;  and  to  commence 
and  defend  suits,  and  to  use  a  corporate  seal. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  three  first  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  have  power  to  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corporators,  and  organ- 
ize the  corporation.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  sections  one  and  two,  lying  within  the  original  limits  of  Bloomfield  town- 
ship, in  the  county  of  Richland,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  annexed  to, 
and  made  a  part  of,  the  township  of  Sandusky,  in  said  county,  and  shall 
hereafter  be  considered  and  held  to  be  a  part  of  said  township  of  Sandusky, 
and  shall,  by  the  trustees  of  said  township,  be  regulated  as  to  school  and 
road  districts  in  the  same  manner  as  said  township  is  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  regulated.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Joseph  Cooper,  Joseph  Corry,  Robert  A.  Carnahan,  William  Laboy- 
teaux,  Charles  E.  Smith  and  Israel  Brown,  Jr.,  and  their  associates,  mem- 
bers of  the  Marion  Hall  Building  Company,  Mount  Healthy,  Ohio,  and 
their  regular  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years  in  succession,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Marion  Hall  Building  Company,  of  Mount  Healthy,  Ohio,  for  the 
purpose  of  more  effectually  relieving  the  members  and  their  families  afflic- 
ted with  sickness  and  disease,  and  who  may  be  in  distressed  circumstances, 
and  in  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  with  full  power  and 
lawful  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  by  purchase,  by 
gift,  grant,  and  devise,  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey,  and  improve,  by  erect- 
ing buildings  thereon  or  otherwise,  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
in  or  near  said  town  of  Mount  Healthy,  in  said  county  of  Hamilton,  and 
State  of  Ohio ;  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to  appoint  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  to  prescribe  their  general  duties,  and  require  from  them  such  se- 
curity as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  Chillieothe  Cemetery  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  Woodbridge,  James  S.  Swaringen,  Eirezer  P.  Kendrick,  Rich- 
ard Douglas,  John  Madeira  and  James  D.  Caldwell,  and  their  associates, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "  The  Chillieothe  Cemetery  Company ;"  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  sueing 
and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  being 
answered  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  with  power 
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to  purchase,  receive,  hold,  occupy,  and  convey,  any  real  and  personal  estate, 
which  may  be  appropriate  to  the  nature  of  their  company ;  to  have  and  use 
a  corporate  seal,  make  and  alter  by-laws,  and  do  all  other  acts  and  things 
necessary  and  proper  for  effecting  the  object  of  their  incorporation,  which 
is  to  provide  a  suitable  place  of  repose  for  the  dead. 

Sec.  2.  The  grounds  now  owned  and  occupied  as  the  Chillicothe  Cem- 
etery, together  with  such  other  adjoining  lands  as  the  said  company  may 
hereafter  require,  not  to  exceed  in  all  fifty  acres,  shall  be  held  by  said  com- 
pany and  their  associates,  exempt  from  taxation  and  execution,  and  from 
any  appropriation  to  public  purposes,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  a  cemetery, 
except  the  said  company  shall  have  the  privilege  at  any  time  of  disposing 
of  a  portion  of  the  ground  which  they  now  own,  not  exceeding  two  acres  in 
extent,  but  in  the  event  that  any  part  of  the  said  ground  is  so  sold  and  con- 
veyed, shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  taxes  and  levies  and  sale  under 
execution,  the  same  as  other  property. 

Sec  3.  That  the  affairs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  board 
of  directors,  consisting  of  five  members  of  the  corporation,  to  be  elected  by 
ballot  by  the  corporators,  and  to  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast ; 
the  first  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  above  named 
corporators  shall  designate,  who  shall  be  commissioners  for  organizing  the 
corporation  immediately ;  after  the  first  election  the  directors  thus  chosen, 
shall  determine  by  ballot  three  of  their  number,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  election,  and  the  other  two 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  elec- 
tion ;  after  the  first  election  the  directors  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  three  in  one  year,  and  two  the  next,  alternately  ;  and  in  all  cases 
to  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and 
the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect  a  tax  on  all  the 
lots  sold  for.  the  repair  of  roads,  fences  and  other  indispensable  improve- 
ments, not  exceeding  in  any  one  year  one  half  cent  per  superficial  foot ; 
they  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  number,  until  the  next 
annual  election ;  three  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  any 
business  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  directors  shall  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  designate,  and  the 
president  shall  have  power  at  the  request  of  two  members  in  writing,  to  call 
special  meetings,  on  giving  three  days  notice,  as  well  of  the  annual  meetings 
as  special,  by  written  notice  posted  on  the  court  house  door  in  the  city  of 
Chillicothe. 

Sec  5.  Each  and  every  owner  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote,  and  any  individual  or  individuals  holding  more  than  one 
lot  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for  each  and  every  lot  so  holden  to  the  number 
of  three,  but  no  more. 

Sec  6.  Immediately  after  each  election,  the  directors  shall  designate 
by  election  one  of  the  directors  so  elected  as  president,  who  shall  preside  at 
all  their  meetings  when  present ;  also  a  secretary  and  treasurer  for  said  cor- 
poration, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion,, and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec  7.  The  original  conveyance  of  lots  from  the  corporation  shall  be 
evidenced  by  a  deed  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the 
secretary,  and  ghall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary  of  said  corporation  in  a 
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book  to  be  procured  by  said  corporation,  and  copies  of  said  deeds  taken 
from  the  record  aforesaid,  as  well  those  hereafter  as  those  heretofore  to  be 
recorded,  duly  certified  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  deemed  valid  in  all  courts 
of  justice  as  copies  of  deeds  from  the  records  of  the  several  counties  of  this 
State  now  are. 

Sec  8.  For  the  purpose  of  convenient  selection  and  description  of  lots, 
the  directors  shall  cause  a  plat  to  be  made  of  the  lots  to  be  disposed  of  for 
interments,  numbering  them,  or  by  such  other  appropriate  designation  as 
they  may  deem  best  to  secure  purchasers  their  respective  lots. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  enclose,  improve 
and  adorn  the  grounds,  roads,  avenues  and  walks,  and  to  erect  buildings 
for  the  general  use  of  the  corporation,  and  to  prescribe  rules  for  the  enclo- 
sing, adorning  and  erecting  monuments  in  the  cemetery  lots,  and  to  prohibit 
any  use,  diversion,  improvement  or  adornment  of  a  lot  which  they  may 
deem  improper,  and  they  shall  make  report  of  their  proceeding  to  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Sec  10.  That  the  ground  now  owned  by  the  said  cemetery  company, 
shall  be  conveyed  to  the  said  company,  subject  to  the  liens  of  the  present 
owners  for  advances  made  as  well  for  the  purchase  money,  as  other  advan- 
ces, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  directors  to  cause  all  moneys  received 
by  the  company  for  the  sale  of  lots,  or  from  other  sources  after  paying  for 
necessary  repairs,  except  money  received  for  tresspasses  on  private  -lots,  to 
be  divided  pro  rata,  amongst  the  several  creditors  until  the  sum  due  each 
creditor,  with  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  fully  paid,  and  after  the  said 
claims  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors 
to  apply  all  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  lots  to  improving,  ornament- 
ing and  beautifying  the  grounds. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  to  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceeding,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  the  corpora- 
tors at  all  proper  times. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  destroy,  deface,  injure  or  re- 
move any  tomb,  monument  or  gravestone,  or  other  structure  placed  in  the 
cemetery  aforesaid,  or  any  fence,  railing  or  other  works  for  the  protection  or  or- 
nament of  said  cemetery,  or  of  any  tomb,  cenotaph,  monument,  or  grave  stone, 
or  other  structure  aforesaid,  or  of  any  cemetery  lot  within  the  cemetery  afore- 
said, or  shall  wilfully  destroy,  cut,  break  or  injure  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant 
within  the  limits  of  said  cemetery,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  authority,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  to  be  fed  on  bread 
and  water,  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  such  offender  shall  be  also  liable  in  an  ac- 
tion of  trespass,  in  the  name  of  said  corporation  to  pay  all  damages,  such 
as  have  been  occasioned  by  his  unlawful  act,  which  damages  when  recov- 
ered, shall  be  applied  by  said  corporation,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  directors,  to  the  repair  and  restoration  of  the  property  destroyed  or  in- 
jured as  above,  and  members  of  said  corporation  shall  be  competent  wit- 
nesses in  said  suits. 

Sec  13.  That  the  stockholders  of  the  said  association  shall  be  liable, 
jointly  and  severally,  for  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  said  association  ; 
and  when  any  person  or  persons  shall  have'  prosecuted  any  suit  against  the 
said  association  to  judgment  and  execution  thereon,  shall  not  be  satisfied 
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out  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  said  association  ;  the  said  person  or 
persons  may  sue  out  a  writ  of  scire  facias  upon  the  said  judgment  against 
one  or  all  of  the  stockholders  thereof,  and  thereupon  have  an  award  of  exe- 
cution against  the  goods  and  chatties,  lands,  tenements,  effects  and  choses 
in  action  of  the  stockholder  or  stockholders  so  sued. 

Sec.  14.     And  this  act  shall  be  regarded  as  a  public  act,  and  shall  take 
effect  from  its  passage.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  Jacob  Scroggs,  A.  Failer,  6.  Williams,  J.  B.  Larwill,  R.  T.  Johnston, 
John  Anderson,  William  W.  Miller,  John  Smith,  A.  M.  Jones,  J.  Gornely 
and  James  Davis,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Rescue  Fire  En* 
gine  Company  No.  1,  of  the  town  of  Bucyrus,  in  the  county  of  Crawford, 
and  as  such  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  any  action  or  suit,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity,  having  competent  jurisdiction,  with  power  to  hold  and  convey  pro-

To  provide  for  the  payment  of  seven  thousand  dollars  by  the  people  of  Gilead  township, 

Morrow  county,  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  public  buildings. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  property  holders  in  Gilead  township,  Morrow  county,  shall  (in  the 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned)  pay  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  to 
aid  in  the  erection  of  public  buildings  in  said  county,  in  addition  to  their 
due  proportion  of  any  tax  which  may  hereafter  be  assessed  on  the  property 
of  said  county  for  the  erection  of  public  buildingB. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  said  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars, 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act  mentioned,  the  auditor  of  said  county  of  Mor- 
row, shall  annually,  for  the  year  A.  D.  1849,  and  1650,  add  fifty  per  cent, 
to  the  appraised  value  of  the  real  and  personal  property,  money  at  interest 
and  all  other  property  which  by  law  is  now  subject  to  taxation,  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Mt.  Gilead,  in  said  township  of  Gilead,  as  re- 
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turned  upon  the  grand  levy  for  taxation,  and  thereupon  assess  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in  each  of  the  years  of  1849  and  1850 
aforesaid,  upon  the  taxable  property  aforesaid,  within  the  said  township  of  Gil- 
ead,  including  the  property  in  said  town,  at  the  increased  valuation  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  auditor  shall  place  the  taxes  aforesaid  in  separate  columns 
on  the  tax  duplicate  of  said  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  county  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time  other 
taxes  are  by  law  authorized  to  be  collected. 

Sec.  4.  Should  any  of  the  real  estate  in  said  township  of  Gilead,  or  in 
said  town  of  Mt.  Gilead,  be  returned  delinquent  for  the  non-payment  of  the 
taxes  aforesaid,  for  the  year  1849,  the  auditor  of  said  county  shall  assess  said 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  said  real  estate,  with  twenty-five  per  cent,  penal- 
ty, and  six  per  cent,  interest  thereto  added  on  the  next  years  duplicate,  and 
the  same  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes,  and  all  the  taxes  aforesaid,  which 
shall  remain  unpaid  by  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  sale  of  lands  delinquent 
for  non-payment  of  State  and  county  taxes  for  the  year  1850.  The  land 
or  town  lots  on  which  such  delinquent  taxes  so  assessed  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  sold  for  the  payment  of  said  taxes  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
that  other  lands  are  sold  for  the  non-payment  ot  taxes  assessed  thereon  for 
State  and  county  purposes ;  and  should  any  part  of  said  latfft  so  delinquent 
as  aforesaid,  remain  unsold  for  want  of  bidders,  or  from  any  other  cause, 
the  same  shall  become  forfeited  to  the  State,  and  shall  be  sold  as  other  for- 
feited lands  are  now  authorized  to  be  sold  by  law,  and  should  any  of  the 
taxes  assessed  by  the  authority  of  this  act  for  the  year  1850,  remain  unpaid 
after  the  term  shall  have  expired  for  the  payment  of  taxes  for  said  year,  said 
delinquent  taxes,  together  with  twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty  and  six  per 
cent,  interest,  shall  be  placed  upon  the  duplicate  for  the  year  1851,  and 
shall  be  collected  as  other  delinquent  taxes,  and  should  any  of  said  delin- 
quent taxes  for  the  year  1850,  remain  unpaid  by  the  time  fixed  by  law  for 
the  sales  of  lands  delinquent  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  for  the  year  1851, 
the  land  or  town  lot  on  which  such  taxes  shall  be  levied,  shall  be  sold  for 
the  payment  of  said  taxes  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  sale  of 
the  land  and  town  lots  returned  delinquent  for  the  year  1849,  and  the  tax- 
es hereby  authorized  to  be  levied  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  lien 
t  on  the  real  estate  on  which  it  is  levied  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid. 

Sec  5.  The  treasurer  of  said  county  shall  pay  over  all  moneys  collect- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  on  the  order  of  the  commissioners  of 
said  county,  and  on  failure  so  to  do  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties, 
and  may,  with  his  sureties  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
cases  of  failure  to  pay  over  other  moneys  belonging  to  said  county. 

Sec  6.  The  seventh  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  erect  the 
county  of  Morrow,"  passed  February  24,  1848,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  ;  Provided,  however,  that  no  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  the  property 
either  real  or  personal,  in  the  said  county  of  Morrow  (except  as  herein  au-

To  authorize  the  city  of  Cincinnati  to  erect  a  Poor  House,  and  for  ether  purposes . 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  erect  and  establish  a  poor  house,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
poor  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  city  council  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  author- 
ized, for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  to  purchase  such  lot  or  tract  of  land,  within 
the  county  of  Hamilton,  as  they  may  judge  necessary ;  and  shall  also  have 
power  and  authority  to  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  institution. 

Sec  3.  The  said  city  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  levy  a 
tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  city,  or  to  dispose  of  any  proper- 
ty of  the  city,  if  found  expedient,  for  the  purchase  of  such  lot  or  tract  of 
land,  and  for  the  erection  of  buildings  thereon ;  which  tax  shall  be  levied, 
in  one  or  more  years,  collected,  ard  paid  over  in  the  same  manner  that  oth- 
er taxes  are  levied,  collected  and  paid  over,  and  when  so  paid  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  next  annual  election  for  city  officers,  and  at  each  annual 
election  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each 
ward  in  said  city,  one  director  of  the  poor  house,  to  serve  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  the 
persons  so  elected  shall  form  a  board  of  directors,  to  take  charge  of  and 
manage  the  affairs  of  said  poor  house ;  said  directors  shall,  before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office ;  they  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  pres- 
ident and  a  secretary ;  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness, and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  in 
their  body  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Sec  5.  The  said  board  of  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  all 
such  contracts  and  purchases  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor  house ; 
they  shall  pass  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
for  its  efficient  management,  which  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  when 
approved  by  the  said  city  council,  shall  be  in  force  and  valid  for  the  purpo- 
ses aforesaid. 

Sec  6.  The  said  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  and 
such  other  officers  as  m&y  b6  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  poor 
house,  who  sjj.ii  receive  such  compensation  for  their  service*  as  shall  be 
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recommended  by  said  board  and  approved  by  the  city  oonncil,  and  give  such 
security  for  their  faithful  performance,  as  the  said  board  of  directors  shall 
judge  proper ;  they  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  board,  and  may  be  removed  by  them  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  7.  The  superintendent  shall  require  all  persons  received  into  the 
poor  house  to  perform  such  reasonable  labor  as  may  be  suited  to  their  ages 
and  bodily  strength,  the  proceeds  of  which  labor  shall  be  appropriated  to 
the  use  of  said  poor  house,  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
determine. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  in  said  poor  house  as  a  pauper, 
unless  upon  the  order  of  at  least  two  of  said  directors,  directed  to  said  su- 
perintendent, which  order  shall  set  forth  the  name,  age,  birth-place,  length* 
of  residence  in  the  city,  previous  habits  and  present  condition  of  the  per- 
son claiming  to  be  a  pauper. 

Sec.  9.  When  any  person  shall  have  been  received  into  said  poor  house 
as  a  pauper,  on  account  of  any  infirmity  or  disease,  the  board  of  directors 
may,  when  in  their  opinion  such  person  is  so  far  restored  to  health  and 
bodily  strength  as  to  support  himself  or  herself,  direct  the  superintendent 
of  said  poor  house  to  discharge  such  person  therefrom. 

Sec  10.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  poor  house  shall,  yearly,  and 
every  year,  and  whenever  required  by  said  city  council,  report  to  said  city 
council  the  state  of  the  institution,  with  a  full  and  correct  account  of  all 
their  proceedings,  contracts,  receipts  and  disbursements;  and  the  expense 
of  establishing  and  supporting  the  said  poor  house  shall  be  paid  on  the  or- 
der of  the  city  clerk,  by  the  direction  of  said  city  council,  out  of  any  mon- 
ey in  the  city  treasury  specifically  levied  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  city  council  shall,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expe- 
dient, have  power  to  sell  and  convey  any  part  of  the  lands  belonging  to 
said  poor  house,  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury. 

Sec  12.  The  said  poor  house  and  all  the  property  belonging  thereto, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the  same  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  charity  contemplated  in  this  act. 

Sec  13.  Said  city  council,  or  any  member  thereof,  and  the  township 
trustees,  or  any  member  thereof,  may  visit  and  inspect  said  poor  house  at 
any  time,  and  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  same. 

Sec  14.  That  the  city  council  of  said  city,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  board  of  school  trustees  of  said  city,  shall  determine  the  amount 
necessary  for  school  purposes  in  said  city,  not  exceeding  two  mills  on  the 
dollar  of  taxable  property  in  said  city ;  and  that  so  much  of  the  act  enti- 
tled an  act  to  authorize  the  city  council  of  Cincinnati  to  levy  taxes  for 
school  purposes,  passed  February  6,  1847,  as  conflicts  with  this  section,  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  new  canal  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  connecting  the  head  of  the  Mi- 
ami Canal  with  the  Miami  Extension  Canal,  constructed  by  individuals,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  a  State  work,  and  that  the  same  be  a  part 
of  the  Miami  Canal,  and  as  such  be  managed,  and  the  navigation  thereof 
subject  to  all  the  laws  now  applicable  to  the  navigation  and  management  of 
the  Ohio  canals ;  Provided,  that  the  individuals  who  constructed  the  canal, 
and  the  owners  of  the  land  through  which  it  passes  shall  claim  no  compen- 
sation either  on  account  of  construction,  or  for  damages  to  private  property.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  John  Campbell,  Joseph  W.  Dempsey,  Henry  Blake,  James  O.  Williams, 
Caleb  Briggs,  James  W.  Means,  John  Ellison!  George  Stereo  and  James  A* 
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Richey,  and  their  associates,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  of  the  Ohio  Iron  and  Coal  Company. 

Sec.  2.  The  objects  of  said  company  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  to  de- 
velope  more  fully  the  mineral  resources  of  Lawrence  and  the  adjoining

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  William  A.  Otis,  Erastus  F.  Gaylord,  Dudley  Baldwin,  Parker  Han- 
dy, Charles  Hickox,  William  H.  Stanley  and  Samuel  H.  Mather,  and  all 
other  persons  who  may  hereafter  become  members  of  said  company,  in  the 
manner  herein  prescribed,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  incorporated  and  made 
a  body  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  "Cleveland  Mutual  Insurance  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  insuring  dwelling  houses,  shops,  stores  and  other  build- 
ings, household  furniture,  merchandize  and  other  personal  property,  against 
loss  or  damage  by  fire,  whether  the  same  shall  happen  by  accident,  light- 
ning, or  by  any  other  means  except  that  of  design  in  the  assured,  or  by  the

The  auditor  of  Crawford  county  shall  make  out  from  his  dupli- 
cate a  list  of  all  tracts  of  land  and  town  lots  lying  within  the  county  of  Wy- 
andot, remaining  upon  the  duplicate  of  Crawford  county  as  forfeited  lands 
or  lots,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  years  for  which  the  taxes  remain  unpaid

Whereas,  on  the  27th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1 835,  a  writ  of  Fiera 
Facias  et  Levari  Facias  was  issued  out  of  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  cf  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
under  the  seal  of  said  court,  commanding  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  that 
of  the  goods  and  chatties,  and  for  the  want  of  goods  and  chattels,  that  of 
the  lands  and  tenements  of  William  Ensign,  he  cause  to  be  levied  and 
made  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  ninety-eight 
cents  damages,  fourteen  dollars  penalty,  and  nineteen  dollars  and  sixty- 
one  cents  costs,  which  by  the  judgment  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  within  and  for  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  Isaac  Smith  recovered 
against  said  William  Ensign  at  their  August  term  in  said  county  of  Ash- 
tabula, A.  D.  1 838.

sale  at  the  court  house  in  Jefferson,  in  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  on  the 
17th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1839,  between  the  hours  of  11  o'clock,  A.  M., 
and  4  o'clock,  P.  M.,  that  he  offered  the  same  for  sale  in  conformity  with 
said  notice,  and  that  he  had  sold  the  same  to  Isaac  Smith,  the  highest 
bidder,  at  and  for  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per  acre,  which  was  more 
than  two-thirds  the  appraised  value  thereof. 

And  whereas,  the  said  court  of  common  pleas  examined  said  writ  and  re- 
turn, and  caused  the  fact  to  be  entered  on  their  journal  that  they  had 
examined  said  writ  and  proceedings  and  found  them  to  be  in  all  respects 
according  to  law,  and  therefore  ordered  the  said  sheriff  to  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  said  purchaser  a  deed  of  conveyance  of  the  premises  sold : 
And  whereas,  on  the  seventh  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1839,  the  sheriff  of 
said  county,  in  conformity  with  said  order,  did  execute  and  deliver  to 
said  Isaac  Smith,  a  sheriff's  deed  of  the  premises  levied  on  and  sold  as 
aforesaid :  And  whereas,  the  said  deed  was  duly  recorded  Record  Book 
vol.  26,  of  the  Records  of  Deeds  of  the  county  of  Ashtabula,  pages  217, 
218,  219,  and  220:  Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio* 
That  the  aforesaid  sheriff's  deed  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  record  within  this  State  or  elsewhere  in  any  suit  or  action 
therein,  as  legal  and  valid,  and  conveying  all  the  interest  and  title  held  by 
the  said  judgment  defendant  in  the  land  and  real  estate  therein  described, 
the  same  as  if  the  writ  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  which  the  levy  on  the  land 
aforesaid  was  made,  had  been  signed  at  the  end  thereof  by  the  clerk  of  the 
said  court  of  common  pleas.

Relating  to  certain  Real  Estate  in  Franklinton,  Franklin  county. 

Whereas,  Lucas  Sullivant,  late  of  Franklin  county,  deceased,  did  on  the 
20th  day  of  April,  1802,  in  writing,  appropriate  four  certain  lots  of  ground, 
situate  in  the  town  of  Franklinton,  Franklin  county,  being  the  four  corner 
lots  of  Franklin  and  Washington  streets,  for  public  buildings  only ;  that  is 
for  a  State  house  or  court  house,  and  a  commons,  but  not  to  be  encum- 
bered with  any  other  buildings:  And  whereas,  there  is  no  probability 
that  said  lots  or  either  of  them  will  ever  be  needed  for  the  purposes,  or 
either  of  them,  specified  in  said  grant  of  said  Sullivan t :  And  whereas, 
the  legal  heirs  of  said  Sullivant  have  expressed  their  consent  in  writing, 
that  said  lots  may  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  school  house  in  said  Franklinton,  and  to  school  purposes  gen- 
erally: Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  convey,  by  deed  of 
quit  claim,  to  Michael  Sullivant,  Joseph  Robinson  and  Charles  Eaton,  and 
their  heirs  forever,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in 
and  to  said  four  lots  of  ground  described  in  the  preamble  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  commissioners  of  Franklin  county,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by authorized  to  convey,  by  deed  of  quit  claim,  to  said  Michael  Sullivant, 
Joseph  Robinson  and  Charles  Eaton,  and  their  heirs  forever,  all  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  said  Franklin  county,  in  and  to  said  four  lots  of  ground 
described  in  the  preamble  of  this  act :  Provided,  however,  that  the  said 
'  Michael  Sullivant,  Robinson  and  Eaton,  shall  appropriate  said  lots  of  ground 
or  the  proceeds  of  the  same,  to  the  erection  of  a  school  house  in  said  town 
of  Franklinton,  and  to  other  school  purposes,  and  to  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever*

AN  ACT 

Recognizing  the  New  Orleans  and  Ohio  Telegraph  Company  as  a  body  corporate  and  politic 

within  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  on  the  18th 
day  of  October,  1847,  passed  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
New  Orleans  and  Ohio  Telegraph  Company,  the  first  eighteen  sections  of 
which  incorporated  said  company  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Sec  1.    Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, That  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse,  John  M.  Bass,  G.  M.  Frogg,  James  A. 
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Porter,  J.  J.  Gill,  James  Woods,  John  Kirkman,  C.  Conner,  James  John- 
son, James  A.  McAlister,  and  their  associates,  who  have  acquired  or  may 
acquire  from  said  Morse,  the  right  to  construct  and  carry  on  the  Electro- 
Magnetic  Telegraph  by  him  invented  and  patented,  through  the  State,  on 
the  route  leading  from  the  cities  of  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  Maysville  and 
Pittsburgh,  to  Lexington,  Kentucky,  and  thence  to  Nashville,  Tuscurabia 
and  Jackson,  to  New  Orleans,  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body 
politic,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  maintaining  a  line  of  said  Telegraph, 
on  the  route  aforesaid,  and  transmitting  intelligence  by  means  thereof,  un- 
der the  name  and  style  of  the  New  Orleans  and  Ohio  Telegraph  Company. 

Sec  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  fyc,  That  the  stock  of  said  company 
shall  consist  of  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each*  to  be  issued  to  the  ori- 
ginal owners  of  the  patent  right,  and  to  those  who  have  heretofore,  or  may 
hereafter  furnish  funds  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  said  line 
of  Telegraph)  as  the  owners  and  subscribers  have  heretofore,  or  may  here- 
after agree  upon :  Provided,  that  funds  be  raised  for  the  construction  of 
said  Telegraph,  putting  the  same  in  operation,  and  from  time  to  time  ad- 
ding to  and  improving  it,  shall  be  only  sufficient  for  these  purposes,  and  shall 
not  be  invested  or  employed  for  any  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  corporators  aforesaid,  or  any 
one  or  more  of  them,  acting  under  a  direction  of  a  majority  of  said  cor- 
poration, shall  be,  and  are  hereby  empowered  to  take  such  steps  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  to  procure  subscriptions  for  the  completion  of  said 
lines  according  to  existing  contracts,  or  such  as  may  be  hereafter  made,  to 
collect  the  moneys  subscribed,  and  to  disburse  them  for  purposes  of  con- 
struction, and  perform  all  other  acts  necessary  to  expedite  the  procurement 
and  proper  application  of  the  funds  aforesaid. 

Sec  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  the 
power  to  build  or  purchase  any  connecting  or  side  lines,  having  acquired 
the  right  to  db  so  from  the  owners  of  Morse's  patent,  and  may  enlarge  their 
capital  stock  for  that  purpose. 

Sec  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  the  line  of  Telegraph 
shall  be  completed,  and  in  operation  from  Cincinnati  or  Louisville  to  New 
Orleans,  the  said  corporators  shall,  by  advertisement  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper published  in  every  city  on  the  line  where  subscribers  for  two  thou- 
sand dollars  may  reside,  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  and  proprietors 
of  the  patent  right,  constituting  the  corporate  body  hereby  created,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  most  convenient  for  the  majority  of  the  subscribers,  for 
the  purpose  of  choosing  a  president  and  board  of  directors,  a  secretary  and 
treasurer  for  the  management  of  their  affairs.  Annual  meetings  of  said 
corporation  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting,  and  at  any  subsequent  annusil  meet- 
ing ;  and  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  president  and  directors, 
whenever  in  their  opinion  the  interests  of  the  company  may  require  it,  or 
when  it  may  be  demanded  by  persons  holding  one  third  of  the  stock.  Such 
reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings,  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-la  war  of  the  corporation.  In  case  of  the  death 
Or  resignation  of  any  director,  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  have  the  pow- 
er to  eject  another  to  fill  his  place. 
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Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  president,  directors,  secretary 
end  treasurer,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successor* 
shall  be  elected,  and  shall  exercise  such  powers  pertaining  to  the  building 
and  management  of  said  Telegraph,  not  incompatible  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State,  and  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be  authorised  by 
the  by-laws  of  said  corporation. 

Sec  7.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  at  every  election  each  share  shall 
entitle  its  holder  to  one  vote,  and  absent  stockholders  may  vote  by  agents 
or  proxies  producing  written  authority.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall 
be  decided  by  lot ;  provided,  that  all  the  stockholders  owning  ten  shares 
and  under,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  owners  of  more  than  ten 
shares  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  ten  shares,  so  that  the  whole 
amount  of  votes  of  any  stockholder  shall  not  exceed  thirty. 

Sec  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Telegraph  hereby  incorpora- 
ted, shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  having  competent  jurisdiction,  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  &lter  at  pleasure,  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  the  lawful  purposes  of  the  corporation  may  require,  and 
the  same  to  sell  and  convey,  wfeen  no  longer  so  required,  to  appoint  such 
officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  manage  the  business  of  the  cor- 
poration, allow  them  a  suitable  compensation,  and  to  make  by-laws,  not  in- 
consistent with  any  existing  law,  for  the  management  of  its  property,  the 
regulation  of  its  affairs,  and  the  issue  and  transfer  of  its  stock*  . 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  enactedi  That  the  corporation  hereby  created, 
shall  have  power  by  contract  .with  other  persons  or  bodies  politic,  to  con- 
nect their  lines  with  Telegraph  lines  out  of  this  State. 

Sec  10.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  the  Magnetic  Telegraph  Com- 
pany shall  have  power  to  set  up  their  fixtures  along  and  across  any  of  the 
roads,  streets,  or  waters  of  this  State,  without  its  being  deemed  a  public 
nuisance,  or  subject  to  be  abated  by  any  private  person.;  the  said  fixtures 
to  be  so  placed  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  common  use  of  such  roads, 
streets  and  waters,  or  with  the  convenience  of  any  land-owner,  more  than 
is  unavoidable ;  but  the  said  corporation  shall  be  responsible  for  any  dam- 
age which  any  person  or  corporation  may  sustain  by  the  erection,  continu- 
ance, and  use  of  such  fixtures ;  and  in  every  action  brought  for  the  recov- 
ery thereof,  by  the  owner  or  possessor  of  any  land,  the  damage  to  be  award- 
ed may,  at  the  election  of  such  corporation,  include  the  damages  of  allow- 
ing the  said  fixtures  permanently  to  continue,  on  payment  of  which  dama- 
ges, the  right  of  the  corporation  to  continue  sueh  fixtures  shall  be  con- 
firmed, as  if  granted  by  the  parties  to  the  suit ;  provided,  that  no  person 
or  body  politic  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  for  or  secure  damages- as  aforesaid, 
until  the  said  corporation,  after  due  notice,  shall  have  failed  or  refused  to 
remove,, in  reasonable  time,  the  fixtures  complained  of.  And  every  person 
who  shall  destroy  or  commit  trespass  upon  the  fixtures  of  said  corpora- 
tion, erected  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby  given,  actually  interrupt- 
ing or  with  intent  to  interrupt  the  operations  of  the  Telegraph,  shall  pay 
the  said  company  one  hundred  dollars  for  such  offence,  and  shall  be  fur- 
ther liable  for  all  damages  which  the  said  corporation  may  suffer  in  repair- 
ing the  injury,  and  in  the  interruption  of  their  business,  to  be  recovered 
on  action  of  trespass. 
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Sec.  11.  Beit  further  enacted,  tyc,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
company  hereby  incorporated,  or  others,  proprietors  of  Morse's  Electro 
Magnetic  Telegraph,  to  construct  lines  of  telegraph  along  the  common 
roads  and  streets  of  this  State,  along  all  turnpikes,  rail  roads  and  canals, 
for  the  purpose  of  communicating  between  any  of  the  towns  and  villages 
in  this  State,  or  beyond  its  limits,  and  the  main  line  of  said  company,  and 
with  each  other,  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  act  con- 
tained. 

Sec.  12.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  bound, 
on  application  of  any  of  the  officers  of  this  State,  or  the  United  States,  act- 
ing in  the  event  of  any  war,  insurrection,  riot  or  other  civil  commotion,  or 
resistance  of  public  authority,  or  in  the  prevention  and  punishment  of  crime, 
or  the  arrest  of  persons  charged  or  suspected  thereof,  to  give  to  the  commu- 
nications of  such  officers  immediate  despatch ;  and  if  any  officer,  clerk  or 
operator  of  said  company,  or  any  other  Telegraph  company,  shall  refuse  or 
wittingly  omit  to  transmit  such  communication,  or  shall  designedly  alter  or 
falsify  the  same  for  any  purpose  whatever,  he  shall  be  subject  to  fine  and 
imprisonment  in  proportion  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offence,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  before  any  court  of  compete!*  jurisdiction.  For  transmitting 
such  communications,  the  company  shall  charge  no  higher  price  than  for 
private  communications  of  the  same  length. 

Sec  13.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the 
profits  of  the  company,  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  be  declared  semi- 
annually in  the  months  of  January  and  July  in  each  year ;  provided,  that 
no  dividend  shall  be  declared,  which  shall  impair  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company. 

Sec.  14.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  stock- 
holders of  this  company,  a  majority  of  the  stock  assenting  thereto,  to  merge 
its  capital  into  that  of  a  company  owning  a  line  of  Telegraph  running  from 
Baltimore  to  Wheeling,  making  a  continuous  line  of  Telegraph  from  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  through  Wheeling  in  Virginia,  Lexington  in  Kentucky, 
and  Nashville  in  Tennessee,  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  thenceforward 
the  name  and  style  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  Western  Telegraph 
Company. 

Sec  15.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  company  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  purchase  out  the  right  of  any  improvements  that 
may  be  made  in  the  Magnetic  Telegraph,  from  time  to  time. 

Sec  16.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  stock  and  other  property  of 
said  company  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  until  dividends  are  declared, 
when  it  shall  be  subject  to  taxations  at  the  same  rates  as  other  property. 

Sec  17.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage,  and  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act ;  Provided,  that  noth- 
ing in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  to  said  company  apy  exclu- 
sive privilege. 

Sec  18.     Beit  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  pun- 
ishable as  misdemeanors  are  punishable  at  common  law,  for  the  same  person 
a  second  time,  actually  to  interrupt  by  any  means  whatever,  the  operation 
of  said  Telegraph,  or  any  other  Telegraph  established  by  law. 
Therefore, 
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Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  said  Telegraph  Company  be,  and  are  hereby  recognized  and  declared 
to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  within  this  State,  with  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of  the  act  of  the  general 
assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  herein  recited,  except  as  hereinafter 
specified. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  subscribed  and  employed 
in  any  county  of  this  State,  shall  be  placed  upon  the  duplicate  of  such  county 
for  taxation  for  all  purposes.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  opening  and  repair  of  roada  and  highwayeon  the  line  between  the  State 

of  Penneyhrania  and  Ohio. 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  enacted 
that  if  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Ohio  shall  concur,  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  opening  and  keeping  in  repair  any  road  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
laid  out  by  authority  of  law,  on  the  line  between  the  States  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Ohio,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  supervisors,  or  officer  or 
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officers,  having  charge  of  the  public  roads  in  any  two  adjoining  townships, 
through  which  such  road  may  pass,  one  of  which  shall  be  on  either  side 
of  said  line,  to  be,  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  conveniently  may  be,  and  lay  off  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  lie  be- 
tween such  adjoining  townships  into  sections  not  exceeding  one  mile  in 
length,  as  they  may  think  convenient,  and  suitably  mark  the  same  and 
divide  said  sections  equally  between  said  adjoining  townships,  and  cause 
a  record  thereof  to  be  made  on  the  book  qf  the  township  clerk  of 
adjoining  townships  respectively,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
clerks  to  make  such  record,  and  thenceforth  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
supervisors  or  other  officer  or  officers  as  aforesaid,  to  open  and  keep  in 
repair  such  portion  or  portions  of  such  road  as  may  be  attached  to  the 
township  of  which  they  may  be  supervisors  or  other  officers  as  aforesaid, 
respectively,  under  the  same  penalties  as  [are]  or  may  be  imposed  upon 
such  officers  by  the  road  laws  of  said  States,  respectively ;  Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
That  the  State  of  Ohio  do  concur  in  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  the  said 
commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  recited  in  the  preamble. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  supervisors  having  charge  of 
the  public,  township,  county  or  State  roads  adjoining  townships  through 
which  such  road  may  pass,  one  of  which  shall  be  on  either  side  of  said  line, 
to  meet,  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
conveniently  may  be,  and  lay  off  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  lie  between 
such  adjoining  townships  into  sections  not  exceeding  one  mile  in  length,  as 
they  may  think  most  convenient,  and  suitably  mark  the  same  and  divide 
said  sections  equally  between  said  adjoining  townships,  and  cause  a  record 
thereof  to  be  made  on  the  book  of  the  township  clerk  of  said  adjoining 
townships  respectively,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  make 
such  record,  and  thenceforth  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  supervisors  to  open 
and  keep  in  repair  such  portion  or  portions  of  such  road  as  may  be  thus 
allotted  to  the  township  of  which  they  may  be  supervisors  respectively,  un- 
der the  same  penalties  as  [are]  or  may  be  imposed  upon  supervisors  by  the 
road  laws  of  said  States  respectively. 

Sec  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof, 
and  be  published  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  foregoing  act  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.

Relating  to  Roads  between  the  State*  of  Pennsjlvania  aod  Ohio. 

Suction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representative* 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is 
hereby  ennredby  the  authority  of  the  same,  If  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  shall  concur,  that  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  keeping  in  repair 
any  road  now  or  hereafter  to  be  laid  out,  by  authority  of  law,  on  the  line 
between  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
.road  supervisors,,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  having  charge  of  the  public  roads 
in  any  two  adjoining  townships  through  which  such  road  may  pass,  one  of 
which  shall  be  on  either  side  of  said  line,  to  meet  annually,  on  the  first  day 
of  April,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  lay  off  so  much  of 
said  road  as  shall  lie  between  such  adjoining  townships,  into  sections  not  ex- 
ceeding one  mile  in  length,  as  they  may  think  most  convenient,  and  suitably 
mark  the  same,  and  divide  said  sections  equally  between  said  adjoining 
townships,  and  cause  a  record  thereof  to  be  made  on  the  book  of  the  town- 
ship clerk  of  said  adjoining  townships,  respectively ;  and  it  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  said  clerks  to  make  such  record ;  and  thenceforth  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  supervisors,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  as  aforesaid,  to  open  and 
keep  in  repair  such  portion  or  portions  of  such  road,  as  may  thus  be  alloted 
to  the  township  of  which  they  may  be  supervisors,  or.  other  officers  as  afore- 
said, respectively,  under  the  same  penalties  as  or  may  be  imposed  upon  such 
officers  by  the  road  laws  of  said  States  respectively. 

Section  2.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  request- 
ed to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  act  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  with  a  request  that  the  same  be  communicated  to  the  Legislature  of 
that  State,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  full  and  entire  as- 
sent of  this  Commonwealth  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  given,  to  all  and 
each  of  the  provisions  mentioned  and  contained  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  Ohio,  passed  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty  eight,  entitled  "  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Ohio  and  Penn- 
sylvania Rail  Road  Company:  And  the  said  act  of  the  State  of  Ohio  is 
hereby  adopted,  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  enacted  into  a  law  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  all  and  each  of  the  provisions,  conditions,  and  restrictions 
thereof,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  the  same  were  enacted  section  by  sec- 
tion, so  far  as  the  same  can  apply  to  this  Commonwealth ;  reserving  always 
to  this  Commonwealth  the  same  and  like  rights  and  powers  in  all  respects, 
in  and  over  that  part  of  the  contemplated  mil  road  which  may  be  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  as  has  been  reserved  and  provided  in  the  said  reci- 
ted act  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  and  over  that  part  of  the  said  rail  road 
which  may  be  in  the  State  of  Ohio :  And  the  said  act  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof  wherever  the 
same  is  applicable,  as  well  within  as  without  this  Commonwealth,  as  an  act 
incorporating  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company,  for  all  and 
every  the  objects  and  purposes  therein  set  forth  and  provided  for.  Prom- 
did,  That  the  track  of  that  portion  of  the  said  rail  road  situated  in  this 
State,  shall  be  constructed  of  the  same  width  with  the  track  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Rail  Road,  and  provided  further,  that  the  said  Rail  Road  Compa- 
ny shall  connect,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Rail  Road,  with  the  consent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company  ;  and 
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also  permit  the  Pittsburgh,  Kittanning  and  Warren  Rail  Road  Company  to 
connect  with  said  road,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  as  well  as  all  lat- 
eral rail  roads  incorporated  by  this  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  all  cases  when  the  matter  in  controversy  shall  have 
originated  or  arisen  within  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  said  Compa- 
ny may  sue  and  be  sued  in  like  manner  as  other  bodies  corporate  within 
this  Commonwealth  sue  and  are  sued,  and  in  all  matters  and  things  which 
may  in  any  way  relate  to  or  concern  the  exercise  or  abuse  of  the  rights,  priv- 
ileges, powers,  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  and  also  in  all  things  which 
may  relate  to  or  concern  a  compliance  with,  or  a  breach  of,  the  conditions 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  be  as  perfectly  subject  to 
and  under  the  control  of  the  proper  authorities  of  Pennsylvania  as  if  the 
said  Company  had  been  created  by  a  law  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  in 
any  suit,  action,  or  proceeding  at  law  against  said  Company,  the  process  may 
be  served,  within  the  proper  county  or  district,  upon  any  known  officer  or 
agent  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
Company,  as  soon  as  any  portion  of  their  rail  road  situated  between  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh  and  the  Eastern  line  of  the  State  of  Ohio  is  completed  and  in 
use,  for  transportation,  to  prepare  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  the  co9t 
of  construction  of  said  portion  of  their  rail  road,  authenticated  by  the  oath 
or  affirmation  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  said  Company,  and  com- 
municate the  same  to  the  Auditor  General  of  this  Commonwealth,  who  shall 
file  the  statement  in  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  stock  of  said  Company,  to  an  amount  equal  to  the 
cost  of  the  construction  of  the  said  portion  of  their  road,  shall  be  subject  to 
taxation  by  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  rate 
as  other  similar  property  is  subject ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Com- 
pany to  cause  their  Treasurer,  upon  the  declaration  of  any  dividend  after 
said  portion  of  their  rail  road  shall  have  been  completed,  to  retain  out  of  said 
dividend  and  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  the  tax  to  which  such  por- 
tion of  stock  is  liable. 

J3ec  5.  That  N.  B.  Craig,  James  Woods,  William  M.  Lyon,  William 
Robinson,  Junior,  Harmar  Denny,  Thomas  Bakewell,  Joshua  Hanna,  A.  W. 
Loomis,  and  David  Shields,  of  Allegheny  county;  James  Patterson,  Daniel 
Agnew,  Joseph  Pollock,  William  Henry,  Ovid  Peiny,  F.  Reno,  and  Dr.  D. 
Leisure,  of  Beaver  county ;  John  B.  Myers,  John  A.  Wright,  John  H. 
Diehl,  James  McGee,  James  Traquair,  Joseph  M.  Thomas,  Lewis  Cooper, 
and  Solomon  W.  Roberts  of  Philadelphia,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed additional  corporators  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.

RESOLUTIONS 
Relative  to  the  Rail  Road  legislation  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Resolved,  by  the  General  Assembly  qf  the  State  qf  Ohio,  That  we  re- 
cognize as  among  the  most  important  provisions  of  the  federal  constitution 
those  which  prohibit  all  restrictions  upon  the  freedom  of  commerce  between 
the  several  States,  and  are  satisfied  that  to  these  provisions  may  justly  be 
attributed  much  of  that  advance  in  population,  in  wealth,  in  happiness,  and 
in  all  the  elements  of  prosperity,  which  has  rendered  the  United  States 
without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  nations. 

Resolved,  That  the  liberal  policy  which  has  hitherto  pervaded  the  legis- 
lation of  the  several  States,  with  reference  to  internal  improvements  designed 
to  facilitate  commercial  intercourse  between  the  several  States,  has  borne 
ample  testimony  alike  to  the  fidelity  of  those  States,  to  the  spirit  as  well  as 
the  letter  of  our  common  constitution  and  to  the  enlightened  views  of  the 
respective  State  legislatures. 

Resolved,  That  this  body  has  learned  with  regret  that  the  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is  at  this  time  seriously  contemplating 
a  departure  from  that  liberal  policy  that  has  so  characterized  her  own,  and 
the  action  pf  her  sister  States  on  this  subject,  by  the  repeal  of  the  charter 
of  the  Ohio  and  Erie  Rail  Road  Company. 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  but  regard  this  as  an  attempt  to  force  from 
its  natural  channel  a  large  portion  of  the  commerce  of  the  North  Western 
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States,  and  to  compel  the  same  to  seek  the  sea  board  through  the  line  of 
improvements  constructed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  from  which  can 
flow  nothing  but  disappointment  to  herself  and  injury  to  those  States  whose 
products  she  covets. 

Resolved,  That  while  the  State  of  Ohio  sincerely  deprecates  a  system  of 
countervailing  retaliatory  enactments  in  the  legislation  of  any  of  the  States 
of  this  Union,  and  while  she  most  solemnly  protests  against  a  course  of  con- 
duct, on  the  part  of  her  sister  State,  that  will  render  the  adoption  of  meas- 
ures so  odious  necessary  for  her  own  protection,  she  deems  it  due  to  her 
own  dignity,  to  the  interests  of  her  own  citizens,  and  to  the  welfare  of  her 
sister  States,  to  deelare  that  if  it  shall  be  found  to  be  the  settled  determina- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  that  the  great  line  of  Rail  Road 
communication  between  the  sea  board  and  the  West,  along  the  Southern 
shores  of  the  Lakes,  shall  be  interrupted  and  broken  by  her  refusal  of  the 
right  of  way  for  the  same  through  her  territory,  bordering  upon  the  shore 
of  Lake  Erie,  then  will  a  resort  to  measures  of  retaliation  become  the  im- 
perative duty  of  this  State,  from  the  performance  of  which,  at  the  proper 
time,  she  will  by  no  means  shrink.

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From  this  statement  it  appears  tbat  the  State  has  paid,  during  the 
past  year,  all  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government,  has  met 
promptly  the  interest  upon  the  State  debt,  and  has  appropriated  a 
considerable  sum  to  the  payment  of  the  principal. 

It  has  also  contributed  liberally  to  the  support  of  its  benevolent 
institutions,  and  has  made  a  commencement  in  building  a  State 
House  now  so  much  needed.

But  the  most  gratifying  fact  shown  by  the  preceding  statement  of 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  past  year  is,  that  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  and  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  four  dol- 
lars and  fifty-six  cents  has  been  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  the  State  debt,  during  the  past  year. 

It  may  well  be  a  cause  of  congratulation  to  the  people  of  Ohio, 
that  we  are  thus  steadily  advancing  in  the  work  of  paying  the  debt, 
which  has,  for  years  past,  pressed  so  heavily  upon  the  business  and 
prosperity  of  the  State. 

The  operation  of  the  present  revenue  system  of  the  State,  as  com- 
pared with  the  former  tax- laws,  is  exhibited  by  the  following  table, 
collated  from  the  records  in  this  office,  showing  the  assessed  value 
of  the  property  upon  the  grand  list  or  duplicates  each  year,  from 
1844  to  1848,  inclusive,  the  per  cent,  or  rate  of  State  tax  levied,  the 
gross  amount  of  the  levy,  and  the  sum  collected  for  State  purposes 
on  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  Slate,  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury  upon  the  levy  of  each  year,  including  arrearages  upon  de- 
linquent and  forfeited  lands.

It  appears  by  this  table,  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes  collec- 
ted and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  during  the  five  years,  is  only 
$73,000  less  than  the  gross  amount  levied  during  the  same  period 
upon  the  whole  real  and  personal  property  of  the  State,  being  less 
than  $15,000  per  annum  for  the  cost  of  collection,  delinquencies  and 
remissions.  It  is  believed  that  no  example  of  greater  promptitude 
and  punctuality  in  the  payment  of  taxes  can  be  found  in  any  other 
State. 

The  levy  of  1848  was  increased  one-fourth  of  a  mill  over  the  tax 
of  1847,  as  it  was  supposed  that  there  would  be  a  considerable  de- 
crease in  the  revenues  of  the  public  works.  The  tolls  received  up- 
on the  Canals  have,  however,  fallen  but  little  below  the  sum  received 
last  year.  The  increased  amount  which  will  be  brought  into  the 
Treasury  by  the  small  additional  per  cent,  levied,  will,  therefore,  be 
added  to  the  funds  accumulating  for  the  reduction  of  the  State  debt. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  amendatory  act  of  22d  February,  1847, 
provides  "  That  book  accounts  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  liquidated  credits  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  shall  also  be  exempt 
from  taxation."  It  was  not  probably  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
extend  these  exemptions  to  credits  for  money  loaned,  or  to  notes,  mort- 
gages, securities  or  evidences  of  debt  for  property  sold,  but  such  will 
no  doubt  be  the  construction  given  to  them.  The  proviso,  or  at  least 
the  clause  exempting  any  portion  of  liquidated  credits,  should  be  re- 
pealed. 

An  act  of  Congress  was  passed  on  the  26th  day  of  January,  1847, 
authorizing  the  States  admitted  into  the  Union  prior  to  the  24th  day 
of  April,  1820,  "  To  impose  a  tax  or  taxes  upon  all  lands  hereafter 
sold  in  such  States,  from  and  after  the  day  of  such  sale."  The  tax 
law  of  2nd  March,  1846,  exempts  from  taxation  all  lands  sold  by  the 
United  States,  for  five  years  after  such  sale.  This  exemption  should 
be  repealed. 

Returns  have  been  received  from  nine  counties  only  of  the  land, 
lots,  and  buildings  held  by  Scientific,  Literary,  Religious  or  Benevo- 
lent Societies.  It  was  found  to  be  difficult  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  the  resolution  requiring  the  Assessors  to  make  the  re- 
turns specified  in  the  resolution.  If  more  full  returns  shall  be  re- 
ceived they  will  be  collated  and  presented  in  a  special  report.

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This  estimate  includes  the  receipts  and  disbursements  upon  the 
National  Road,  and  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road.  The 
tolls  received  upon  the  National  Road  are  appropriated  exclusively 
to  the  payment  of  the  repairs  of  the  road  and  the  interest  upon  the 
National  Road  bonds.  The  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road 
belongs  to  the  State,  but  the  tolls  are  appropriated  to  the  repairs,  and 
to  paying  for  the  construction  of  the  road  from  Lower  Sandusky  to 
the  western  line  of  the  Reserve,  at  Belle vuc.  The  estimated  receipts 
and  expenditures  upon  these  two  works  balance  each  other. 

The  purchase  money  for  sections  sixteen  and  twenty-nine,  and  oth- 
er trust  funds  payable  into  the  Treasury,  being  in  fact,  an  addition  to 
the  domestic  debt  of  the  State,  an  equal  amount  of  State  bonds  will  be 
purchased  with  these  funds.  The  increase  of  the  debt  will  by  this 
means  be  prevented. 

The  whole  of  the  temporary  debt  of  the  State,  incurred  for  the  ar- 
rears of  interest  which  accrued  prior  to  1846,  may  be  regarded  as 
paid,  funds  having  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Fund  Commission- 
er for  that  purpose.  This  disturbing  element  in  our  finances  being 
now  removed,  the  whole  of  the  funds  applicable  to  the  State  debt, 
hereafter  received,  will  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  fund- 
ed debt  of  the  State.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  receipts  of 
the  current  year,  with  the  large  balance  now  in  the  Treasury,  will  en- 
able the  Fund  Commissioner  to  pay  more  than  half  a  million  of  the 
State  debt  during  the  year  1849.

The  foreign  and  domestic  debt  of  the  State,  upon  the  books  of  this 
office,  on  the  15th  November,  1847,  was  $19,233,477  21.  The 
temporary  debt  which  existed  at  the  same  time,  in  the  form  of  notes 
given  by  the  Fund  Commissioners, amounted  to  $259,418  00,  making 
an  aggregate  of  $19,492,895  21,  as  the  actual  State  debt  at  that  time. 
The  whole  of  this  temporary  debt  has  been  paid,  and  foreign  and  do* 
mestic  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $107,813  08,  have  been  redeemed  and 
cancelled  during  the  past  year. 

The  whole  debt  of  the  State,  domestic  and  foreign,  is  now  $19,173,- 
223  22,  as  stated  in  the  preceding  table. 

The  irreducible  stock,  being  school  and  trust  funds,  amounts  to 
$1,566,930  87,  upon  which  the  State  pays  an  annual  interest  of  six 
per  cent,  to  the  townships  and  districts  from  which  the  funds  were 
received.  This  stock  forms  a  part  of  the  State  debt  which  is  not  to 
be  re-paid. 

The  surplus  revenue  re-paid  by  the  counties,  and  now  in  the 
Treasury  and  in  the  hands  of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  with  the  bal- 
ance payable  by  the  counties,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $1,653,084  06, 
which  is  pledged  and  appropriated  to  the  redemption  of  the  million 
and  a  half  of  the  seven  per  cent,  stock,  payable  in  1851.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  but  this  fund,  with  the  balance  of  tolls  and  taxes,  and  other 
funds  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  State  debt,  including  the  sums 
which  will  be  raised  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  provide  for  the 
extinguishment  of  the  public  debt  of  Ohio,  passed  24th  February, 
1848,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  seven  per  cent,  bonds 
when  they  become  payable. 

The  domestic  bonds,  for  the  payment  of  which  the  Canal  lands  are 
pledged,  amount  to  $270,661  51,  the  sum  of  $125,874  15,  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  and  in  the  treasury  for  the 
payment  of  so  much  of  these  bonds. 

The  balance,  being  $144,787  36,  will  be  paid  within  a  short  period 
by  the  receipts  from  Canal  lands. 

The  railroad,  canal  and  turnpike  stocks,  held  by  the  State  may  be 
safely  estimated  at  one  million  of  dollars. 
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These  several  sums,  deducted  from  the  present  amount  of  State 
debt,  leaves  914,835,630  84,  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  ordinary 
revenues  of  the  State. 

In  March,  1845,  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  properly  applicable  to 
the  payment  of  the  outstanding  checks  for  the  repairs  of  the  public 
works  of  the  State,  was  but  $13,872  22.  The  outstanding  checks 
were  not  less  than  $70,000.  There  was  not  a  dollar  in  the  Treasury 
for  the  payment  of  more  than  half  a  million  of  interest  becoming  due 
in  May  and  July,  except  such  smus  as  could  be  withdrawn  from  funds 
appropriated  for  other  purposes ;  nor  were  there  any  accruing  reve- 
nues from  which  funds  would  be  received  for  this  purpose.  The 
Fund  Commissioners  were,  therefore,  compelled  to  make  temporary 
loans  for  the  payment  of  the  greater  part  of  the  semi-annual  interest 
due  in  May  and  July  of  that  year. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  1845,  were  $286,481  58  over  and 
above  the  ordinary  sources  of  revenue.  The  receipts  of  1848,  from 
the  same  sources,  are  over  seventy  thousand  dollars  more  than  the 
expenditures. 

The  balances  in  the  Treasury  for  several  years  prior  to  1847,  at 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  were  but  little  over  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  but  a  small  part  of  which  was  properly  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  January  interest.  In  1847  and  1848,  the  balances  have 
averaged  more  than  four  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  at  the 
close  of  each  year,  while  large  sums  have  been  annually  appropria- 
ted to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  funded  and  temporary  debt, 
which  may  now,  for  all  practical  purposes,  be  regarded  as*  less  than 
fifteen  millions. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  the  rapidly  increasing  popula- 
tion, wealth  and  resources  of  the  State,  this  debt  should  no  longer  be 
regarded  as  an  incumbrance  of  great  and  appaling  magnitude.  The 
laws  which  are  now  in  force,  if  faithfully  carried  into  execution,  will 
furnish  ample  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  annual  interest  and  the 
extinguishment  in  due  time  of  the  principal.
